Every  board  of  guardians,  as  regards,  the  first  poor  rate 
made  after  the  date  of  this  Order,  shall  make  the  same  only  for  the 
service  of  the  period  ending  on  the  last  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine  ; but  otherwise  every  board  of  guardians 
shall  make,  levy,  collect,  and  recover  the  poor  rate  in  like  manner  as 
if  the  Act  had  not  passed.

Action  of  Presentment  Sessions. 

6. — (1.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Presentment  Sessions  to 
provide  for  liquidating  so  far  as  practicable,  before  the  appointed  day, 
all  current  debts  and  liabilities  incurred  in  respect  of  their  barony  or 
county. 

(2.)  The  Presentment  Sessions  held  next  after  the  making  of  this 
Order  shall  ])roceed  in  like  manner  as  if  the  Act  had  not  passed,

(a.)  They  shall  not  take  into  account  possible  receipts  from  the 
Agricultural  Grant : 

(6.)  They  shall  not  make  a presentment  for  any  new  work  unless  it 
was  certified  by  the  Foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury  at  the 
previous  assizes,  but  t’hey  shall  make  such  presentments  in 
respect  of  works  to  be  executed  and  matters  to  be  done 
subsequent  to  the  Spring  Assizes  next  after  the  making  of 
this  Order,  as  will  meet  everything  required  to  be  done  up 
to  the  last  day  of  September  next  following,  and  as  appear 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Order  with 
respect  to  the  liquidation  of  current  debts  and  liabilities  : 

(c.)  They  may  arrange  for  the  continuance  up  to  the  said  last  day  of 
September  of  contracts  expiring  before  that  day,  and  for  any 
other  matter  required  for  the  maintenance  of  works  up  to 
that  day  ; and 

(d.)  They  may  make  presentments  provisional  upon  a certificate  by 
the  County  Surveyor  before  the  Assizes,  and  if  such  certificate 
is  given,  such  provisional  presentment  shall  have  the  effect  of 
a presentment. 

(3.)  In  the  construction  of  this  Article  with  resj^ect  to  the  county 
of  Dublin,  there  shall  be  substituted  “Presenting  Term”  for  “Assizes,” 
and  “ Raster  Presenting  Term”  for  “ Spring  Assizes,”  and  we  do  hereby 
certify  that  on  account  of  urgency  the  rules  set  out  in  this  Order  shall, 
on  the  date  hereof,  come  into  immediate  operation,  and  do  make  the 
said  rules  to  come  into  operation  on  the  said  date  as  provisional  rules, 
and  to  continue  in  force  until  rules  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  in  the  said  “ Rules  Publication  Act.”

6l&G2  Vict.  WHEREAS  it  is  enacted  by  section  one  hundred  and  six  of  the  Local 

Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  by  Order 
in  Council  may  (among  other  matters)  make  such  transitory  provisions 
as  appear  to  him  necessary  or  expedient  for  bringing  the  said  Act  into 
operation,  and  in  particular  for  the  various  matters  in  the  said  section 
mentioned.

Short  Title  and  Interpretation. 

Short  Title.  !•  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Local  Government  (Transitory 
Provisions)  (No.  2)  Order,  1898. 

Donnitions.  2. — (1.)  In  this  Order,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(«.)  The  expression  “ the  Act”  shall  mean  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  includes  any  Order  made  under  Part 
Six  thereof,  and  expressions  referring  to  the  Act  or  to 
enactments  in  the  Act  or  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  shall  be 
construed  to  include  a reference  to  any  such  Order,  or  to  the 
provisions  of  any  such  Order,  or  to  the  making  of  any  such 
Order.

(2.)  The  grand  jury  of  each  county  at  the  spring  assizes  next  after 
the  date  of  this  Order  and  the  presentment  sessions  held  next  after

(2.)  At  the  first  meeting  the  council  shall  first  choose  one  of  their

(4.)  The  council  shall  then  proceed  as  their  second  business  to  choose 
the  chairman  of  the  council  for  the  year,  and  the  chairman  so  cliosen,  if 
present,  shall,  on  making  the  declaration  accepting  office,  take  the  chair 
in  place  of  the  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

(5.)  In  case  of  equality  of  votes  at  the  choice  of  the  chairman  of  the 
council,  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  have  a second  or  casting 
vote. 

(0.)  If  any  members  of  a joint  committee  or  joint  board  are  appointed 
by  the  county  council,  the  consideration  of  the  appointment  of  such 
member  shall  be  part  of  the  business  at  the  first  meeting  after  the 
election  of  chairman. 

(7.)  The  council  may  also  at  their  first  meeting,  if  they  think  fit 
choose  a vice-chairman. 

(8.)  The  term  of  office  of  the  first  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the 
county  council  shall  end  on  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred. 

(9.)  A county  council  need  not  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  first  county  council  in  any  subsequent  year  shall  be  held  at  the 
time  it  would  be  held  if  the  election  had  been  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

(10).  This  Article  shall  apply  to  the  county  of  Dublin  in  like  manner 
as  to  any  other  county,  except  that  the  first  meeting  of  tlie  county 
council  shall  be  held  on  the  second  day  of  May  next,  after  the  day  of 
the  first  election. 

(11.)  This  Article  shall  not  apply  to  a county  borough.

10.— (1.)  The  rural  district  councillors  elected  at  the  first  election 
under  the  Act  sliall  come  into  office  in  their  capacity  as  rural  district 
councillors  on  the  day  next  after  the  day  of  election.

12. — (1.)  Upon  the  day  next  after  the  day  of  election  all  the  persons 
who  are  then  members  of  the  council  of  any  borough  or  commissioners 
of  a town  shall  cease  to  hold  office,  but  until  that  day  the  term  of  office 
of  any  such  members  who  were  in  office  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  August, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight  shall  continue,  notwith- 
standing any  want  of  qualihcation  : and  until  the  first  election  under 
the  Act  no  further  electiou  shall,  after  the  said  sixteenth  day  of  August, 
be  held  except  for  filling  casual  vacancies  ; 

Provided  that  in  the  case  of  Belfast  and  Londonderry  this  provision 
shall  apply  only  to  those  persons  who,  but  for  the  Act,  would  have  retired 
in  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  instead  of 
applying  to  all  the  members  of  the  council,  and  the  other  members  of 
the  council  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement 
of  councillors  and  aldermen  next  following  the  month  of  November  in 
which  but  for  the  Act  such  members  would  have  retired. 

(2.)  The  first  meeting  of  each  council  for  a county  borough  or  urban 
county  district  or  of  the  commissioners  of  a town  held  after  the  first 
election  under  the  Act,  shall  be  convened  by  the  mayor  or  chairman  of 
the  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  meet  on  the  day  on  which  the 
first  meeting  of  the  council  or  commissioners  after  the  ordinary  annual 
or  triennial  elections  of  councillors  or  commissioners  are  required  by 
law  to  be  held. 

(3.)  The  term  of  office  of  the  mayor  of  a borough  or  chairman  of  the 
commissioners  of  a town,  who  was  in  office  on  the  sixteenth  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  continue, 
notwithstanding  any  want  of  qualification,  until  a mayor  or  chairman 
has  been  chosen  by  the  council  or  commissioners  elected  at  the  first 
election  under  the  Act  for  that  borough  or  town,  and  has  made  a de- 
claration accepting  office,  and  shall  then  cease,  and  until  then  such 
mayor  or  chairman  may,  notwithstanding  any  want  of  qualification, 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  council  or  commissioners  in  like  manner 
as  if  there  had  been  no  new  election  under  the  Act  of  the  members 
thereof. 

(4.)  In  any  town  not  a borough  the  council  or  commissioners  at  their 
first  meeting  shall,  as  their  first  business,  choose  the  chairman  for  the 
y^ar  of  the  council  or  commissioners ; and  the  chairman  so  chosen  shall, 
upon  making  the  declaration,  come  into  office  immediately. 

(5.)  In  the  case  of  equality  of  votes  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  council 
of  any  county  borough  or  urban  county  district,  or  of  the  commissioners 
of  any  town  not  an  urban  county  district,  the  chairman  of  the  meeting, 
whether  entitled  or  not  to  vote  in  the  first  instance,  shall  have  a casting 
vote,  and  if  on  the  choice  of  the  chairman  of  the  meeting,  in  the  absence 
of  the  mayor  or  chairman,  an  equal  number  of  votes  is  given  to  two  or 
more  persons,  the  meeting  shall  determine  by  lot  which  of  those  persons 
shall  bo  the  chairman. 

(6.)  Where  a member  of  a joint  board  is  appointed  by  the  council  of 
a borough  or  any  urban  sanitary  authority  all  the  members  of  which 
council  or  authority  are  re-elected  under  the  Act,  the  term  of  office  of  a 
member  of  such  joint  board  holding  office,  at  the  date  of  this  Order 
shall  continue  until  the  first  meeting  of  the  newly  elected  council  and 
shall  then  cease,  and  except  for  filling  casual  vacancies  no  further 
appointment  shall  be  made  before  that  meeting.

Where  the  councillors  of  an  urban  county  distiict  or  comrais- 
sioneis  of  a town  not  an  urban  county  district  serve  for  three  years  and 
then  retire  together,  the  first  councillors  elected  under  the  Act  shall 
retiie  on  the  ordinary  day  of  I’etireinent  of  councillors  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  two.

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THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  (APPLICATION  OF 
ENACTMENTS)  ORDER,  1898. 

P>y  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  of  Ireland. 


CADOGAN. 

AVHEREAS  it  is  enacted  by  section  one  hundred  and  four  of  the 
Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  there  shall  apply  to  Ireland 
so  much  as  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  by  Order  in  Council,  declares 
applicable  of  the  English  and  Scotch  enactments  specified  in  the  Fourth 
Schedule  to  that  Act,  and  the  enactments  amending  the  same,  being 
enactments  relating  among  other  matters  to  matters  in  the  said  section 
mentioned,  and  that  an  Order  in  Council  under  the  said  section  may — 

(a.)  apply  any  of  the  said  enactments  to  both  county  and  district 
councils  and  guardians  and  town  commissioners,  and  com- 
mittees appointed  by  or  comprising  members  of  any  of  such 
councils,  guardians,  or  commissioners,  or  to  any  of  them,  not- 
withstanding that  they  relate  to  county  councils  only  or  to 
district  councils  only  or  to  guardians  only ; and 

(6.)  provide  for  the  transfer  to  county  councils  of  lunatic  asylums 
and  all  property  and  liabilities  connected  therewith  and  for 
the  exception  of  any  debt  incurred  (whether  before  or  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act)  on  account  of  lunatic  asylums  from  being 
reckoned  in  the  limitation  of  amount  imposed  by  any  of  the 
said  enactments  upon  the  borrowing  by  county  councils,  and 
for  the  joint  committee  of  the  counties  comprised  in  a lunatic 
asylum  district  exercising  jointly  for  the  purpose  of  the  lunatic 
asylum  tlie  powers  of  those  councils  relating  to  borro\ving  ; 
and 

(c.)  make  such  adaptations  of  the  said  enactments  as  ajjpear  necessary 
or  expedient  for  carrying  into  effect  the  application  thereof  to 
Ireland;  and 

(d)  make  such  adaptations  of  local  Acts  as  appear  required  to  bring 
them  into  conformity  with  any  of  the  said  enactments. 

And  whereas  it  appears  to  us  expedient  that  so  much  of  the  said 
enactments,  as  is  set  out  in  the  schedule  to  this  Order  with  the 
adaptations  and  applications  therein  appearing  should  ajjply  to  Ireland, 
and  that  such  pi’ovisions  should  be  made  with  respect  to  lunatic  asylums 
and  the  adaptation  of  local  Acts  as  appear  in  the  said  schedule. 

Now  therefore.  We,  the  Lieutenant-General  and  General-Governor 
of  Ireland,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  Hs  for  that  purpose  as 
aforesaid,  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  Us  in  tliat  behalf,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty’s  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  do  declare, 
and  it  is  hereby  declared  that — ■ 

(1.)  So  much  of  each  of  the  English  and  Scotch  enactments  specified 
in  the  Foui-th  Schedule  to  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  and  the  enactments  amending  the  same,  as  is  set 
out  in  the  schedule  to  this  Order,  is  ap2dicable  to  Ireland,  and 
is  hereby  applied  accordingly,  with  such  adaptations  and 
applications  as  appear  in  that  schedule. 
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(2.)  Such  provisions  shall  be  made  with  respect  to  Lunatic  Asylums 
and  the  adaptation  of  local  Acts  as  appear  in  the  schedule  to 
this  Order. 

(3.)  The  application  of  each  of  the  said  enactments  to  Ireland  shall 
come  into  force  on  the  day  (if  any)  in  that  behalf  mentioned, 
and  subject  thereto  on  the  appointed  day,  as  if  this  Order 
were  part  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898. 

(4:.)  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Local  Government  (Application 
of  Enactments)  Order,  1898.

SCHEDULE. 

General. 

1. — (1.)  In  this  Schedule,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires  : — 

(a,)  The  expression  “ the  Act  ” shall  mean  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  includes  any  Order  made  under  Part 
Six  thereof  ; and  expressions  referring  to  the  Act  or  to  enact- 
ments in  the  Act,  or  io  the  passing  of  the  Act,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  a reference  to  such  Order  or  to  provisions  of 
such  Order,  or  to  the  making  of  such  Order. 

(h.)  Other  expressions  shall,  subject  to  the  express  provisions  in  this 
Schedule,  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Act. 

(c.)  The  expression  “ chairman  ” includes  the  mayor  of  a borough. 
{d.)  The  expression  property  ” includes  all  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, and  all  estates,  interests,  easements,  and  rights,  whether 
equitable  or  legal,  in,  to,  and  out  of  property  real  and  personal, 
including  things  in  action,  and  registers,  books,  and.  documents ; 
and  when  used  in  relation  to  any  grand  jury,  board,  sanitary 
authority,  or  other  authority,  includes  any  property  which  on 
the  appointed  day  belongs  to,  or  is  vested  in,  or  held  in  trust 
for,  or  would  but  for  the  Act  have,  on  or  after  that  day,  be- 
longed to,  or  been  vested  in,  or  held  in  trust  for,  such  grand 
jury,  board,  sanitary  authority,  or  other  authority. 

(e.)  The  expression  “ liabilities  ” includes  liability  to  any  proceeding 
for  enforcing  any  duty  or  for  punishing  the  breach  of  any 
duty,  and  includes  all  debts  and  liabilities  to  which  any 
authority  are  or  would  but  for  the  Act  be  liable  or  subject  to, 
whether  accrued  due  at  the  date  of  the  transfer  or  subse- 
quently accruing,  and  includes  any  obligation  to  carry  or 
apply  any  money  to  any  sinking  fund  or  to  any  }>articular 
purpose;  and  includes  all  liabilities  imposed  by  or  arising 
under  any  local  and  personal  Act.

(3.)  The  jier.sons  exempt  under  this  section  are — 

(a.)  any  person  disabled  by  lunacy  or  imbecility  of  mind,  or  by 
deafness,  blindness,  or  other  permanent  infirmity  of  body ;

A per-son  elected  or  chosen  to  a corporate  office  in  a council  or 
board  shall  not,  until  he  has  made  and  subscribed  before  two  members 
or  tlie  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  council  or  board,  or  in  the  case  of  a cor- 
porate office  in  the  county  council,  either  in  that  manner  or  before  any 
iustice  of  the  peace  or  commissioner  to  administer  oaths  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  a declaration  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  act  in  the  office  except 
in  administering  that  declaration.  The  said  declaration  is  as  fol- 
lows : — 

I,  A.B.,  having  been  clioscn  chairman  [or  vice-chairman,  or  councillor 

or  guardian]  for  the  of  hereby 

declare  that  I take  the  said  office  upon  myself,  and  will  duly  and  faith- 
fully fulfil  the  duties  thereof  according  to  the  best  of  ray  judgment  and 
ability. 

(6.)  Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  vender  a person  elected  or  clmseii 
to  a corporate  office  without  his  consent  to  his  nomination  being 
previously  obtained,  liable  to  pay  a fine  on  non-acceptance  of  office. 

10.—  (1.)  A person  elected  or  chosen  to  a corporate  office  in  a council 
or  board  may  at  any  time  by  writing  signed  by  him  and  delivered  to  tlie 
secretary  or  clerk  of  the  council  or  board,  resign  the  office,  on  payment 
of  the  fine  provided  for  non-acceptance  thereof. 

Provided  that  this  enactment  shall  not  apply  to  guardians,  and  dis- 
trict councillors  for  a rural  district  shall  be  in  the  same  position  with 
respect  to  resignation  as  members  of  a board  of  guardians. 

(2.)  In  any  case  of  resignation  under  the  foregoing  power  to  resign, 
the  council  shall  forthwith  declare  the  office  to  be  vacant,  and  signify 
the  vacancy  by  notice  in  writing,  signed  by  three  members  of  the  council 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  council,  and  notified 
in  such  manner  as  the  council  direct,  and  the  office  shall  thereupon 
become  vacant. 

(3.)  Where  a person  becomes  disqualified  by  absence  for  holding  a 
corporate  office  in  a council  or  board,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  fine 
as  for  non-acceptance  of  office,  recoverable  on  conviction  before  a court 
of  summary  jurisdiction,  but  the  disqualification  shall,  as  regards  subse- 
quent elections,  cease  on  bis  return.

be  qualified,  he  shall  for  each  ofience  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  pounds,  recoverable  by  action. 

(5.)  A person  being  in  fact  registered  in  the  local  government 
register  of  electors  shall  not  be  liable  to  a fine  for  acting  in  a corporate 
office  in  a council  or  board  on  the  ground  only  that  he  was  not  entitled 
to  be  registered  therein. 

(6.)  The  acts  and  proceedings  of  a person  in  possession  of  a corporate  Munio.  Corp. 
office  in  a council  or  board,  and  acting  therein,  shall,  notwithstanding  ^ct,  18S2.  s.  42 
his  disqualification  or  want  of  qualification,  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  ^ 
if  he  had  been  qualified.

1 2. — (1,)  No  woman  shall  be  eligible  for  election  or  being  chosen  as 
a county  councillor. 

(2.)  No  person  shall  be  disqualified  by  sex  or  marriage  for  being 
elected  or  chosen,  or  being,  a guardian,  or  councillor  of  a rural  or  urban 
distiict  other  than  a borough,  or  a town  commissioner. 

(3.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  appoint  any  member  of  any  county  or 
district  council  or  board  of  guardians  or  town  commissioners  or  the 
partner  in  business  of  any  such  member,  to  any  office  or  place  of  profit 
under  the  council,  board,  or  commissioners,  and  the  disqualification  shall 
apply  to  any  person  and  his  partners  in  business  during  six  months  next 
after  such  person  has  ceased  to  be  such  member. 

(4.)  A person  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  elected  or  chosen  or

Accounts,  Audit,  and  Annual  Budget. 

19. — (1.)  The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  coimty  and  Making upanti 
district  councils  in  respect  of  the  poor  rate  or  otherwise  of  their  acMiints  undei' 
duties  under  the  Act,  and  of  the  committees  and  officers  of  those  Aeiof  eouaty 
councils,  shall  be  made  up  yearly  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  (in  oounc-lis  and 
this  Order  referred  to  as  the  local  financial  year),  or  in  the  case  of  acoomi'ts” 
accounts  which  are  required  to  be  audited  half-yearly,  then  half-yearly  l.  g.  Act,  J89J, 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  Se[)tember  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  in 
each  year,  and  in  such  form  as  the  Local  Government  Board 
prescribe. 

(2.)  The  accounts  of  all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  every  county 
and  district  council,  and  their  committees  and  officers,  shall  be  audited 
by  an  auditor  of  poor  law  unions,  and  sections  eleven  to  eigliteen  of  the 
Ijocal  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1871,  as  amended  by  section  six  of  ^ c. 
the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1872,  or  any  subsequent  enact- 35  & 36  Vie-.,  e. 
ment  (including  the  provisions  of  those  sections  wliich  impose  penalties 
or  provide  for  the  recovery  of  sums)  shall  apply  accordingly,  except  that 
in  the  case  of  the  accounts  of  receipts'  or  payments  in  respect  of  the 
poor  rate,  or  money  raised  by  the  poor  rate,  and  of  all  receipts  and 
])ayments  of  the  council  of  a county  at  large  and  their  committees  and 
officers,  the  andit  shall  be  half-yearly  instead  of  yearly. 

(3.)  The  Local  Government  Board  may,  with  respect  to  any  audit  to 
which  tins  Article  applies,  make  rules  modifying  the  enactments  as  to 
publication  of  notice  of  tlie  audit  and  of  the  abstract  of  accounts  and 
the  report  of  the  auditor. 

(4.)  Every  Local  Government  elector  in  a county  or  county  district 
may,  at  all  reasonable  times,  without  payment,  inspect  and  take  copies 
of  and  extracts  from  all  books,  accounts,  and  documents  belonging  to  or 
under  the  control  of  the  council  of  the  county  or  district. 

(5.]  The  treasurer,  or  where  a banking  company  is  treasurer,  the  Munic.  Corp. 
secretary  or  other  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  accounts  of  the  I882,  b.  27 
council,  shall  within  one  month  from  the  date  to  which  he  is  required  to 
make  up  his  accounts  in  each  year  or  half  year,  submit  them  with  the 
necessary  vouchers  and  papers  to  the  auditors,  and  they  shall  audit  them.

21. — (1.)  At  the  beginning  of  every  local  financial  year,  every  county 
council  shall  cause  to  be  submitted  to  them  an  estimate  of  the  receipts 
L.^G.  Act,  1888,  and  expenses  of  such  council  during  that  financial  3''ear,  whether  on 
account  of  property,  rates,  loans,  or  otherwise. 

(2.)  The  council  shah  estimate  the  amount  which  will  require  to  be 
raised  in  the  first  six  months  and  in  the  second  six  months  of  the  said 
financial  year  by  means  of  rates. 

(3.)  If  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  six  months  of  such  financial  year 
it  appears  to  the  council  that  the  amount  of  the  rate  estimated  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  will  be  larger  than  is  necessary  or  will  be 
insufficient,  the  council  may  revise  the  estimate  and  alter  accordingly 
the  amount  of  the  rate. 

(4.)  This  Article  does  not  apply  to  the  council  of  a county  borough 
except  as  regards  their  receipts  and  expenses  as  a county  council.

(2.)  Provided  that  where  the  total  debt  of  the  county  council,  after

If  the  council  of  a borough  upon  a resolution  passed  by 
a majority  of  the  whole  council  agree  to  petition,  and  the  council 
thereupon  petition  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  the  division  of  the  boroiigli 
into  wards,  or  for  the  alteration  of  the  number  and  boundaries  of  its 
wards,  or  for  the  alteration  of  the  boundaries  of  the  wards  of  the 
borough  without  any  alteration  of  their  number,  it  sliall  be  lawful  for 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  from  time  to  time,  by  Order  in  Council,  to  hx  the 
number  of  wards  into  which  the  borough  shall  be  divided  or  to  order 
the  boundaries  of  the  wai’cls  to  be  altered  as  the  case  may  be ; and  the 
borough  shall  be  divided  into  that  number  of  wards,  or  the  boundaries  of 
the  wards  shall  be  altered  as  the  case  may  he. 

(2.)  Notice  of  the  petition,  and  of  the  time  when  it  pleases  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  to  order  that  the  same  be  taken  into  consideration 
by  the  Privy  Council,  shall  be  published  in  the  Dublin  Gazette  one 
month  at  least  before  tiie  petition  is  so  considered. 

(3.)  Where  an  Order  in  Council  has  been  so  made,  the  Chief  Secretary 
shall  appoint  a commissioner  to  prepare  a scheme  for  determining  the 
boundaries  ot  the  wards  and  apportioning  the  councillors  and  aldermen 
among  them. 

(4.)  In  case  of  division  into  wards,  the  commissioner  shall  apportion 
all  the  councillors  and  alclernirn  among  the  wards. 

(5.)  In  case  of  alteration  of  wards,  ho  shall  so  apjiortion  among  the 
altered  wards  the  councillors  and  aldermen  for  those  wards  as  to  provide 
for  their  continuing  to  represent  as  large  a number  as  j^ossible  of  their 
former  constituents. 

(0.)  In  either  case,  each  councillor  or  alderman  shall  hold  his  office 
in  the  ward  to  which  he  is  assigned  for  the  same  time  that  he  would 
have  held  it  had  the  borough  remained  undivided  or  the  wards 
unaltered. 

(/.)  If  by  reason  of  any  division  or  alteratim  under  this  Article  any 
doubt  arises  as  to  which  councillor  or  alderman  should  go  out  of  office, 
the  doubt  may  be  determined  by  the  council. 

(8.)  The  number  of  councillors  assigned  to  each  ward  shall  be  a 
number  divisible  by  three ; and  in  fixing  their  number  the  commissioner 
shall,  as  far  as  he  deems  it  practicable,  have  regard  as  well  to  the  m imber 
of  Iversons  rated  in  the  ward  as  to  the  aggregate  rating  of  the  ward. 

(9.)  Ihe  commissioner  shall  make  the  scheme  in  duplicate,  and  shall 
deliver  one  of  the  duplicates  to  the  town  clerk,  and  shall  send  the  other 
to  tlie  Chief  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  by  him  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
in  Council  for  approval. 
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(10.)  Tlie  sdieme  shall  be  published  in  the  Dublin  Gazette,  and  shall 
come  into  operation  at  the  date  of  that  piiblicatioiij  and  thenceforth  the 
boundaries  of  wards  and  apportionment  of  councillors  and  aldermen 
determined  and  made  by  the  scheme  shall  be  observed  and  be  in  force.

(13.)  The  commissioner  shall  have  remuneradon  at  the  rate  of  five 
guineas  for  every  day  he  is  employed  over  and  above  his  travelling  and 
other  expenses,  and  that  remuneration  and  also  the  expenses  of  and 
incidental  to  the  division  of  the  borough  into  wards,  or  the  alteration 
of  wards  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  boi'ough  fund. 

(14.)  When  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Article  have  been  exercised 
in  pursuance  of  a petition  by  the  council  of  any  borough,  a further 
petition  from  the  council  of  the  same  borough  shall  not  be  presented 
before  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  previous 
Order  in  Council  under  this  Article.

place,  or  any  difficulty  arises  as  respects  the  holding  of  the  first  elec- 
tion of  county  or  district  councillors,  or  of  guardians  in  a county

81.  In  cass  any  pei’son  or  person.?  shall  assault  any  surveyor  or  Penalty  for 
deputy  surveyor,  collector,  supervisor,  overseer,  contractor  or  peace 
officer  in  the  execution  of  any  Act  for  the  making  or  repairing  of  liich  nn  ler  any  Act 
road.s,  or  shall  make  or  attempt  to  make  any  re,scue  of  goods  distrained  S'hfg'hmMs 
or  seized  by  virtue  of  any  such  Act,  every  such  person  offending 
thill eiii,  and  being  convicted  thereof  before  any  two  justices  of  the  peace 
at  petty  sessions,  by  the  oath  of  one  credible  witness,  shall  for  every 
such  offence  forfeit  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  nor  less  than 
forty  shillings,  at  the  discretion  of  such  justices  ; and  in  case  the  same 
shall  not  be  paid,  such  justices  are  hereby  empowered  and  required 
to  commit  such  offender  to  any  gaol  or  bridewell  for  any  time  not 
exceeding  three  months,  or  until  the  said  forfeiture  shall  be  paid.

An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  presentment  of 
public  money  by  grand  juries  in  Ireland. 

[20th  August,  1836.] 

1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  council  of  any  couuty  or  county  Limitation  as 
borough,  as  respects  the  business  transferred  to  them  from  the  o-rand  msobaiona ot 
jury  or  presentment  sessions,  at  any  meeting  to  pass  any  resohition 
(save  and  except  in  any  cases  specially  reserved  and  excepted)  for  the 
execution  of  any  public  work  whatsoever,^or  for  raising  any  money, 
unless  under  the  authority  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  (herein  referred  to  as  the  Act),  or  any 
Order  in  Council  made  thereunder. 

„ "“less  tlie  context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression  Intorpi-eiation. 

‘district  means  a county  district,  the  expression  “county”  means 
an  administrative  county  whether  a county  at  large  or  a county 
borough,  and  other  expressions  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Act ; 
and  words  importing  the  masculine  gender  include  females,  and  words 
in  the  singular  include  the  plural,  and  words  in  the  plural  include  the 
singular.

shall,  proceed  to  impannel  the  said  grand  jury  in  all  respects,  so  far  as 
may  be  possible,  and  with  like  solemnities,  as  heretofore  practised 
according  to  the  law  for  the  impannelling  of  grand  juries  at  the  several 
assizes  in  Ireland. 

31.  The  sheriff  of  each  county  shall  in  framing  the  panel  of  persons 
summoned  to  serve  on  the  grand  jury  of  such  county  at  each  assizes 
observe  the  rule  hereinafter  following  ; (that  is  to  say,)  he  shall  place 
iirst  on  such  panel  for  each  barony  or  half  barony  in  such  county  (if 
there  shall  be  ten  or  more  baronies  or  half  baronies  therein)  the  name 
of  some  person  having  in  such  barony  or  half  barony  freehold  lands  of 
the  yearly  value  of  fifty  pounds  and  upwards,  or  leasehold  lands  of 
the  yearly  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  over  and  above  the  amount  of 
rent  payable  out  of  or  for  such  leasehold  lands  ; so  that  as  far  as  can 
be  one  fit  and  competent  person  having  lands  of  the  value  aforesaid, 
and  resident  in  each  barony,  if  the  same  can  be  found  therein  respec- 
tively,  shall  be  placed  upon  such  panel ; and  having  in  such  manner 
selected  such  one  fit  and  proper  person  for  each  barony  and  half 
barony,  or  so  many  as  he  can  so  select,  the  sheriff  shall  complete  the  said 
panel  in  such  manner  as  now  by  law  authorised  and  directed ; and 
the  persons  taken  from  the  panel  so  framed  shall  be  and  constitute  the 
grand  jury  or  inquest  of  such  county,  any  thing  in  any  writ,  precept, 
or  venire  facias  expressed  or  directed,  or  any  law,  statute,  usage,  or 
custom,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  as  if  such  grand  jury 
were  altogether  composed  of  freeholders  : provided  always,  however, 
that  any  presentment  or  indictment  formed  or  made  by  any  grand 
jury  in  Ireland  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  traversed,  quashed,  or  ir  any 
manner  impeached  by  reason  of  the  grand  jury  not  being  selected  as 
aforesaid,  but  any  sheriff  who  shall  wilfully  omit  or  neglect  to  follow 
the  rules  hereby  made  for  the  selection  of  the  grand  jury  shall  be  liable, 
on  a complaint  made  to  the  judge  of  assize,  to  be  fined  for  breach  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  such  sum  as  such  judge  shall  think  proper, 
in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  or  punishment  to  which  he  may  by 
law  be  liable. 

32.  Provided  always,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  stipendiary 
magistrate,  or  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  or  the  secretary  of  the 
county  council,  surveyor  or  any  poor  rate  collector  of  the  county  council, 
or  clerk  of  the  crown,  or  clerk  of  the  peace,  or  coroner  of  any  county 
to  serve  upon  the  grand  jury  at  any  assizes. 

33.  Ihe  said  grand  jury  so  impannelled  as  aforesaid  shall  be  and 
be  deemed  to  all  intents  and  purposes  to  be,  and  shall  constitute, 
the  gland  inquest  of  the  same  county  at  and  for  the  assizes  then  to  be 
holden,  and  shall,  save  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  perform  and 
discharge,  and  be  bound  to  perform  and  discharge,  all  the  duties,  ofiices, 
and  functions  of  a grand  jury,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  forfeitures, 
penalties,  and  liabilities,  and  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  and  every  the 
powers,  privileges,  and  authorities  which  grand  juries  have  possessed 
and  exercised  or  ought  to  possess  or  exercise  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  in  force  in  Ireland,  save  as  may  be  by  this  Act  otherwise 
provided ; provided  always  that  nothing  hereinbefore  contained  shall 
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cxbend  or  relate  to  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  a grand  hirv  at 
any  time  existing  in  relation  to  the  business  transferred  by  the  Act- 
and  such  grand  jury  shall  not  depart,  save  in  case  of  adjournment  as 
hereinafter  mentioned,  until  discharged  by  the  judge  of  asske. 

34.  ihe  grand  jury  impannelled  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be  com- 
petent  to  receive  any  bill  of  indictment,  or  to  present  any  nuisance 
or  offence,  or  to  enter  upon  any  criminal  business  whatsoever,  or  to 
perform  any  functions  appertaining  to  grand  jurors,  until  the  jud»e 
ot  assize  shall  open  the  commission ; after  opening  such  commission 
with  die  accustomed  formalities  the  judge  of  assize  shall  at  the  usual 
time  direct  the  grand  jury  to  attend  in  court,  and  cause  to  be 
adimmstered^,  in  manner  and  form  heretofore  practised  according  to  law 
to  each  of  the  persons  composing  the  same,  such  oath  as  has  been  or 
oiiglit  to  have  been  heretofore  administered  to  such  persons  by  such 
judge  or  justices;  and  the  said  grand  jury  shall  then  and  thereupon 
be  and  become  to  all  intents  and  purposes  fully  competent  to  the 
exeicise  of  all  functions  of  grand  jurors  whatsoever. 

d5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  county  council  at  any  quarterly 
meeting,  without  any  proposal  of  a district  council  or  proposal  com- 
mittee, to  pass  a resolution  ordering  the  payment  of  such  sum  or  sums 
of  money  as  shall  be  ordered  by  a judge  of  assize  to  be  paid  to  witnesses 
roi  their  expenses  as  by  this  Act  hereinafter  directed.

application,  have  been  allowed  and  approved  of  at  such  meeting,  and 
a proposal  made  in  respect  of  such  application,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  council  of  the  .said  county  at  a quarterly  meeting,  without  any 
further  or  other  proposal,  to  resolve  that  there  be  raised  off  the  said 
county,  or  any  district  or  districts  thereof,  as  to  such  county  council 
shall  seem  fit,  a sum  not  exceeding  double  the  amount  of  such  private 
subscriptions  or  donations  so  received,  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
sucli  fever  hosj)ital,  and  applied  (under  the  direction  of  the  subscribers 
of  any  annual  sum  of  not  less  than  one  guinea,  or  such  committee 
of  them,  not  fewer  in  number  than  five,  as  they  shall  appoint  for  that 
purpose  at  any  general  meeting  of  such  subscribers),  together  with  the 
monies  received  by  private  subscription  and  donation,  in  fittino"  up 
and  supporting  such  fever  hospital  : jjrovided  always,  that  no  such 
resolution -shall  be  passed  unless  it  shall  appear  by  the  certificate  of 
such  treasurer,^  verified  as  aforesaid,  that  the  medical  attendant  resided 
since  the  creation  of  such  hospital,  or  during  the  whole  period  of  twelve 
months  next  preceding  the  application  (whichever  shall  be  the  shorter 
period),  at  or  within  one  statute  mile  of  such  hospital. 

24.  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  appear  by  statement  on  oath  to  the  Erection  of 
council  of  the_  said  county  that  there  has  been  actually  received  from

fever  patients,  in  such  manner  as  the  subscribers  of  any  sum  not  less 
than  one  guinea,  or  such  committee  of  them,  not  fewer  than  five,  as 
they  shall  appoint  for  that  purpose  at  any  general  meeting  of  such 
subscribers,  shall  in  their  discretion  deem  most  advisable  ; provided 
always,  that  the  affidavit  and  certificate  lierein  mentioned  and  an 
account  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  such  fever  hospital  from 
the  time  of  its  establishment  to  the  time  of  the  first  payment  required, 
and  afterwards  from  the  time  of  each  payment  required  till  the  time 
when  any  further  payment  is  required,  shall,  together  with  the  notice 
of  application  for  the  sum  then  required,  have  also  been  laid  before 
the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  proposal  committee  to  whom  the  aj^plication 
for  such  payment  shall  be  referred  by  the  council,  and  that  such  affidavit, 
certificate,  account  and  application  shall  be  approved  thereat,  and  a 
proposal  made  on  such  application. 

29.  Whenever  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  her  Repayment  of 
Majesty’s  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  shall,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Lunacy  (Ireland)  Act,  1821,  or  any  Act  amending  the  same,  have  asylums, 
before  the  ap2)ointed  day  ordered  and  directed  any  sum  or  sums  of 
nioney  to  be  advanced,  issued,  and  paid  out  of  the  growing  produce  of 
the  Consolidated  Fund  arising  in  Ireland,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
and  establishing,  opening,  carrying  on,  enlarging,  maintaining,  or 
supporting,  any  asylum  for  the  lunatic  poor,  the  council  of  the  said 
county  shall  and  they  are  hereby  required  (after  any  such  asylum 
shall  be  fit  for  the  reception  of  such  lunatic  poor)  to  resolve  at  any 
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quarterly  meeting,  -without  any  proposal  of  a proposal  committee,  tha 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  shall  be  levied  off  such  county  at  large  as

appear  that  such  work  has  been  insufficiently  executed,  and  contrary 
to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  justices,  having 
ascertained  the  amount  which  it  may  require  for  the  completion  of 
such  work  according  to  the  contract,  to  authorise  such  council  to 
complete  the  same,  and  to  levy  such  amount  by  waiTiint  of  distress 
upon  the  goods  of  such  contractor  or  his  sureties.

■a  deer  park,  bleach  green,  orchard,  walled  garden,  haggard,  or  yard,  or 
planted  walk,  lawn,  or  avenue  to  a mansion  house,  and  shall  make  such 
satisfaction  for  the  damage  done  thereby,  or  by  taking  any  such  Damage  to  be 
materials  as  aforesaid,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  or 
asses, sed  by  three  appraisers,  winch  ap-praisers  shall  view  the  ground  praiseiv.

at  petty  sessions : provided  always,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
such  contractor  or  surveyor  to  enter  any  lands  for  any  such  purpose

148.  No  contract  for  any  public  work  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  any  recognizance  to  be  entered  into  for  the  execution  of  the 
same  by  virt\re  of  this  Act,  or  any  receipt  given  by  any  collector  under 
this  Act,  shall  be  liable  or  subject  to  any  stamp  duty  imposed  by  any 
Act  or  Acts  passed  or  to  be  passed,  unless  specially  mentioned  therein  ; 
and  whenever  the  amount  of  any  such  contract,  or  the  sum  for  which 
any  sucli  recognizance  shall  be  conditioned,  or  the  sum  sought  to  be 
recovered  by  virtue  of  such  recognizance  or  contract,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  proceed  against 
any  such  contractor  or  his  securities  for  sucli  sum  or  for  damages  for 
the  breach  of  any  such  contract,  by  civil  bill  before  the  recorder  of 
Dublin ; and  the  said  chairman  shall  have  full  power  to  hold  plea 
thereof,  and  the  same  shall  and  may  be  proceeded  on  in  like  manner 
in  all  respects,  and  the  like  decree  or  judgment  and  execution  shall 
and  may  be  had  thereon,  and  also  the  like  benefit  of  appeal,  and  of 
proceedings,  judgment,  and  execution  thereon,  as  in  case  of  any  other 
sum  or  demand  which  may  now  by  law  be  had  or  used  before  such 
recorder. 

152.  It  .shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  tho  peace  or  any  other 
person  to  demand  or  take  any  sum  of  laoney  or  any  reward  for 
swearing  any  affidavit  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  this  Act ; and  if  any 
person  shall  wilfully  swear  or  affirm  or  declare  falsely  in  any  oath 
oi‘  affirmation  or  declaration  made  or  taken  by  authority  or  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  such  person,  being  thereof  convicted, 
shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and  incur  the 
pains  and  [.lenaities  in  such  case  by  law  provided  • and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  county  council,  without  any  proposal  of  a district  council 
or  proposal  committee,  to  i)ass  such  resolutions  for  defraying  the  prose- 
cution of  such  delinquent  as  to  them  may  seem  fitting  and  expedient. 

153.  The  several  sums  of  money  in  this  Act  mentioned  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  present  lawful  money  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  ; 
and  the  schedule  annexed  to  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
part  thereof ; and  no  notice,  I'ecognizance,  warrant,  resolution,  or  other 
proceeding  or  matter  whatsoever,  served,  made,  passed,  or  had  under 
this  Act,  shall  be  impeached  on  any  t('.chnical  or  formal  grounds,  or 
for  any  informality,  provided  it  shall  be  in  substance  conformable  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

156.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  contrary  thereof  is  expressed  or  the 
context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression  “county  of  Dublin”  shall 
mean  the  administrative  county  of  Dublin  ; the  word  “ district”  shall 
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mean  a county  district ; the  word  “park”  or  “house”  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  deemed  to  include  and  be  construed  to  mean  a court-yard 
garden,  or  orchard;  the  words  “stipendiary  magistrate”  shall  indude 
a justice  or  magistrate  of  police;  the  word  “petty  sessions”  shall  be 
deemed  or  taken  to  include  a police  divisional  office  ; other  words  and 
expressions  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898  (hereinbefore  referred  to  as  the  Act)  ; and  words 
importing  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  females,  and  words  in  the 
singular  shall  include  the  plural,  and  words  in  the  plural  shall  include 
tire  singular.

THE  GRA.ND  JURY  (IRELAND)  ACT,  1853. 

16  & 17  ViCT.  c.  136. 

An  Act^  for  enabling  grand  juries  in  Ireland  to  borrow  money  from 
private  sources  on  the  security  of  presentment  ^ and  for  transferring 
to  counties  certain  works  constructed  wholly  or  in  part  with  public 
'money.  [20th  August  1853.] 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  council  of  any  county  or  county  borough 
at  any  quarterly  meeting  to  resolve  that  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
shall  be  raised  ior  the  purpose  of  any  public  work  which  by  law  it  is  or 
may  be  competent  for  them  to  resolve  shall  be  executed  (the  estimated 
cost  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  pounds)  in  order  to 
obtain  advances  by  way  of  loan  from  parties  willing  to  make  sucli 
advances,  and  to  set  forth  in  such  resolution  that  such  sum  or  sums 
of  money  shall  be  raised  and  levied  by  half-yearly  instalments  of  not 
less  than  ten  pounds  per  centxhm  per  annum  of  the  whole  sum  to  be

land  at,  about,  or  adjoining  such  harbour,  pier,  quay,  or  landing  place 
purchased  by  and  vested  in  the  said  Commissioners  under  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Acts  or  either  of  them,  should  be  deemed  and  become  the 
public  property  of  the  county  in  which  such  harbour,  pier,  quay^,  landing

13.  No  rate  or  assessment  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  shall  be 
in  sxnj  matter  affected  by  reason  of  any  omission  of  the  clerk  of  any 
county  council  or  other  person  appointed  in  his  place,  to  give  or  prjt 
the  notices  of  the  making  of  such  valuation  or  revision  required  to  be 
posted  or  given  by  the  Valuation  Acts  as  defined  by  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  or  any  of  them,  or  by  reason  of  any 
error,  omission,  mis-description,  or  variance  in  the  making  of  sncli 
valuation  or  revision,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  suit  or  other

17.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  county  council  on  the  report  of  the 
county  surveyor,  the  contractor  for  the  repair  of  any  road  shall  be  guilty 
of  neglect  or  inattention  in  the  performance  of  his  contract,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  council  to  summon  the  said  contractor  and  his  snret  .es

WHEREAS  it  is  enacted  by  section  one  hundred  and  six  of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  by  Order  in  go  ^ 

Council  may  regulate  the  procedure  of  county  and  district  councils  c 37. 
in  connexion  -svith  the  business  transferred  to  them  by  that  or  any 
other  Act  from  presentment  sessions  and  grand  juries. 

Now,  therefore,  We,  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and  General 
Governor  of  Ireland,  by  virtue  of  the  powei’S  vested  in  us  for  that 
purpose  as  aforesaid,  and  of  ail  other  po-wers  enabling  us  in  that  behalf, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty’s  Privy  Council  in  Ireland,  do 
order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows  : — 

Short  -Title,  and  Interpretation. 

1.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Local  Government  (Procedure  of 
Councils)  Order,  1899. 

2.  — (1.)  The  Interpretation  Act,  1889,  applies  for  the  purpose  of  the  [nterpi-eini-ion. 
interpretation  of  this  Order  as  it  applies  for  the  purpose  of  the  interpre- 
tation of  an  Act  of  Parliament. 

• (2.)  In  this  Order,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression

3.  A rural  district  council  shall  exercise  or  perform  any  power  or  Proposal  of 
duty  transferred  to  them  from  baronial  presentment  sessions  of  making

4.  — (1.)  A county  council  shall  exercise  or  perform  any  power  or  Resolutions  of 
duty  ti-ansferred  to  them  from  a grand  jury  of  making  any  presentment 

by  passing  a resolution  at  a quarterly  meeting.  presenime-.-.is. 

(•2.)  Where  previously  to  t!ie  passing  of  the  Act  an  application  made 
and  approved  at  baronial  or  county  at  large  presentment  sessions  was 
required  before  the  making  of  a presentment  by  the  grand  jury,  a 
proposal  made  in  accordance  with  this  Order  either  by  a di>trict  council 
or  a proposal  committee  (herein-after  mentioned)  of  "the  county  council, 
as  the  case  requires,  shall  be  required  before  the  passing  of  the 
resolution  of  the  county  council  which  takes  the  place  of  the  present- 
ment of  the  grand  jury. 

(3.)  A single  resolution  of  the  county  council  approving  a proposal 
of  a proposal  committee  shall  be  a sulficit-nt  exercise  or  performance 
of  the  power  or  duty  transferred  to  the  conneO  both  from  the  grand 
jury  and  the  county  at  large  presentment  sessions.

(a)  if  it  is  intended  that  the  cost  of  the  work,  or  the  payment,

(h)  if  it  is  intended  that  the  cost  of  the  ■woi’k,  or  the  payment 
specified  in  fclie  apjilication  is  to  be  a district  charge,  tlien 
(i.)  where  it  is  intended  that  the  charge  is  to  be  levied  off 
a single  district,  to  the  district  council  of  that  district ;

Applications  to  a council  may  be  made  by  any  member  of  the 
council  by  means  of  notice  of  motion,  and  also,  in  the  case  of  public 
works,  by  the  county  surveyor  by  means  of  the  recommendations  in 
the  report  herein-after  mentioned,  and  in  the  case  of  a payment,  by  the 
person  claiming  the  payment  by  means  of  a notice  in  writing. 

(2.)  The  notice  of  motion  by  a member  of  the  council  must  be  given 
aS  respects  any  quarter  j 

(a)  if  the  application  is  to  a rural  district  council,  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  day  fixed  by  the  count_y  council  for  the 
first  quarterly  meeting  in  that  quarter  of  any  rural  district 
council  in  the  county  ; and 

(h)  if  the  application  is  to  a county  council  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  council  in  that  quarter ; 

and  ■ft'herc  the  application  is  to  a rural  district  council,  a duplicate 
of  the  notice  of  motion  must  be  sent  to  the  county  council  at  the

(i)  the  description  and  address  of  tlie  person  tendering ; and 

(c)  the  name  of  the  guarantor  for  the  performance  of  the  contract. 

(2.)  The  guarantor  shall  be  some  sufficient  company  or  society 
willing  to  guarantee  the  per£orm;uice  of  the  contract  or,  if  it  is  a case 
in  which  the  council  or  proposal  committee  have  in  their  notice  of 
tender  stated  that  sureties  may  be  accepted,  tlien  either  such  company 
or  society  or  two  sufficient  persons  who  are  willing  to  be  bound  as 
sureties  for  the  performance  of  the  contract. 

The  rural  district  council  or  the  jn'oposal  committee  shall  Opening  of 
at  their  adjourned  quarterly  meeting  open  and  consider  the  tenders 
received  in  respect  of  proposals  formulated  by  them. 
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(2.)  The  council  or  committee  shall  not  accept  any  tender,  unless— 

(ft)  the  person  tendering  appears  and  satisfies  the  council  or  com- 
mittee of  the  sufficiency  of  the  guarantor  and  the  ■willingness 
of  the  guarantor  to  give  the  guarantee ; and 

(h)  the  person  tendering  satisfies  the  council  or  committee  that  the 
tender  has  not;  been  made  for  any  unfair  or  fraudulent 
purpose ; and 

(c)  the  person  tendering  and  the  guarantor  enter  into  security  in 
accordance  with  this  Order  for  the  due  performance  of  the 
contract ; 

(3.)  The  security  for  the  due  performance  of  the  contract  shall 
be— 

(ft)  Where  the  guarantor  is  a company  or  society,  an  instrument 
executed  by  the  person  tendering  and  by  the  company  or 
society,  seeming  in  case  of  non-performance  of  the  contract 
payment  to  the  county  council  of  such  sum  as  the  county 
council  direct,  not  being  less  than  the  total  sum  payable 
under  the  contract ; and 

(&)  In  a case  where  sureties  are  accepted,  the  joint  and  several  bond 
of  the  person  tendering  and  his  sureties,  conditioned  in  a 
penalty  of  double  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  tender  as  the 
sum  for  which  the  person  tendering  is  ■willing  to  contract,  or, 
if  that  sum  exceeds  one  thousand  pounds,  of  the  sum  so 
mentioned  in  the  tender,  with  an  addition  of  one  thousand 
pounds. 

(4.)  Subject  to  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article  the 
council  or  committee  may,  at  their  discretion,  accept  the  lowest  or 
any  other  tender,  or  reject  every  tender. 

(5.)  The  acceptance  of  any  tender  shall  be  provisional  on  the 
approval  by  the  county  council  of  the  tender,  as  herein-after  mentioned. 


Consideration  of  Proposals. 

The  rural  district  council  and  the-  proposal  committee 
pStioufara  of  respectively  shall  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a list  of  the  proposals 
proposal  formulated  by  them  to  be  made  out  and  submitted  to  the  county 
council. 

(2.)  The  list  of  proposals  shall  give,  as  regards  each  proposal, 
particulars — 

(ft)  respecting  the  matter  for  which  the  proposal  is  made  (specifying 
whether  it  is  for  a work  or  for  a payment  or  for  any  other 
matter) ; and 

(V)  if  the  proposal  involves  the  expenditure  of  money,  respecting  the 
sum  authorized  to  be  expended  and  any  decision  of  the  council 
or  committee  as  to  borrowing  to  meet  the  expenditure  j and 
(c)  if  the  proposal  is  for  the  execution  of  any  work — 

(i.)  where  a tender  has  been  accepted,  respecting  the 
proposed  contractor  and  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
including  the  name  and -description  of  the  guarantor  j 
and 

(ii.)  where  a tender  has  not  been  accepted,  respecting  the 
reason  for  no  tender  being  accepted. 
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(3.)  Proposals  for  no’v^'  works,  proposals  for  the  maintenance  of  works, 
proposals  for  payment,  and  prov^isional' proposals  shall  be  placed  in 
separate  parts  in  the  list  of  proposals;  and  ])roposals  relaliiig  to  roads 
or  payments  in  respect  of  roads  shall  be  distinguished  from  proposals 
relating  to  other  works  or  payments. 

20.  — (1.)  The  county  council  shall  at  each  quarterly  meeting  consider  Consideration 
all  proposals  (other  than  proyisional  proposals)  which  have  been  for-  by^county^^ 
mulated  either  by  the  rural  district  council  or  by  a proposal  committee, 

but  shall  not  formally  consider  any  provisional  proposals. 

(2.)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order  the  functions  of  the  county 
council  in  considering  the  proposals  of  a rural  district  council  shall 
be  limited  to  the  approval  or  rejection  of  the  proposals,  and  on  the 
approval  of  any  proposal  the  county  council  shall  pass  a resolution  to 
the  effect  of  the  proposal. 

(.3.)  Where  the  county  council  are  willing  to  approve  of  any  proposal 
of  the  rural  district  council  if  the  proposal  is  modified  but  not  otherwise, 
they  may  if  they  think  fit  instead  of  finally  approving  or  rejecting 
the  proposal,  refer  the  proposal  back  to  the  rural  district  council  with  a 
statement  of  the  modifications  required. 

(4.)  The  county  council  may  approve,  reject,  or  modify  as  they  think 
fit  any  proposal  of  their  proposal  committee,  so  that  the  modification 
does  not  cause  any  increase  of  expenditure,  or  may  refer  the  pi'oposal  back 
to  the  same  or  any  (>ther  proposal  committee. 

(5.)  When  a proposal  is  so  referred  back  to  a rural  district  council 
or  proposal  committee,  they  shall  reconsider  it  at  a quarterly  meeting 
held  in  the  next  quarter,  and  may  make  in  the  proposal  such  modifica- 
tions if  any  as  they  think  fit. 

(6.)  Proposals  so  reconsidered  shall  be  included  in  a separate  part 
in  the  list  of  proposals  with  a statement  of  the  modifications  (if  any) 
made  in  tlie  original  pro]JOsal. 

(7.)  Where  the  county  council  reject  or  refer  back  a proposal  of  the 
rural  district  council,  they  shall  send  to  that  council  a statement  giving 
the  reasons  for  that  rejection  or  reference. 

(8.)  The  county  council  may  adjoimi  the  consideration  of  a proposal 
for  a new  work  lo  their  next  quarterly  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
the  preparation  of  plans  or  of  further  enquiry,  or  other  special  reason, 
but  an  adjournment  under  this  provision  shall  not  be  made  more  than 
once. 

21.  The  county  council  shall,  as  respects  each  half-year,  cause  to  be  Half-yearly 

made  out,  and  as  soon  as  may  be  publish  within  their  county  a statement  by^c^nty 
showing  separately — council

(a)  the  proposals  considered  by  them  during  the  half  year  and  the  transacted, 
manner  in  which  they  have  been  dealt  with ; and 

(h)  all  resolutions  in  relation  to  business  transferred  to  them  from 
the  grand  jury  passed  by  them  during  the  half-year  otherwise 
than  on  proposals,  distinguishing  the  resolutions  which  under  * 

the  laws  for  the  time  being  in  force  it  is  imperative  on  them 
to  pass. 

Contracts. 

22.  All  public  works  executed  in  pursuance  of  a proposal  of  the  rural  be 

district  council  or  proposal  committee  approved  under  this  Order  by  contraefc. 
the  county  council  shall  be  executed  by  contract,  except  in  cases  where 

under  the  provisions  of  any  Act  or  this  Order  woi’ks  are  given  into  the 
charge  of  or  can  be  executed  by  the  county  surveyor. 
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23.  Where  an  application  is  made  for  a proposal  with  regard  to  the 
re])air  of  any  road,  the  rural  district  council,  or  the  proposal  committee,

24.  — (1.)  Where  at  any  adjourned  quarterly  meeting  no  tenders  are 
received  or  accepted  in  the  case  of  any  work,  a proposal  for  which  has 
been  formulated  by  tbe  rural  district  council  or  proposal  committee, 
that  fact  sliall  be  noted  in  the  list  of  pi-oposals  sent  by  the  council  or 
committee  to  the  county  council,  and  the  county  council  may,  if  they 
approve  the  proposal,  enter  into  a contract  for  the  execution  of  the  work 
proposed  or,  if  no  sufficient  contractor  can  be  found,  give  the  work  into 
the  charge  of  the  county  surveyor. 

(2.)  The  county  council  shall  not,  nnder  this  Article,  authorise  the 
expenditure  of  any  larger  sum  on  the  work  than  that  ])roposed  by  the 
rural  district  council  or  proposal  committee,  as  the  case  may  be. 

25.  — (1.)  Where  the  county  council  approve  any  proposal  of  a rural 
district  council  or  proposal  committee  for  any  work,  and  the  rural  district 
council  or  committee  have  accepted  a tender  for  the  work,  the  coi).uty 
council  shall  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  enter  into  a contract 
for  the  execution  of  the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  tender  accepted. 

(2.)  Where  the  county  council  have  referred  a projwsal  for  the 
maintenance  of  any  work  back  to  tlie  rural  district  council  on  the 
ground  only  that  they  are  dissatisfied  with  the  tender  accepted  by  the 
rural  district  council  (including  dissatisfaction  with  the  guarantor), 
they  may,  if  they  think  fit,  proceed  with  the  execution  of  the  work 
as  if  the  proposal  had  been  approved,  and  for  that  purpose  may  put  the 
work  into  the  charge  of  the  county  surveyor  until  the  proposal  is 
ultimately  approved. 

(3.)  Where  the  county  cou  icil  have  referred  any  proposal  back  to 
the  rural  district  council  on  the  ground  that  they  are  dissatisfied  with 
the  tender  accepted  by  the  rural  district  council  (including  dissatisfaction 
with  the  guarantor),  the  rural  district  council  sliall  on  the  reconsideration 
of  the  proposal  take  steps  for  obtaining  fresh  tenders  for  the  work,  and 
for  that  purpose  proceed  in  the  matter  as  in  tbe  case  of  an  original 
proposal. 

(4.)  Where  in  consequence  of  the  modifications  made  by  the  county 
council  in  any  proposal  of  a proposal  committee,  it  is  found  impossible 
to  enter  into  a ccntract  in  accordance  with  the  tender  accejoted  by  the 
committee,  or  where  the  county  council  approve  of  tlie  projiosed  work, 
but  not  of  the  tender  accepted  by  the  proposal  committee,  the  council 
shall  refer  the  proposal  back  to  a proposal  committee,  and  that  committee 
on  the  reconsid(}ration  of  the  proposal,  shall  take  steps  for  obtaining 
fresh  tenders  in  manner  provided  by  this  Order  with. respect  to  an 
original  proposal. 

(5.)  If  the  proposal  is  for  a work  of  mainteuance,  the  county  council 
may,  if  they  think  fit,  put  the  work  in  the  charge  of  the  county  sur- 
veyor until  the  proposal  is  ultimately  approved. 

(6.)  The  county  council  shall  not,  nnder  this  Aidicle,  authorise  tlie 
expenditure  by  the  county  survej'or  of  any  larger  sum  on  any  work 
than  that  proposed  by  the  rural  district  council  or  proposal  committee, 
as  the  case  may  be. 
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(7.)  Where  any  proposal  for  a work  approrecl  by  the  county  council 
inrolves  the  borrowing  of  money,  the  county  council  shall  not  enter 
into  any  contract  foi-,  or  otherwise  proceed  with  the  execution  of  the 
work,  until  the  Local  Government  Board  have  sanctioned  the  borrowino 
of  that  money.  ^ 

(S.)  Where  any  proposal  approved  by  the  county  council  rijlates  to 
any  work  to  which  section  fifty-seven  of  the  Grand  Juries  (Ireland) 

Act,  1836  (or  as  respects  the  county  of  Dublin  section  fifty-four  of 
the  County  Dublin  Graiv]  Jury  Act,  1844),  which  relates  to  works  on 
the  boundary  of  two  counties,  applies,  the  county  council  shall  not 
enter  into  any  contract  for,  or  otherwise  proceed  with  the  execution  of 
the  work,  until  they  are  satisfied  tiiat  the  provisions  of  the  said  section 
with  regard  to  raising  one-half  the  expense  of  the  work  off  the  adjoinino- 
county  or  some  district  thereof  have  been  complied  with.  * 

26. — A payment  shall  not  be  made  to  a contractor  in  respect  of  Pavtnents  on 

any  public  woi-k  unless  the  county  surveyor  certifies contracts. 

(a)  if  the  payment  is  to  be  made  before  the  completion  of  the 
contract,  that  the  payment  may  be  so  made  under  the  terms 
of  the  contract ; and 

(&)  in  auy  case  that  the  work  in  respect  of  which  the  ])avment 
is  to  be  made,  has  been  executed  in  accordance  with  the 
contract ; 

and  an  application  on  the  part  of  a contractor  for  such  a payment  shall 
not  be  considered  unless  the  certificate  of  the  county  surveyor  to  that 
effect  is  produced  to  the  rural  district  council  or  proposal  committee,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

27.  (1.)  Contracts  may  provide  for  payments  to  a contractor—  . Timoforpay- 

(a)  where  the  contract  is  for  a work  of  maintenance  and  for  a term  of  ^ntracS. 
years,  at  any  period  not  exceeding  a quarter  of  a year,  for 
work  executed  during  that  period  ; and 

(i)  in  the  case  of  any  other  contract,  for  the  payment  to  the 
contractor  of  such  proportion,  not  being  more  than  eighty-five 
per  cent,  of  the  sums  expended  by  him  on  the  contract,  as 
may  be  specified  in  the  contract. 

(2.)  Where  no  sjjecial  provision  is  made  by  the  contract  in  accordance 
with  thi.s  Article,  a payment  shall  not  be  made  to  a contractor  until 
the  completion  of  the  contract.

(2.)  Where  the  payment  of  a sum  by  any  county  council  or  by  the 
treasurer  of  ^ such  council  or  other  officer  of  the  council,  on  behalf  of 
the  council  is  ordered  by  a judge  of  assize,  or  is  required  either  to 
comply  with  any  enactment,  or  to  meet  either  a judgment  or  decree 
of  any  competent  court,  or  an  order  for  the  payment  or  collection  of  any 
money  made  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  pursuance  of  any  Act  notbinjr 
in  this  Order  shall  prevent  the  county  council,  if  they  think  ^fit  from 
passing  a resolution  and  ordering  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  money  at 
any  meeting  not  a quarterly  meeting,  and  without  any  proposal  of  a 
district  council  or  proposal  committee.

Now  THEREFORE,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do 
hereby  order  and  declare,  that  the  number  of  county  councillors  to  be 
returned  for  the  several  county  electoral  divisions  mentioned  in  the  first 
column  of  the  said  schedule  to  this  Order  shall  be  the  number  set  out 
opposite  to  their  respective  names  in  the  second  column  of  the 
schedule. 

And,  We  do  further  declai-e  that  this  Order  shall  be  in  force  and 
talce  efi'ect  at  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the 
first  election  of  county  councillors.

Buies  as  to  Nomination  and  Election. 

To  the  County  Counoil  of  every  County  Borough  in  Ireland ; and  to 
the  Town  Clerk  of  every  such  County  Borough. 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Order  in  Council  made  the  Twenty-second  day 
of  December,  1898,  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  General  and  General 
Governor  of  Ireland,  in  pursuance  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  sec.  104,  it  is  amongst  other  things  ordered  that  the 
election  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County  Boroughs  in  Iieland 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  be  conducted  according  to 
rules  framed  under  the  said  Order  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland,  and  that  the  rules  provide  for  tlie  matters  and  things  in 
the  said  Order  mentioned, 

hTow  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do  hereby 
order  that,  subject  to  any  directions  which  may  be  given  by  us  and 
until  we  otherwise  order,  the  following  rules  shall  be  observed  in  con- 
nection with  the  election  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County 
Boroughs  in  Ireland,  that  is  to  say — 

(a)  Ordinary  elections  to  fill  ordinary  vacancies  ; 

{b.)  Elections  to  fill  casual  vacancies. 

Beturning  Officer. 

1.  (1.)  The  Town  Clerk  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  election 
of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  a County  Borough. 

2.  If  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  is  vacant  when  any  duty  relative  to 
the  election  has  to  be  performed  by  him,  or  if  he,  from  illness  or  other 
cause  is  unable  to  perform  or  to  complete  the  performance  of  such  duty, 
the  Council  shall  appoint  some  other  person  to  act  as  Returning  Officer 
or  to  perform  such  of  the  duties  of  the  Returning  Officer  as  then  remain 
to  be  performed,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(3.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint  some  place  within  the 
County  Borough  as  an  Office  for  the  purpose  of  the  election. 

(4.)  The  Returning  Officer  may,  in  writing,  appoint  a fit  person  to 
be  his  deputy  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  relating  to  the  election  of 
Councillors  and  in  those  years  in  which  Aldermen  are  elected,  to  the 
election  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors.  A Deputy  Returning  Officer 
shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties,  and  liabilities  of  the  Returning 
Officer  in  relation  to  the  matters  in  respect  of  which  he  is  appointed  as 
deputy. 

Bay  of  Election. 

2.  (1.)  The  day  of  the  election  of  Councillors  and  in  those  years  in 
which  Aldermen  are  elected,  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors,  shall  be 
that  prescribed  by  the  Act,  and  mentioned  in  Table  a of  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order. 
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(^2.)  In  the  case  of  an  election  specially  held  to  fill  one  or  more 
casual  vacancies  the  day  of  election  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Returning 
Officer,  provided  that  the  same  shall  be  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
Rule  27  of  this  Order. 

Notice  of  Election, 

3.  Rot  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  and  sign  a 
notice  of  the  election  of  Councillors  and  in  those  years  in  which  Aider- 
men  are  elected,  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  in  the  Wards  in  which 
the  election  is  to  be  held,  and  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  of  the  same 
in  accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order  in  each  such  Division.  The 
notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  Ro.  1 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order, 
or  in  a form  to  the  like  effect. 

Nomination  of  Candidates. 

4.  (1.)  Each  candidate  for  election  as  an  Alderman  or  Councillor 
shall  be  nominated  in  writing. 

(2.)  The  nomination  paper  shall  state  the  name  of  the  Ward  for  which 
the  candidate  is  nominated,  the  surname  and  other  name  or  names  in 
full  of  the  candidate,  and  his  place  of  abode  and  description,  and  that 
he  is  qualified  as  a Local  Government  Elector  for  the  County  Borough. 
It  shall  be  signed  by  two  Local  Government  Electors  of  the  Ward  as 
proposer  and  seconder,  and  no  more,  and  shall  state  their  respective 
places  of  abode.  It  shall  be  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  notice  in  the 
Form  No.  1 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the 
like  effect. 

(3.)  The  name  of  more  than  one  candidate  shall  not  be  inserted  in  any 
one  nomination  paper. 

(4,)  A Local  Government  Elector  shall  not  sign  more  nomination 
papers  than  there  are  Aldermen  or  Councillors  to  be  elected  for  the 
Ward  : nor  shall  he  sign  a nomination  paper  for  any  Ward  other  than 
one  in  respect  of  which  he  is  registered  as  an  elector. 

(5.)  If  any  Local  Government  Elector  shall  sign  nomination  papers  for 
more  than  one  Ward,  the  nomination  papers  signed  by  him  relating  to 
the  first  Ward  for  which  a nomination  j)aper  signed  by  him  is  received 
by  the  Returning  Officer  shall  alone  be  valid,  and  of  the  nomination 
papers  signed  by  him  which  relate  to  that  Ward  such  as  are  first 
received  by  the  Returning  Officer  up  to  the  number  of  Aldermen  or 
Councillors  respectively  to  be  elected  shall  alone  be  valid.  Provided 
that  for  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph  nomination  papers  not  properly 
filled  up  and  signed  shall  be  excluded. 

Nomination  Papers  to  he  provided. 

5.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  provide  nomination  papers.  Any 
Local  Government  Elector  may  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the 
P^eturning  Officer  free  of  charge. 

Time  for  sending  in  Nomination  Papers. 

6.  Every  nomination  paper  shall  be  sent  to  the  Returning  Officer 
so  that  it  shall  be  received  at  his  office  within  the  time  prescribed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order.  A nomination  paper 
received  after  that  time  shall  not  be  valid.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
note  on  each  nomination  paper  whether  it  was  received  before  or  after 
that  time. 
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Dealing  with  Nominations  hy  Returning  Officer. 

7.  — (1.)  The  Retiiraing  Officer  shall  number  the  nomination  papers 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received  by  him ; and  the  first  valid 
nomination  paper  received  for  a candidate  for  election  either  as  Aider- 
man  or  Councillor,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
nomination  of  that  candidate. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
receipt  of  any  nomination  paper,  examine  and  decide  whether  it  has  or 
has  not  been  properly  filled  up  and  signed  by  two  Local  Government 
electors,  and  whether  it  is  or  is  not  invalid  under  Kule  4 (5)  or  Rule  .6. 
His  decision  that  a nomination  paper  has  been  so  filled  up  and  signed, 
and  is  not  invalid  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  final,  and  shall  not  be  questiojied 
in  any  2)roceediDg  whatever. 

(3.)  If  the  Returning  Officer  shall  decide  that  a nomination  paper  is 
invalid,  he  shall  put  a note  on  it  to  this  effect,  stating  the  grounds  of 
his  decision,  and  he  shall  sign  such  note. 

(4.)  After  deciding  that  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  is  valid,  or 
(except  where  some  other  nomination  of  the  candidate  has  been  decided 
to  be  Y5-lid)  that  a nomination  paper  for  any  candidate  is  invalid,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall,  not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  send,  by  post  or  otherwise,  notice 
of  his  decision  to  the  candidate. 

Statement  as  to  Persons  nominated. 

8.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  make  out  a State- 
ment in  the  Form  No.  2 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a 
form  to  the  lilce  effect,  containing  the  names,  places  of  abode,  and 
descriptions  of  the  persons  nominated  for  election  as  Councillors  and  in 
a year  in  which  Aldermen  are  to  be  elected  as  Aldermen  or  Councillors 
respectively  for  the  several  Wards  for  which  the  election  is  to  be  held, 
and  also  containing  a notice  of  his  decision  as  regards  each  candidate  as 
to  whether  he  has  been  nominated  by  a valid  nomination  paper  or  not. 
He  shall  forthwith  cause  a copy  thereof  to  be  suspended  in  the  Room  in 
which  meetings  of  the  Council  are  held,  and  also  one  to  be  affixed  on 
the  principal  external  gate  or  door  of  the  City  or  Town  Hall. 

Withdrawal  of  Candidate. 

9.  Any  candidate  may  withdraw  his  candidature  by  delivering  or 
causing  to  be  delivered  at  the  Office  of  the  Returning  Officer,  within  the 
time  prescribed  for  that  jmrpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  a 
notice  in  writing  of  such  withdrawal,  signed  by  him. 

Relation  of  Nomhiation  to  Election. 

10.  Section  56  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  shall  be 
altered  and  adapted  in  its  application  to  the  election  of  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  of  a County  Borough  so  as  to  be  read  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Alderman  or  Councillor,  as  the  case 
may  be,  for  any  Ward,  and  who  do  not  withdraw  their  can- 
didature under  Rule  9,  exceeds  the  number  of  Aldermen  or 
Councillors  respectively  to  be  elected  for  the  Ward,  the  Aider- 
man  or  Aldermen  and  the  Councillor  or  Councillors,  as  the 
case  may  be,' shall  be  elected  from  among  the  persons  in  each 
case  respectively  so  nominated. 
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(2.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  is  in 
any  case  equal  to,  or  is,  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  candidate 
as  provided  by  Rule  9 or  otherwise  in  any  case  reduced  to  a 
equal  to  the  number  of  vacancies,  the  Returning 
OnK.er  shall,  as  early  as  practicable,  give  public  notice,  in 
accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order,  that  no  poll  will  be 
taken  and  that  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  nominated  will 
be  declared  to  be  elected., 

(3.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  at  any  election  of  Aldermen  or 
Councillors  for  a Ward  who  receive  valid  nominations  is  less 
than,  or  is,  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  candidate,  as  provided 
by  Rule  9,  or  otherwise  reduced  to  a number  less  than  the 
number  of  vacancies,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  give  public 
notice,  in  accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order,  that  no  poll 
will  be  taken,  and  that  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  nomi- 
nated will  be  declared  to  be  elected  ; and  also  that  such  of  any 
retiring  Councillors  for  the  Ward  as  were  highest  on  the  poll 
at  their  election,  or  if  the  poll  was  equal  or  there  was  no  poll, 
as  shall  have  been  selected  by  the  Returning  Officer  by  lot  to 
make  up  the  required  number  will  be  declared  to  be  deemed 
to  be  re-elected. 

(4.)  If  after  due  notice  has  been  given  of  an  ordinary  election  to  fill 
the  office  of  Alderman  for  a Ward  no  candidate  receives  a valid 
nomination,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  give  public  notice,  in 
accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order,  that  the  retiring  Alder- 
man will  be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(5.)  If  after  due  notice  has  been  given  of  an  ordinary  election  of 
Councillors  for  a Ward  no  candidate  receives  a valid  nomina- 
tion, the  Returning  Officer  shall  give  public  notice,  in 
accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order,  that  the  reriring 
Councillors  will  be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(6.)  If,  at  an  election  specially  held  to  fill  two  or  more  casual  vacancies 
in  the  office  of  Alderman  or  Councillor  for  any  Ward,  the 
number  of  candidates*who  receive  valid  nominations  is,  in  any 
case,  less,  or  is  in  any  way  reduced  to  a number  less  than  the 
number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled,  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
give  public  notice,  in  accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order, 
that  no  poll  will  be  taken,  and  that  the  candidate  or  candi- 
dates so  nominated  will  be  declared  to  be  elected,  the  order  of 
rotation  being  determined  by  the  Council,  and  the  Comicil 
may  choose,  by  ballot,  some  duly  qualified  person  or  persons  to 
fill  the  remaining  vacancy  or  the  several  remaining  vacancies, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

(7.)  If,  after  due  notice  has  been  given  that  an  election  will  be 
specially  held  to  fill  one  or  more  casual  vacancies  in  the  office 
of  Alderman  or  Councillor  for  any  Ward,  no  candidate 
receives  a valid  nomination,  the  Council  may  choose,  by  ballot, 
some  duly  qualified  person  or  persous  to  fill  the  vacancy  or 
the  several  vacaucies,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(8.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  forthwith  send,  by  post  or  otherwise, 
a copy  ^ of  any  notice  under  this  Rule  to  each  of  the  persons 
who  will  be  declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be 
reelected. 

(9.)  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  Ho.  3 or  the  Form  Ho.  4,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in 
a form  to  the  like  effect. 
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Day  and  Hours  of  Poll, 

11.  The  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  election  as  pre- 
scribed 01'  defined  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  and  the  hours 
during  which  the  poll  shall  be  open  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Council  by  any  general  or  special  order,  or  if  no  such  order  is  in 
force  in  the  Ward,  then  such  hours  as  were  applicable  at  the  last  ordi- 
nary election  of  Councillors  in  the  Ward,  so,  however,  that  the  poll 
shall  always  be  open  between  the  hours  of  six  and  eight  in  the  evening. 

12.  Whenever  an  Alderman,  or  Aldermen,  and  a Councillor  or 
Councillors,  are  to  be  elected  for  any  Ward  the  polls  for  both  elections 
shall  be  taken  together. 

13.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  determine  the  number  and  situation 
of  the  polling  places  and  stations. 

Provided  as  follows  : — 

{a.)  No  premises  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be 
used  for  a polling  station. 

(6.)  The  pulling  stations  for  the  election  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
when  the  polls  for  the  two  elections  are  taken  together  shall 
be  the  same. 

(c.)  Where  the  number  of  Local  Government  Electors  in  the  Ward  is 
not  more  than  five  hundred,  only  one  polling  station  shall, 
unless  the  Council  otherwise  direct,  be  provided  for  the  Ward ; 
and  so  on  for  each  additional  five  hundred  Local  Government 
Electors,  or  for  any  number  of  Local  Government  Electors 
over  and  above  the  last  five  hundred.  Provided  that  nothing 
in  this  sub-section  shall  make  it  obligatory  upon  him  to  have 
a separate  polling  station  for  every  five  hundred  such  electors. 


Notice  of  Poll . 

14.  (1)  if  a poll  has  to  be  taken,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  within 
the  time  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order, 
give  public  notice  thereof  in  accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order. 
The  notice  shall  specify  : — 

(а)  The  day  and  hours  fixed  for  the  poll ; 

(б)  The  names,  place  of  abode,  and  description  of  each  candidate 

for  the  Ward  whom  he  has  decided  to  have  })een  nominated 
by  a valid  nomination  paper,  and  who  has  not  withdrawn  his 
candidature ; 

(c)  The  names  of  the  proposer  and, seconder  who  signed  the  nomina- 
tion paper  of  each  candidate  ; 

id)  A description  of  the  polling  districts,  if  any  ; and 

(e)  The  situation  and  allotment  of  the  polling  places  and  polling 
stations,  and  the  description  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
thereat.  . . 

(2.)  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  5 in  the  Second  Schedule 
to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the  like  effect. 
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Presiding  Ojicers. 

15.  The  Retui’iiing  Oihcerj  or  some  person  appointed  by  him  for  the 
purpose,  shall  i)reside  at  each  polling  station.  The  person  presiding-  at 
any  polling  station  shall  be  called  the  Presiding  OfScer.  Provided  that 
at  any  polling  station  the  same  person  shall  act  as  Presiding  Officer  for 
the  elections  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  when  the  polls  for  these 
elections  are  taken  together. 


Compartments  of  Polling  Stations—Ballot  Papers, 

16. ^  The  Returning  Officer  shall  furnish  every  polling  station  with 
a sufficient  niiniher  of  compartments  in  which  the  voters  can  mark  their 
votes  screened  from  observation,  and  shall  furnish  each  Presidino- 
Officer  with  such  number  of  ballot  papers  as  may  be  necessary  for 
effectually  takiug  the  poll  at  the  election. 

Polling  Agents. 

17.  If  there  are  only  two  candidates,  each  of  them  may,  in  writing, 
appoint  a polling  agent  for  each  polling  station,  who  may  be  paid  or 
unpaid.  If  there  are  more  than  two  candidates,  any  number  of  them, 
being  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  of  candidates,  may, 
in  writing,  appoint  one  polling  agent  for  each  polling  station,  who  may 
be  paid  or  unpaid.  Any  such  appointment  shall  be  delivered  at  the 
office  of  the  Returning  Officer  not  less  than  two  clear  days  before  the 
day  of  the  poll.  Except  as  aforesaid,  no  polling  or  personation  agent, 
whether  paid  or  unpaid,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purposes  of  the 
election. 

Prohihition  of  Voting  in  more  than  one  Ward — Questions  to  Eleetor. 

18.  (1.)  A I<ocal  Government  Elector  shall  not  vote  in  more  than 
one  'Ward  in  the  County  Borough. 

(2.)  The  Presiding  Officer  may,  and  if  required  by  any  polling  agen^ 
aj^pointed  under  Rule  17,  shall,  pun  to  any  elector  at  the  time  of  his 
applying  for  a ballot  paper,  but  not  afterward.s,  the  following  questions, 
or  one  of  them,  and  no  other  : — 

(a)  Are  you  the  person,  entered  in  the  Local  Government  register  for 
this  Ward  as  follows  (read  the  whole  entry  from  the  re^’is- 
ter)? 

ih)  Have  you  already  voted  at  the  present  election  of  Councillors  [or 
Aldermen,  or  Aldermen  and  Councillors,  as  the  case  may  be] 
in  this  or  any  other  Ward  of  the  County  Borough? 

(3.)  A person  required  to  answer  either  of  those  questions  shall  not 
receive  a ballot  papei'  or  be  permitted  to  vote  until  he  has  answered  it 
in  the  manner  and  to  the  effect  prescribed  in  Section  2-7  of  tlie.  First 
Schedule  to  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  as  adapted  and  printed  in  the  Third 
Schedule  to  this  Order. 


Counting  the  Votes. 

19.  The  Returning  Officer  when  he  does  not  act  as  a Presiding  Officer 
at  any  polling  station  for  the  Ward,  shall  appoint  some  one  of  the  Pre- 
siding Officers  to  act  us  Deputy  Returning  Officer  for  the  Ward  as

regards  the  custody  and  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes,  the  counting  and 
I'ccording  of  the  votes,  and  the  declaration  of  the  number  of  votes  given 
for  each  candidate,  and  of  the  election  of  the  candidate  oi'  candidates  to 
■whom  the  largest  number  of  votes  has  been  given.  The  person  so  ap- 
pointed shall,  in  addition  to  his  other  powers  and  duties,  have  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Eeturniug  Officer  in  relation  to  the  matters 
aforesaid  and  to  the  decision  of  any  question  as  to  any  ballot  paper  and 
otherwise  as  to  the  ballot  papers. 

(2.)  When  polls  for  the  election  both  of  an  Alderman  or  Aldermen 
and  a Councillor  or  Councillors  in  any  Ward  of  a County  Borough  are 
taken  together,  the  same  person  shall  discharge  the  duties  referred  to  in 
Paragraph  (1.)  of  this  Rule  in  relation  to  both  elections. 

(3.)  The  votes  shall  be  counted  in  the  Ward  or  in  some  place  near 
thereto  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the  poll. 

Equality  of  Votes. 

20.  If  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between  any  candidates, 
and  the  addition  of  a vote  would  entitle  any  of  such  candidates  to  be 
declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Cllicer, 
who  counts  the  votes,  shall  determine  by  lot  which  of  the  candidates 
whose  votes  are  equal  shall  be  elected. 

Declaration  of  Result  of  Poll. 

21.  (1.)  The  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll  shall  be  in  the 
Porm  No.  6 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the 
like  effect. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  as  the  case 
may  be,  making  the  declaration  shall  forthwith  cause  a copy  of  it  to  be 
affixed  to  the  front  of  the  building  in  which  the  votes  have  been  counted. 
If  the  declaration  is  made  by  a Deputy  Returning  Officer,  he  shall 
forthwith  send  it  to  the  Returning  Officer. 

Publication  of  Result  of  Elections. 

22.  (].)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  and  sign  a notice  of  the 
result  of  the  elections  in  all  the  Wards  in  the  County  Borough  for  which 
elections  are  held,  and  shall  by  such  notice  declare  to  be  elected  or  to 
be  deemed  to  be  re-elected  the  persons  who,  under  Rule  10,  are  to  be 
declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected  without  a poll 
being  taken.  The  Notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  7 in  the  Second 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the  like  effect. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  cause  a copy  of  the  notice  to  be  sus- 
pended in  the  room  in  which  meetings  of  the  Council  are  held,  and 
another  copy  to  be  affixed  to  the  principal  external  gate  or  door  of  the 
City  or  Town  Hall,  and  he  shall  also  cause  public  notice  thereof  to  be 
given  in  accordance  with  Rule  31  of  this  Order.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  also  send  copies  of  the  notice  to  the  persons  elected  or  deemed  to 
be  re-elected. 

Application  and  Adaptation  of  Ballot  Act,  1872. 

23.  The  provisions  of  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  which,  with  adaptations 
and  alterations,  are  set  out  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Order,  and 
only  such  provisions  of  that  Act  shall,  s\ibject  to  such  adaptations  and 
alterations,  apply  to  the  election  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  a 
County  Borough. 
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Provided  as  follows : — 

(а)  Such  application  slmll  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

(б)  When  polls  are  taken  together  for  the  election  of  Alderman  or 

Aldermen  or  Councillor  or  Councillors  of  any  Ward  of  a 
County  Borough,  one  ballot  box  may,  if  the  Returning  Officer 
thinks  fit,  be  used  for  the  two  elections ; but  if  separate  ballot 
boxes  are  used  for  the  two  elections  respectively,  no  vote  for 
any  Alderman  shall  be  rendered  invalid  by  the  ballot  paper 
being  placed  in  the  box  intended  for  the  reception  of  ballot 
papers  for  Councillors,  nor  shall  any  vote  for  a Councillor  be 
rendered  invalid  by  the  ballot  paper  being  placed  in  the  box 
intended  for  the  reception  of  ballot  papers  for  Aldermen. 

(e)  That  ballot  papers  used  at  the  election  of  an  Alderman  shall  be 
of  a different  colour  from  that  of  any  ballot  papers  used  in  the 
election  of  any  Councillors  of  the  Ward  when  the  polls  for 
both  elections  are  taken  together. 


Adaptation  of  Munioipal  Corporations  Act,  1882, 

24.  (1.)  The  provisions  of  Sections  74  and  75  of  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act,  1882,  which  with  adaptations  and  alterations,  are  set 
out  in  the  Bourth  Schedule  to  this  Order,  shall  subject  to  such 
adaptations  and  alterations  apply  to  the  election  of  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  in  County  Boroughs,  and  to  tlie  persons  elected  or  deemed 
to  be  re-elected  thereat. 

(2.)  TJie  provisions  of  Part  XV.  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act, 
1882  (relating  to  Corrupt  Practices  and  Election  Petitions),  as  amended 
hj  the  Municipal  Elections  (Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices)  Act,  1884, 
shall  apply  to  an  election  of  Aldermen  or  Councillors  of  a County 
Borough  us  if  such  election  were  a municipal  election  within  the  meaning 
of  those  Acts.  Always  provided  that : — 

(cj.)  Such  application  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Order. 

(6.)  In  the  application  of  Sub-section  (2)  of  Section  89  such  Sub- 
section shall  be  adapted  and  altered  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : — 

“ (2.)  The  security  shall  be  to  the  amount  of  Fifty  Pounds, 
‘‘  unless  in  any  case  the  High  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  or  a 
‘‘  J udge  thereof,  on  summons,  order  that  the  same  shall  be  to 
“ a lesser  amount,  or  to  a larger  amount  not  exceeding  Three 
“ Plundred  Pounds,  and  shall  be  given  in  the  prescribed 
“ manner,  either  by  a deposit  of  money  or  by  a I'ecognizance 
“ entered  into  by  not  more  than  four  sureties,  or  partly  in  one 
“ way  and  partly  in  the  other.” 


Application  of  Municipal  Elections  {Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices) 
Act,  1884. 

25.  The  Municipal  Elections  (Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices)  Act, 
1884,  shall  apply  to  an  election  of  Aldermen  or  Councillors  of  a County 
Borough  as  if  such  election  were  a Municipal  Election  within  the 
meaning  of  that  Act : always  provided  that : — 

(1.)  Such  application  shall  bo  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Order, 
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(2.)  So  miicli  of  Section  13  of  the  Act  as  permits  one  polling  agent 
to  be  employed  in  each  polling  station  shall  not  apply  except 
so  far  as  the  employment  of  polling  agents  is  permitted  by 
Rule  17  of  this  Order. 

(3.)  An  election  petition  complaining  of  the  election  on  the  ground  of 
an  illegal  practice,  may  be  presented  at  any  time  within  six 
weeks  after  the  clay  of  election. 

(4.)  Tn  Section  34  of  the  Act  ‘‘  Burgess  Roll  ” shall  mean  the  Local 
Government  Register. 

(5.)  Section  37  of  the  Act  shall  be  read  as  if  a reference  to  an  election 
of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  a County  Borough  or  of 
Councillors  only  as  the  case  may  be,  was  substituted  for  a 
reference  to  any  of  the  elections  mentioned  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  the  Act. 

26.  For  the  juirposes  of  this  Order  the  words  “ High  Court  and  Judge 
of  the  High  Court”  in  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  and  the 
Municipal  Corporations  (Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices)  Act,  1884,  shall 
mean  the  High  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland  and  a Judge  of  the  said 
Court,  respectively,  and  the  words  “ Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  ” 
shall  mean  the  Attorney-General  for  Ireland. 

Sitecial  Elections  to  Jill  Casual  Vacancies. 

27.  (1.)  In  the  event  of  a casual  vacancy  occurring  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwi.se,  in  the  office  of  Alderman  or  Councillor  of  any 
Ward  of  a County  Borough,  the  vacancy  shall  he  filled  in  the  following 
manner, : 

An  election  shall  be  held  to  fill  tlie  office  within  twenty-one  days  after 
notice  in  writing  of  the  vacancy  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Town 
Clerk  by  two  Local  Government  Electors  of  the  Ward  in  respect  of 
which  the  vacancy  has  occurred,  and  the  usual  proceedings  for  such 
election  shall  he  taken  at  the  times  and  within  the  periods  mentioned 
in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order  with  respect  to  elections  not  held 
at  the  time  of  ordinary  elections. 

(2.)  Tn  case  of  more  than  one  casual  vacancy  being  filled  at  the  same 
election,  not  being  the  ordinary  election,  the  person  elected  by  the 
smallest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  elected  in  the  place  of  him 
who  would  regularly  have  first  gone  out  of  office,  and  the  person  elected 
by  the  next  smallest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  elected  in 
the  place  of  him  who  would  regularly  have  next  gone  out  of  office,  and 
so  with  respect  to  the  others  : and  if  there  has  not  been  a contested 
election  or  if  any  doubt  arises  by  reason  of  equality  of  votes  or  from  any 
other  cause  the  order  of  rotation  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

(3.)  Provided  that : 

Hothing  in  this  Order  shall  authorize  or  require  a Returning 
Officer  to  hold  an  election  to  fill  a casual  vacancy  which  occurs 
within  six  mouths  before  the  ordinary  day  of  retirement  from 
the  office  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  and  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  at  the  next  ordinary  election. 

Who  to  be  deemed  to  Jill  Casual  Vacancies  at  Ordinary  Elections, 

28.  In  the  event  of  one  or  more  casual  vacancies  being  filled  up  at 
the  ordinary  election,  where  there  is  a poll,  the  persons  elected  by  the 
fewest  votes  shall  be  deemed  elected  to  fill  such  vacancies.  Should 
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there  be  an  equality  of  votes  between  such  persons,  the  Council  shall 
determine  which  of  such  persons  shall  be  deemed  elected  to  fill  the 
casual  vacancy.  _ If  the  persons  -elected  to  fill  the  casual  vacancies  will 
hold  office  for  different  periods,  the  person  elected  by  the  fewest  votes, 
or  if  the  votes  are  equal,  the  person  selected  by  the  Council  from  the 
persons  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  the  shorter  period.  When  there 
is  no  poll  the  person  or  persons  to  be  deemed  to  be  elected  to  fill  the 
casual  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

29.  (1.)  Every  person  elected  to  fill  a casual  vacancy  shall  hold  the 
office  until  the  time  when  the  person  in  whose  place  he  is  elected  or 
deemed  to  be  elected  would  regularly  liave  gone  out  of  office. 

(2.)  hTon-acceptance  of  office  by  a person  elected  or  deemed  to  be 
re-elected  creates  a casual  vacancy. 


Ex^oemes. 

30.  (1.)  Any  suin  which  may  be  payable  to  the  Returning  Officer 
in  lespect  of  his  services  in  taking  a poll  in  the  W^ard,  or  in  respect  of 
expenses  incurred  in  relation  to  such  poll,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
Council  out  of  any  rate  or  fund  applicable  to  the  general  expenses  of 
the  County  Borough. 

(2.)  Any  other  sum  which  may  be  payable  to  the  Returning  Officer 
in  I’espect  of  his  services  in  the  conduct  of  the  .election,  or  in  respect  of 
expenses  incurred  in  relation  to  the  election,  shall  in  like  manner  be 
defrayed  by  the  Council.  ... 

Fuhlication  of  Notices, 

31.  Any  public  notice  required  by  this  Order  shall  he  given  by  posting 
the  same  at,  on  or  near  the  principal  entrance  of  every  Church  and  other 
House  of  Worship,  and  at  every  Court  House,  Police  Station,  Market 
House,  and  other  usual  place  for  posting  public  notices  within  the 
Ward. 


Mark  instead  of  Signature. 

32, _  In  place  of  any  signature  required  by  this  Order  it  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  signatory  to  affix  his  mark  if  the  same  is  witnessed  by 
two  Local  Government  electors. 

Misnomer — Inaccurate  DescHptions. 

33.  Ho  misnomer  or  inaccurate  description  of  any  person  or  place 
named  in  any  notice  or  nomination  paper  under  this  Order  shall  hinder 
the  fill)  operation  of  such  notice  or  paper  with  respect  to  that  person  or 
place,  provided  the  description  of  that  person  or  place  is  such  as  to  be 
commonly  understood. 

, 34.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 
County  Boroughs  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1898.”

Each  ballot  paper  shall  have  a number  printed  on  the 
hack  and  shall  have  attached  a counterfoil  with  the  same  number 
printed  on  the  face.  At  the  time  of  voting,  the  ballot  paper  shall  be 
marked  on  both  sides  with  an  official  mark,  and  delivered  to  the 
voter  within  the  polling  station,  and  the  number  of  such  voter  on  the 
register  of  voters  shall  be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and  the  voter 
having  secretly  marked  his  vote  on  the  papei,  and  folded  it  up  so  as 
to  conceal  his  vote  shall  place  it  in  a closed  box  in  the  presence  of  the 
officer  pi  esidmg  at  the  polling  station  (in  this  Act  called  “ the  presidino 
officer  ) after  having  shown  to  him  the  official  mark  at  the  back. 

It  m the  register  of  electors  for  a ward  the  same  number  is  placed 
opposite  to  the  name  of  more  than  one  elector,  the  returning  officer  shall 
put  a distinguishing  mark  on  each  part  of  the  register  which  contains 
numbers  used  in  other  parts  of  the  register,  and  when  the  number  of 
any  voter  on  any  part  of  the  register  is  entered  on  the  counterfoil  of 
a ballot  paper,  the  mark  on  that  part  shall  also  be  entered  thereon 

Any  ballot  paper  which  has  not  on  its  back  the  official  mark,  or  on 
which  votes  are  given  to  more  candidates -than  the  voter  is  entitled  l,o 
vote  tor,  or  on  which  anything,  except  the  said  number  on  the  back,  is 
written  or  marked  by  which  the  voter  can  be  identified,  shall  be  void 
and  not  counted.

OFFENcaa. 

Offences  in  respect  of  Ballot  Papers  and  Ballot  Boxes. 

3-  Every  person  who — 

(I.)  Forges  or  counterfeits  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudulently 
destroys  any  ballot  paper,  or  the  official  mark  on  any  ballot 
paper;  or 

(2.)  Without  due  authority  supplies  any  ballot  paper  to  any 
person  ; or 
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(3.)  Fraudulently  puts  into  any  ballot  box  any  paper  other  than 
the  ballot  paper  which  he  is  authorised  by  law  to  put  in  ; or 
(4.)  Fraudulently  takes  out  of  the  polling  station  any  ballot 
paper  ; or 

(5.)  Without  due  authority  destroys,  takes,  opens,  or  otherwise 
interferes  with  any  ballot  box  or  packet  of  ballot  papers 
then  in  use  for  tho  purposes  of  the  election  ; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  liable,  if  he  is  a returning 
officer  or  an  officer  or  clerk  in  attendance  at  a polling  station,  to 
imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  if  he  is  any  other  person  to  imprisonment  for  any 
tei-m  not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

Any  attempt  to  commit  any  offence  specified  in  this  section  shall  be 
punishable  in  the  manner  in  which  the  offence  itself  is  punishable. 

In  any  indictment  or  other  prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to 
the  ballot  boxes,  ballot  papers,  and  marking  instruments  at  an  election, 
the  property  in  such  papers,  boxes,  and  instruments  m ay  be  stated  to 
be  in  the  returning  officer  at  such  election,  as  well  as  the  property  in 
the  counterfoils. 


Infringement  of  Secrecy. 

4.  Every  officer,  clerk,  and  agent  in  attendance  at  a polling  station 
shall  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the. voting  in 
such  station,  and  shall  not  communicate,  except  for  some  purpose 
authorised  by  law,  before  the  poll  is  closed,  to  any  person  any  informa- 
tion as  to  the  name  or  number  on  the  register  of  electors  of  any 
elector  who  has  or  has  not  applied  for  a ballot  paper  or  voted  at  that 
station,  or  as  to  the  official  mark,  and  no  such  officer,  clerk,  or  agent, 
and  no  person  whosoever,  shall  interfere  with  or  attempt  to  interfere 
Avith  a voter  when  marking  his  vote,  or  otherwise  attempt  to  obtain 
in  the  polling  station  information  as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any 
voter  in  such  station  is  about  to  vote  or  has  voted,  or  communicate  at 
any  time  to  any  jjerson  any  information  obtained  in  a polling  station 
as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any  voter  in  such  station  is  about  to  vote 
or  has  voted,  or  as  to  the  number  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  paper  given 
to  any  voter  at  such  station.  Every  officer,  clerk,  agent,  and  person 
in  attendance  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  maintain  and  aid  in 
maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the  voting,  and  shall  not  attempt  to 
ascertain  at  such  counting  the  number  on  the  back  of  any  ballot  paper, 
or  communicate  any  information  obtained  at  such  counting  as  to  the 
candidate  for  Avhom  any  vote  is  given  in  any  particular  ballot  paper. 
No  person  shall  directly  or  indirectly  induce  any  voter  to  display 
his  ballot  paper  after  he  shall  have  marked  the  same,  so  as  to  make 
known  to  any  person  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  or  against  whom 
he  has  so  marked  Ids  vote. 

Every  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction  before  two  justices  of 
the  peace,  to  imprisonment  fur  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months 
with  or  Avithout  hard  labour. 

Use  of  School  and  Public  Room  for  Poll, 

6.  The  returning  officer  at  an  election  of  Councillors  [o7‘  Aldermen 
and  Councillors]  in  a County  Borough  may  use  free  of  charge,  for 
the  puroose  of  taking  the  poll,  hearing  objections  to  nomination 
papers,  and  for  counting  the  Amtes  at  such  election,  any  room  in 
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a school  receiYing  a grant  out  of  moneys  provided  by  Parliament 
and  any  room  the  expense  of  maintaining  which  J payable  out 
of  any  local  rate,  but  he  shal]  make  good  any  damage  done  to  sud! 
room,  and  defray  any  expense  incurred  by  the  person  or  body  of 
peisons,  corporate  or  uniu corporate,  having  control  over  the  same 
on  account  of  its  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  poll  or  for 
counting  the  votes  as  aforesaid.

Duties  op  Eetubking  and  Election  Opficbes. 

Gmeral  Powers  and  Duties  of  Returning  Officer. 

8-  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  returning  ofacer  shall 
provide  such  nomination  papers,  polling  stations,  ballot  boxes,  ballot 
papers,  stamping  instruments,  copies  of  register  of  eleocors,  and  other 
things,  appoint  and  pay  such  officers,  and  do  such  other  acts  and  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  conducting  the  election.  ” 

Every  deputy  returning  officer  .shall,  in  so  far  as  he  acts  as  returning 
otbcer,  be  deemed  to  bo  included  in  the  term  returning  officer. 


Keeping  of  Order  in  Istamon. 

9-  If  any  person  misconducts  himself  in  the  polling  station,  or  fails 
to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  presiding  officer,  he  may  immediately 

by  order  of  the  presiding  officer,  be  removed  from  the  polling  station 

by  any  constable  in  or  near  that  station,  or  any  other  person  authorised 
in  writing  by  the  returning  officer  to  remove  him;  and  the  person 
so  lemoved  shall  not,  unless  with  the  permission  of  the  presiding 
officer,  again  be  allowed  to  enter  the  polling  station  during  the  day. 

Any  person  so  removed  as  aforesaid,  if.  charged  with  the  commission 
in  .such  station  of  any  offence,  may  be  kept  in  custody  until  he  can  be 
brought  before  a justice  of  the  peace. 

Provided  that  the  powers  conferred  by  this  section  shall  not  be 
exercised  so  as  to  prevent  any  elector  who  is  otherwise  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  polling  station  from  having  an  opportunity  of  voting  at

Powers  of  Presiding  Officer,  and  Administration  of  Oaths,  &c. 

10.  Eor  the  purpose  of  the  adjournment  of  the  poll  a presiding 
officer  shall  have  the  power  by  law  belonging  to  a deputy  returning 
officer  in  a Parliamentary  election ; and  any  presiding  officer  and  any 
clerk  appointed  by  the  returning  officer  to  attend  at  a polling  station 
shall  have  the  power  of  asking  the  que.stions  and  administering  the 
oath  authorised  by  law  to  be  asked  of  and  administered  to  voters,  and 
any  justice  of  the  peace  and  any  returning  officer  may  take  and  receive 
any  declaration  authorised  by  this  Act  to  be  taken  before  him. 
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liability  of  Officers  for  Misconduct. 

11.  Every  returning  officer,  presiding  officer,  and  clerk  who  is  guilty 
of  any  wilful  misfeasance  or  any  wilful  act  or  omission  in  contra- 
vention of  this  Act  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  or  liability 
to  which  he  may  be  subject,  forfeit  to  any  person  aggrieved  by  such 
misfeasance,  act,  or  omission  a penal  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds. 

No  returning  officer  or  officer  appointed  by  him  in  connexion  with 
the  election  of  a county  councillor  for  any  county  electoral  division, 
nor  any  partner  or  clerk  of  any  such  officer,  shall  act  as  agent  for  any 
candidate  in  the  management  or  conduct  of  his  election  as  an 
Alderman  or  Councillor  of  a County  Borough.  If  any  returning  officer 
or  officer  appointed  by  him,  or  the  partner  or  clerk  of  any  such  officer, 
shall  so  act  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 

Miscellaneous. 

Prohibition  of  Disclosure  of  Vote. 

12-  No  person  who  has  voted  at  an  election  shall,  in  any  legal 
proceeding  to  question  the  election  or  return,  be  required  to  state  for 
whom  he  has  voted. 


Non-compliance  with  Rules. 

13'  No  election  shall  be  declared  invalid  by  reason  of  a defect  in 
the  title  or  appointment  of  the  returning  officer  or  deputy  returning 
officer  or  of  a non-compliance  with  the  rules  contained  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Act  or  in  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County 
Boroughs  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1898,  or  any  mistake  in  the  use  of 
the  forms  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  in  the  said  Order,  if  it 
appears  to  the  tribunal  having  cognizance  of  the  question  that  the 
election  was  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  principles  laid  down  in 
the  body  of  this  Act  and  in  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898. 
and  that  such  non-compliance  or  mistake  did  not  affect  the  result  of 
the  election. 


Personation. 

Definition  and  Punishment  of  Personation. 

24  The  following  enactments  shall  be  made  with  respect  to 
personation  at  an  election  of  Aldermen  or  Councillors  of  a Gountv 
Borough  : — 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  returning  officer  to  institute  a prosecution 
against  any  person  whom  he  may  believe  to  have  been  guilty  of 
personation,  or  of  aiding,  abetting,  counselling,  or  procuring  the  com- 
mission of  the  offence  of  personation  by  any  person,  at  the  election 
for  which  he  is  returning  officer,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
prosecutor  and  the  witnesses  in  such  case,  together  with  compensation 
for  their  trouble  and  loss  of  time,  shall  bo  allowed  by  the  court  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  courts  are  empowered  to  allow  the  same  in  cases 
of  felony. 

Sections  93  to  96,  both  inclusive,  of  the  lleprcsentation  of  the 
People  (Ireland)  Act,  1850,  shall  apply  to  personation  at  an  election 
of  Aldermen  or  Councillors  of  a County  Borough  in  the  same  manner 
as  they  apply  to  a person  who  knowingly  personates  and  falsely  assumes 
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to  vote  in  the  name  of  another  person  as  mentioned  in  the  said  Act 
1nit  with  the  substitution  of  the  words  “ any  elector-  or  any  airent 
appointed  under  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County  Borouo-lis 
(Ireland)  Election  Order,  1898,”  for  “ any  such  agent  so  appointed“as 
aforesaid”  or  for  any  reference  to  any  such  agent,  and  of  “ the  presidino- 
officer”  for  “the  returning  officer  or  his  respective  deputy,”  ° 

Effect  or  Schedules. 

28.  T])e  schedules  to  this  Act,  and  the  notes  thereto,  and  directions 
therein  sh.all  be  construed  and  liave  effect  as  part  of  this  Act. 


SCHEDULES  TO  ACT. 


First  Schidule  to  Act. 

Rules  for  Elections  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  in 
County  Boroughs. 

The  Poll. 

15.  In  every  ward  the  returning  officer  shall,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County  Boroughs  (Ireland) 
Election  Order,  1898,  provide  a sufficient  number  of  polling  stations 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  electors  entitled  to  vote  in  such  ward 
and  shall  distribute  the  polling  stations  amongst  those  electors  in 
such  manner  as  he  thinks  most  convenient. 

17.  A separate  room  or  separate  booth  may  contain  a separate 
polling  station,  or  several  polling  stations  may  be  constructed  in  the 
same  room  or  booth. 

18.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  vote  at  any  polling  station  except 
the  one  allotted  to  him. 

20.  The  returning  officer  shall  provide  each  polling  station  with 
materials  for  voters  to  mark  the  ballot  papers,  with  instruments  for 
stamping  thereon  the  official  mark,  and  with  copies  of  the  register  of 
voters,  or  such  part  thereof  as  contains  the  names  of  the  voters  allotted 
to  vote  at  such  station.  He  shall  keep  the  official  mark  secret. 

21.  The  presiding  officer  appointed  to  preside  at  each  station  shall 
keep  order  at  his  station,  shall  regulate  the  number  of  electors  to  be 
admitted  at  a time,  and  shall  exclude  all  other  persons  except  the 
clerks,  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  and  the  constables  on  duty. 

22.  Every  ballot  paper  shall  contain  a list  of  the  candidates  described 
as  in  their  respective  nomination  papers,  and  arranged  alphabetically 
in  the  order  of  their  surnames,  and  (if  there  are  two  or  more  candidates 
with  the  same  surname)  of  their  other  names ; it  shall  be  in  the  form 
set  forth  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  as  near  thereto  as 
circumstances  admit  and  shall  be  capable  of  being  folded  up. 

23.  Every  ballot  box  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  ballot  papers 
can  be  introduced  therein,  but  cannot  be  withdrawn  therefrom,  without 
the  box  being  unlocked.  The  presiding  officer  at  any  polling  station, 
just  before  the  commencement  of  the  poll,  shall  show  the  ballot  box 
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empty  to  such  persons,  if  any,  as  may  be  present  in  such  station,  so 
that  they  may  see  that  it  is  empty,  and  shall  then  lock  it  up,  and  place 
his  seal  upon  it  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  its  being  opened  witliout 
breaking  such  seal,-  and  shall  place  it  in  his  view  for  the  receipt  of 
ballot  papers,  and  keep  it  so  locked  and  sealed. 

24.  Immediately  before  a ballot  paper  is  delivered  to  an  elector,  it 
shall  be  marked  on  both  sides  with  the  official  mark  either  stamped  or 
perforated,  and  the  number,  name,  and  description  of  the  elector  as 
stated  in  the  copy  of  the  register  shall  be  called  out,  and  the  number 
of  such  elector,  together  with  the  distinguishing  mark,  if  any,  of  the 
part  of  the  register  in  which  the  number  occurs,  shall,  as  required  by 
Section  2 of  this  Act  as  adapted,  be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and 
a mark  shall  be  placed  in  the  register  against  the  Dumber  of  the 
elector,  to  denote  that  he  has  received  a ballot  paper,  but  without 
showing  the  particular  ballot  paper  which  he  has  received. 

25.  The  elector,  on  receiving  the  ballot  paper,  shall  forthwith  proceed 
into  one  of  the  compartments  in  the  polling  station,  and  there  murk  his 
paper,  and  fold  it  up  so  as  to  conceal  his  vote,  and  shall  then  put  his 
ballot  paper,  so  folded  up,  into  the  ballot  box ; he  shall  vote  without 
undue  delay  and  shall  quit  the  polling  station  as  soon  as  he  has  put  his 
ballot  paper  mto  the  ballot  box. 

26.  The  presiding  officer,  on  the  application  of  any  voter  who  is 
incapacitated  by  blindness  or  other  physical  cause  from  voting  in  manner 
prescribed  by  this  Act,  or  (if  the  poll  be  taken  on  Saturday)  of  any 
voter  who  declares  that  he  is  of  the  J ewish  persuasion,  and  objects  on 
religious  grounds  to  vote  in  manner  prescribed  by  this  Act,  or  of  any 
voter  who  makes  such  a declaration  as  hereinafter  mentioned  that  he  is 
unable  to  read,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates, 
cause  the  vote  of  such  voter  to  be  marked  on  a ballot  paper  in  manner 
directed  by  such  voter,  and  the  ballot  paper  to  be  placed  in  the  ballot 
box,  and  the  name  and  number  on  the  register  of  voters  of  every  voter 
whose  vote  is  marked  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  and  the  reason  why 
it  is  so  marked  shall  be  entered  on  a list,  in  this  Act  called  “ the  list 
of  votes  marked  by  the  presiding  officer.” 

The  said  declaration,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  ‘‘  the  declaration  of 
inability  to  read,"  shall  be  made  by  the  voter  at  the  time  of  polling, 
before  the  presiding  officer,  who  shall  attest  it  in  the  form  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  no  fee,  stamp,  or  other  payment  shall  be  charged  in 
respect  of  such  declaration,  and  the  said  declaration  shall  be  given  to 
the  presiding  officer  at  the  time  of  voting. 

27.  If  a person,  representing  himself  to  be  a particular  elector 
named  on  the  register,  applies  for  a ballot  paper  after  another  person 
has  voted  as  such  elector,  the  applicant  shall,  upon  duly  answerino- 
the  questions  permitted  by  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County 
Borough  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1898,  to  be  asked  of  voters  at  the 
time  of  polling,  and  upon  taking  an  oath  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  out, 
which  the  presiding  officer  shall  administer,  be  entitled  to  mark  a ballot 
paper  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  voter,  but  the  ballot  paper  (in 
this  Act  called  a tendered  ballot  paper)  shall  be  of  a colour  differing 
from  the  other  ballot  papers,  and,  instead  of  being  put  into  the  ballot 
box,  shall  be  given  to  the  presiding  officer  and  endorsed  by  him  with 
the  name  of  the  voter  and  his  numbei-  in  the  register  of  voters,  and  set 
aside  in  a separate  packet,  and  shall  not  be  counted  by  the  roturnino- 
officer.  And  the  name  of  the  voter  and  his  number  on  the  register 
shall  be  entered  on  a list,  in  this  Act  called  “ the  tendered  votes 
list/’

Provided  that  any  person  entitled  to  affirm  in  lieu  of  taking  an  oath 
may  aftrm  in  the  following  form  : 

“I,  A.B.,  do  solemnly,  sincerely,  and  truly  declare  and  affirm  that  I 
‘ am  the  same  person  whose  name  appears  as  A.B.  on  the  Register 
“ ot  Local  Government  Electors  for  the  Ward  of 
“ a,nd  that  I have  not  already  voted  at  the  present  election  for 
“ this  or  any  other  Ward.” 

28.  A voter  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  paper  in  such 
manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a ballot  paper,  may,  on 
delivering  to  the  presiding  officer  the  ballot  paper  so  inadvertently  dealt 
with,  and  proving  the  fact  of  the  inadvertence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
presiding  officer,  obtain  another  ballot  paper  in  the  place  of  the  ballot 
paper  so  delivered  up  (in  this  Act  called  a spoilt  ballot  paper)  and  the 
spoilt  ballot  paper  shall  be  immediately  cancelled. 

29  The  presiding  officer  of  each  station,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  close  ot  the  poll,  shall  make  up  into  separate  packets  sealed  with

(1.)  Each  ballot  box  in  use  at  his  station,  unopened  but  with  the 
key  attached ; and 

/o’\  unused  and  spoilt  ballot  iiapers,  placed  together  : and 

(o.)  The  tendered  ballot  papers  ; and 

(4.)  The  marked  copies  of  the  register  of  electors,  and  the  counter- 
foils  of  the  ballot  papers  \ and 

(5.)  The  tendered  votes  list,  and  the  list  of  votes  marked  by  the 
presiding  officer,  and  a statement  of  the  number  of  the 
voters  whose  votes  are  so  marked  by  the  presiding  officer 
under  the  heads  “physical  incapacity,”  “Jews,”  and  “unable 
to  read,”  and  the  declarations  of  inability  to  read  j 


and  shall  deliver  such  packets  to  the  returning  officer,  or  deputy 
returning  officer,  by  whom  the  votes  are  to  be  counted,  unless  he  is 
himself  such  officer. 

30  The  packets  sha,ll  be  accompanied  by  a statement  made  by  such 
jiresiding  officer,  showing  the  number  of  ballot  papers  entrusted  to  him 
and  accounting  for  them  under  the  heads  of  ballot  papers  in  the  ballot 
box,  unused,  spoilt,  and  tendered  ballot  papers,  which  statement  is  in 
this  Act  referred  to  as  the  ballot  paper  account. 


Counting  Votes. 

31.  Each  candidate  may  appoint  an  agent  to  attend  the  counting  (>f 

the  votes.  ® 

32.  The  returning  officer  shall  make  arrangements  for  counting  the 
votes  in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  close  of  the  poll,  and  shall  give  to  the  agents  of  the 
candidates  appointed  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  notice  in 
writing  of  the  time  and  23lace  at  which  he  will  begin  to  count  the  same. 
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33.  The  returning  officer,  his  assistants  and  clerks,  the  agents  of  the 
candidates,  and  any  person  to  whom  Rule  5 1 of  this  Schedule  applies  and 
no  other  person,  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  returning  officer,  may  be 
present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes. 

34.  Before  the  returning  officer  proceeds  to  count  the  votes,  he  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  open  each  ballot  box, 
and  taking  out  the  papers  therein,  shall  count  and  record  the  number 
thereof,  and  then  mix  together  the  whole  of  the  ballot  papers  contained 
in  the  ballot  boxes.  When  all  the  ballot  boxes  and  the  papers  therein 
have  been  so  dealt  with,  he  shall  open  all  the  packets  of  ballot  papers 
relating  to  one  election,  and  shall  mix  all  such  papers  together,  and 
shall  proceed  to  count  the  votes. 

The  returning  officer,  while  counting  and  recording  the  number  of 
ballot  papers  and  counting  the  votes,  shall  keep  the  ballot  papers  with 
their  faces  upwards,  and  take  all  proper  precautions  for  preventing  any 
person  from  seeing  the  numbers  printed  on  the  backs  of  such  papers. 

35.  The  returning  officer  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  proceed  contin- 

uously with  counting  the  votes,  allowing  only  time  for  refreshment, 
and  excluding,  if  and  so  far  as  he  thinks  it  necessary,  the  hours  between 
the  close  of  the  poll  and  nine  o’clock  on  the  succeeding  morning. 
During  the  excluded  time  the  returning  officer  shall  place  the  ballot 
papers  and  other  documents  relating  to  the  election  under  his  own  seal 
and  the  seals  of  such  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  desire  to  affix 
their  seals,  and  .shall  otherwise  take  proper  precautions  for  the  security 
of  such  papers  and  documents.  ^ 

36.  The  returning  officer  shall  endorse  “ rejected  ” on  any  ballot 
paper  which  he  may  reject  as  invalid,  and  shall  add  to  the  endorsement 

rejection  objected  to,”  if  an  objection  be  in  fact  made  by  any  agent  to 
his  decision.  The  returning  officer  shall  draw  up  a statement  showing 
the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by  him  under  the 
several  heads  of— 

1.  Want  of  official  mark; 

2.  Voting  for  more  candidates  than  entitled  to; 

3.  Writing  or  mark  by  which  voter  could  be  identified ; 

4.  Unmarked  or  void  for  uncertainty  ; 

and  shall  on  request  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  such 
statement.  If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a deputy  returning  officer  he 
shall,  with  the  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll,  report  to  the 
returning  officer  the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted 
V 1,  heads,  and  no  such  statement  as  aforesaid 

shall  be  c rawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The  deputy  returning 
officer  shall,  on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  before  such 
report  is  sent  in,  to  copy  it. 

37.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  counting,  the  returning  officer  shall 

seal  in  separate  packets  the  counted  and  rejected  ballot  papers 
He  shall  not  open  the  sealed  packet  of  tendered  ballot  papers  or  marked 
copy  of  the  repter  of  voters  and  counterfoils,  but  shall  proceed,  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  to  verify  the  ballot  paper 
account  given  by  each  presiding  officer  by  comparing  it  with  the  number 
of  ballot  papers  recorded  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  the  unused  and 
spoilt  ballot  papers  in  his  possession  and  the  tendered  votes  list,  and 
shall  reseal  each  sealed  packet  after  examination.  The  returning  officer 
shall  draw  up  a statement  as  to  the  result  of  such  verification  and  shall

endorsement.  The  production  from  proper  custody  of  a ballot  paper 
purporting  to  have  been  used  at  any  election,  and  of  a counterfoil 
marked  with  the  same  printed  number  and  having  a number  marked 
thereon  in  writing,  shall  be  primfi.  facie  evidence  that  the  person  who 
voted  by  such  ballot  paper  was  the  person  who  at  the  time  of  such 
election  had  affixed  to  his  name  in  the  register  of  voters  at  such  election 
the  same  number  as  the  number  written  on  such  counterfoil. 

General  Provisions. 

47.  If  the  returning  officer  presides  at  any  polling  station,  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  a presiding, officer  shall  apply  to  such 
returning  officer  with  the  necessary  modifications  as  to  things  to  be 
done  by  the  returning  officer  to  the  presiding  officer,  or  the  presiding 
officer  to  the  returning  officer. 

48.  The  returning  officer  may,  in  addition  to  any  clerks,  appoint 
competent  persons  to  assist  him  in  counting  the  votes. 

49.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  by  a returning  officer  for  the 
purposes  of  an  election  who  has  been  employed  by  any  other  person  in 
or  about  the  election. 

50.  The  presiding  officer  may  do,  by  the  clerks  appointed  to  assist 
him,  any  act  which  he  is  required  or  authorised  to  do  by  this  Act  at  a 
polling  station,  except  ordering  tlie  arrest,  exclusion,  or  ejection  from 
the  polling  station  of  any  person. 

51.  A candidate  may  himself  undertake  the  duties  which  any  agent 
of  Lis,  if  ap])ointed  under  Rule  31  of  this  Schedule,  might  have 
undertaken,  and  may,  if  he  does  not  appoint  such  an  agent,  be  present 
at  the  counting  of  the  votes,  or  may  himself  take  the  place  of  such 
agent : provided  that  any  persons  acting  under  this  Rule  may,  at  any 
time  before  so  acting,  make  the  statutory  declaration  as  to  secrecy 
required  by  Rule  54  of  this  Schedule,  but  he  shall  not  so  act  until  he 
has  made  such  declaration. 

52.  The  name  and  address  of  every  agent  of  a candidate  appointed 
to-  attend  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  returning 
officer  one  clear  day  at  the  least  before  the  opening  of  the  poll ; and 
the  returning  officer  may  refuse  to  admit  to  the  place  where  the  votes 
are  counted  any  agent  whose  name  and  address  has  not  been  so  trans- 
mitted, notwRhstanding  that  his  appointment  may  be  otherwise  valid, 
and  any  notice  required  to  be  given  to  an  agent  by  the  returning 
officer  may  be  delivered  at  or  sent  by  post  to  such  address. 

53.  If  any  person  appointed  an  agent  for  the  purposes  of  attending  a 
polling  station,  or  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  dies,  or  becomes  incapable 
of  acting  during  the  time  of  the  election,  another  agent  may  be 
appointed  in  his  place,  and  notice  shall  forthwith  be  given  to  the 
returning  officer  in  writing  of  the  name  and  address  of  any  agent  so 
appointed. 

54.  Every  returning  officer,  and  every  officer,  clerk,  or  agent

Offences  in  relation  to  Nomination  Papers. 

74. — (1.)  If  any  person  forges  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudulently 
destroys  any  nomination  paper,  or  delivers  to  the  Returning  Officer 
any  forged  nomination  paper,  knowing  it  to  be  forged,  he  shall  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

(2,)  An  attempt  to  commit  any  such  offence  shall  be  punishable  as 
the  offence  is  punishable, 


Neglect  of  Duty  hy  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Officer. 

75.  — (1.)  If  a person  who  has  undertaken  to  act  as  returning  officer 
or  deputy  returning  officer,  at  an  election  of  [Aldermen  and]  Councillors, 
in  a County  Borough,  neglects  or  refuses  bo  conduct  or  declare  the 
election  in  manner  provided  by  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act, 
1898,  and  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  County  Boroughs  (Ireland) 
Election  Order,  1898,  he  shall  for  every  such  offence  be  liable  to  a fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  recoverable  by  action.

WHERDAS  by  an  Order  made  the  twenty- second  day  of  December,

{a.)  The  ordinary  election  to  fill  ordinary  vacancies. 

(6.)  The  first  election  of  Urban  District  Councillors  for  any  Urban

Commissioners  in  any  Towm  not  being  an  Drban  District 
which  may  hereafter  adopt  the  provisions  of  any  Act  involving 
th«  election  of  Town  Commissioners. 

(c.)  Every  election  to  fill  a casual  vacancy  in  the  olfice  of  Alderman 
or  Councillor  of  a Borough.

(4.)  A Local  Government  elector  shall  not  sign  more  nomination 
papers  than  there  are  Aldermen  or  Councillors  respectively  to  be 
elected  for  the  Borough  or  District  or  Ward  of  a Borough  or  District 
for  which  the  election  is  to  be  held,  nor  shall  he  sign  a nomination 
paper  for  the  Borough  or  District  or  for  any  Ward  of  a Borough  or 
District  unless  he  is  registered  as  a Local  Government  elector  in  re.spect 
of  a qualification  therein.  Neitlier  shall  he  sign  nomination  papers  for 
more  than  one  Ward  in  a Borough  or  other  Urban  District. 

(5.)  If- any  Local  Government  elector  shall  sign  nomination  papers 
for  more  than  one  Ward  in  the  Borough  or  District,  or  shall  sign  a 
number  of  nomination  papers  larger  than  the  number  of  Councillors

Nomination  Papers  to  he  provided. 

5.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  prordde  nomination  papers.  Any 
Local  Government  Elector  may  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the 
Returning  Officer  free  of  charge. 


Time  for  sending  in  Nomimtion  Papers. 

6.  Every  nomination  paper  shall  be  sent  to  the  Returning  Officer  so 
that  it  shall  be  received  at  his  Office  within  the  time  prescribed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order.  A nomination 
paper  received  after  that  time  shall  not  be  valid.  The  Eeturnino-  Officer 
shall  note  on  each  nomination  paper  whether  it  was  received  before  or 
after  that  time.

c the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  tbe  First 

Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  make  out  a statement 
in  the  Form  No.  2 m the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form 
to  tlm  like  effect,  containing  the  names,  places  of  abode,  and  descriptions 
of  the  persons  nominated  for  election  to  the  office  of  Alderman  or 
Councillor  for  the  Borough  or  District  or  for  the  several  Wards  thereof 
for  which  the  election  is  to  be  held,  and  also  containing  a notice  of  his 
decision  as  regards  each  candidate  as  to  whether  he  has  been  nominated 
by  a valid  nomination  paper  or  not.  He  shall  fonhwitli  cause  a copy 
thereof  to  be  suspended  in  the  Town  Hall  or  Room  in  which  the 
meetings  of  tbe  Council  are  held,  and  another  to  be  affixed  on  the 
principal  external  gate  or  door  of  the  Town  Hall  or  other  offices  of  the 
Council  of  the  Borough  or  District.

notice  in  writing  of  such  withdrawal,  signed  by  him.  ’ 

Relation  of  Nomination  to  Election. 

10.  Section  66  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  shall  be 
altered  and  adapted  in  its  application  to  the  election  of  Urban  District 
Councillors  in  Ireland  (including  Aldermen  of  Boroughs,  other  than 
County  Boroughs  and  Town  Commissioners)  so  as  to  be  read  as 
follows  : — 

(1.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Alderman  of  a Borough,  or  any  Ward 
of  a Borough,  or  that  of  Councillor  of  a Borough  or  District, 
or  any  Ward  of  a Borough  or  District,  and  who  do  not  with- 
draw their  candidature  under  Rule  9 exceeds  the  number  of 
Aldermen  or  Councillors  respectively  to  be  elected  for  the 
Borough  or  District,  or  Ward  of  a Borough  or  District,  the 
Alderman  or  Aldermen,  the  Councillor  or  Councillors,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  persons  in  each 
case  respectively  so  nominated. 
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(2.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  noininations  is  iu 
any  case  equal  to,  or  is,  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  candidate 
as  provided  by  Kule  9,  or  otherwise  in  any  case  reduced  to  a 
number  equal  to  the  number  of  vacancies  the  Returning 
Officer  shall,  as  early  as  imacticable,  give  public  notice  in 
accordance  with  Rule  33  of  this  Order  that  no  poll  will  be 
taken,  and  that  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  nominated  will 
be  declared  to  be  elected. 

(3.)  If  the  number  of  candid.ites  who  receive  valid  nominations  at 
any  ordinary  election  of  Councillors  of  a Borough  or  District, 
or  Ward  of  a Borough  or  District,  is  less  than,  or  is,  iu  any 
way'  reduced  to  a numbei-  less  than  the  number  of  vacancies, 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  give  public  notice  in  accordance 
with  Rule  33  of  this  Order  that  no  poll  will  be  taken,  and 
that  the  candidates  so  nominated  will  be  declared  to  be 
elected,  and  also  that  such  of  the  retiring  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  or  District,  or  Ward  of  the  Borough  or  District  as 
were  highest  on  the  poll  at  their  election,  or  if  the  poll  was 
equal  or  there  was  no  poll,  as  shall  have  been  selected  by  the 
Returning  Officer  by  lot  to  make  up  the  required  number  will 
be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(4.)  If  after  due  notice  has  been  given  that  an  ordinary  election  will 
be  held  to  fill  the  office  of  Alderman  of  a Borough,  or  Ward 
of  a Borough,  no  candidate  receives  a valid  nomination,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  give  public  notice  in  accordance  with 
Rule  33  of  this  Order  that  the  retiring  Alderman  will  be 
declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re  elected. 

(5.)  If  after  due  notice  has  been  given  that  an  ordinary  election  of 
Councillors  of  a Borough  or  District,  or  Ward  of  a Borough 
or  District  will  be  held,  no  candidate  x*eceivesa  valid  nomina- 
tion, the  Returning  Officer  shall  give  public  notice  in  accor- 
dance with  Rule  S3  of  this  Order  that  the  retiring  Councillors 
will  be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(6.)  If,  at  an  election  specially  held  to  fill  two  or  more  casual  vacancies 
in  the  office  of  Alderman  or  Councillor  for  a Borough  or  any 
Ward  of  a Borough,  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive 
valid  nominations  is,  in  any  case,  less,  or  is  in  any  way  reduced 
to  a number  less  than  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled, 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  give  public  notice,  in  accordance 
with  Rule  33  of  this  Order,  that  no  poll  will  be  taken,  and 
that  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  nominated  will  be  declared 
to  be  elected,  the  order  of  rotation  being  determined  by  the 
Council,  and  the  Council  may  choose,  by  ballot,  some  duly 
qualified  person  or  persons  to  fill  the  remaining  vacancy  or 
the  several  remaining  vacancies,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(7.)  If,  after  d ue  notice  has  been  given  that  an  election  will  be  specially 
held  to  fill  one  or  more  casual  vacancies  in  the  office  of 
Alderman  or  Councillor  for  a Borough  or  for  any  Ward  of  a 
Borough,  no  candidate  receives  a valid  nomination,  the 
Council  may  choose,  by  ballot,  some  duly  qualified  person  or 
persons  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  the  several  vacancies,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

(8.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  forthAvith  send,  by  post  or  otherwise, 
a copy  of  any  notice  under  this  Rule  to  each  of  the  persons 
who  will  be  declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be 
re-elected.

-Day  and  Hours  of  PolL 

11  The  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  election  as  prescribed 
or  defined  in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  and  the  hours  during  which 
the  poll  shall  be  open  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  County  Council 
by  any  general  or  special  order,  or  if  no  such  order  is  in  force  in  the 
District  then  such  hours  as  were  applicable  at  the  last  ordinary  election 
of  Urban  District  Councillors  so,  however,  that  the  poll  shall  always  be 
open  between  the  hours  of  six  and  eight  in  the  evening.

(c)  The  names,  pilace  of  abode,  and  description  of  each  candidate  for 
the  Borough  or  District  or  Ward  of  a Borough  or  District  whom 
he  lias  decided  to  have  been  nominated  by  a valid  nominaiion 
paper,  and  who  has  not  withdrawn  his  candidature ; 
id)  The  names  of  the  proposer  and  seconder  who  signed  the  nomina- 
tion paper  of  each  candidate  ; 

(e)  A description  of  the  polling  districts  (if  any) ; and 
(y ) The  situation  and  allotment  of  the  polling  jilaces  and  polling 
stations,  and  the  description  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
thereat. 
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(2.)  The  notice  shall  be,  in  the  Fonn  No.  5 or  Form  No.  6 in,  the 
Second  Schedule  to  this  Order  as  the  case  may  reouii’e,  or  in  a Form 
to  the  like  effect. 


Presiding  Oncers. 

15.  The  Returning  Officer,  or  some  person  appointed  by  him  for  the 
puipose,  shall  preside  at  each  polling  station.  The  person  presiding 
at  any  polling  station  shall  be  called  the  Presiding  Officer.  Provided 
rtiat  at  any  polling^  station  the  same  person  shall  act  as  Presiding 
Officer  for  the  elections  of  Alderman  or  Aldermen  and  Councillor  or 
Councillors,  the  polls  for  which  are  taken  together. 


Compartments  of  Polling  Stations—Ballot  Papers.

Except  as  afoi'esaid,  no  polling  or  persona- 
tion agent,  whether  paid  or  unpaid,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purposes 
of  the  election.

Poll  at  Elections. 


12-  The  ballot  of  each  voter  shall  consist  of  a paper  (in  this  Act  called 
a ballot  papery  showing  the  names  and  description  of  the  candidates. 
I Each  ballot  paper  shall  have  a number  printed  on  the  back,  and  shall 

have  attached  a counterfoil  with  the  same  number  printed  on  the  face. 
At  the  time  of  voting,  the  ballot  paper  shall  be  marked  on  both  sides 
with  an  official  mark,  and  delivered  to  the  voter  within  the  polling 
station,  and  the  number  of  such  voter  on  the  register  of  voters  shall 
be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and  the  voter  having  secretly  marked 
• his  vote  on  the  paper,  and  folded  it  up  so  as  to  conceal  his  vote,  shall 

I place  it  in  a closed  box  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  presiding  at  the 

polling  station  (in  this  Act  called  “ the  presiding  officer  ’')  after  having 
shown  to  him  the  official  mark  at  the  back. 

If  in  the  register  of  electors  for  an  electoral  division,  the  same  number 
is  placed  opposite  to  the  name  of  more  than  one  elector,  the  returning 
officer  shall  put  a distinguishing  mark  on  each  part  of  the  register  which 
contains  numbers  used  in  other  parts  of  the  register,  and  when  the 
number  of  any  voter  on  any  part  of  the  register  is  entered  on  tlie 
counterfoil  of  a ballot  paper,  the  mark  on  tliat  part  shall  also  be 
entered  thereon. 

Any  ballot  paper  which  has  not  on  its  back  the  official  mark,  or 
on  which  votes  are  given  to  more  candidates  than  the  voter  is  entitled 
to  vote  for,  or  on  which  anything,  except  the  said  number  on  the  back, 
is  written  or  marked  by  which  the  voter  can  be  identified,  shall  be  void 
and  not  counted. 

After  the  close  of  the  poll  the  ballot  boxes  shall  be  sealed  up,  so  as 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  additional  ballot  papers,  and  shall  be 
taken  charge  of  by  the  returning  officer,  and  that  officer  shall,  in  the 
presence  of  such  agents,  if  any,  of  the  candidates  as  may  be  in 
attendance,  open  the  ballot  boxes,  and  ascertain  the  result  of  the  poll 
by  counting  the  votes  given  to  each  candidate,  and  shall  forthwith 
declare  to  be  elected  the  candidates  or  candidate  to  whom  the  majority 
of  votes  have  been  given.  The  decision  of  the  returning  officer  as  to 
any  question  arising  in  respect  of  any  ballot  paper  shall  be  final,  subject 
to  reversal  on  petition  questioning  the  election  or  return. 
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Offences. 

Offences  in  respect  of  Ballot  Fapers  and  Ballot  Boxes. 

3.  Every  person  who — 

(1.)  Forges  or  counterfeits  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudulently 
destroys  any  ballot  paper,  or  the  official  mark  on  any  ballot 
paper  ; or 

(2.)  Without  due  authority  supplies  any  ballot  paper  to  any  person ; 
or 

(3.)  Fraudulently  puts  into  any  ballot  box  any  paper  other  than  the 
ballot  paper  which  he  is  authorised  by  law  to  put  in  ; or 

(4.)  Fraudulently  takes  out  of  the  polling  station  any  ballot  paper  ; or 

(5.)  Without  due  authority  destroys,  takes,  opens,  or  otherwise 
interferes  with  any  ballot  box  or  packet  of  ballot  papers  then 
in  use  for  the  purposes  of  the  election  ; 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  liable,  if  he  is  a returning 
officer  or  an  officer  or  clerk  in  attendance  at  a polling  station,  to 
imprisonment  ior  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  if  he  is  any  other  person,  to  imprisonment  for  any 
term  nofexceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

Any  attempt  to  commit  any  offence  specified  in  this  section  shall 
be  punishable  in  the  manner  in  which  the  ofience  itself  is  punishable. 

In  any  indictment  or  other  prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to 
the  ballot  boxes,  ballot  papers,  and  marking  instruments  at  an  election, 
the  property  in  such  papers,  boxes,  and  instruments  may  be  stated 
to  be  in  the  returning  officer  at  such  election,  as  well  as  the  property  in 
the  counterfoils. 

Infringement  of  Secrecy. 

4.  Every  officer,  clerk,  and  agent  in  attendance  at  a polling  station 
shall  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the  voting  in 
such  station,  and  shall ' not  communicate,  except  for  some  purpose 
authorised  by  law,  before  the  poll  is  closed,  to  any  person  any  informa- 
tion as  to  the  name  or  number  on  the  register  of  electors  of  any 
elector  who  has  or  has  not  applied  for  a ballot  paper  or  voted  at  that 
station,  or  as  to  the  official  mark,  and  no  such  officer,  clerk,  or  agent, 
and  no  j>erson  whosoever,  shall  interfere  with  or  attempt  to  interfere 
with  a voter  when  marking  his  vote,  or  otherwise  attempt  to  obtain 
in  the  polling  station  information  as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any 
voter  in  such  station  is  about  to  vote  or  has  voted,  or  communicate 
at  any  tin)e  to  any  person  any  information  obtained  in  a polling  station 
as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any  voter  in  such  station  is  about  to 
vote  or  has  voted,  or  as  to  the  number  on  the  back  of  the  ballot 
paper  given  to  any  voter  at  such  station.  Every  officer,  clerk,  agent, 
and  person  in  attendance  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  maintain  and 
aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the  voting,  and  shall  not  attempt 
to  ascertain  at  such  counting  the  number  on  the  back  of  any  ballot 
paper,  or  communicate  any  information  obtained  at  such  counting  as  to 
the  candidate  for  whom  any  vote  is  given  in  any  particular  ballot 
paper.  No  person  shall  directly  or  indirectly  induce  any  voter  to 
display  his  ballot  paper  after  he  shall  have  marked  the  same,  so  as  to 
make  known  to  any  person  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  or  against 
whom  he  has  so  marked  his  vote. 

Every  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction  before  two  justices  of 
the  peace,  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months, 
with  or  without  hard  labour^ 
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Use  of  School  and  Public  Room  for  Poll.

may  use,  free  of  charge,  for  the  purpose  of  talcing  the  poll,  hearing 
objections  to  nominatioji  papers,  and  for  counting  the  votes  at  such 
election,  any  room,  in  a school  receiving  a grant  out  of  moneys  provided 
by  Parliament,  and  any  room  the  expense  of  maintaining  which 
is  payable  out  of  any  local  rate,  but  he  shall  make  good  any  damage 
done  to  such  room,  and  defray  any  expenses  incurred  by  the  person  or 
body  of  persons,  corporate  or  uniiicorporate,  having  control  over  the 
same  on  account  of  its  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  poll  or 
for  counting  the  votes  as  aforesaid.  This  section  shall  not  appl}^  to 
any  school  adjoining  or  adjacent  to  any  church  or  otlier  place  of  worship 
nor  to  any  school  connected  with  a convent  or  other  religious  establish- 
ment. 

The  use  of  any  room  in  an  unoccupied  house  for  taking  the  poll 
shall  not  render  any  person  liable  to  be  rated  or  to  pay  any  rate  for 
such  house.  ’k. 

Duties  of  Returning  and  Election  Officers. 

General  Powers  and  Pioties  oj  Returning  Offi^cers. 

8.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  returning  officer  shall 
provide  such  nomination  papers,  polling  stations,  ballot  boxes,  ballot 
papers,  stamping  instruments,  copies  of  register  of  electors  and  other 
things,  appoint  and  pay  such  officers,  and  do  such  other  acts  and  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  conducting  the  election. 

Every  deputy  returning  officer  shall,  in  so  far  as  he  acts  as  returning 
officer,  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  term  returning  officer. 

Keeping  of  Order  in  Station. 

9.  If  any  person  misconducts  himself  in  the  polling  station,  or  fails 
to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  presiding  officer,  he  may  immediately, 
by  order  of  the  presiding  officer,  be  removed  from  the  polling  station 
by  any  constable  in  or  near  that  station  or  any  other  person  authorised 
in  writing  by  the  returning  officer  to  remove  him  ; and  the  person  so 
removed  shall  not.  unless  with  the  permission  of  the  presiding  officer, 
again  be  allowed  .to  enter  the  polling  station  during  the  day. 

' Any  person  so  removed  as  aforesaid,  if  charged  with  the  commission 
in  such  station  of  any  offence,  may  be  kept  in  custody  until  he  can  be 
brought  before  a justice  of  the  peace. 

Provided  that  the  powers  conferred  by  thi.s  section  shall  not  he 
exercised  so  as  to  prevent  any  elector  who  is  otherwise  entitled  to  vote 
at  any  polling  station  from  having  an  opportunity  of  voting  at  such 
station. 

Powers  of  Presiding  Oficer  and  Administration  of  Oaths,  <fc. 

10-  For  the  purpose  of  the  adjournment  of  the  poll,  a presiding 
officer  shall  have  the  power  by  law  belonging  to  a deputy  returning 
officer  ill  a parliamentary  election  ; and  any  presiding  oflicer  and  any 
clerk  appointed  by  the  returning  officer  to  attend  at  a polling  station 
shall  have  the  ]iower  of  asking  the  questions  and  administering  the 
oath  authorised  by  law  to  be  asked  of  and  administered  to  voters,  and  any 
justice  of  the  peace  and  any  returning  officer  may  take  and  receive  any 
declaration  authorised  by  this  Act  to  be  taken  before  him.

Liability  of  Oncers  for  Misconduct. 

11.  Every  returning  officer,  presiding  officer,  and  clerk  wlio  is  guilty 
of  any  wilful  loisfcasaiice  or  any  wilful  act  or  omission  in  contravention 
of  this  Act  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  or  liability  to  which 
he  may  be  subject,  forfeit  to  any  person  aggrieved  by  such  misfeasance, 
act,  or  omission  a penal  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds.

28.  A voter  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  paper  in 
such  a manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a ballot  paper, 
may,  on  delivering  to  the  presiding  officer  the  ballot  paper  so  inad- 
vertently dealt  with,  and  proving  the  fact  of  tire  inadvertence  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  presiding  officer,  obtain  another  ballot  paper  in  the 
place  of  the  ballot  paper  so  delivered  up  (in  this  Act  called  a .spoilt 
ballot  paper),  and  the  spoilt  ballot  paper  shall  be  immediately  cancelled. 

29.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  station,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  close  of  the  poll,  shall  make  up  into  separate  packets  sealed  with 
his  seal,— - 

(1.)  Each  ballot  box  in  use  at  his  station,  unopened  but  with  the 
key  attached ; and 

(2.)  The  unused  and  spoilt  ballot  pa])ers,  placed  together  ; and 

(3.)  The  tendered  ballot  papers  ; and 

(4.)  The  marked  copies  of  the  register  of  electors,  and  the  counter- 
foils of  the  ballot  papers  ; and 

(.5.)  The  tendered  votes  list,  and  the  list  of  votes  marked  by  the 
presiding  officer,  and  a statement  of  the  number  of  the 
voters  whose  votes  are  so  marked  by  the  presiding  officer 
under  the  heads  “physical  incap;.ioity,”  “Jews,”  and 
“ unable  to  read,”  and  the  declarations  of  inability  to  read  ; 

pnd  shall  deliver  such  packets  to  the  returning  officer,  or  dei>uty 
returning  officer  by  whom  the  votes  are  to  be  counted,  unless  he  is 
himself  such  officer.' 

30.  The  packets  shall  be  accompanied  by  a statement  made  by  such 
presiding  officer,  showing  the  number  of  ballot  papers  eiitmste.l  to  him 
and  accounting  for  them  under  the  heads  of  ballot  papers  in  the  ballot 
box  unused,  spoilt,  and  tendered  ballot  papers,  which  statement  is  ip 
this  Act  referred  to  as  the  ballot  paper  account. 
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Gounting  Votes. 

31.  Each  candidate  may  appoint  an  agent  to  attend  the  counting  of 
the  votes. 

32.  The  returning  officer  shall  mal-e  arrangements  for  counting  the 
votes  in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  close  of  the  poll,  and  shall  give  to  the  agents  of 
the  candidates  appointed  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  notice 
in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  begin  to  count  the 


same. 

33.  The  returning  officer,  his  assistants  and  clerks,  the  agents  of  the 
candidates,  and  any  person  to  whom  Eule  51  of  this  Schedule  applies, 
and  no  other  person,  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  returning  officer, 
may  be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes. 

34.  If  a poll  has  been  taken  as  to  the  election  of

only,  before  the  returning  officer 


proceeds  to  count  the  votes,  he  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
agents  of  the  candidates,  open  each  ballot  box,  and  taking  out  the 
papers  therein,  shall  count  and  record  the  number  thereof,  and 
then  mix  together  the  whole  of  the  ballot  papers  contained  in  the 
bsllot  boxes.  If  polls  have  been  taken  at  the  same  date  for  the 
election  both  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  in  a Borough  or  Ward, 


before  the  returning  officer  proceeds  to  count  the  votes,  he  shall,  in  the 


presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  open  one  of  the  ballot  boxes 
and  taking  out  the  papers  therein  shall  separate  those  relating  to  the 
election  of  Aldermen  from  any  relating  to  the  election  of  Councillors, 


and  shall  count  and  record  the  number  of  ballot  papers  relating  to  each 


election.  He  shall  then  secure  the  ballot  papers  relating  to  each 


election  by  placing  them  in  sc[)arate  packets  under  his  own  seal,  and 
the  seals  of  such  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  desire  to  affix  their 
seals,  and  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  with  any  other  ballot  boxes  and 
the  pnpers  therein.  When  ail  the  ballot  boxes  and  the  papers  therein 
have  been  so  dealt  with,  lie  shall  open  all  the.  packets'  of  ballot*  papers 
relating  to  one  election,  and  shall  mix  all  such  papers  together,  and 
shall  proceed  to  count  the  votes,  keeping  the  papers  relating  to  any 
other  election  sealed  up  until  he  has  completed  such  counting.  He 


shall  afterwards  deal  in  manner  aforesaid  with  the  packets  and  papers 


relating  to  the  other  election  or  elections. 

The  returning  officer,  while  counting  and  recording  the  number  of 
ballot  papers  and  counting  the  votes,  shall  keep  the  ballot  papers  with 
their  face  upwards,  and  take  all  proper  precautions  for  preventing  any 
person  fi'om.  seeing  the  numbers  printed  on  the  backs  of  such  papers. 

35.  The  returning  officer  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  proceed  con- 
tiauously  with  counting  the  votes,  allowing  only  time  for  refreshment, 
and  excluding,  if  and  so  far  as  he  thinks  it  necessary,  the  hours 
between  the  close  of  the  poll  and  nine  o’clock  on  the  succeeding 
morning.  During  the  excluded  time  the  returning  officer  shall  place 
the  ballot  papers  and  other  documents  relating  to  the  election  under 
lii.s  own  seal  and  the  seals  of  s\ich  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as 


desire  to  affix  their  seals,  and  shall  otherwise  take,proper  precautions 
for  the  security  of  such  pajicrs  and  documents. 


36.  The  returning  officer  sliall  endorse  “rejected”  on  any  ballot 
paper  which  he  may  reject  as  invalid,  and  shall  add  to  the  endorsement 
“rejection  objected  to,”  if  an  objection  bo  in  fact  made  by  any  agent 
to  his  decision.  The  returning  officer  shall  draw  up  a statement 
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showing  the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by  him 
nnder  the  several  heads  of — 

1.  Want  of  official  mark  ; 

2.  Voting  for  more  candidates  than  entitled  to  ; 

3.  Writing  or  mark  by  which  voter  could  be  identiaed  • 

4.  Unmarked  or  void  for  uncertainty  ; ^ 

and  shall  on  request  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  such 
statement.  If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a dejraty  returning  officer  he 
shall,  with  the  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll,  report  to  the  return- 
ing officer  the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by  him, 
under  the  above  heads,  and  no  such  statement  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The  de|)uty  returning  officer  shall, 
on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates,  before  such  report  is 
sent  in,  to  copy  it. 

37.  Upon  tlie  completion  of  the  counting,  the  returning  officer  shall 
seal  up  in  separate  packets  the  coimtecl  and  rejected  ballot  papers.  He 
shall  not  open  the  sealed  packet  of  tendered  ballot  papers  or  marked 
copy  of  the  register  of  votes  and  counterfoils,  but  shall  proceed,  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  to  verify  the  ballot  paper 
account  given  by  each  presiding  officer  by  comparing  it  with  the  number 
of  ballot  papers  recorded  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  the  unused  and  spoilt 
ballot  papers  in  his  possession  and  the  tendered  votes  list,  and  shall 
reseal  each  sealed  packet  after  examination.  The  returning  officer  shall 
diaw  np  a statement  as  to  the  result  of  such  verification,  and  shall,  on 
request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  it. 

If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a deputy  returning  officer,  he  shall  report 
to  the  returning  officer  the  result  of  the  verification,  and  no  such  state- 
ment as  aforesaid  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The 
deputy  returning  officer  sliall,  on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the 
candidates,  before  such  report  is  sent  in,  to  copy  it.  He  shall  with 
his  report  send  to  the  returning  officer  the  sealed  packets  of  counted 
and  rejected  ballot  papers,  and  the  unopened  sealed  packets  which  lie 
has  received  from  any  presiding  officer. 

3S.  Lastly,  the  returning  officer  shall  carefully  preserve  for  the  period 
hereinafter  mentioned  all  the  packets  of  ballot  papers  in  his  possession, 
together  with  the  said  reports,  the  ballot  paper  accounts,  tendered  votes 
lists,  lists  of  votes  marked  by  the  presiding  officer,  statements  relating 
thereto,  declarations  of  inability  to  read,  and  packets  of  counterfoils, 
and  marked  copies  of  registers,  endorsing  on  each  packet  a description 
of  its  contents  and  the  djite  of  the  election  to  which  they  relate,  and 
the  name  of  the  district  for  which  such  election  was  held. 


39.  The  returning  officer  shall  retain  for  six  months  all  documents

unless  otherwise  directed  by  an  order  of  a court  having  jurisdiction  in 
the  matter,  or  of  any  tribunal  in  which  the  election  is  questioned,  shall 
cause  them  to  be  destroyed. 


40.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  inspect  any  rejected  ballot  papers 
in  the  custody  of  the  returning  officer,  except  under  the  order  of  the 
county  court  or  tribunal  afores.aid,  to  be  granted  by  such  court  or 
tribunal  on  being  satisfied  by  evidence  on  oath  that  the  inspection  or 
production  of  such  ballot  papers  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  instituting 
or  maintaining  a prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to  ballot  papers,

or  for  tlie  purpose  of  a petition  questioning  an  election  or  return  ; and 
any  such  order  for  the  inspection  or  production  of  ballot  papers  may  be 
made  subject  to  such  conditions  as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and  mode  of 
inspection  or  production  as  the  court  or  tribunal  making  the  same  may 
think  expedient,  and  shall  be  obeyed  by  the  returning  officer. 

41.  No  person  shall,  except  by  order  of  the  court, 

or  of  any  tribunal  having  cognizance  of  any  question 
relating  to  the  election,  o]>en  the  sealed  packet  of  counterfoils  after  the 
same  has  been  once  sealed  up,  or  be  allowed'  to  inspect  any  counted 
ballot  ],tapers  in  the  custody  of  the  returning  officer.  Such  order  may 
bo  made  subject  to  such  conditions  as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and  mode 
of  opening  or  inspection  as  the  court  or  tribunal  making  the  order  may 
think  expedient : provided  that  on  making  and  carrying  into  effect  any 
such  order,  care  shall  be  taken  that  the  mode  in  which  any  particular 
elector  has  voted  shall  not  be  discovered  until  he  has  been  proved  to 
have  voted,  and  his  vote  has  been  declared  by  a competent  court 
to  be  invalid. 

42.  All  documents  in  the  custody  of  a returning  officer  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  other  than  ballot  papers  and  counterfoils,  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection  at  such  time  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Council  of  the  County  in 

which  situate,  and  the  returning  officer  shall  supply 

copies  of  or  extracts  from  the  said  documents  to  any  person  demanding 
the  same,  on  payment  of  such  fees  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as 
may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  County  Council. 

43.  Where  an  order  is  made  for  the  production  by  the  returning 
officer  of  any  document  in  his  possession  relating  to  any  specified

election  of ' Councillors.  P^'^doction  by  such  officer 

or  his  agent  of  tln^  document  ordered,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed 
by  such  order,  or  by  an  order  of  the  court  having  power  to  make  such 
first-mentioned  order,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  document 
relates  to  the  specified  election  ; and  any  endorsement  appearing  on 
any  packet  of  ballot  papers  produced  by  such  returning  officer  or  his 
agent  shall  be  evidence  of  such  papers  being  what  they  are  stated  to  be 
by  the  endorsement.  The  production  from  proper  custody  of  a ballot 
paper  purporting  to  have  been  used  at  any  election,  and  of  a couuterfoil 
marked  with  tlie  same  printed  number  and  having  a number  marked 
thereon  in  writing,  shall  'prima  facie  evidence  that  the  person  who 
voted  by  such  ballot  paper  was  the  person  who  at  the  time  of  such 
election  had  affixed  to  his  name  in  the  register  of  voters  at  such  election 
the  same  number  as  the  number  written  on  such  counterfoil. 


Ge'ueral  Provisions, 

47.  If  the  returning  officer  presides  at  any  polling  station,  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  a presiding  officer  sliall  apply  to  such 
returning  oflicer  with  the  ueccssaiy  modifications  as  to  things  to  be  done 
by  the  returning  officer  to  the  preidding  officer,  or  the  presiding  officer 
to  the  returning  officer. 

48.  The  returning  officer  may,  in  addition  to  any  clerks,  appoint 
competent  persons  to  assist  him  in  counting  the  votes.

49.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  by  a returning  officer  for  the 
purposes  of  an  election  who  has  been  employed  by  any  other  person  in 
or  about  the  election. 

50.  The  presiding  officer  may  do,  by  the  clerks  appointed  to  assist 
him,  any  act  which  he  is  required  or  authorised  to  do  by  this  Act  at  a 
polling  station,  except  ordering  the  arrest,  exclusion,  or  ejection  from 
the  polling  station  of  any  person. 

51.  A candidate  may  himself  undertake  the  duties  which  any  agent 
of  his,  if  appointed  under  Rule  52  of  this  Schedule,  might  have  under- 
taken, and  may,  if  he  does  not  appoint  such  an  agent,  be  present  at 
the  counting  of  the  votes,  or  may  himself  take  the  place  of  such  agent : 
Provided  that  any  persons  acting  under  this  Rule,  may  at  any  time 
before  so  acting,  make  the  statutory  declaration  as  to  secrecy  required 
by  Rule  54  of  this  Schedule,  but  he  shall  not  so  act  until  he  has  made 
such  declaration. 

52.  The  name  and  address  of  every  agent  of  a candidate  appointed 
to  attend  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  returning 
officer  one  clear  day  at  the  least  before  the  opening  of  the  poll ; and  the 
returning  officer  may  refuse  to  admit  bo  the  place  where  the  votes  are 
counted  any  agent  whose  name  and  address  has  not  been  so  trans- 
mitted, notwithstanding  that  liis  appointment  may  be  otherwise  valid, 
and  any  notice  required  to  be  given  to  an  agent  by  the  returning 
officer  may  be  delivered  at  or  sent  by  post  to  such  address. 

53.  If  any  person  appointed  an  agent  for  the  purposes  of  attending 
a polling  station,  or  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  dies,  or  becomes 
incapable  of  acting  during  the  time  of  the  election,  another  agent  may 
be  appointed  in  his  2>lace,  and  notice  shall  forthwith  be  given  to  the 
returning  officer  in  writing  of  the  name  and  address  of  any  agent  so 
appointed. 

54.  Every  returning  officer,  and  every  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
authorised  to  attend  at  a polling  station,  and  also  every  officer,  clerk, 
or  agent  authorised  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes,  shall,  before 
the  02)ening  of  the  poll,  make  a statutory  declaration  of  secrecy,  in  the 
presence,  if  he  is  the  returning  officer,  of  a justice  of  the  peace,  and  if 
he  is  any  other  officer  or  an  agent,  of  a justice  of  the  peace  or  of  the 
returning  officer  ; but  not  such  returning  officer,  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
as  aforesaid  shall,  save  as  aforesaid,  be  required,  as  such,  to  make  any 
declaration  or  take  any  oath  on  the  occasion  of  any  election. 

55.  Where  in  this  Act  any  expressions  are  used  requiring  or 
authorising  or  inferring  that  any  act  or  thing  is  to  be  done  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  such  expressions  shall  be 
deemed  to  refer  to  the  ^jvesence  of  such  agents  of  the  candidates  as  may 
be  authorised  to  attend,  and  as  have  in  fact  attended,  at  the  time  and 
place  where  such  act  or  thing  is  being  done,  and  the  non-attendance  of 
any  agents  or  agent  at  such  time  and  place  shall  not,  if  such  act  or 
thing  be  otherwise  duly  done  in  anywisfj  invalidate  the  act  or  thing 
done.

Offences  in  relation  to  Nomination  Papers. 

74.-(l.)  If  any  person  foiges  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudulently 
destroys  any  nomination  paper,  or  delivers  to  the  Returning  Officer  any 
forged  nomination  paper,  knowing  it  to  be  forged,  he  shall  be  guilty  of 
a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonmeut  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour.

not  being  Urban  Districts,  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  rules 
framed  under  the  said  Order  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
J reland. 

And  Whereas,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  acting 
in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to  Us  by  the  said  Order  in  Council, 
have  made  and  issued  General  Orders  for  the  regulation  of  the  Ordinary 
Elections  of  such  Aldermen,  Councillors,  and  Commissioners. 

Now,  Therefore,  We  do  further  order  and  direct  with  respect  to  the 
FIRST  ELECTIONS  of  sucli  Aldermen,  Councillors,  and  Commissioners  as 
is  hereinafter  set  forth  : — 

1.  The  First  Elections  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  in  Boroughs,  of 
Urban  District  Councillors,  and  of  Town  Commissioners  in  Towns  not 
being  Urban  Districts  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898, 
and  an  Order  of  His  Excelleucy  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council,  n.ade 
under  section  104  of  the  said  Act,  and  dated  the  Twenty-second  day  of 
December,  1898,  will  take  place  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1899,  and 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows  : — • 

In  every  Municipal  Borough  in  Ireland  (except  Londonderry  and 
Belfast)  there  shall  be  elected  for  each  Ward  such  number  of  duly 
qualified  persons  to  be  Aldermen  and  Councillors  as  shall  amount  to  the 
number  of  Aldermen  and  Councillors  (taken  together)  heretofore  elected 
for  such  Ward,  and  one  fourth  part  of  such  persons  being  those  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Alderman  or  Aldermen  of  such 
Ward. 

Provided  that  in  a Borough,  where  the  number  of  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  heretofore  elected  for  any  VS^ard  is  not  divisible  by  four,  the 
person  or  persons,  as  the  case  may  require,  who  receive  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Alderman  or  Aldermen  of  the  Ward. 

Provided  further  that  if  in  any  Ward  there  shall  be  no  poll,  the

In  every  Municipal  Borough  the  existing  Town  Clerk,  and  in  every 
Town  having  Commissioners  under  any  Act,  whether  an  Urban  District 
or  not,  the  existing  Clerk  to  the  Commissioners  shall  be  the  Returning 
Officer  at  the  First  Election  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act, 
1898.  In  the  event  of  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  being  in  any 
case  vacant  or  if  the  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Government  BofU’d  for  Ireland  unable  to  act,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  be  a person  appointed  by  the  said  Board.

(Ireland)  Act,  it  is  ordered  that  the  election  of  County  and  Rural 
District  Councillors  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  Rules  framed 
under  the  said  Order  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  : 

And  WHERBA.S,  We,  the  Local  Government  Boai’d  for  Ireland, 
acting  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to  Us  by  the  said  Order  in 
Council,  have  made  and  issued  a General  Order  for  the  regulation 
of  tlie  ordinary  elections  of  such  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors :

2. _(1.)  The  Under  Sheriff  of  each  County,  provided  he  signify  to

3.  In  the  case  of  any  County  the  Under-Sheriff  of  which  has  not 
signified  within  the  time  prescribed  that  he  is  willing  to  act  a.s 
Returning  Officer  under  the  foregoing  Rule,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  be  a person  appointed  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 
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4.— (1.)  In  every  County  Electoral  Division  comprised  by  or  con- 
taining an  Urban  District,  tbe  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint  as  his 
Deputy  for  all  purposes  relating  to  the  election  of  a County  Councillor 
or  Councillors  for  such  County  Electoral  Division  if  such  Urban 
District  is  a Borough,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  if  such  Urban  District  is 
not  a Borough  the  Clerk  of  the  Urban  District  Council.

1.  (1.)  The  Town  Clerk  of  the  Boroimh  or  in  Urban  TTJrt  • * i • , 

“ s^L^iTatbtth’: 

(2.)  If  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  is  vacant  at  tbe  f i, 
cause  is  unable  to  perform  such  dut^r  Ms  foTso'  t°h^r™®t“‘ 
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(4.)  The  Returning  Officer  may,  in  writing,  appoint  a fit  person  to  be 
his  deputy  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  relating  to  the  election  of  any 
Guardian  or  Guardians  for  a District  Electoral  Division.  A Deputy 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties,  and  liabilities  of 
the  Returning  Officer  in  relation  to  the  matters  in  respect  of  which  he 
is  appointed  as  deputy. 

Bay  of  Election. 

2.  The  day  of  election  of  Guardians  in  any  Urban  District  shall  be 
that  prescribed  by  Section  24  (b)  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  and  fixed  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  Section 
94  (7)  of  the  said  Act,  1893, 

Notice  of  Election. 

3.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  and  sign  a 
notice  of  the  election,  and  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  of  the  same  in 
accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this  Order.  The  notice  shall  be  in  the 
Form  No.  1 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the 
like  effect. 

Nomination  of  Candidates. 

4.  (1.)  Each  candidate  for  election  as  Guardian  in  an  Urban  District 
shall  be  nominated  in  writing. 

(2.)  The  nomination  paper  shall  state  the  name  of  the  District 
Electoral  Division  for  which  the  candidate  is  nominated,  the  surname 
and  other  name  or  names  in  full,  the  place  of  abode,  and  description  of 
the  candidate,  who  must  be  qualified  as  a Local  Government  elector 
for  the  Urban  District,  or  by  having  during  the  whole  of  the  twelve 
months  preceding  the  election  resided  and  continuing  to  reside  in  such 
Urban  District.  It  shall  bo  signed  by  two  Local  Government  electors 
of  the  District  Electoral  Division  as  proposer  and  seconder,  and  no 
more,  and  shall  state  their  respective  places  of  abode.  It  shall  be  in 
the  form  set  out  in  the  Notice  in  the  Form  No.  1 in  the  Second 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the  lilce  effect. 

(3.)  The  name  of  more  than  one  candidate  shall  not  be  inserted  in 
any  one  nomination  paper. 

(4.)  A Local  Government  elector  shall  not  sign  more  nomination 
papers  than  there  are  Guardians  to  be  elected  for  the  District  Electoral 
Division  for  which  the  election  is  to  be  held,  nor  shall  he  sign  a nomi- 
nation paper  for  the  District  Electoral  Division  unless  he  is  registered 
as  a Local  Government  elector  in  respect  of  a qualification  therein. 
Neither  shall  he  sign  nomination  papers  for  more  than  one  District 
Electoral  Division  in  the  same  Union,  nor  shall  he  sign  any  nomination 
pa])er  at  an  election  of  Guardians  if  he  has  already  signed  one  or 
more  at  an  election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  for  any  District 
Electoral  Division  in  the  same  Union. 

(5.)  If  any  Local  Government  elector  shall  sign  nomination  papers 
for  more  than  one  District  Electoral  Division  in  the  Urban  District,  or 
shall  sign  a number  of  nomination  papers  larger  than  the  number  of 
Guardians  to  be  elected  for  the  District  Electoral  Division,  sucli  of  the 
nomination  papers  signed  by  him  as  relate  to  the  first  District  Electoral 
Division  for  which  a nomination  paper  signed  by  him  is  received  by  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  alone  be  valid,  and  of  the  nomination  papers 
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signed  by  him  which  relate  to  such  District  Electoral  Division  such  as 
are  first  received  by  the  Keturning  Officer  up  to  the  number  of 
Guardians  to  be  elected,  shall  alone  be  valid.  Provided  that  for  the 
purposes  of  this  paragraph  nomination  papers  not  properly  filled  up  and 
signed  shall  be  excluded. 

Nomination  Papers  to  he  provided. 

5.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  provide  nomination  papers.  Any 
Local  Government  elector  may  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the 
Returning  Officer  free  of  charge. 

Time  for  sending  in  Nomination  Papers. 

6.  Every  nomination  paper  shall  be  sent  to  the  Returning  Officer  so 
that  it  shall  be  received  at  his  Office  within  the  time  prescribed  for  that 
purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order.  A nomination  paper 
received  after  that  time  shall  not  be  valid.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  note  on  each  nomination  paper  whether  it  was  received  before  or 
after  that  time. 

Dealing  with  Nominations  hy  Deturning  Officer. 

7.  — (1.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  number  the  nomination  papers  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  received  by  him ; and  the  first  valid  nomi- 
nation paper  received  for  a candidate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
nomination  of  that  candidate. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
receipt  of  any  nomination  pa])er,  examine  and  decide  whether  it  has  or 
has  not  been  properly  filled  up  and  signed  by  two  Local  Government 
electors,  and  whether  it  is  or  is  not  invalid  under  Rule  4 (5)  or  Rule  6. 
His  decision  that  a nomination  paper  has  been  so  filled  up  and  signed, 
and  is  not  invalid  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  final,  and  .shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  proceeding  whatever. 

(3.)  If  the  Returning  Officer  shall  decide  that  a nomination  paper  is 
invalid,  he  shall  put  a note  on  it  to  this  effect,  stating  the  grounds  of 
his  decision,  and  he  shall  sign  such  note. 

(4.)  After  deciding  that  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  is  valid,  or 
(except  where  some  other  nomination  of  the  candidate  has  been  decided 
to  be  valid)  that  a nomination  paper  for  any  candidate  is  invalid,  the 
Returning  Officer  shah,  not  later  than  the  day  jmescribed  for  that  jduv- 
pose  by  the  Fii'st  Schedule  to  this  Order,  send,  by  post  or  otherwise, 
notice  of  his  decision  to  the  candidate. 

Statement  as  to  Persons  Nominated. 

8.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  tho  Fir.st 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  make  out  a state- 
ment in  the  Form  No.  2 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  tliis  Order,  or  in  a 
form  to  the  like  effect,  containing  the  names,  places  of  abode,  and 
descriptions  of  the  persons  nominated  for  election  to  the  office  of  Guar- 
dian for  the  several  District  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  Urban  District 
for  which  the  election  is  to  be  held,  and  also  containing  a notice  of  his 
decision  as  regards  each  candidate  as  to  whether  he  has  been  nominated 
by  a valid  nomination  paper  or  not.  He  shall  forthwith  cause  copies 
thereof  to  be  suspended  in  the  Town  Hall  or  Room  in  wljich  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Council  are  held,  and  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Guardians 
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of  tlie  TJnion,  and  another  to  be  affixed  on  the  principal  external  gate 
or  door  of  the  Town  Hall  or  other  offices  of  the  Council  of  the  Borough 
or  District,  and  on  that  of  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union. 


Withdn^a-wal  of  Candidate. 

9.  Any  candidate  may  v/ithdraw  his  candidature  by  delivering  or 
causing  to  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  B,eturning  Officer  within  the 
time  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  a 
notice  in  writing  of  such  withdrawal,  signed  by  him. 


Relation  of  Nomination  to  Election. 

10.  Section  56  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  shall  be 
altered  and  adapted  in  its  application  to  the  election  of  Guardians  in 
Urban  Districts  in  Ireland,  so  as  to  be  re<ad  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Guardian  for  any  District  Electoral 
Division,  and  who  do  not  withdraw  their  candidature  under 
Rule  9 exceeds  the  mnnber  of  Guardians  to  be  elected  for  such 
District  Electoral  Division,  the  Guardians  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  persons  so  nominated. 

(2.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  is  in 
any  case  equal  to,  or  is,  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  candidate, 
as  provided  by  Rule  9,  or  otherwise  in  any  case  reduced  to  a 
number  equal  to  the  number  of  vacancies,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall,  as  early  as  practicable,  give  public  notice  in  accord- 
ance with  Rule  30  of  this  Order  that  no  poll  will  be  taken, 
and  that  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  nominated  will  be 
declared  to  be  elected. 

(3.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  I’eceive  valid  nominations  at 
any  ordinary  election  of  Guardians  for  any  District  Electoral 
Division  is  less  than,  oris  in  any  way  reduced  to  a number 
less  than  the  number  of  vacancies,  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
give  public  notice  in  accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this  Order 
that  no  poll  will  be  taken,  and  that  the  candidates  so  nomi- 
nated will  be  declared  to  be  elected,  and  also  that  such  of  the 
retiring  Guardians  for  the  District  Electoral  Division  as  were 
highest  on  the  poll  at  their  election,  or  if  the  poll  was  equal 
or  there  was  no  poll,  as  shall  have  been  selected  by  the 
Returning  Officer  by  lot  to  make  up  the  required  number  will 
be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(4.)  If  after  due  notice  has  been  given  that  an  ordinary  election  of 
Guardians  for  any  Disti-ict  Electoral  Division  will  be  held,  no 
candidate  receives  a v^alid  nomination,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  give  public  notice  in  accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this 
Order  that  the  retiring  Guardians  will  be  declared  to  be 
deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(5.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  forthwith  send,  by  post  or  otherwise, 
a copy  of  any  notice  under  this  Rule  to  each  of  the  persons 
who  will  be  declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re- 
elected. 

(6.)  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  3 or  the  Form  No,  4,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or 
in  a form  to  the  like  effect.

Day  and  Hours  of  PolL 

11.  The  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  election  as  prescribed 
by  Section  24  (6)  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and 
fixed  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  Section  94  (7)  of  the 
said  Act,  and  the  hours  during  wliich  the  poll  shall  be  open  shall  be 
such  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  County  Council  by  any  general  or  special 
order,  or  if  no  such  order  is  in  force  in  the  District  then  such  hours  as 
were  applicable  at  the  last  ordinary  election  of  Guardians  so,  however, 
that  the  poll  shall  always  be  open  between  the  hours  of  six  and  eight 
in  the  evening. 

12.  If  a poll  is  to  be  taken  for  the  election  of  a County  Councillor 
or  Councillors  for  the  County  Elector;d  Division  in  which  any  District 
Electoral  Division  is  situated,  and  also  for  the  election  of  a Guardian 
or  Guardians  for  such  District  Electoral  Division,  the  polls  for  both 
elections  shall  be  taken  together,  unless  this  is  impracticable. 

13.  The  Returning  Officer  shah  determine  the  number  and  situation 
of  the  polling  places  and  stations. 

Provided  as  follows  : — 

(a.)  No  premises  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be 
used  for  a poUing  station. 

(6.)  The  polling  stations  for  the  election  of  Guardians  and  County 
Councillors  in  any  District  Electoral  Division  when  the  pohs 
for  the  two  elections  are  taken  together  shall  be  the  same. 

(c.)  Where  the  number  of  Local  Government  Electors  in  a District 
Electoral  Division  is  not  more  than  five  hundred,  only  one 
polling  station  shall,  unless  the  Council  othersvise  direct,  be 
provided  for  such  District  Electoral  Division ; and  so  on  for 
each  additional  five  hundred  Local  Government  Electors,  or 
for  any  number  of  Local  Government  Electors  over  and 
above  the  last  five  hundred. 

(li.)  The  foregoing  provision  shall  not  be  deemed  to  make  it  obliga- 
tory on  the  Returning  Officer  to  provide  a separate  polling 
station  for  each  five  hundred  Local  Government  Electors  in 
the  District  Electoral  Di\dsion. 

Notice  of  Poll. 

14.  (1.)  If  a poll  has  to  be  taken,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  within 
the  time  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Eirst  Schedule  to  this 
Order,  give  public  notice  thereof  in  accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this 
Order.  The  notice  shall  specify  ; — 

(a.)  the  day  and  hours  fixed  for  the  poll ; 

(6.)  the  number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected ; 

(c.)  the  names,  place  of  abode,  and  description  of  each  candidate  for 
the  District  Electoral  Division  whom  he  has  decided  to  have 
been  nominated  by  a valid  nomination  paper,  and  who  has 
not  withdrawn  his  candidature. 

{d.')  the  names  of  the  proposer  and  seconder  wlio  signed  the  nomina- 
tion paper  of  each  candidate  \ 

(e.)  a description  of  the  polling  districts,  if  any ; and 

(/:)  the  situation  and  allotment  of  the  polling  places  and  polling 
stations,  and  the  description  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
thereat. 
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(2.)  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  5 or  Form  No.  6 in  the 
Second  Schedule  to  this  Order  as  the  case  may  require,  or  in  a form  to 
the  like  effect. 

' Presiding  Officers. 

15,  The  Returning  Officer,  or  some  person  appointed  by  him  for  the 
purpose,  shall  preside  at  each  polling  station.  The  person  presiding  at 
any  jioUing  station  shall  be  called  the  Presiding  Officer.  Provided 
tliat  at  any  polling  station  the  same  person  shall  act  as  Presiding  Officer 
for  the  election  of  a County  Councillor  or  Councillors  and  for  that  of 
Guardians  when  the  polls  for  the  two  elections  are  taken  together. 

Compartments  oj  Polling  Stations — Ballot  Papers. 

16.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  furnish  every  polling  station  with  a 
sufficient  number  of  compartments  in  which  the  voters  can  mark  their 
votes  screened  from  observation,  and  shall  furnish  each  Presiding 
Officer  with  such  number  of  ballot  papers  as  may  be  necessary  for 
effectually  taking  the  poll  at  the  election. 

Polling  Agents. 

17,  Polling  agents,  either  paid  or  unpaid,  may  be  appointed  for 
each  polling  station,  subject  to  tlie  following  conditions  : 

(1.)  The  number  appointed  shall  in  no  case  exceed  four. 

(2.)  When  the  number  of  candidates  does  not  exceed  four,  each 
candidate  may,  in  writing,  appoint  a polling  agent. 

(3.)  When  the  number  of  candidates  exceeds  four,  any  number  of 
such  candidates,  being  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number, 
may  jointly  appoint  in  writing  a polling  agent.  Any  such  appointment 
shall  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  Returning  Officer  not  less  than 
two  clear  days  before  the  day  of  the  poll.  Except  as  aforesaid,  no 
polling  or  personation  agent,  whether  paid  or  unpaid,  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  purposes  of  the  election. 

Prohibition  against  Voting  in  more  than  one  District  Electoral 
Division — Questions  to  Elector. 

18.  (1.)  A Local  Government  Elector  shall  not  be  permitted  to  vote 
in  more  than  one  District  Electoral  Division  of  a Union  for  the  membei’s, 
whether  Rural  District  Councillors  or  Guardians,  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians  of  that  Union, 

(2.)  The  Presiding  Officer  may,  and  if  required  by  any  polling  agent 
appointed  under  Rule  17,  shall,  put  to  any  elector,  at  the  time  of  his 
applying  for  a ballot  paper,  but  not  afterwards,  the  following  questions, 
or  one  of  them,  and  no  other  : — 

(a.)  Are  you  the  person  entered  in  the  Local  Government  Register 
for  this  District  Electoral  Division  as  follows  (read  the  whole 
entry  from  the  Register)  % 

{b.)  Have  you  already  voted  at  the  present  election  of  Guardians  in 
this  Urban  District  of  or  at  the  election 

of  Rural  District  Councilloi's  or  Guardians  in  any  other 
District  Electoral  Division  of  the 
Union  ^ 

(3.)  A person  required  to  answer  either  of  these  questions  shall  not 
receive  a ballot  paper  or  be  permitted  to  vote  until  he  has  answered  it 
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m the  manner  and  to  the  effect  prescribed  by  Section  IVentv-seven  of 
the  First  Schedule  to  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  as  adapted  in  the  Third 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  no  person  has 
already  voted  as  therein  mentioned. 

Counting  the  Votes. 

19.  (1.)  If  the  Eeturning  Officer  appoints  a person  to  act  as  Deputy 
Keturning  Officer  for  the  District  Electoral  Division  as  regards  the 
custody  and  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes,  the  counting  and  recordin<r  of 
the  votes,  and  the  declaration  of  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
canffidate,  and  of  the  election  of  the  candidate  or  candidates  to  whom 
number  of  votes  has  been  given,  the  person  so  appointed 
shall,  in  addition  to  his  other  powers  and  duties,  have  all  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Eeturning  Officer  in  relation  to  the  matters  aforesaid, 
and  to  the  decision  of  any  question  as  to  any  ballot  paper  and  other- 
wise as  to  the  ballot  papers.  Provided  that,  in  the  case  of  a Borough 
or  other  Urban  District  comprising  more  than  one  District  Electoral 
Division,  the  Eeturning  Officer  shall  in  every  District  Electoral  Divi- 
sion in  which  he  does  not  himself  preside  at  a polling  station  appoint 
some  one  of  the  Presiding  Officers  to  act  as  Deputy  Eeturning  Officer 
lor  sucli  District  Electoral  Division. 

(2.)  The  votes  shall  be  counted  in  the  District  Electoral  Division  for 
which  the  election  is  held,  or  in  some  place  near  thei'eto  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  close  of  the  poll. 

Equality  oj  Votes. 

20.  If  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between  any  candidates 
and  the  addition  of  a vote  would  entitle  any  of  such  candidates  to  be 
declared  elected,  the  Eeturning  Officer  or  Deputy  lieturning  Officer, 
who  counts  the  votes,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  determine  by  lot  which 
of  the  candidates  whose  votes  are  equal  shall  be  elected. 

Declaration  of  Mesult  of  Poll. 

21.  (1.)  The  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll  shall  be  in  the  Form 
Ko.  7 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the  like 
effect. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  as  the  case 
may  be,  making  the  declaration  shall  forthwith  cause  a copy  of  it  to  be 
affixed  to  the  front  of  the  building  in  which  the  votes  have  been 
counted.  If  the  declaration  is  made  by  a Deputy  Recurning  Officer, 
he  shall  forthwith  send  it  to  the  Returning  Officer. 

Piihlication  of  Result  of  Elections. 

22.  (1  ) The  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  and  sign  a notice  of 
the  result  of  the  election  in  all  the  Disti-ict  Electoral  Divisions  for 
which  he  acts  as  Returning  Officer,  and  shall  by  such  notice  declare  to 
be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected  the  persons  who  under  Rule 
10,  are  to  be  declared  to  be  elected,  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected 
without  a poll  being  taken.  Tlie  Notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  8 in 
the  Secoud  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the  like  efiect. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  cause  copies  of  the  notice  to  be 
suspended  in  the  Town  Hall  or  room  in  which  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  are  held,  and  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
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Union,  and  another  copy  to  be  afhxed  to  the  principal  external  gate  or 
door  of  the  Town  Hall  or  other  offices  of  the  Council,  and  another  to 
the  principal  external  gate  or  door  of  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union, 
and  he  shall  also  cause  public  notice  thereof  to  be  given  in  accordance 
with  Rule  30  of  this  Order.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  also  send 
copies  to  the  persons  elected  or  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 


Application  and  Adaptation  of  Sallot  Act,  1 872. 

23.  The  provisions  of  the  Ballet  Act,  1872,  which,  with  adaptations 
and  alterations,  are  set  out  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  tins  Order,  and 
only  such  provisions  of  that  Act  shall,  subject  to  such  adaptetions  and 
alterations,  apply  to  the  election  of  all  Guardians  in  Urban  Districts.

(4.)  So  much  of  Section  13  of  the  Act  as  permits  one  polling  agent 
to  be  employed  in  each  polling  station,  shall  not  apply,  except  so  far  as 
the  employment  of  polling  agents  is  permitted  by  Rule  17  of  this 
Order. 

(5.)  An  election  petition  complaining  of  the  election  on  the  ground  of 
an  illegal  practice  may  be  presented  at  any  time  within  six  weeks  after 
the  day  of  election. 

(6.)  In  Section  34  of  the  Act  “Burgess  Roll”  shall  mean  the  Register 
of  Local  Government  Electors. 

(7.)  Section  37  of  the  Act  shall  be  read  as  if  a reference  to  an  election 
of  Guardians  was  substituted  for  a reference  to  any  of  the  elections  men- 
tioned in  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Act. 

26.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  words  “High  Court”  and

Any  sum  which  may  be  payable  to  the  Returning  Officer  in 
respect  of  his  services  in  taking  a poll  in  the  District  Electoral  Division, 
or  in  respect  of  expenses  incurred  in  relation  to  such  poll,  shall  be 
defrayed  by  the  Council  of  the  Borough  or  other  Urban  District  out  of 
the  Borough  or  District  Fund. 

(2.)  Any  other  sum  which  may  be  payable  to  the  Returning  Officer 
in  respect  of  his  services  in  the  conduct  of  the  election  shall,  in  like 
manner,  be  defrayed  by  the  Council  of  the  Borough  or  other  Urban 
District. 

Publication  of  Notices. 

30.  Any  public  notice  required  by  this  Order  shall  be  given  by 
posting  copies  of  the  same  at,  on,  or  near  the  principal  entrance  of  every 
Church  and  other  House  of  Worship,  and  at  every  Court  House,  Police 
Station,  Market  House,  and  other  \TSuaI  place  for  posting  public 
notices  in  the  Borough,  District,  or  District  Electoral  Division  as  the 
case  may  require. 

Mark  instead  of  Signature. 

31.  In  place  of  any  signature  required  by  this  Order  it  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  signatory  to  affix  his  mark  if  the  same  is  witnessed  by 
two  Local  Government  Electors. 

Misnomer. — Inaccurate  Descriptions. 

32.  No  misnomer  or  inaccurate  description  of  any  person  or  place 
named  in  any  notice  or  nomination  paper  under  this  Order  shall  hinder 
the  full  operation  of  such  notice  or  paper  with  respect  to  that  person  or 
place,  provided  the  description  of  that  person  or  place  is  such  as  to  be 
commonly  understood. 

Definition  of  “ Ordinary  Election.'*' 

33.  The  expression  “ ordinary  election  ” means  the  triennial  election 
of  Guardians  in  Urban  Districts,  and  includes  any  first  election  of 
Guardians  for  any  Urban  District  which  may  hereafter  be  constituted. 

This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Guardians  (Ireland)  Election 
Order,  1899.”  ^

Offences. 

Offences  in  respect  of  Ballot  Papers  and  Ballot  Boxes.

(1  ) Forges  or  counterfeits  or  fraudulently  defaces  or 
' destroys  any  ballot  paper,  or  the  official  mark  on  any  ballot 

(2.)  WithLt’diie  authority  supplies  any  ballot  paper  to  any  per 
son  or 
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(3.)  Fraudulently  puts  into  any  ballot  box  any  paper  other  than 
the  ballot  paper  which  he  is  authorised  by  law  to  put  in ; or 
(4.)  Fraudulently  takes  out  of  the  polling  station*  any  ballot  paper ; - 
or 

(5.)  Without  due  authority  destroys,  takes,  opens,  or  otherwise 
interferes  with  any  ballot  box  or  packet  of  ballot  papers, 
then  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  the  election ; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanour,  and  be  liable,  if  he  is  a returning 
officer,  or  an  officer  or  clerk  in  attendance  at  a polling  station,  to 
imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  if  he  is  any  other  person  to  imprisonment  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

Any  attempt  to  commit  any  offence  specified  in  this  section  shall  be 
punishable  in  the  manner  in  which  the  offence  itself  is  punishable. 

In  any  indictment  or  other  prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to 
the  ballot  boxes,  ballot  papers,  and  marking  instruments  at  an  election, 
the  property  in  such  papers,  boxes,  and  instruments  may  be  stated 
to  be  in  the  returning  officer  at  such  election,  as  well  as  the  property 
in  the  counterfoils. 

Infringement  of  Secrecy. 

4.  Every  officer,  clerk,  and  agent  in  attendance  at  a polling  station 
shall  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the  voting  in  such 
station,  and  shall  not  communicate,  except  for  some  purpose  authorised 
by  law,  before  the  poll  is  closed,  to  any  person  any  information  as  to 
the  name  or  number  on  the  register  of  electors  of  any  elector  who  has 
or  has  not  applied  for  a ballot  paper  or  voted  at  that  station,  or  as  to 
the  official  mark,  and  no  such  officer,  clerk  or  agent,  and  no  person 
whosoever,  shall  interfere  with  or  attempt  to  interfere  with  a voter  when 
marking  his  vote,  or  otherwise  attempt  to  obtain  in  the  polling  station 
information  as  to  the  candidate  for  whom  any  voter  in  such  station  is 
about  to  vote  or  has  voted,  or  communicate  at  any  time  to  any  person 
any  information  obtained  in  a polling  station  as  to  the  candidate  for 
whom  any  voter  in  such  station  is  about  to  vote  or  has  voted,  or  as  to 
the  number  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  paper  given  to  any  voter  at  such 
station.  Every  officer,  clerk,  agent,  and  person  in  attendance  at  the 
counting  of  the  votes  shall  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy 
of  the  voting,  and  shall  not  attempt  to  ascertain  at  such  counting  the 
number  on  the  back  of  any  ballot  paper,  or  communicate  any  information 
obtained  at  such  counting  as  fn  the  candidate  for  whom  any  vote  is 
given  in  any  particular  bullot  paper.  No  person  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  induce  any  voter  to  display  his  ballot  paper  after  he  has 
marked  the  same,  so  as  to  make  known  to  any  person  the  name  of  the 
candidate  for  or  against  whom  he  has  so  marked  his  vote. 

Every  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction  before  two  justices  of  the 
peace,  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or 
without  hard  labour. 

Use  of  School  and  Public  Room  for  Poll. 

6.  The  returning  officer  at  an  election  of  guardians  may  use  free  of 
charge,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  poll,  hearing  objections  to  nomina- 
tion papers,  and  for  counting  the  votes  at  such  election,  any  room  in  a 
school  receiving  a grant  out  of  moneys  provided  by  Parliament,  and  any 
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i-oom  oiie  expense  of  maintaining  which  is  payable  out  of  any jocal  fate, 
but  he  shall  make  good  any  damage  done  to  such  room,  and  deft  ay  any 
expense  incurred  by  the  person  or  body  of  persons,  corporate  or  umn- 
coroorate  having  control  over  the  same  on  account  of  its  being  used  toi 
the  purpose  of  taking  the  poll  or  for  counting  the  votes  as  aforesaid. 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  school  adjoining  or  adjacent  to  any 
church  or  other  place  of  worship,  nor  to  any  school  connected  with  a 
convent  or  other  religious  establishment.  „ i„n 

The  use  of  any  room  in  an  unoccupied  house  for  taking  the  poll  shall 
not  render  any  person  liable  to  be  rated  or  to  pay  any  rate  for  such 
house. 

Duties  oe  Betuening  and  Election  Oefioess. 

General  Powers  and  Ditties  of  Eeturning  Ojjicer. 

8.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  returning  officer  shall 
provide  such  nomination  papers,  polling  stations,^  ballot  boxes,  ballot 
papers,  stamping  instruments,  copies  of  register  of  electors,  and  other 
things,  appoint  and  pay  such  officers,  and  do  such  other  acts  and  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  conducting  the  election. 

Every  deputy  returning  officer  shall  in  so  far  as  he  acts  as  returning 
officer,  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  term  returning  officer. 


Kee-ping  of  Order  in  Siation. 

9 If  any  person  misconducts  himself  in  the  polling  station,  or  fails 
to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  pre.siding  officer,  he  may  immeumtely, 
by  order  of  the  presiding  officer,  be  removed  from  the  polling  station  by 
any  constable  in  or  near  that  station,  or  any  other  person  authorised 
in  writing  bv  the  returning  officer  to  remove  him ; and  the  persra  so 
removed  shall  not,  unless  with  the  permission  of  the  presiding  officer, 
again  be  allowed  to  enter  the  polling  station  during  the  day.  ^ _ 
Any  person  so  removed  as  aforesaid,  if  charged  with  the  commission 
in  such  station  of  any  offence,  may  be  kept  in  custody  until  he  can  be

10.  For  the  purpose  of  the  adjournment  of  the  poll,  a presiding 
officer  shall  have  the  power  by  law  belonging  to  a deputy  returning 
officer  in  a ijarliamentary  election ; and  any  presiding  officer  and  any 
clerk  appointed  by  the  returning  officer  to  attend  at  a polling  station 
shall  have  the  power  of  asking  the  questions  and  administering  the  oath 
authorised  by  law  to  be  asked  of  and  administered  to  voters,  and  any 
justice  of  the  peace  and  any  returning  officer  may  take  and  receive  any 
declaration  authorised  by  this  Act  to  be  taken  before  him. 


Liability  of  Officers  for  Misconduct. 

11.  Every  returning  officer,  presiding  officer,  and  clerk  who  is  guilty 
of  any  wilful  misfeasance  or  any  wilful  act  or  omission  m contraventmn 
of  this  Act  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  or  liability  to  wine  i 
he  may  be  subject,  forfeit  to  any  person  aggrieved  by  such  misteasance, 
act,  or  omission  a penal  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds. 
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No  returning  officer  or  officer  appointed  by  him  in  connexion  witli 
the  election  of  guardians  for  any  electoral  division,  nor  any  partner  or 
clerk  of  any  such  officer,  shall  act  as  agent  for  any  candidate  in  the 
management  or  conduct  of  his  election  as  a guardian.  Tf  any  returning 
officer  or  officer  appointed  by  bim,  or  the  partner  or  clerk  of  any  such 
officer,  shall  so  act  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 


Miscellaneous. 

Prohibition  of  Disclosure  of  Vote. 

12.  No  person  who  has  voted  at  an  election  shall,  in  any  legal  pro- 
ceeding to  question  the  election  or  return,  be  required  to  state  for  whom 
he  has  voted. 


N on'Com'pliance  with  Rules. 

13.  No  election  shall  be  declared  invalid  by  reason  of  a defect  in  the 
title  or  appointment  of  the  returning  officer  or  deputy  returning  officer 
or  of  a non-compliance  with  the  rules  contained  in  the  First  Schedule 
to  this  Act  or  in  the  G-uardians  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,  or  any 
mistake  in  the  use  of  the  forms  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  or 
in  the  said  Order,  if  it  appears  to  the  tribunal  having  cognizance  of  the 
question  that  the  election  was  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  laid  down  in  the  body  of  this  Act  and  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  that  such  non-compliance  or  mistake  did 
not  affect  the  result  of  the  election. 

Personation. 

Definition  and  Punishment  of  Personation. 

24.  The  following  enactments  shall  be  made  with  respect  to  persona- 
tion at  an  election  of  guardians  : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  returning  officer  to  institute  a prosecution 
against  any  person  whom  he  may  believe  to  have  been  guilty  of 
personation,  or  of  aiding,  abetting,  counselling  or  procuring  the  com- 
mission of  the  offence  of  personation  by  any  person,  at  the  election  for 
which  he  is  returning  officer,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
prosecutor  and  the  witnesses  in  such  case,  together  with  compensation 
for  their  trouble  and  loss  of  time,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  court  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  courts  are  empowered  to  allow  the  same  in  cases 
of  felony. 

Sections  93  to  96,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Representation  of  the  People 
(Ireland)  Act,  1850,  shall  apply  to  personation  at  an  election  of  guar* 
dians  in  the  same  manner  as  they  apply  to  a person  who  knowingly 
personates  and  falsely  assumes  to  vote  in  the  name  of  another  pei’son  as 
mentioned  in  the  said  Act,  but  with  the  substitution  of  the  words  “ any 
agent  appointed  under  the  Guardians  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,” 
for  “ any  sxich  agent  so  appointed  as  aforesaid  ” or  for  any  reference  to 
any  such  agent,  and  of  the  presiding  officer  ” for  “ the  returning  officer 
or  his  respective  deputy.” 

Effect  of  Schedules. 

28.  The  Schedules  to  this  Act,  and  the  notes  thereto,  and  directions 
therein  shall  be  construed  and  have  effect  as  part  of  this  A.ct.

18.  No  person  shaU  be  admitted  to  vote  in  any  polling  station  except 

the  one  allotted  to  him.  . , 

20  The  Returning  Officer  shall  provide  each  polling  station  with 
materials  for  voters  to  mark  the  ballot  papers,  with  instruments  for 
stamping  thereon  the  official  mark,  and  with  copies  of  the  register  of 
voters,  or  such  part  thereof  as  contains  the  names  of  voters  allotted  to 
vote  at  such  station.  He  shall  keep  the  official  mark  secret 

21.  The  Presiding  Officer  appointed  to  preside  at  each  station  shall 
keep  order  at  his  station,  shall  regulate  the  number  ot  electors  to  be 
admitted  at  a time,  and  shall  exclude  all  other  persons  except  the  clerks, 
the  agents  of  the  candidates,  and  the  constables  on  duty. 

22.  Every  ballot  paper  shall  contain  a hat  of  the  candida.tes  descnbed 
as  in  their  respective  nomination  papers,  and  arranged  alphabetically  in 
the  order  of  their  surnames,  and  (if  there  are  two  or  more  candidates 
■with  the  same  surname)  of  their  other  names  ; it  shall  be  in  the  101m  set 
forth  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  as  near  thereto  as  circum- 
stances admit,  and  shall  be  capable  of  being  folded  up. 

23.  Every  ballot  box  sh-all  be  so  constructed  that  the  ballot  papers 

can  be  introduced  therein,  but  cannot  be  mthdraw'n  therefrom,  without 
the  box  being  unlocked.  The  Presiding  Officer  at  any  polling  station, 
iust  before  the  commencement  of  the  poll,  shall  show  the  ballot  box 
empty  to  such  persons,  if  any,  as  maybe  present  in  such  station,  so  that 
they  may  see  that  it  is  empty,  and  shall  then  lock  it  up,  and  place  his 
seal  upon  it  in  such  a manner  as  to  prevent  its  being  opened 
breaking  such  seal,  and  shall  place  it  in  his  view  for  the  reeeij.t  of  ballot 
papers,  and  keep  it  so  locked  and  sealed.  , , 

24  Immediately  before  a ballot  paper  is  delivered  to  an  elector  it 
shall  be  marked  on  both  sides  with  the  official  mark  either  stamped  or 
perforated,  and  the  number,  name,  and  description  of  the  elector  as 
stated  in  the  copy  of  the  register  shall  be  called  out,  and  the  number  of 
such  elector,  together  with  the  distinguishing  mark,  if  any  of  the  part 
of  the  register  in  which  the  number  occurs,  shall,  as  required  by  beotion  2 
of  this  Act  as  adapted,  be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and  a mark  shall 
be  placed  in  the  register  against  the  number  of  the  elector,  to  denote 
that  lie  has  received  a ballot  paper,  but  without  showing  the  particular 
ballot  paper  wliich  he  has  received. 
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25.  The  elector,  on  receiving  the  ballot  paper,  shall  forthwith  proceed 
into  one  of  the  compartments  in  the  polling  station,  and  there  mark  his 
paper,  and  fold  it  up  so  as  to  conceal  his  vote,  and  shall  then  put  hia 
ballot  paper,  so  folded  up,  into  the  ballot  box  ; he  shall  vote  without 
undue  delay,  and  shall  quit  the  polling  station  as  soon  as  he  has  put  his 
ballot  paper  into  the  ballot  box. 

26.  The  Presiding  Officer,  on  the  application  of  any  voter  who  is 
incapacitated  by  blindness  or  other  physical  cause  from  voting  in  manner 
prescribed  by  this  Act,  or  (if  the  poll  be  taken  on  Saturday)  of  any  voter 
who  declares  that  he  is  of  the  Jewish  persuasion,  and  objects  on  religious 
grounds  to  vote  in  manner  prescribed  by  this  Act,  or  of  any  voter  who 
makes  such  a declaration  as  hereinafter  mentioiied  that  he  is  unable  to 
read,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  cause  the 
vote  of  such  voter  to  be  marked  on  a ballot  paper  in  manner  directed  by 
such  voter,  and  the  ballot  paper  to  be  placed  in  the  ballot  box,  and 
the  name  and  number  on  the  register  of  voters  of  every  voter  whose 
vote  is  marked  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  and  the  reason  why  it  is  so 
marked  shall  be  entered  on  a list,  in  this  Act  called  “ the  list  of  votes 
marked  by  the  Presiding  Officer.” 

The  said  declaration,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  “ the  declaration  of 
inability  to  read,”  shall  be  made  by  the  voter  at  the  time  of  polling, 
before  the  Presiding  Officer,  who  shall  attest  it  in  the  form  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  no  fee,  stamp,  or  other  payment  shall  be  charged  in 
respect  of  such  declaration,  and  the  said  declaration  shall  be  given  to  the 
Presiding  Officer  at  the  time  of  voting. 

27.  If  a person,  representing  himself  to  be  a particular  elector  named 
on  the  register,  applies  for  a ballot  paper  after  another  person  has  voted 
as  such  elector,  the  applicant  shall,  upon  duly  answering  the  questions 
permitted  by  theGuardians  (Ireland)  Election  Order,  1899,  to  be  asked  of 
voters  at  the  time  of  polling  and  upon  taking  an  oath  intheform  hereinafter 
set  out,  which  tl  I e Presiding  Officer  shall  administer,  be  entitled  to  mark  a 
ballot  paper  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  voter,  but  the  ballot  paper 
(in  this  Act  called  a tendered  ballot  paper)  shall  be  of  a colour  differing 
from  the  other  ballot  papers,  and,  instead  of  being  put  into  the  ballot 
box,  shall  be  given  to  the  Presiding  Officer  and  endorsed  by  him  with 
the  name  of  the  voter  and  his  number  in  the  register  of  voters,  and  set 
aside  in  a separate  packet,  and  shall  not  be  counted  by  the  Returning 
Officer.  And  the  name  of  the  voter  and  his  number  on  the  register 
shall  be  entered  on  a list,  in  this  Act  called  “ the  tendered  votes  list.” 

The  oath  shall  be  administered  in  the  following  form  : — 

“ You  do  swear  that  you  are  the  same  person  whose  name  appears  as 
A.B.  on  the  Register  of 

“ and  that  you  have  not  already  voted  at  the  present  Election 
“ of  Guardians  or  at  the  Election  of  Rural  District  Councillors 
“ or  Guardians  in  this  or  any  other  District  Electoral  Division 
in  the  IJnion. 

“So  HELP  YOU  God.” 

Provided  that  any  person  entitled  to  affirm  in  lieu  of  taking  au  oath 
may  affirm  in  the  following  form  : — 

“ I,  A.B.,  do  solemnly,  sincerely,  and  truly  declare  and  affirm  that 
“I  am  the  same  person  whose  name  appears  as  A.B.  on  the 
^‘Register  of  Electors  for  the  District  Electoral  Division  of 
« , and  that  I have  not  already  voted  at  the  present 

“ Election  of  Guardians,  or  at  the  Election  of  Rural  District 
“ Councillors  or  GnarcUans,  in  this  or  any  other  Elector«il 
Division  in  the  Union.” 
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28.  A voter  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  paper  in  such 
manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a ballot  paper,  may,  on 
delivering  to  the  presiding  officer  the  ballot  paper  so  inadvertently  dealt 
with,  and  proving  the  fact  of  the  inadvertence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
presiding  officer,  obtain  another  ballot  paper  in  the  place  ef  the  ballot 
paper  so  delivered  up  (in  t;his  Act  called  a spoilt  ballot  papei),  and  the 
spoilt  ballot  paper  shall  be  iaimediately  cancelled. 

29.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  station,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  close  of  the  poll,  shall  make  up  into  separate  packets  sealed  with  bis 
seal, — 

(1.)  Each  ballot  box  in  use  at  his  station,  unopened  but  with  the 
key  attached  j and 

(2.)  The  umised  and  spoilt  ballot  papers,  placed  together  ; and 

(3.)  The  tendered  ballot  papers  ; and 

(4.)  The  marked  copies  of  the  register  of  electors,  and  the  counter- 
foils of  the  ballot  papers ; and 

(5.)  The  tendered  votes  list,  and  the  list  of  votes  marked  by  the 
presiding  officer,  and  a statement  of  the  number  of  the  voters 
whose  votes  are  so  marked  by  tbe  presiding  officer  under  the 
heads  “ physical  incapacity,”  Jews,”  and  “unable  to  read,” 
and  the  declarations  of  inability  to  read  ; 

and  shall  deliver  such  packets  to  the  returning  officer,  or  deputy  re- 
turning officer  by  whom  the  votes  are  to  be  counted,  unless  he  is  him- 
self such  officer. 

30.  The  packets  shall  be  accompanied  by  a statement  made  by  such 
presiding  officer,  showing  tbe  number  of  ballot  papers  entrusted  to  him 
and  accounting  for  them  under  the  heads  of  ballot  papers  in  the  ballot 
box,  unused,  spoilt,  and  tendered  ballot  papers,  which  statement  is  in 
this  Act  referred  to  as  the  ballot  paper  account. 

Counting  Votes. 

31.  Each  candidate  may  appoint  an  agent  to  attend  the  counting  of 
the  votes. 

32.  The  returning  officer  shall  make  arrangements  for  counting  the 
votes  in  the  presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidate  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  the  close  of  the  poll,  and  shall  give  to  the  agents  of  the 
candidates  appointed  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  notice  in 
writing  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  begin  to  count  the  same. 

33.  The  returning  officer,  his  assistants  and  clerks,  the  agents  of  the 
candidates,  any  person  to  whom  Rule  51  of  this  Schedule  applies,  and 
no  other  person,  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  returning  officer,  may 
be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  votes. 

34.  Before  the  returning  officer  proceeds  to  count  the  votes  given  at 
a poll  for  the  Election  of  Guardians,  he  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
agents  of  the  candidates,  open  each  ballot  box,  and  taking  out  the  papers 
therein,  shall  count  and  record  the  number  thereof,  and  then  mix  to- 
gether the  whole  of  the  ballot  papers  contained  in  the  ballot  boxes.  He 
shall  then  proceed  to  count  the  votes. 

The  returning  officer,  while  counting  and  recording  the  number  of 
ballot  papers  and  counting  the  votes,  shall  keep  the  ballot  papers  with 
their  faces  upwards,  and  take  all  proper  precautions  for  px’eventing  any 
person  from  seeing  the  numbers  px’iutcd  on  the  backs  of  such  papers. 

35.  The  returning  officer  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  proceed  con- 
tinuously with  counting  the  votes,  allowing  only  time  for  refreshment, 
and  excluding,  if  and  so  far  as  he  thinks  it  necessary,  the  hours  between 
the  close  of  the  poll  and  nine  o’clock  on  the  succeeding  morning. 
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Duriuff  the  excluded  time  the  returning  officer  shall  place  the  ballot 
papers°and  other  documents  relating  to  the  election  under  his  own  seal 
aud  the  seals  of  such  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  as  desire  to  affix 
their  seals,  and  shall  otherwise  take  proper  precautions  for  the  security 
of  such  papers  and  documents. 

36.  The  returning  officer  shall  endorse  “ rejected  ” on  any  ballot  paper 
■which  he  may  reject  as  invalid,  and  shall  add  to  the  endorsement 
“ rejection  objected  to,”  if  an  objection  be  in  fact  made  by  any  agent  to 
his  decision.  The  reluming  officer  shall  draw  up  a statement  showing 
the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by  him  under  the 
several  heads  of — 

1.  Want  of  official  mark; 

2.  Voting  for  more  candidates  than  entitled  to  \ 

3.  Writing  or  mark  by  which  voter  could  be  identified ; 

4.  Unmarked  or  void  for  uncertainty  j 


and  shall  on  request  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  such 
statement.  If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a deputy  returning  officer  he 
shall,  with  the  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  poll,  report  to  the  returning 
officer  the  number  of  ballot  papers  rejected  and  not  counted  by  him, 
under  the  above  heads,  and  no  such  statement  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The  deputy  returning  officer  shall, 
on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates,  before  such  report  is  sent 
in,  to  copy  it. 

37.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  counting,  the  returning  officer  shall 
seal  lip  in  separate  packets  the  counted  and  rejected  ballot  papers.  He 
shall  not  open  the  sealed  packet  of  tendered  ballot  papers  or  marked 
copy  of  the  register  of  voters  and  counterfoils,  but  shall  proceed,  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  to  verify  the  ballot  paper 
account  ffiven  by  each  presiding  officer  by  comparing  it  with  the  number 
of  ballot-papers  recorded  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  the  unused  and  spoilt 
ballot  papers  in  his  possession  and  the  tendered  votes  list,  aud  shall 
reseal  each  sealed  packet  after  examination.  The  returning  officer  shall 
draw  up  a statement  as  to  the  result  of  such  verification,  and  shall,  on 

request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  ffi. 

If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a deputy  returning  officer,  he  shall  report 
to  the  returning  officer  the  result  of  the  verification,  and  no  such  state- 
ment as  aforesaid  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The 
deputy  returning  officer  shall,  on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the 
candidates,  before  such  report  is  sent  in,  to  copy  it.  He  shall  with  his 
report  send  to  the  returning  officer  the  sealed  packets  of  counted  and 
rejected  ballot  papers,  and  the  unopened  sealed  packets  which  he  has 
received  from  any  presiding  officer.  f 1 

38  Lastly  the  returning  officer  shall  carefully  preserve  for  tne  period 
hereinafter  mentioned  all  the  packets  of  ballot  papers  in  his  possession, 
together  with  the  said  reports,  the  ballot  paper  accounts,  tendered  votes 
lists,  lists  of  votes  marked  by  the  presiding  officer  statements  relating 
thereto,  declarations  of  inability  to  read,  and  packets  of  counterfoils, 
and  marked  copies  of  registers,  endorsing  on  each  packet  a descripiion 
of  its  contents  and  the  date.pf  the  election  to  which  they  relate,  and  the 
name  of  the  district  for  which  such  election  was  held 

39  The  returning  officer  shall  retam  for  six  months  all  documents 
relating  to  an  election  of  guardians,  and  then,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  an  order  of  a court  having  jurisdiction  m the  matter  or  of  any 
tribunal  in  which  the  election  is  questioned,  sha]l  cause  them  to  bp 
destroyed. 
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40.  No  person  shall  he  allowed  to  inspect  any  rejected  ballot  papers 
in  the  custody  of  the  returning  officer,  except  under  the  order  of  the 
court  or  tribunal  aforesaid,  to  be  granted  by  such  court  or  tribunal  on 
being  satisfied  by  evidence  on  oath  that  the  insp(^ction  or  production  of 
sucli  ballot  papers  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  or  main- 
taining a prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to  ballot  papers, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  a petition  questioning  an  election  or  return  ; and 
any  such  order  for  the  inspection  or  production  of  ballot  papers  may 
be  made  subject  to  such  conditions  as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and 
mode  of  inspection  or  production  as  the  court  or  tribunal  making  the 
same  may  think  expedient,  and  shall  be  obeyed  by  the  returning  officer. 

41.  No  person  shall,  except  by  order  of  a court,  or  of  any  tribunal 
having  cognizance  of  any  question  relating  to  the  election,  open  the 
sealed  packet  of  counterfoils  after  the  same  has  been  once  sealed  up,  or 
be  allowed  to  inspect  any  counted  ballot  papers  in  the  custody  of  the 
returning  officer.  Such  order  may  be  made  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and  mode  of  opening  or  inspection  as  the 
court  or  tribunal  making  the  order  may  think  expedient : provided 
that  on  making  and  carrying  into  effect  any  such  order,  care  shall  be 
taken  that  the  mode  in  which  any  particular  elector  has  voted  shall  not 
be  discovered  until  he  has  been  proved  to  have  voted,  and  his  vote  has 
been  declared  by  a competent  court  to  be  invalid. 

42.  All  documents  in  the  custody  of  a returning  officer  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act  other  than  ballot  papers  and  counterfoils,  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection  at  such  time  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  council  of  the  county  or 
county  borough  in  which  the  electoral  division  is  situate,  and  the 
returning  officer  shall  supply  copies  of  or  extracts  from  the  said 
documents  to  any  person  demanding  the  same,  on  payment  of  such  fees 
and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  the  county  council. 

43.  Where  an  order  is  made  for  the  production  by  the  returning 
officer  of  any  document  in  his  possession  relating  to  any  specified 
election  of  guardians,  the  production  by  such  officer  or  his  agent  of  the 
document  ordered,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  such  order, 
or  by  an  order  of  the  court  having  power  to  make  such  first-mentioned 
order,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  document  relates  to  the 
specified  election;  and  any  endorsement  appearing  on  any  packet  of 
ballot  papers  produced  by  such  returning  officer  or  his  agent  shall  be 
evidence  of  such  papers  being  what  they  are  stated  to  be  by  the 
endorsement.  The  production  from  proper  custody  of  a ballot  paper 
purporting  to  have  been  used  at  any  election  and  of  a counterfoil 
marked  with  the  same  printed  number  and  having  a number  marked 
thereon  in  writing,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  person  who 
voted  by  such  ballot  paper  was  the  person  who  at  the  time  of  such 
election  had  affixed  to  his  name  in  the  register  of  voters  at  such 
election  the  same  number  as  the  number  written  on  such  counterfoil. 

General  Provisions. 

47.  If  the  returning  officer  presides  at  any  polling  station,  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  relating  to  a presiding  officer  shall  apply  to  such 
returning  officer  with  the  necessary  modifications  as  to  things  to  be  done 
by  the  retiirniug  officer  to  the  presiding  officer,  or  the  presiding  officer  to 
the  returning  ofiicor. 
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48.  The  returning  officer  may,  in  addition  to  any  clerks,  appoint 
competent  persons  to  assist  him  in  counting  the  votes. 

49.  No  person  shall  he  appointed  by  a returning  officer  for  the 
purposes  of  an  election  who  has  been  employed  by  any  other  person  in 
or  about  the  election. 

50.  The  presiding  officer  may  do,  by  the  clerks  appointed  to  assist 
him,  any  act  which  he  is  requhed  or  authorised  to  do  by  this  Act  at  a 
polling  station  except  ordering  the  arrest,  exclusion,  or  ejection  from 
the  polling  station  of  any  person. 

51.  A candidate  may  himself  undertake  the  duties  which  any  agent 
of  his,  if  appointed  under  Rule  31  of  this  Schedule,  might  have  under- 
taken, and  may,  if  he  does  not  appoint  such  an  agent,  be  present  at  the 
counting  of  the  votes,  or  may  himself  take  the  place  of  such  agent  ; 
provided  that  any  person  acting  under  this  Rule  may  at  any  time 
before  so  acting  make  the  statutory  declaration  as  to  secrecy  required 
by  Rule  64  of  this  Schedule,  but  he  shall  not  so  act  until  he  has 
made  such  declaration. 

52.  The  name  and  address  of  every  agent  of  a candidate  appointed 
to  attend  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  returning 
officer  one  clear  day  at  the  least  before  the  opening  of  the  poll ; and 
the  returning  officer  may  refuse  to  admit  to  the  place  where  the  votes  are 
counted  any  agent  whose  name  and  address  has  not  been  so  transmitted, 
notwithstanding  that  his  appointment  may  be  otherwise  valid,  and 
any  notice  required  to  be  given  to  an  agent  by  the  returning  officer 
may  be  delivered  at  or  sent  by  post  to  such  address. 

53.  If  any  person  appointed  an  agent  for  the  purposes  of  attending  a 

polling  station  or  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  dies,  or  becomes  incapable 
of  acting  during  the  time  of  the  election,  another  agent  may  be 
appointed  in  his  place,  and  notice  shall  forthwith  be  given  to  the 
returning  officer  in  writing  of  the  name  and  address  of  any  agent  so 
appointed.  , ■ j 

54.  Every  returning  officer,  and  every  officer,  clerk,  or  agent  authorised 
to  attend  at  a polling  station,  and  also  every  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
authorised  to  attend  at  the  counting  of  the  votes,  shall,  before  the 
opening  of  the  poll,  make  a statutory  declaration  of  secrecy,  in  the 
presence,  if  he  is  the  returning  officer,  of  a justice  of  the  peace,  and  if  he 
is  any  other  officer  or  an  agent,  of  a justice  of  the  peace  or  of  the 
returning  officer ; but  no  such  returning  officer,  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
as  aforesaid  shall,  save  as  aforesaid,  be  required,  as  such,  to  make  any 
declaration  or  take  any  oath  on  the  occasion  of  any  election. 

55.  Where  in  this  Act  any  ■ expressions  are  used  requiring  or 
authorising  or  inferring  that  any  act  or  thing  is  to  be  done  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates  such  expressions  shall  be 
deemed  to  refer  to  the  presence  of  such  agents  of  the  candidates  as 
may  be  authorised  to  attend,  and  as  have  in  fact  attended,  at  the  time 
and  place  where  such  act  or  thing  is  being  done,  and  the  non-attendance 
of  any  agents  or  agent  at  such  time  and  place  shall  not,  if  such  act  or 
thing  be  otherwise  duly  done  in  anywise  invalidate  the  act  or  thing 
done.

The  surname  of  each  candidate,  and  if  there  are  two  or  more  candidates 
of  the  same  surname,  also  the  other  names  of  such  candidates,  shall  be 
printed  in  large  characters,  and  the  names,  places  of  abode,  and  des- 
criptions and  the  number  on  the  back  of  the  paper,  shall  be  printed 
in  small  characters. 
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^'orm  oj  Directions  for  the  Guidance  of  the  Voter  in  voting,  which 
shall  be  printed  in  conspicuous  Characters,  and  placarded  outside 
every  Polling  Station  and  in  every  Compartment  of  every  Polling 
Station, 

The  voter  may  vote  for  candidates  as  guardians. 

The  voter  will  go  into  one  of  the  compartments,  and,  with  the  pencil 
provided  in  the  compartment,  place  a cross  on  the  right-hand  side, 
opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  for  whom  he  votes,  thus  X- 

The  voter  will  then  fold  up  the  ballot  paper  so  as  to  show  the 
official  mark  on  the  back,  and  leaving  the  compartment  will,  without 
showing  the  front  of  the  paper  to  any  person,  show  the  official  mark 
on  the  back  to  the  presiding  officer,  and  then,  in  the  presence  of  the 
presiding  officer,  put  the  paper  into  the  ballot  box  and  forthwith  quit 
the  polling  station. 

If  the  voter  inadvertently  spoils  a ballot  paper,  he  can  return  it 
to  the  officer,  who  will,  if  satisfied  of  such  inadvertence,  give  him 
another  paper. 

If  the  voter  votes  for  more  than  candidates,  or  places  any  mark 
on  the  paper  by  which  he  may  be  afterwards  identified,  his  ballot  paper 
will  be  void,  and  will  not  be  counted. 

If  the  voter  takes  a ballot  paper  out  of  the  polling  station,  or  deposits 
in  the  ballot  box  any  other  paper  than  the  one  given  him  by  the 
officer,  he  will  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  subject  to  imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months  with  or  without  hard 
labour. 

Note. — These  directions  shall  be  illustrated  by  examples  of  the  ballot 
paper.

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FOURTH  SCHEDULE. 


Sections  74  and  75  op  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882, 

AS  ADAPTED  AND  ALTERED  IN  THEIR  APPLICATION  TO  THE 

Election  of  G-uardians. 

Offences  in  relation  fo  Nomination  Papers. 

74-  — (L)  If  any  person  forges  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudulently 
destroys  any  nomination  paper,  or  delivers  to  the  Returning  Officer 
any  forged  nomination  paper,  knowing  it  to  be  forged,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

(2.)  An  attempt  to  commit  any  such  offence  shall  be  punishable  as 
the  offence  is  punishable. 

Neglect  of  Duty  by  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Officer. 

75-  — (1.)  If  R person  who  has  undertaken  to  act  as  returning  officer, 
or  deputy  returning  officer,  at  an  election  of  guardian  neglects  or  refuses 
to  conduct  or  declare  the  election  in  manner  provided  by  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  the  Guardians  (Ireland)  Election 
Order,  1899,  he  shall  for  every  such  offence  be  liable  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  recoverable  by  action. 

(2.)  An  action  under  this  section  shall  not  lie  after  three  months 
from  the  neglect  or  refusal. 


GENERAL  ORDER. 

Transitory  Provisions  for  First  Elections  under  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  op  Guardians  in  Urban 
Districts. 

WHEREAS  by  Section  24,  Sub-Section  (5)  of  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  enacted  that  in  an  Urban  District  the 
Guardians  for  any  District  Electoral  Division  therein  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Local  Government  Electors  for  that  Division,  subject  to  the 
like  provisions  in  the  like  manner  and  at  the  like  time  as  District 
Councillors  for  a Rural  District :

that  the  First  Election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  in  every  County 
of  Ireland  should  take  place  on  the  Sixth  day  of  April,  in  the  year 
One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety -nine,  and  by  the  same  Order 
did  also  fix  certain  dates  for  the  various  proceedings  required  by  said 
General  Orders  to  be  taken  :

Hides  as  to  Nomination  and  Election. 

To  the  County  Council  of  every  Administrative  County  in  Ireland,  and 
to  the  Clerk  oi  every  such  Council, 

To  the  District  Council  of  Every  Rural  District  in  Ireland,  and  to  the 
Clerk  of  every  such  Council,  and  to  all  others  whom  it  may 
concern. 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Order  made  the  Twenty -second  day  of  December, 
1898,  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and  General  Governor  of  Ireland, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  sec.  104,  it 
is  amongst  other  things  ordered  that  the  election  of  County  and  Rural 
District  Councils  in.  Ireland  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
be  conducted  according  to  rules  framed  under  the  said  Order  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  and  that  the  rules  provide  for  the 
matters  and  things  in  the  said  Order  mentioned  : 
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And  Wbebeas  We,  tlie  said  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  did, 
on  the  Twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  1899,  make  and  issue  a General 
Order  entitled  “ The  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland) 
Election  Order,  1899,”  regulating  the  procedure  to  be  followed  with 
respect  to  the  nomination  and  election  of  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  in  Ireland  : 

And  Whereas  We  did,  by  the  above-mentioned  General  Order, 
direct  that  the  same  should  remain  in  force  until  we  should  otherwise 
order  : — 

And  Whereas  We  do  now  deem  it  expedient  that  the  said  General 
Order  should  be  modified  in  certain  particulars : , • 1 

Now  Therefore  We,  acting  in  further  pursuance  of  the  above- cited 
Order  in  Council,  do  hereby  order  and  direct  that,  notwithstanding 
anything  to  the  contrary  in  the  said  General  Order  contained,  subject 
to  any  directions  that  may  be  given  by  Us,  and  until  We  otherwise 
order,  the  following  rules  shall  be  observed  in  connection  with  the 
election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  in  Ireland  : 


Eeturning  Officer. 

l._(l.)  The  Returning  Officer  for  the  election  of  County  Councillors 
for  eveV  County  Electoral  Division  in  the  County  shall  be  appointed  by 

the  County  Council.  , ,, 

(2.)  The  person  apppointed  under  Sub-Section  (1)  shall  also  be  the 
Returning  Officer  for  the  election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  in  every 
Rural  District  of  the  County  and  in  every  District  Electoral  Division 
of  such  Rural  District.  ■ , , 

(3.)  If  the  person  so  appointed  from  illness  or  other  cause  is  unable  or 
unwilling  to  perform  or  to  complete  the  performance  of  the  duties  specified 
in  Sub-Sections  (1)  and  (2),  the  Council  shall  appoint  some  other  person 
to  act  as  Eeturning  Officer  under  the  said  Sub-Sections,  or  to  perform 
such  of  the  duties  of  the  Returning  Officer  as  then  remain  to  he  performed, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

(4.)  The  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint  some  place  or  places  within 
the  administrative  County  as  an  office  or  offices  for  the  purpose  of  the 
election  of  County  Councillors,  and  some  place  or  places  withm  each 
Rural  District  as  an  office  or  offices  for  the  election  of  Rural  Distnct 
Councillors.  Provided  that  where  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union  m 
which  such  Rural  District  is  situated  is  within  an  Urban  District  in  the 
same  county,  such  Workhouse  may  be  used  as  an  office  for  the  election 
of  Rural  District  Councillors  for  the  Rural  District. 

(6.)  The  Eeturning  Officer  may,  in  writing,  appoint  a fit  person  or 
persons  to  be  liis  Deputy  or  Deputies  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  relat- 
ing to  the  election  of  County  or  Rural  District  Councillors,  provided 
that,  so  far  as  regards  the  carrying  out  of  Rules  3 to  10  of  this  Order  in 
respect  of  the  election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  m Rural  Dis- 
tricts, he  shall  in  every  case  appoint  a Deputy,  and  the  Clerk  ot  the 
Rural  District  Council  shall  be  the  Deputy  so  appointed.  ^ 

(6.)  If  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural  District  Council  is,  m the  opinion  ot 
the  Local  Government  Board,  unable  to  perform  the  duties  referred  to 
in  Sub-Section  (5)  of  this  Rule,  or  if  such  Clerk  becomes  RRaWe  to 
complete  the  performance  of  the  said  duties,  or  if  the  office  oi  Clerk  is 
vacant,  the  Eeturning  Officer  shall  appoint  some  other  fat  person  to 
perform  the  said  duties,  or  to  complete  the  performance  of  the  said 
duties,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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(7.)  Where  a Union  extends  into  two  or  more  counties,  the  Return* 
ing  Officer  in  any  such  county  other  than  that  in  which  the  Workhouse 
of  the  said  Union  is  situated  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  appoint  some  person 
to  act  as  Assistant  Deputy  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  of  the  Rural 
District,  formed  by  the  part  of  the  Union  situate  within  the  said  County, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  any  or  all  of  the  duties  referred  to  in 
Sub-Section  (5)  of  this  Rule  in  respect  of  the  said  Rural  District. 

(8.)  A Deputy  Returning  Officer  shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties, 
and  liabilities  of  the  Returning  Officer  in  relation  to  the  matters  in 
respect  of  which  he  is  appointed  as  Deputy. 

' Day  of  Election. 

2.  The  Day  of  Election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors 
shall  be  that  fixed  for  the  purpose  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  94  (7)  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898. 

Notice  of  Election. 

3.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall 
prepare  and  sign  Notices  of  the  Election  of  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors,  and  shall  cause  public  Notice  to  be  given  of  the  same  in 
accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this  Order  in  each  County  Electoral 
Division  and  in  each  District  Electoral  Division  respectively.  The 
notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  1 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order, 
or  in  a form  to  the  like  effect. 

Nomination  of  Candidates. 

4.  (1.)  Each  candidate  for  election  as  a County  or  Rural  District 
Councillor  shall  be  nominated  in  writing. 

(2.)  The  nomination  paper  shall  state  the  name  of  the  County 
Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  for  which  the  candi- 
date is  nominated,  the  surname  and  other  name  or  names  in  full,  the 
place  of  abode,  and  description  of  the  candidate,  who  must  be  qualified 
as  a Local  Government  Elector  for  the  County,  or  for  the  Rural 
District,  as  the  case  may  be,  or,  in  the  case  of  a candidate  for  the  office 
of  Rural  District  Councillor,  by  having,  during  the  whole  of  the  twelve 
months  preceding  the  Election,  resided,  and  continuing  to  reside  in  the 
Rural  District.  It  shall  be  signed  in  the  case  of  a candidate  for  the 
office  of  County  Councillor  by  two  Local  Government  Electors  of  the 
County  Electoral  Division,  and  in  the  case  of  a candidate  for  the  office 
of  Rural  District  Councillor  by  two  Local  Government  Electors  of  the 
District  Electoral  Division,  as  proposer  and  seconder,  and  no  more,  and 
shall  state  their  respective  places  of  abode.  It  should  be  in  the  form  set 
out  in  the  notice  in  Form  No.  1 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,, 
or  in  a form  to  the  like  effect. 

(3.)  The  name  of  more  than  one  candidate  shall  not  be  inserted  in  any 
one  nomination  paper. 

(4.)  A Local  Government  Elector  shall  not  sign  more  nomination 
papers  than  there  are  County  or  Rural  District  Councillors  to  be  elected 
for  the  County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  respec- 
tively j nor  shall  he  sign  a nomination  paper  for  any  County  Electoral 
Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  other  than  one  in  respect  of 
which  he  is  registered  as  a Local  Government  Elector.  Neither  shall 
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he  sign  nomination  papers  for  more  than  one  County  Electoral  Division 
in  the  same  County,  or  for  more  than  one  District  Electoral  Division  in 
the  same  Union,  whether  the  Election  for  such  District  Electoral 
Division  be  of  Guardians  or  of  Rural  District  Councillors. 

(5.)  If  any  Local  Govei'nment  Elector  shall  sign  nomination  papers 
for  more  than  one  County  Electoral  Division  in  the  County,  or  for  more 
than  one  District  Electoral  Division  in  the  Union,  the  nomination 
papers  signed,  by  hhn  relating  to  the  first  County  Electoral  Division  or 
District  Electoral  Division,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  which  a nomination 
paper  signed  by  him  is  I’eceived  by  the  Returning  Officer  shall  alone  be 
valid,  and  of  the  nomination  papers  signed  by  him  -which  relate  to  that 
County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  such  as  are 
first  received  b^  the  Returning  Officer  up  to  the  number  of  County  or 
Rural  District  Councillors  to  be  elected  for  such  County  Electoral 
Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  shall  alone  be  valid.  Provided 
that  for  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph  nomination  papers  not  properly 
tilled  up  and  signed  shall  be  excluded. 


Nomination  Papers  to  he  provided. 

5.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  provide  nomination  papers.  Any 
Local  Government  Elector  may  obtain  nomination  papers  from  either 
the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  free  of  charge. 

Time  for  sending  in  Nomination  Papers. 

6.  Every  nomination  paper  shall  be  sent  to  the  Returning  Officer  or 
his  Deputy  so  that  it  shall  be  received  at  his  office  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed for  that  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order.  A 
nomination  paper  received  after  that  time  shall  not  be  valid.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  nole  on  each  nomination  paper  whether  it  was 
received  before  or  after  that  time. 

Dealing  ivith  Nominations  by  Returning  Officer. 

7.  — (1.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  number  the 
nomination  papers  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received  by  him  ; 
and  the  first  valid  nomination  paper  received  for  a candidate  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  nomination  of  that  candidate. 

(2.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  receipt  of  any  nomination  paper,  examine  and  decide  whether 
it  has  or  has  not  been  properly  filled  up  and  signed  by  two  Local 
Government  Electors,  and  whether  it  is  or  is  not  invalid  under  Rule  4 
(5)  or  Rule  6.  His  decision  that  a nomination  paper  has  been  so  filled 
up  and  signed,  and  is  not  invalid  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  final,  and  shall 
not  be  questioned  in  any  proceeding  whatever. 

(8.)  If  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  decide  that  a 
nomination  paper  is  invalid,  he  shall  put  a note  on  it  to  this  effect, 
stating  the  grounds  of  his  decision,  and  he  shall  sign  such  note. 

(4.)  After  deciding  that  the  nomination  of  any  candidate  is  valid,  or 
(except  where  some  other  nomination  of  the  candidate  has  been  decided 
to  be  valid)  that  a nomination  paper  for  any  candidate  is  invalid,  tlie 
Returning  Offieer  or  his  Deputy  shall,  not  later  than  the  day  prescribed 
for  chat  purpose  by  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  send,  by  post  or 
otherwise,  notice  of  his  decision  to  the  candidate. 

Q 
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Statement  as  to  Persons  Nominated. 

8.  Not  later  than  the  day  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  make  out  a State- 
ment in  the  Form  No.  2 in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  m a 
form  to  the  like  effect,  containing  the  names,  places  of  abode,  and 
descriptions  of  the  persons  nominated  for  election  as  County  Councillors 
for  the  several  County  Electoral  Divisions,  and  his  Deputy  appointed 
under  Rule  1 (5)  shall  make  out  a similar  statement  containing  the 
names,  places  of  abode,  and  descriptions  of  the  persons  nominated  for 
election  as  Rural  District  Councillors  for  the  several^  Distnct  Electoral 
iJivisions  of  the  District,  or  of  each  of  the  Districts,  in  respect  of 
which  he  is  appointed  Deputy.  Every  such  statement,  whether  it 
refer  to  nominations  for  election  to  the  office  of  County  Councillor,  or 
to  that  of  Rural  District  Councillor  shall  contain  a notice  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Retui-ning  Officer  or  his  Deputy,  as  the  case  may  be,  with 
respect  to  each  candidate  as  to  whether  he  has  been  nominated  by  a 
valid  nomination  paper  or  not.  He  shall  forthwith  cause  a copy 
thereof  to  be  suspended  in  the  Court  House  or  Room  in  which  the 
meetings  of  the  County  Council,  or  the  Rural  District  Council,  as  the 
case  may  be,  are  held,  and  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
Union  in  which  any  of  the  County  or  District.  Electoral  Divisions 
affected  by  the  statement  are  situate,  and  also  a copy  to  be  affixed  on 
the  principal  external  gate  or  door  of  the  Workhouse  of  every  such 
Union,  and  on  that  of  the  Court  House  or  other  office  of  the  County 
Council, 


Withdrawal  of  Candidate. 

9.  Any  candidate  may  withdraw  his  candidature  by  delivering  or 
causing  to  be  delivered,  within  the  time  prescribed  for  that  purpose 
by  the'’  First  Schedule  to  this  Order,  at  the  office  of  the  Returning 
Officer  or  his  Deputy  at  which  his  nomination  was  delivered,  a notice 
in  writing  of  such  withdrawal,  signed  by  him. 


llelation  of  Nomination  to  Election. 

10.  Section  56  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  shall  be 
altered  and  adapted  in  its  application  to  the  election  of  County  and 
Rural  District  Councillors  so  as  to  be  read  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  for 
election  to  the  office  of  County  or  Rural  District  Councillor  for  any 
County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  who  do  not  withdraw  their  candidature  under  Rule  9, 
exceeds  the  number  of  County  or  Rural  District  Councillors  respectively 
to  be  elected  for  the  County  Electoral  Division  or  Distx’ict  Electoral 
Division,  the  County  or  Rural  District  Councillor  or  Councillors,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  he  elected  from  among  the  persons  in  each  case 
respectively  so  nominated. 

(2.)  If  tlie  number  of  candidates  who  receive  valid  nominations  is 
in  any  case  equal  to,  or  is,  by  the  withdrawal  of  auy  candidate  as  pro- 
vided by  Rule  9 or  otherwise  in  any  case  reduced  to  a number  equal  to 
the  number  of  vacancies,  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall,  as 
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early  as  practicable,  give  public  notice,  in  accordance  with  Rule  30  of 
this  Order,  that  no  poll  will  be  taken  and  that  the  candidate  or  candi- 
dates so  nominated  will  bo  declared  to  be  elected. 

(3.)  If  the  number  of  candidates  at  any  election  of  County  or  Rural 
District  Councillors  for  a County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Elec- 
toral Division,  respectively,  who  receives  valid  nominations  is  less  than, 
or  is,  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  candidate,  as  provided  by  Rule  9 or 
otherwise,  reduced  to  a number  less  than  tlie  number  of  vacancies,  the 
Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  give  public  notice,  in  accordance 
with  Rule  30  of  this  Order,  that  no  poll  will  be  taken,  and  that  the 
candidate  or  candidates  so  nominated  will  be  declared  to  be  elected  * 
and  also  that  such  of  any  retiring  County  or  Rural  District  Councillors 
for  the  County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral  Division, 
respectively,  as  were  highest  on  the  poll  at  their  election,  or  if  the  poll 
was  equal  or  there  was  no  poll,  as  shall  have  been  selected  by  the 
Returning  Officer,  or  his  Deputy  by  lot  to  make  up  the  required 
number,  will  be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(4.)  If,  after  due  notice  has  been  given  of  an  election  to  fill  the  office 
of  County  or  Rural  District  Councillor  for  a County  Electoral  Division 
or  District  Electoral  Division,  respectively,  no  candidate  receives  a 
valid  nomination,  the  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  shall  give  public 
notice  in  such  County  or  District  Electoral  Division,  in  accordance 
with  Rule  30  of  this  Order,  that  the  retiring  County  Councillor  or 
Councillors,  or  the  retiring  Rural  District  Councillors,  as  the  case  may 
be,  will  be  declared  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected. 

(5.)  The  Returning  Officer  or  his  Deputy  sliall  forthwith  send,  by 
post  or  otherwise,  a copy  of  any  notice  under  this  Rule  to  each  of 
the  persons  who  will  be  declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be 
re-elected. 

(6.)  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  3 or  the  Form  No.  4,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form 
to  the  like  effect. 


Bay  and  Hours  of  Poll. 

11.  (1.)  The  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  election  as 
fixed  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  witli  the  provisions  of 
section  94  (7)  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  the 
hours  during  which  the  poll  shall  be  open  shall  be  such  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  County  Council  by  any  general  or  special  order,  or  if  no 
such  order  is  in  force  in  the  County  Electoral  Division  or  Distilct

Counting  the  Votes.

Officer,  and  those  for  the  Election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  at  the 
Offices  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Equality  of  Votes. 

21.  If  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between  any^ candidates, 
and  the  addition  of  a vote  would  entitle  any  of  such  candidates  to  be 
declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  or  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  determine  by  lot  which  of  the  candidates  whose 
votes  are  equal  shall  be  elected.

Publication  of  Result  of  Elections. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  prepare  and  sign  Notices  of  the 
result  of  the  elections  in  all  the  County  Electoral  Divisions  in  the 
Administrative  County  and  in  all  the  District  Electoral  Divisions  in 
the  Rural  District,  and  .shall  by  such  Notices  declare  to  be  elected  or 
to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected  the  persons  who,  under  Rule  10,  are  to  be 
declared  to  be  elected  or  to  be  deemed  to  be  re-elected  without  a poll 
being  taken.  The  Notices  shall  be  in  the  Form  No.  8 in  the  Second 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  or  in  a form  to  the  like  effect. 

(2.)  The  Notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  Returning  Officer  as  early  as 
practicable,  in  the  case  of  an  Election  of  County  Councillors,  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  County  Council,  and  in  the  case  of  an  Election  of  Rural  District 
Councillors  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  also  cause  copies  of  each  Notice  to  be  suspended  in.  the 
Room  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  County  Council  or  Rural  District 
Council,  as  the  case  may  be,  are  respectively  held,  and  shall  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given  thereof  in  accordance  with  Rule  30  of  this 
Order.  He  shall  also  send  copies  of  the  Notice  to  the  persons  elected 
or  deemed  to  be  re-elected.

Application  and  Adaptation  of  Ballot  Act,  1872. 

24.  The  provisions  of  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  which  with  adaptations 
and  alterations,  are  set  out  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Order,  and 
only  such  provisions  of  that  Act  shall,  subject  to  such  adaptations  and 
alterations,  ap|jly  to  the  election  of  County  Councillors. 

Provided  as  follows : — 

(a.)  For  every  Rural  District  Electoral  Division  for  which  a poll  has 
to  be  taken  there  shall  bo  provided  a sej.arate  polling  station, 
and  the  Presiding  Officer  at  such  polling  station  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Returning  Officer.  Where  more  than  one 
polling  station  is  constructed  in  the  same  room  or  booth  the 
same  person  may  act  as  Presiding  Officer  for  all  or  any  number 
of  such  polling  stations. 

(6.)  At  every  polling  station  for  a Rural  District  Electoral  Division 
there  .shall  be  provided  a ballot  box  for  the  reception  of  ballot 
papers  for  the  election  of  Rural  District  Councillors  for  such 
District  Electoral  Division. 

(c.)  Every  polling  station  for  a Ruial  District  Electoral  Division 
shall  also  be  a polling  station  if  a poll  has  to  be  taken  for  the 
election  of  a County  Councillor  for  the  County  Electoral 
Division  in  which  such  District  is  situated,  and  a separate 
ballot  box  shall  be  provided  for  the  reception  of  ballot  papers 
for  such  election  of  a County  Councillor. 

(d.)  Where  there  are  polls  to  be  taken  both  for  the  election  of  Rural 
District  Councillors  for  a District  Electoral  Division  and  for 
the  election  of  a County  Councillor  for  the  County  Electoral 
Division  in  which  such  District  Electoral  Division  is  situated, 
these  polls  shall  be  taken  together  by  means  of  ballot  papers 
differently  coloured,  and  the  ballot  boxes  mentioned  in  sub- 
sections (li)  and  (c)  of  this  Rule  shall  be  coloured  respectively 
to  correspond  with  the  colour  of  the  ballot  paper's  for  the 
reception  of  which  each  such  ballot  box  is  provided,  and  the 
colours  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Returning  Officer,  and  shall  be 
the  same  for  every  election  throughout  the  county. 

(c.)  Where  polls  ai’e  taken  together  in  accordance  with  sub-section 
(d)  of  this  Rule  the  same  person  shall  act  as  Presiding  Officer 
in  respect  of  the  polling  for  both  elections. 

Adaptation  of  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882. 

26.  (1.)  The  provisions  of  Sections  74  and  75  of  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act,  1882,  which  -with  adaptations  and  alterations,  ai-e 
set  out  in  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  this  Order,  shall,  subject  to  such 
adaptations  and  alterations,  apply  to  the  election  of  County  and  Rural 
District  Councillors,  and  to  the  persons  elected  or  deemed  to  be  re- 
Glcctsd 

(2.)  In  the  application  of  Part  IV.  of  the  Municipal  Corporations 
Act,  1882  (relating  to  Corrupt  Practices  and  Election  Petitions),  as 
amended  by  the  Municipal  Elections  (Corrupt  and  Illegal  Pi-actices) 
Act,  1884,  the  following  adaptations  and  alterations  shall  have  effect : — 

(fZ.)  Such  application  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

(6.)  All  references  to  a municipal  election  or  to  an  election  to  a 
corporate  office  shall  be  construed  as  referring  to  the  election 
of  County  or  Rural  District  Councillors,  and  in  Section  93 
(2)  “ County,”  shall  he  deemed  to  he  substituted  for 
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“ Borough  ’’ ; “ County  Electoral  Division  or  District  Electoral 
Division  ” shall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  for  “ Borough  or 
Ward  ” or  “ Borough  or  Ward  of  a Borough  ” ; “ County  or 
District  Bund  ’’  shall  be  deemed  to  be  substituted  for  “ Borough 
Fund  or  Borough  Rate.”  The  “ Returning  Officer  " shall  be 
substituted  for  the  “ Town  Clerk,”  and 
(c.)  In  all  cases  “ Voter  ” shall  mean  a Local  Government  Elector  or 
a person  who  votes  or  claims  to  vote  at  an  election  of  County 
or  Rural  District  Councillors  as  the  case  ma,y  be. 

(dl  In  the  application  of  Sub-section  (2)  of  Section  89  such  Sub- 
section shall  be  adapted  and  altered  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  : — 

“ (2.)  The  security  shall  be  to  the  amount  of  Fifty  Pounds, 
^‘unless  in  any  case  the  High  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  oi 
u a .Judge  thereof,  on  summons,  order  that  the  same  shall  be 
“ to  a lesser  amount,  or  to  a larger  amount  not  exceeding 
“ Three  Hundi-ed  Pounds,  and  shall  be  given  in  the  prescribed 
“ mannei',  either  by  a deposit  of  money  or  by  a recognizance

THIRD  SCHEDULE. 


Provisions  of  the  Ballot  Act,  1872,  as  adapted  and  altered 
IN  THEIR  Application  to  the  Election  of  County  and 
Rural  District  Councillors. 


Procedure  at  Elections  of  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors. 

Voll  at  Elections. 

2.  The  ballot  of  each  voter  shall  consist  of  a paper  (in  this  Act 
called  a ballot  paper)  showing  the  names  and  description  of  the  candi- 
dates. Each  ballot  paper  shall  have  a number  printed  on  the  back, 
and  shall  have  attached  a counterfoil  with  the  same  number  printed 
on  the  face.  At  the  time  of  voting,  the  ballot  paper  shall  be  marked 
on  both  sides  with  an  olEcial  mark,  and  delivered  to  the  voter  within 
the  polling  station,  and  the  number  of  such  voter  on  the  register  of 
voters  shall  be  marked  on  the  counterfoil,  and  the  voter  having  secretly 
marked  his  vote  on  the  paper,  and  folded  it  up  so  as  to  conceal  his  vote, 
shall  place  it  in  a closed  box  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  presiding  at 
the  polling  station  (in  this  Act  called  “the  presiding  officer”)  after 
having  shown  to  him  the  official  mark  at  the  back. 
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If  in  tli0  rGgistcr  of  ©loctors  for  a county  olecfcoral  division  tlie  saiH6 
number  is  placed  opposite  to  the  name  of  more  than  one  elector,  the 
returning  o£G.cer  shall  put  a distinguishing  mark  on  each  part  of  the 
register  which  contains  numbers  used  in  other  parts  of  the  register, 
and  when  the  number  of  any  voter  on  any  part  of  the  register  is 
entered  on  the  counterfoil  of  a ballot  paper,  the  mark  on  that  part  shall 
also  be  entered  thereon. 

Any  ballot  paper  which  has  not  on  its  back  the  official  mark,  or  on 
which  votes  are  given  to  more  candidates  than  the  voter  is  entitled  to 
vote  for,  or  on  which  anything,  except  the  said  number  on  the  back,  is 
written  or  marked  by  which  the  voter  can  be  identified,  shall  be  void 
and  not  counted. 

After  the  close  of  the  poll  the  ballot  boxes  shall  be  sealed  up,  so  as 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  additional  ballot  papers,  and  shall  be 
taken  charge  of  by  the  returning  officer,  and  that  officer  shall,  in  the 
presence  of  such  agents,  if  any,  of  the  candidates  as  may  be  in  attend- 
ance, open  the  ballot  boxes,  and  ascertain  the  result  of  the  poll  by 
counting  the  votes  given  to  each  candidate,  and  shall  forthwith  declare 
to  be  elected  the  candidate  to  whom  the  majority  of  votes  have  been 
given.  The  decision  of  the  returning  officer  as  to  any  question  arising 
in  respect  of  any  ballot  paper  shall  be  final,  subject  to  reversal  on 
petition  questioning  the  election  or  return. 


Offences. 

Ofences  in  respect  of  Ballot  Papers  and  Ballot  Boxes. 

3.  Every  person  who — 

(1.)  Forges  and  counterfeits  or  fraudulently  defaces  or  fraudulently 
destroys  any  ballot  paper,  or  the  official  mark  on  any  ballot 
paper ; or 

(2.)  Without  due  authority  supplies  any  ballot  paper  to  any 
person ; or 

(3.)  Fraudulently  puts  into  any  ballot  box  any  paper  otlier  than 
the  ballot  paper  which  he  is  authorised  by  law  to  put  in ; 
or 

(4.)  Fraudulently  takes  out  of  the  polling  station  any  ballot  paper 
or 

(5,)  Without  due  authority  destroys,  takes,  opens,  or  otherwise 
interferes  with  any  ballot  box  or  packet  of  ballot  papers 
then  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  the  election ; 

shall  I e guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  liable,  if  he  is  a returning 
officer  or  an  officer  or  clerk  in  attendance  at  a polling  station,  to 
imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  if  he  is  any  other  person  to  imprisonment  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour. 

Any  attempt  to  commit  any  offence  specified  in  this  section  shall 
be  punishable  in  the  manner  in  which  the  offence  itself  is  punishable. 

In  any  indictment  or  other  prosecution  for  an  offence  in  relation  to 
the  ballot  boxes,  ballot  papers,  and  marking  instruments  at  an  election, 
the  property  in  such  papers,  boxes,  and  instruments  may  be  stated  to 
be  in  the  returning  officer  at  such  election,  as  well  as  the  property  in 
the  counterfoils. 
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Infringement  of  Secrecy. 

d-  Every  oflicer  clerk,  and  agent  in  attendance  at  a polling  station 
shSi  maintain  and  aid  in  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the  voting  m 
such  station,  and  shall  not  communicate,  except  for  some  purpose  autho- 
rised by  law,  before  the  poll  is  closed,  to  any  person  any  information  as 
to  the  nam;  or  number  on  the  register  of  electors  of  any  elector 
who  has  or  has  not  applied  for  a ballot  paper  or  voted  at  that  station, 
or  as  to  the  official  mark,  and  no  such  officer,  clerk  or  agent,  and  no 
person  whosoever,  shall  interfere  with  or  attempt  to  interfere  with  a 
voter  when  marking  his  vote,  oiOiotherwise  attempt  to  obtain  m the 
pollino-  station  information  as  to  the  candidate  for  whoin  any  voter  m 
Loh  station  is  about  to  vote  or  has  voted  or  communicate  at  any 
time  to  any  person  any  information  obtained  in  a polling  station  as  to 
the  candidate  for  whom  any  voter  in  such  station  is  about  to  vote  or 
has  voted  or  as  to  the  number  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  paper  given  to 
any  voter  at  such  station.  Every  officer,  clerk,  agent,  and  person  m 
attendance  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  .shall  maintain  and  aid  m 
maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the  voting,  and  shall  not  attempt  to 
ascertain  at  such  counting  the  number  on  the  back  of  any  ballot  paper, 
or  communicate  any  information  obtained  at  such  counting  as  to  the 
candidate  for  whom  any  vote  is  given  in  any  particular  ballot  paper. 
No  person  shall  directly  or  indirectly  induce  any  voter  to  display  his 
ballot  paper  after  ho  shall  have  marked  the  same,  so  as  to  make  knovvn 
to  any  person  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  or  against  whom  he 
has  so  marked  his  vote.  . . 

Every  person  "who  acts  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  or  this 
section  *^sliall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction  before  two  justices  of 
the  peace,  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months, 
with  or  without  hard  labour. 


Use  of  School  and  Public  Room  for  Poll. 

6.  The  returning  officer  at  anelectionof  | R^ral’Srict  } Councillors 

may  use  free  of  charge,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  poll,  hearing 
objections  to  nomination  papers,  and  for  counting  the  votes  at 
such  election,  any  room  in  a school  receiving  a grant  out  of 
moneys  provided  by  Parliament,  and  any  room  the  expense  of  main- 
taining which  is  payable  out  of  any  local  rate,  but  he  shall  make 
good  any  damage  done  to  such  room,  and  defray  any  expense  iucui-red 
by  the  person  or  body  of  persons,  corporate  or  unincorporate,  having 
control  over  the  same  on  account  of  its  being  used  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  poll  or  for  counting  the  votes  as  aforesaid.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  school  adjoining  or  adjacent  to  any  church  or 
other  place  of  worship,  nor  to  a school  connected  with  a convent  or 
other  religious  establishment. 

The  use  of  any  room  in  an  unoccupied  house  for  taking  the  poll 
shall  not  render  any  person  liable  to  he  rated  or  to  pay  any  rate  for 
such  house. 


Duties  op  Eetuening  and  Election  Opfioebs. 

General  Powers  and  Duties  of  Returning  Officer. 

S.  Subject  to  the  ]irovisions  of  this  Act,  every  returning  officer  shall 
provide  such  noiuhialion  papers,  polling  stations,  ballot  lioxes,  ballot 
papers,  stamping  instruments  copies  of  register  of  electors,  and  other 
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tliino-s,  appoint  and  pay  sucli  officers,  and  do  such  other  acts  and 
tilings  as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  conducting  the  election. 

Every  deputy  returning  officer  shall,  in  so  far  as  he  acts  as  x’eturning 
officer,  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  term  returning  officer. 

Keeping  of  Order  in  Station. 

9.  If  any  person  misconducts  himself  in  the  polling  station,  or 
fails'  to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  presiding  officer,  he  may  imme- 
diately, by  orderof  thepresiding  officer, beremovedfrom  thepolling  station 
by  any  constable  in  or  near  that  station,  or  any  other  person  authorised 
in  writing  by  the  returning  officer  to  remove  him  ; and  the  person  so 
removed  'shall  not,  unless  with  the  permission  of  the  presiding  officer, 
again  be  allowed  to  enter  the  polling  station  during  the  day. 

An}"  person  so  removed  as  aforesaid,  if  chai’ged  with  the  commission 
in  such  station  of  any  offence,  may  be  kept  in  custody  until  he  can  be 
brought  before  a justice  of  the  peace. 

Provided  that  the  powers  conferred  by  this  section  shall^  not  be 
exercised  so  as  to  prevent  any  elector  who  is  otherwise  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  polling  station  from  having  an  opportunity  of  voting  at 
such  station. 

Powers  of  Presidvng  Officer  and  Administration  of  Oaths,  &c. 

lO  i^or  the  purpose  of  the  adjournment  of  the  poll,  a presiding  officer 
shall  have  the  power  by  law  beionging  to  a deputy  returning  officer  in 
a parliamentary  election;  and  any  presiding  officer  and  any  clerk 
appointed  by  the  returning  officer  to  attend  at  a polling  station  shall 
have  the  power  of  asking  the  questions  and  administering  the  oath 
authorised  by  law  to  be  asked  of  and  administered  to  voters,  and  any 
justice  of  the  peace  and  any  returning  officer  may  take  and  receive  any 
declaration  authorised  by  this  Act  to  be  taken  before  him. 


Liabilitg  of  Ofcers  for  Misconduct. 

11.  Every  returning  officer,  presiding  officer,  and  clerk  who  is  guilty 
of  any  wilful  misfeasance  or  any  wilful  act  or  omission  in  contravention 
of  this  Act  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  or  liability  to  which 
he  may  be  subject,  forfeit  to  any  person  aggrieved  by  such  misfeasance, 
act,  or  omission  a penal  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  poimds. 

No  returning  officer  or  officer  appointed  by  him  in  connexion  with 
p(a  County  Councillor  \or  CouncUlorsVyc^.,  Coii.nty\

Electoral  Division,  nor  any  partner  or  clerk  of  any  such  officer,  shall

The  Toll. 

15.  At  every  polling  place  the  retnrning  officer  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland) 
Election  Order,  1899,  provide  a sufficient  number  of  polling  stations 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  electors  entitled  to  vote  at  such  polling 
place,  and  shall  distribute  the  polling  stations  amongst  those  electors  in 
such  manner  as  he  thinks  most  convenient. 

17.  A separate  room  or  separate  booth  may  contain  a separate 
polling  station,  or  several  polling  stations  may  be  constructed  in  the 
same  room  or  booth. 

18.  FTo  person  shall  be  admitted  to  vote  at  any  polling  station 
except  the  one  allotted  to  him. 

20,  The  returning  officer  shall  provide  each  polling  station  with 
materials  for  voters  to  mark  the  ballot  papers,  with  instruments  for 
stamping  thereon  the  official  mark,  and  with  copies  of  the  register  of 
voters,  or  such  part  thereof  as  contains  the  names  of  the  voters  allotted 
to  vote  at  such  station.  He  shall  keep  the  official  mark  secret. 

2L  The  presiding  officer  appointed  to  preside  at  each  station  shall 
keep  order  at  his  station,  shall  regulate  the  number  of  electors  to  be 
admitted  at  a time,  and  shall  exclude  all  other  persons  except  ^the 
clerks,  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  and  the  constables  on  duty. 

22.  Every  ballot  paper  shall  contain  a list  of  the  candidates  described 
as  in  their  respective  nomination  papers,  and  arranged  alphabetically 
in  the  order  of  their  surnames,  and  (if  there  are  two  or  more  candidates 
with  the  same  surname)  of  their  other  names ; it  shall  be  in  the  form 
set  forth  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  or  as  near  thereto  as 
circumstances  admit  and  shall  be  capable  of  being  folded  up. 

23.  Every  ballot  box  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  ballot  papers 
can  be  introduced,  therein,  but  cannot  be  withdrawn  therefrom,  without 
the  box  being  unlocked.  The  presiding  officer  at  any  polling  station, 
just  before  the  commencement  of  the  poll,  shall  shaw  the  ballot  box 
empty  to  such  persons,  if  any,  as  may  be  present  in  such  station,  so  that 
they  may  see  that  it  is  empty,  and  shall  then  lock  it  up,  and  place  his 
seal  upon  it  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  its  being  opened  without 
breaking  such  seal,  and  shall  place  it  in  his  view  for  the  receipt  of  ballot 
papers,  and  keep  it  so  locked  and  sealed. 

24.  Immediately  before  a ballot  paper  is  delivered  to  an  elector,  it 
shall  be  marked  on  both  sides  with  tJie  official  mark  either  stamped  or 
perforated,  and  the  number,  name,  and  description  of  the  elector  as 
stated  in  the  cojjy  of  the  register  shall  be  called  out,  and  the  number

28.  A voter  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  paper  in 
such  manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a ballot  paper,  may, 
on  delivering  to  the  presiding  officer  the  ballot  paper  so  inadvertently 
dealt  with,  and  proving  the  fact  of  the  inadvertence  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  presiding  officer,  obtain  another  ballot  paper  in  the  place  of  the 
ballot  paper  so  delivered  up  (in  this  Act  called  a spoilt  ballot  paper) 
and  the  spoilt  ballot  paper  shall  be  immediately  cancelled.

37.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  counting,  the  returning  officer  shall 
seal  up  in  separate  packets  the  counted  and  rejected  ballot  papers.  He 
shall  not  open  the  sealed  packet  of  tendered  ballot  papers  or  marked 
copy  of  the  register  of  voters  and  counterfoils,  but  shall  proceed,  in  the 
presence  of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  to  verify  the  ballot  paper 
account  given  by  each  presiding  otlicer  by  comparing  it  with  the  number 
of  ballot  papers  recorded  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  the  unused  and  spoilt 
ballot  papers  in  his  possession  and  the  tendered  votes^  list,  and  shall 
reseal  each  sealed  packet  after  examination.  The  returning  officer  shall 
draw  up  a statement  as  to  the  result  of  such  verification,  and  shall,  on 
request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  candidates  to  copy  it. 

If  the  votes  are  counted  by  a deputy  returning  officer,  he  shall  report 
to  the  returning  officer  the  result  of  the  verification,  and  no  such  state- 
ment as  aforesaid  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the  returning  officer.  The 
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deputy  returning  officer  shall,  on  request,  allow  any  agents  of  the  can- 
didates, before  such  report  is  sent  in,  to  copy  it.  He  shall  with  his 
report  send  to  the  returning  officer  the  sealed  packets  of  counted  and 
rejected  ballot  papers,  and  the  unopened  sealed  packets  which  he  has

having  cognizance  of  any  question  relating  to  the  election,  open  the 
sealed  packet  o?  counterfoils  after  the  same  has  been  once  sealed  up,  or 
be  allowed  to  inspect  any  counted  ballot  papers  in  the  custody  of  the 
returning  officer.  Such  order  may  be  made  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  to  persons,  time,  place,  and  mode  of  opening  or  inspection  as  the  court 
or  tribunal  making  the  order  may  think  expedient : Provided  that 

on  making  and  carrying  into  effect  any  such  order,  care  shall  be  taken 
that  the  mode  in  which  any  particular  elector  has  voted  shall  not  be 
discovered  until  he  has  been  proved  to  have  voted,  and  his  vote  has 
been  declared  by  a competent  court  to  be  invalid. 

42.  All  documents  in  the  custody  of  a returning  officer  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  other  than  ballot  papers  and  counterfoils,  shall  be  open 
to  public  inspection  at  such  time  and  under  such  regulations  as  may 
have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Council  of  the  County 


in  which  the  Electoral  Division  is  situate,  and  the  returning 

officer  shall  supply  copies  of  or  extracts  from  the  said  documents'  to 
any  person  demanding  the  same,  on  payment  of  such  fees  and  subject 
to  such  regulations  as  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 


by  the  County  Council.

The  production  irom  proper  custody  °f  a halM 
naner  purporting  to  have  been  used  at  any  election,  and  of  a counterio 
Sed  wfih  the  same  printed  number  and  having  a number  marked 
thereon  in  writing,  shall  be  prinia  facie  evidence  that  the  person  who 
voted  by  such  ballot  paper  was  the  person  who  at  the  time  of  simh 
electionLd  affixed  to  his  name  in  the  register  of  voters  at  such  electio 
the  same  number  as  the  number  written  on  such  countertoi  .

52.  The  name  and  address  of  every  agent  of  a candidate  appointea 
to  attend  the  counting  of  the  votes  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  returning 
officer  so  as  to  reach  him  two  clear  days  at  the  least  before  the  opening 
of  the  poll;  and  the  returning  officer  may  refuse  to  admit  to  the  place 
where  the  votes  are  counted  any  agent  whose  name  and  address  has  not 
been  so  transmitted,  notwithstanding  that  his  appointment  may  be 
otherwise  valid,  and  any  notice  requii-ed  to  be  given  to  an  agent  by  tJie 
returning  officer  may  be  delivered  at  or  sent  by  post  to  such  address. 

53.  If  any  person  appointed  an  agent  for  the  purposes  of  attending  a 
polling  station,  or  at  the  counting  of  the  votes  dies,  or  becomes  incapaWe 
of  acting  duriug  the  time  of  the  election,  another  agent  may  he 
appointed  in  his  place,  and  notice  shall  forthwith  be  given  to  the 
returning  officer  in  writing  of  the  name  and  address  of  any  agent  so 
appointed. 

54.  Every  returning  officer,  and  every  officer,  clerk,  or. agent  authorised 
to  atteud  at  a polling  station,  and  also  every  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
authorised  to  attend,  at  the  counting  of  the  vutes,  shall,  before  the 
opening  of  the  poll,  make  a statutory  declaration  of  secrecy,  in  the 
presence,  if  he  is  the  returning  officer,  of  a justice  of  the  peace,  and  if 
he  is  any  other  officer  or  an  agent,  of  a justice  of  the  peace  or  of 
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the  returning  officer  ; but  no  such  returning  officer,  clerk,  or  agent 
as  aforesaid  shall,  save  as  aforesaid,  be  rec^uired,  as  sucli,  to  make  any 
declaration  or  take  any  oatli  on  the  occasion  of  any  election. 

55.  Where  in  this  Act  any  expressions  are  used  requiring  or 
authorising  or  Inferring  that  any  act  or  thing  is  to  be  done  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  agents  of  the  candidates,  such  expressions  shall  be  deemed 
to  refer  to  the  presence  of  such  agents  of  the  candidates  as  may  be 
authorised  to  attend,  and  as  have  in  fact  attended,  at  the  time  and 
place  where  such  act  or  thing  is  being  done,  and  the  non-attendance  of 
any  agenfs  or  agent  at  such  time  and  place  shall  not,  if  such  act  or 
thing  be  otherwise  duly  done,  in  anywise  invalidate  the  act  or  thing 
done.

Lieutenant  in  Council,  make  and  issue  a General  Order  entitled  the 
County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  (Ireland)  First  Elections  Order, 
1899: 

And  Wiier2as  We  do  now  deem  it  expedient  to  supplement  the  said 
General  Order  in  some  particulars  : 

Now,  Therefore,  We,  in  further  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to 
us  by  the  said  Act  and  Order  in  Council,  do  hereby  order  and  direct 
with  respect  to  the  First  Elections  of  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  in  Ireland  as  is  hereinafter  set  forth : — 

1.  If  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the  person  entitled  as  Under-Sherift‘ 
to  act  as  Returning  Officer,' the  Returning  Officer  shall  be  a person 
appointed  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

2.  In  any  County  Electoral  Division  containing,  but  not  co-extensive 
with,  an  Drban  District  or  Districts,  the  Returning  Officer  may,  if  in 
his  judgment  such  a course  is  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  tlie 
Election  of  County  and  Rural  District  OouncUlors  within  such  County 
Electoral  Division,  appoint  a person  in  addition  to  any  Town  Clerk  or 
Clerk  of  an  Urban  District  Council  to  be  his  Deputy  therein,  and  he 
shall  apportion  between  any  such  Town  Clerk  or  Clerk  and  the  person 
so  appointed  the  various  duties  imposed  by  any  Order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  upon  a Deputy  Returning  Officer  for  a County 
Electoral  Division. 

3.  AVhere  a Union  extends  into  two  or  more  Counties  the  Returning 
Officer  in  any  such  County  other  than  i.hat  in  which  the  Workhouse  of 
the  said  Union  is  situated  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  appoint  some  person  to 
act  as  Assistant  Dejmty  to  the  Clei-k  of  Union  in  the  Rural  District 
formed  by  the  part  of  the  Union  within  the  said  County  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  Rules  3-10  of  the  County  and  Rural  District  Coun- 
cillors (Ireland)  (No,  2)  Election  Order,  1899. 

4.  Where  a County  Electoral  Division  does  not  contain,  or  is  not 
comprised  by  an  Urban  District,  but  includes  ten  or  more  than  ten 
District  Electoral  Divisions,  tlie  Returning  Officer  may,  if  in  his 
judgment  such  a course  is  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
election  of  County  and  Rural  District  Councillors  within  such  County 
Electoral  Division,  appoint  two  persons  as  his  Deputies  therein,  anil 
may  apportion  between  them  the  various  duties  connected  with  the 
Elections  in  respect  of  which  the_y  are  cappointed  as  Deputies. 

5. ^  here  the  County  Court  House  or  Wheriff’s  Ofiice  of  any  adminis- 

trative County  is  situated  within  a County  Borougli,  such  Ooutt  House 
or  Office  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  these  rules  to  be  within 
such  administrative  County.

1.  That  the  number  of  Poor  Law  Guardians  assigned  to  the 
District  Electoral  Division  of  Bray  No.  2 shall  be  three,  in  lieu  of 
the  number  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  the  said  Order  of  the 
4th  day  of  February,  1899  ; and 

2.  That  the  number  of  Poor  Law  Guardians  assigned  to  the 
District  Electoral  Division  of  Bray  No.  3 shall  be  two,  in  lieu  of 
the  number  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  the  said  Order  of  the 
4th  day  of  February,  1899.

the  Execution  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland^ 
the  Commissioners  for  administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the 
Poor  in  Ireland,  by  Orders  under  their  Seal,  have  deelared  the 
Dispensary  districts  foraied  under  the  said  Act,  in  the  several 
Unions  named  in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Order. 

And  Whereas  by  a General  Order  dated  the  16th  day  of 
December,  1853,  they  did  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  them 
by  the  said  recited  Act,  frame  and  issue  ceiTain  General  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  Government  of  each  Dispensary  District,  and  for 
the  Guidance  and  Control  of  the  Guardians,  the  Committees  of 
Management,  and  the  several  Officers  to  be  appointed  in  connexion 
therewith,  respectively ; and  by  certain  other  General  Orders  bearing 
date  respectively  the  10th  day  of  October,  1862,  the  6th  day  of 
January,  1863,  the  26th  day  of  November,  1861,  and  the  29th  day 
of  November,  1869,  they  did  alter  tlie  said  General  Regulations  in 
certain  particulars  in  the  said  Orders  specified. 

And  Whereas  by  certain  other  General  Orders  bearing  date 
respectively  the  23rd  day  of  September,  1858,  and  the  29th  day  ol 
January,  1864,  they  did  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  twenty-second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty, 
intituled  “ An  Act  to  make  fiu’ther  provision  for  the  praotice  of 
Vaccination  in  Ireland,"  make  and  issue  certain  Regulations  relating 
tO'  Vaccination  in  the  several  Dispensary  Districts. 

And  Whereas  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
by  a General  Order  bearing  date  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1879,  did 
make  and  issue  certain  Regulations  relating  to  Vaccination  in  the 
several  Dispensary  Districts. 

And  Whereas  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
by  a General  Order  bearing  date  the  3rd  day  of  November,  1885, 
did  alter,  amend  and  consolidate  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations 
contained  in  the  said  recited  Orders;  and  by  certain  other  General 
■f  Orders,  bearing  date  respectively  the  20th  day  of  January,  1888, 
the  2nd  day  of  August,  1888,  the  9th  day  of  February,  1892,  the  7tli 
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day  of  Februaiy,  1895,  and  the  4th  day  of  May,  1896,  we  did  alter 
tlio  aaid  General  llogiilations  in  certain  particulara  in  the  said  Orders 
specified. 

And  Whereas  by  section  30  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  it  is  provided  that  there  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
Guardians  the  business  of  every  Committee  of  Management  of  a 
j-'ispensary  District  within  their  Union,  and  those  Committees  shall 
cease  to  be  appointed. 

And  Whereas  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
therfore  deem  it  necessary  and  expedient  to  alter,  amend,  and 
consolidate  the  General  Eulcs  and  Regulations  contained  in  the  said 
recited  Orders. 

Now  Therefore,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  Us,  We  do 
hereby  revoke  and  rescind  so  much  of  every  Order  or  General  Order 
heretofore  issued  by  and  under  the  Seal  of  the  Cornmis-sioners  for 
administering  the  Laws  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  or  undei 
the  Seal  of  tho  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  to  any  of  the 
Unions  named  in  the  Schedule  hereto  annexed,  and  now  in  force,  as 
is  in  any  way  repugnant  to,  or  at  variance  with,  the  rules  and 
regulations  herein  contained,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  have 
Tclatcd  to  the  appointment  of  any  of  the  existing  officers,  and  except 
as  to  any  other  proceeding  already  taken,  or  matter  or  thing  already 
done,  under  such  Order. 

And  We  do  hereby  order,  direct,  and  declare,  with  respect  to  each 
of  the  unions  named  in  the  said  schedule,  and  each  Dispensary 
District  formed  therein  under  the  said  Act,  as  follows  : — 

Article  1. — Immediately  after  each  election  of  Guardians  in  the 
Union,  the  Guardians  may  appoint  a sufficient  number  of  Wardens 
for  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  each  Dispensary  District,  who,  in 
addition  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Union  and  the  Relieving  Officers, 
shall  be  empowered  to  issue  medical  relief  tickets.  Perso’ns 
empowered  to  issue  tickets  for  medical  relief  shall  not  delegate  that 
l^ower  to  others;  and  .such  tickets  shall  not  be  signed  in  blank  and 
left  to  be  filled  up  by  other  persons. 

Article  2. — The  Clerk  of  the  Union  shall  thereupon  make  a return 
in  the  Porm  A,  No.  1,  annexed  to  this  Order,  to  Us  the  said  Local 
Government  Board,  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Guardians, 
Relieving  Officers,  and  Wardens  authorized  to  issue  medical  relief 
tickets  in  each  dispensary  district;  and  in  like  manner,  on  any 
appointment  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  a-  Warden  to  fill  any 
vacancy,  the  clerk  shall  make  a return  to  us,  in  the  Form  A,  No.  2, 
annexed  to  this  Order,  and  shall,  on  their  election,  send  to  each 
Guardian  a notice  in  the  annexed  Form  B,  No.  1,  and  shall,  on  their 
appointment,  send  to  each  Warden  a notice  in  tlie  annexed  Form  B, 
No.  2. 

Article  3. — Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  list  of 
Guardians,  Wardens,  and  Relieving  Officers  as  aforesaid,  the  Clerk  of 
tho  Union  shall  furnisli  cadi  Medical  Officer  with  a copy  thereof, 
according  to  the  annexed  Form  C,  giving  the  names  and  residences 
of  all  ^xirsons  entitled  to  give  tickets  for  medical  relief  in  his  district, 
tliat  is  to  say,  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Union,  and  of  every  Relieving 
Officer  and  Warden  acting  as  such  for  any  electoral  division  included 
in  such  district.  And  the  Clerk  shall  in  like  manner  notify,  from 
time  to  time,  any  changes,  from  death  or  otherwise,  of  Guardians, 
Relieving  Officers,  or  Wardens,  in  any  districts,  to  the  respective 
Medical  Officers  thereof. 
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Article  4. — The  Clerk  of  the  Union  shall  also  prepare  a notice 
specifying  the  persons  and  their  residences  to  whom  application 
i^y  be  made  for  tickets  for  medical  relief,  the  situation  of  the 
dispensary  or  dispensary  stations  in  the  district,  the  days  and  hours 
of  attendance  at  each,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  the  Compounder  of  Medicine,  a.nd  the  Midwife,  the  days  and 
hours  when  the  Medical  Officer  will  attend  at  each  of  the  places 
within  such  dispensai-y  district  appointed  by  the  Guardians  for  the 
purpose  of  Vaccination,  and  such  other  particulars  of  the  dispensary 
arrangements  as  may  bo  necessary  to  afford  due  facility  for  obtaining 
medical  relief  and  vaccination  where  requisite.  Such  notice  shall  be 
in  the  Form  N,  annexed  tO'  this  order ; and  a copy  shall  be  posted  at 
each  dispensary  in  the  district,  and  at  such  other  places  in  the  district 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  notification  of  the  dispensary 
arrangements.  The  Clerk  shall  also'  cause  a notice  board,  in  the 
Form  0,  to  be  kept  conspicuously  painted  arid  affixed  on  the  exterior 
of  each ’dispensary  in  the  district,  showing  the  days  and  hours  of 
attendance  of  the  Medic.al  Officer,  his  name  and  place  of  residence, 
and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Compounder  of  Medicine  and 


the  Midwife.  n j- 

Articlo  5. — Whenever  any  person  ceases  to  be  a Guardian,  or  a 
Warden,  or  a Relieving  Officer,  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  shall  transmit 
to  him  a notice  in  the  Form  T)  hereto  annexed,  apprising  him  of  the 
cessation  of  his  power  to  issue  tickets  for  medical  relief,  and  reqiuring 
him  to  return  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  any  forms  of  the  tickets 
for  medical  relief,  which  had  been  issued  to  him  in  the  nrediaal  relief 
ticket  check  books  (Forms  E 1,  E 2,  and  E 3,  hereinafter  mentioned) 
and  which  may  nob  have  been  used. 

Articlo  6. — The  Guardians  may,  from  time  to  time,  fill  up  any 
vacancies  which  may  occur  amongst  the  Wardens  of  a Dispensary 
District,  and  may  also,  from  time  to  time,  when  found  necessary, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  add  to  the  number 


of  Wardens  in  any  Dispensary  District.  _ 

Article  7. — Any  Guardian,  Warden,  or  Rehevmg  Officer  who  has 
issued  a ticket  for  medical  relief  shall,  on  being  funiished  with 
additional  trustworthy  information  showing  that  the  sick  person  for 
whom  the  ticket  was  issued  is  not  a “poor  person,’  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Medical  Charities  Act,  be  at  liberty,  and  is  hereby 
empowered  to  withdraw  such  ticket,  provided  always  that  immediate 
notification  of  such  withdrawal  is  given  by  him  in  writing  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  the  person  on  whose 


behalf  the  ticket  was  issued.  rwr  i 

In  oi-der  to  enable  Guardians,  Wai’dens,  and  Relieving  Offioere  to 
be  in  a better  position  to  judge  whetlier  an  applicant  for  medical 
relief  is  a " poor  person,”  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  invite  each  of 
their  Medical  Officers  to  furnish  in  ivntmg  a scale  of  ohaijes  foi 
attendance  upon  persons  whoso  circumstances  would  not  admit  ot 
their  paying  the  Doctor’s  usual  foes,  and  a copy  of  ovoiy  such  scale 
of  fees,  if  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  shall  be  suppbod 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  to  each  Guardian  of  the  Union, 
each  of  the  Wardens  and  Relieving  Officers  connected  with  the 
Medical  Officer’s  district.  Any  such  scale  of  iees  shall  be  regarded 
as  operative  until  withdrawn  by  the  Medical  Of^er.  . , , 

Ai-ticle  8 —Every  question  under  the  Medical  Chanties  Act  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Guardians  shall  he  determined  by  a majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  members  present  thereat  and  voting  on  the  question ; 
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and  when  there  shall  be  an  equal  number  of  votes  on  any  question, 
such  question  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  lost.  The  Presidincr 
Chairman  shall  be  entitled  to  give  one  vote  upon  each  question  that 
may  be  submitted  to  the  Guardians ; but  he  shall  not  under  any 
circumstances  be  entitled  to  give  any  additional  or  casting  vote. 

Article  9. — The  Board^  of  Guardians  shall  examine  and  consider  any 
RepoidrS  made  and  entered  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  his  Report-book 
(Form  I),  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Guardians,  and  give  the 
necessary  directions  thereon,  and  record  the  same  on  their  Minutes. 
The  Board  of  Guardians  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  shall 
arise,  _ receive  and  consider  the  Medical  Officer's  estimate  of  the 
medicines  and  medical  appliances  required,  and  of  the  quantities 
thereof  remaining  on  hand ; and  shall  forward  the  same,  or  a copy 
thereof,  to  the  contractor,  with  a requisition  for  the  articles  required, 
such  estimate  and  requisition  may  be  in  the  annexed  Form  M ; and 
shall  cause  a duplicate  copy  of  the  invoice  received  from  the  contractor 
on  each  occasion  to  be  foi-warded  to  the  Medical  Officer,  to  be  by  him 
filed  and  preserved  for  reference  at  the  dispensary. 

Article  10. — ^At  the  first  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Guardians  in 
each  month,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  conveniently  may  be  (or  more 
frequently  if  the  Guardians  so  arrange)  the  following  business  shall 
bo  conducted:  — 

(i.)  The  Board  of  Guardians,  or  a committee  of  the  Guardians 
delegated  for  the  purpose,  shall  examine  the  register  of  persons 
to  whom  medical  relief  shall  have  been  afforded  since  tlie  last 
examination  of  the  Book ; such  Register  to  be  in  the  Form  F, 
annexed  to  this  Order,  and  to  be  duly  entered  up  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Bispensaiy  District  and  produced  for  the  inspection 
of  the  Guardians. 

(ii.)  They  may  give  directions  regarding  all  persons  so  relieved 
as  aforesaid,  in  pursuance  of  their  powers  under  the  9th  section 
of  the  said  Act  of  the  Fifteenth  year  of  Her  Majesty;  and  such 
directions  shall  be  recorded  and  authenticated  in  the  several 
columns  of  the  Register,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the  Form 
F hereimto  annexed. 

(hi.)  They  shall  examine  the  Vaccination  Registers. 

(iv.)  They  shall  examine  the  copy  of  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Return  (Form  L)  laid  before  them  quarterly  in  pursuance  of  the 
direction  hereinafter  contained. 

(v.)  They  shall  examine  at  least  once  in  each  quarter  the 
accounts  of  expenses  incurred  for  the  several  Dispensaries,  and 
shall  consider  especially  the  expenditure  for  medicines — having 
regard  to  the  number  of  patients  under  treatment. 

(vi.)  Tliey  shall  make  due  and  adequate  aiTangements  for  the 
speedy  conveyance  to  and  from  the  workhouse  of  the  Medical 
Officer  s Books  and  Records,  and  shall  provide  the  necessary 
waterproof  boxes  or  wrappers  for  the  safe  transit  of  such 
documents. 

(vii.)  They  shall,  on  receiving  from  the  Medical  Officer  a 
report  in  the  Foim  H,  cause  same  to  lie  on  the  table  of  the 
board-room  for  a period  of  twenty-eight  days  for  inspection. 

Article  11. — The  Board  of  Guardians  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  directed  by  sealed  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  the  service  of  each  Dispensary  District;  and 
shall  upon  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  cause  the  same  to  be 
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reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  proceed  to  a new 
appointment. 

Article  12. — No  appointment  of  any  dispensary  officer  directed  to 
be  appointed  in  pursuance  of  any  order  issued  under  the  seal  of  ihe 
Local  Government  Board,  shall  be  made  unless  notice  that  such 
appointment  will  be  made  shall  have  been  given,  and  entered  on  the 
Guardians’  Minutes  at  a meeting  one  fortnight  at  least  preceding 
the  meeting  at  which  the  appointment  is  tO'  be  made,  and  imless 
an  advertisement  giving  notice  of  such  appointment  shall,  by  the 
direction  of  the  Guardians,  entered  on  their  Minutes,  be  published 
in  some  public  newspaper  circulating  in  the  District  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  day  on  which  such  appointment  is  to  be  made. 

Article  13. — Every  officer  to  be  appointed  for  a dispensary  district 
in  pursuance  of  any  order  under  the  seal  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  shall  be  appointed  by  a majority  of  the  Guardians  present, 
and  voting,  at  any  meeting,  in  the  manner  directed  in  Article  8 ; 
and  every  such  appointment  shall,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have 
been  made,  be  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Union,  who  shall,  without  delay,  forward  the  prescribed  quer)^ 
form,  duly  filled  up  and  signed.  A supply  of  query  forms  shall  be 
kept  in  stock  by  the  Clerk  to  enable  him  to  report  the  appointments 
of  the  several  Dispensary  Officers. 

Medical  Officer. 

Article  14. — The  qualification  of  every  Medical  Officer,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Guardians  for  the  seiwice  of  any  Dispensary 
District  shall  be  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  : — 

(i.)  He  shall  have  obtained  a Degree  in  Medicine,  or  a 
Diploma  or  Licence  to  practise  Medicine,  from  some  College  or 
other  body  that  may  be  authorized  to  grant  a Diploma  or 
Licence  to  practise  medicine  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  o-r  he 
shall  be  a Licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin,  or  of 
the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  London ; and  he  shall  have  obtained 
a Diploma  in  Surgery,  or  a Licence  to  practise  Surgery  from 
some  College  or  other  body  that  may  be  authorized  to  grant  a 
Diploma  or  Licence  to  practise  Surgery  in  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland,  and  also  a certificate  from  some  Board  or  Court  of 
Examiners,  or  other  body  duly  authorized  to  grant  the  same, 
of  his  possessing  a competent  knowledge  of  Midwifery. 

(ii.)  Provided  also  that  the  above  qualification  shall  not  be 
necessary  in  the  case  of  any  person  holding  the  office  of  Medical 
Officer  of  a Dispensary  District  at  the  date  hereof,  either  in 
respect  of  his  present  appointment  or  any  such  future  appoint- 
ment, or  in  the  case  of  any  person  who  shall  at  any  time 
previously  to  his  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  a Dispensary 
District  have  held  office  in  any  Union  in  Ireland,  either  as 
Medical  Officer  of  a Dispensary,  or  Medical  Officer  of  a 
Workhouse,  having  been  duly  qualified  for  such  office  at  such 
previous  time. 

(iii.)  lie  shall  be  registered  under  the  Medical  Act.  If  a 
medical  practitioner  has  been  duly  registered  since  the  Medical 
Act  of  1886  took  effect  (i.e.,  30th  June,  1887),  the  Local 
Government  Board  are  prepared  to  accept  such  registration  as 
evidence  of  sufficient  professional  qualification  for  the  post  of 
Medical  Officer  of  a Dispensary  District.

(iv.)  He  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  tAventy-onc  years. 

(v.)  A woman  possessing  the  requisite  professional  qualification 
is  eligible  for  appointment,  and  may  hold  office  as  P^Iedical  Officer 
of  a Dispensary  District  provided  she  is  of  the  prescribed  age. 

Article  15. — The  duties  of  every  Medical  Ofiicer  of  a Dispensary 
District  shall  be  as  follows;  that  is  to  say  : — 

(i.)  He  shall  attend  at  the  Dispensary  or  Dispensaries  of  the 
District  or  division  of  a District  under  his  charge,  on  such  days, 
and  at  such  hours  as  the  Local  G-overnment  Board  may  approve 
or  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  relief  to  any 
poor  person  applying  for  the  same,  and  presenting  a ticket  as 
hereinafter  pi’ovidcd,  and  for  the  Vaccination  of  all  persons  who 
may  come  to  him  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  continue  in 
attendance  thereat  daring  the  fixed  hours  and,  when  necessary, 
for  such  further  time  as  may  be  sufficient  to  permit  of  his 
discharging  properly  and  carefully  the  duties  devolving  upon 
him  as  Medical  Officer. 

(ii.)  He  shall  duly  and  punctually  attend,  either  at  the 
Dispensary  or  at  the  home  of  the  party  on  whose  behalf 
application  is  made  or  elsewhere,  as  the  case  may  require,  and 
shall  give  his  advice  and  assistance,  and  supply  all  necessary 
medicines,  including  the  use  of  surgical  appliances  to  every  poor 
person  in  the  District,  or  portion  thereof,  under  his  charge, 
whom — by  a ticket,  signed  by  a Guardian  of  the  Union,  or  by 
a Relieving  Officer  or  Warden,  acting  for  any  Electoral  Division 
included  in  such  District — he  shall  be  directed  to  attend  as 
Medical  Officer ; and  he  shall  continue  his  attendance  until  such 
attendance  is  no  longer  required,  or  until  the  ticket  be  withdrawn 
or  cancelled.  Such  tickets  shall  be  in  the  Form  E 1,  annexed 
to  this  Order,  when  medical  relief  is  directed  to  he  given  at  the 
Dispensary  only,  and  in  the  Foim  E 2,  annexed  to  this  Order, 
when  medical  relief  is  directed  tO'  be  given  at  the  home  of  the 
patient  or  elsewhere;  and  all  such  tickets  received  by  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  be  filed  by  him  at  the  Dispensary — ^the 
number  of  the  case  in  the  Register  (Form  F,  annexed  to  this 
Order),  being  marked  by  him  on  the  face  of  each  ticket,  before 
filing  it — and  shall  be  preserved  for  a.  period  of  at  least  two 
years.  A ticket  for  medical  relief  continues  in  force  (a)  until  it 
is  withdrawn  by  the  issuer  or  cancelled  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians  in  piu’suance  of  section  9 of  the  Medical  Charities 
Act,  or  (b)  until  the  patient  ceases  to  present  himself  at  the 
Dispensaiy  in  the  case  of  a ticket  in  the  Form  E 3.,  or  (c)  until 
the  termination  of  the  case,  if  the  ticket  he  a visiting  ticket  in  the 
Form  E 2,  in  which  case  the  Medical  Officer  is  bound  to  continue 
his  attendance  so  long  as  it  is  requisite.  If  any  patient,  in  tho 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer,  be  an  unfit  object  for  mcdic<al 
relief,  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
to  tho  issuer  of  the  ticket,  and  also  to  the  Guardians  at  their 
next  ordinary  meeting,  for  their  directions;  and  in  respect  of 
cases  of  cessation  of  attendance  by  a patient  at  the  Dispensaiy, 
the  Guardians  may  prescribe  a period  (of  at  least  a month)  for 
tho  guidance  of  tho  Mediciil  Officer,  during  which,  if  a patient 
ceases  to  attend,  he  should  be  considered  as  no  longer  under 
treatment.  , 

(iii.)  In  every  case  in  which  application  shall  be  made  to  him 
for  medical  relief,  other  than  Vaccination,  he  shall  require  to  be 
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furnislied  with  a ticket  signed  by  some  person  aiithorizod  to 
grant  it,  and  shall  not  afford  medicine  or  medical  appliances, 
except  in  urgent  cases,  before  the  ticket  has  been  presented; 
when  such  cases  occur,  thS  Medical  Officer  may  act  at  once  on 
his  own  responsibility,  but  he  should  require  the  applicants  in 
such  instances  to  procure  tickets  and  present  them  as  soon 
afterwards  as  possible. 

(iv.)  He  shall  give  a written  certificate  rnider  his  hand  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians,  or  the  Believing  Officer,  when  called  upon 
to  do  so,  of  the  state  of  health  of  any  dispensaiy  patient 
attended  by  him,  and  of  such  patient’s  fitness  or  unfitness  to  bo 
removed  to  any  Union  hospital,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(v.)  He  shall  keep  and  duly  enter  up  the  medical  relief  register 
according  to  the  Form  F,  hereunto  annexed,  and  all  other 
Registers  and  Records  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
presciibed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  submit  the 
same  to  the  Guardians  at  their  first  ordinaiy  meeting  in  each 
month,  or  at  such  other  times  as  the  Guardians  may  appoint. 

(vi.)  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  but 
not  less  frequently  than  once  in  three  months,  deliver  or  forward 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  an  estimate  (in  the  annexed  Form  M), 
of  any  medicines  and  medical  appliances  required. 

(vii.)  He  shall  carefully  compare  the  medicines  delivered  at 
the  Dispensary,  with  the  invoice  relating  thereto,  and  he  shall 
preserve  a copy  of  the  invoice,  and  submit  same  to  tho 
Guardians  and  to  the  Inspectors  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
whenever  required.  This  duty,  however,  is  to  be  assigned  to  the 
Compounder  of  Medicine,  where  one  is  employed. 

(viii.)  He  shall  send  peidodically  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union 
samples  of  dmgs  for  transmission  to  the  analyst. 

(ix.)  He  shall  vaccinate,  in  the  prescribed  manner,  all  persons 
who  may  come  to  him  for  that  purpose  at  the  Dispensary  or 
Dispensaries,  and  shall  do^  and  perform  all  such  other  acts  and 
things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  causing  such 
Vaccination  to  be  successfully  terminated : and  shall  attend  at 
such  convenient  places  within  each  Vaccination  District  formed 
by  the  Guardians,  at  the  times  fixed  and  approved  by  them,  for 
the  purpose  of  vaccinating  all  persons  who  may  come  to  him,  or 
whom  he  may  be  requested  to  vaccinate,  being  fit  subjects  for 
Vaccination ; \and  he  shall  keep  and  duly  enter  up  a Register,  in 
the  annexed  Form  G,  of  all  cases  of  successful  Vaccination 
performed  by  him  as  Medical  Officer  of  tlie  Dispensary  District.; 
and  submit  the  same  tO'  tire  Guardians  at  their  first  ordinary 
meeting  in  each  month,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  conveniently 
may  be.  Provided,  however,  that  in  any  ease  where  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Dispensary  District  is  also  the  Registrar  of  Births 
and  Deaths  for  the  District,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  him 
to  insert  in  the  said  Vaccination  Register  Form  G,  any  cases 
which  he  may  have  duly  entered  in  the  Register  of  Vaccination 
which  he  is  required  to  keep  in  j^ursuance  of  the  7th  section  of 
the  Act  26  & 27  Vic.,  cap.  52,  intituled  “An  x\ct  to  further 
extend,  and  make  compulsory  the  practice  of  Vaccination  in 
Ireland.” 

(x.)  He  shall  inspect  every  person  vaccinated  by  him  on  the 
eighth  day  after  the  operation  of  Vaccination  has  been 
perfonned,  and  also  on  such  other  days  as  may  be  necessary.

The  Report  which  he  is  required  by  the  said  Act  of  the 
Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  years  of  Her  Majesty,  to  make 
of  all  persons  successfully  vaccinated  by  him,  shall  be  made  by 
him  not  less  frequently  than  once^in  each  half-year  in  the  Form 
H,  hereunto  annexed,  and  the  Register  (Form  G),  referred  to 
therein,  shall  be  open  at  all  seasonable  times  to  inspection  by 
any  member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

(xi.)  He  shall  fonvard  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  on  the  31st 
day  of  March,  30th  day  of  June,  30th  day  of  September,  and 
31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  a RepoH  in  the  Form  P, 
hereunto  annexed,  containing  a-  complete  list  of  the  names  of  all 
children  registered  as  born  in  the  district,  who  are  over  three 
months  of  age,  and  who  do  not  appear  to  have  been  vaccinated. 

(xii.)  The  re-vaccination  of  persons  applying  for  the  purpose 
shall  be  limited  by  the  following  conditions : — 

1st.  That  the  marks  of  the  primary  Vaccination  are  not,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer,  sufficiently  numerous, 
distinct,  and  typical  to  afford  the  necessary  protection 
against  small-pox. 

2nd.  That  the  person,  although  well  vaccinated  primarily,  has 
attained  the  age  of  10  years,  or,  if  there  be  an  imme- 
diate danger  of  small-pox,  the  age  of  7 years. 

3rd.  That  the  person  has  not  before  been  successfully 
rej-vaccinated. 

4th.  That  there  are  no  circumstances  present  which  would 
render  the  operation  undesirable. 

(xiii.)  He  shall  submit  to  the  Guardians  at  their  first  ordinary 
Meeting  in  each  month,  or  at  such  other  times  as  the  Guardians 
may  appoint,  or  as  circumstances  may  render  necessary,  his 
Report  Book  (Form  I),  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  time  of  his 
arrival  at  and  departure  fi'om  the  Dispensary,  or  Dispensaries, 
of  the  District,  on  each  of  the  days  appointed  for  his  a.ttendancc 
thereat,  and  also  any  matter  which  he  may  deem  it  necessary 
to  bring  under  the  notice  of  the  Guardians,  who  will  take  into 
their  consideration  any  entry  which  shall  have  been  made  therein 
since  the  previous  exa.mination  of  the  Book. 

(xiv.)  If  there  bo  within  his  District  a bridewell  or  house  of 
correction  which  he  is  required  by  the  15th  section  of  the  said 
recited  Act  of  the  Fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty 
to  attend,  he  shall  submit  to  the  Guardians  not  less  frequently 
than  once  in  each  quarter,  in  the  Form  K,  hereunto  annexed, 
an  account  of  any  medicines  supplied  to  prisoners  and  inmates 
in  such  bridewell  or  house  of  correction. 

(xv.)  He  shall  forward  a return,  in  the  annexed  Form  L,  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  for  each  of  the  quarters  ending 
respectively  the  31st  day  of  March,  the  30th  day  of  June,  the 
30tli  day  of  September,  and  the  31st  day  of  December,  or  for 
and  at  such  other  periods  as  ma)^  be  from  time  to  time  directed 
by  the  Local  Government  Board ; such  returns  shall  be  for- 
warded immediately  (or  at  latest  within  twenty-one  days)  after 
the  close  of  each  quarter,  or  other  period  for  which  they  are 
directed  to  be  made,  and  a copy  thereof  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Guardians  at  their  next  ordinary  meeting. 

(xvi.)  In  the  event  of  the  occiurence  of  cases  of  an}^  infectious 
disease  in  the  District  under  his  charge,  he  shall  address  a Report 
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of  the  facts  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  call  upon  the  Sanitary  Authority,  without  delay,  to 
make  such  special  provision  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  or 
mitigate  the  evil. 

(xvii.)  He  shall  make  such  returns  appei’^taining  to  the  duties 
of  the  ofhce  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  or  by  the  Board  of  Guardians.  He  shall 
preserve  the  instruments  and  appliances  placed  in  his  custody  in 
o-Qod  order,  and  shall  also  keep  a complete  list  of  all  instruments 
provided  for  Dispensa-ry  use,  and  submit  the  list  periodically  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Union  for  examination.  In  the  event  of  his 
resigning  or  ceasing  to  hold  ofhce,  the  instruments  specified  on 
such  list  shall  be  handed  over  to  tlie  Clerk  of  the  Union. 

(xviii.)  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  or  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  any  neglect  or  failure  on  the  part  of 
the  Compounder  of  Medicine  or  the  Midwife  to  discharge  punc- 
tually and  properly  the  duties  appertaining  tO'  their  offices. 

(xix.)  He  shall  reside  in  a central  and  convenient  place  within 
the  Dispensary  District,  unless  the  Local  Government  Board,  on 
any  exceptional  and  suffi-cient  grounds,  dispense  with  this 
condition. 

(xx.)  He  shall,  if  so  required,  discharge  the  duties  of  certifying 
surgeon  under  Section  71  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
1878,  and  also  perform  any  other  duties  imposed  on  him  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  or  assigned  tO'  him  by  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

(xxi.)  He  shall  transact  the  duties  and  business  of  his  Dis- 
pensary District  with  due  regard  not  only  to  efficiency,  but  also 
to  economy. 

(xxii.)  He  shall  occupy  the  Dispensary  Residence  (if  any) 
provided  for  the  Dispensary  District  under  the  Act  42  and  43 
Vic.,  cap.  25,  and  shall  pay  such  reasonable  rent  in  respect 
thereof  as  the  Board  of  Guardians,  with  the  approval  of  tlie 
Local  Government  Bear'd,  may  determine. 

G onij^ounder  of  Med'icine. 

Article  16. — ^The  qualification  of  every  Compoimder  of  Medicine  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Guardians  for  the  service  of  any  Dispensary 
District  shall  be  as  follows;  that  is  to  say  ; — 

(i.)  He  shall  have  obtained  the  Licence  of  the  Apothecaries 
Hall,  Drrblin,  or  from  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  London,  or 
a certifreate  of  competency  to  compound  medical  prescriptions 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland, 
(ii.)  He  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Article  17. — The  duties  of  every  Compounder  of  Medicine  of  a 
Dispensary  District  shall  be  as  follows;  that  is  to  say  : — 

(i.)  He  shall  attend  at  the  Dispensary  or  Dispensaries  of  the 
District  on  such  days  and  at  such  fixed  hours  as  the  Local 
Government  Board  may  approve  or  direct,  and  shall  continue  in 
attendance  thereat  for  such  time  as  may  be  sufficient  to  permit 
of  his  compounding  the  prescriptio'ns  of  all  tire  patients  attended 
by  the  Medical  Officer  or  Medical  Officers. 
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(ii.)  He  shall  further  attend  at  the  Hisi^ensary  at  any  time, 
and  compound  the  medicines  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
for  any  urgent  case. 

(iii.)  He  shall  take  charge  of,  and  keep  carefully  and  safely,  as 
far  as  lies  in  his  power,  all  drugs,  medicines,  and  stores  provided 
by  the  G-uardians  for  use  in  the  Dispensary. 

(iv.)  He  shall  prepare  and  dis^Dcnse,  skilfully  and  cautiously,  all 
prescriptions  drawn  up  and  ordered  by  the  Medical  Officer  or 
Medical  Officers,  and  shall  punctually  supply  the  medicines, 
when  prepared,  to  the  persons  authorized  to  receive  them,  and 
shall,  when  so  required  by  the  prescriptions,  express  in  vodting, 
or  by  printed  labels,  the  proper  directions  to  accompany  the 
medicines. 

(v.)  He  shall  make  such  pharmaceutical  preparations  for  use 
in  dispensing-  medicines  as  he  may  be  recpiired  to  make  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Medical  Officer,  or  Medical  Officers. 

(vi.)  He  shall  keep  a record  of  all  prescriptions  so  compounded 
and  of  all  medical  and  surgical  appliances  issued  by  him  out  of 
stoclc  to  Dispensary  patients,  and  a.  suitable  book  for  the  pui'pose 
shall  be  provided  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Union. 

(vii.)  He  shall  prepare,  after  consultation  with  the  Medical 
Officer,  and  submit  for  Iris  signature,  the  necessa'ry  estimates 
and  requisitions  for  medicines. 

(viii.)  He  shall  record  in  a book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
at  each  Dispensary,  the  time  of  his  arrival  and  departure,  and 
shall  submit  such  book  at  least  once  in  each  month  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  to  be  transmitted  through  him  to  the  Guardians 
for  examination. 

(ix.)  He  sh.rll  discharge  the  duty  assigned  to  the  Medical 
Officer  under  Article  15,  par.  vii.  of  this  Order,  and  such  other 
duties  as,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the 
Guardians  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Midwife. 

Aiticle  18. — The  qualification  of  every  Midwife  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Guardians  for  the  service  of  any  Dispensary  District  shall  be  as 
follows;  that  is  to  say  : — 

(i.)  She  shall  liave  obtained  from  some  recognized  Lying-in 
Hospital  a certificate  as  to  her  proficiency  in  inidwifeiT'. 

(ii.)  Provided  also  that  the  above  qualification  shall  not  bo 
necessary  in  the  case  of  any  person  holding  the  office  of  Midwife 
of  a Dispensary  District  or  a Workhouse  at  the  date  hereof, 
either  in  respect  of  her  present  appointment,  or  any  such  future 
appointment,  or  in  the  case  of  any  person  who  shall  at  any  time 
previously  to  her  appointment  as  Midwife  of  a Dispensary 
District  have  held  office  in  any  Union,  either  as  Midwife  of  a 
Dispensary  or  Midwife  of  a Workhouse,  having  been  qualified 
for  such  office  at  such  previous  time. 

(iii.)  She  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty-five  years. 

Article  19. — The  duties  of  every  Midwife  of  a Dispensary  District 
shall  bo  as  follows ; that  is  to  say  : — 

(i.)  She  shall  reside  in  a convenient  place  in  the  District, 
within  easy  access  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

(ii.)  She  shall  obsei-ve  and  execute  .all  la.wful  orders  and  direc- 
tions of  the  Medical  Officer  aieplicable  to  her  office. 
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(iii.)  She  shall  duly  and  punctually  attend  all  cases  of  mid- 
wifery in  the  Dispensary  District  in  which  medical  relief  tickets 
are  issued,  and  shall  continue  in  attendance  on  each  patient  until 
her  services  are  no  longer  necessary. 

(iv.)  On  the  termination  of  these  cases  in  which  the  assistance 
of  the  Medical  Officer  has  not  been  called  for,  the  Midwife  shall 
report  the  result  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

(v.)  She  shall  keep  a Register  of  all  cases  attended  by  her, 
either  on  the  order  of  the  Medical  Officer,  or  on  Ticket  Form 
E 3,  and  a suitable  book  for  the  purpose  shall  be  provided  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Union.  This  Register  shall  be  submitted 
monthly  through  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Guardians  for 
examination. 

(vi.)  The  Midwife  is  prohibited,  under  penalty  of  dismissal, 
from  accepting  a fee  for  her  services  from  any  patient  in  the 
Dispensary  District  who  has  obtained  a medical  relief  visiting 
ticket,  or  who  is  entitled  to  medical  relief  under  the  Act  14  k 15 
Vic.,  cap.  68. 

Article  20. — A Visiting  Ticket  issued  in  the  Form  E 2 in  a case 
of  Midwifery  shall  cast  on  the  Medical  Officer  receiving  it  a full  and 
undivided  responsibility,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a Midwife  is 
officially  employed  in  the  district.  The  services  of  the  Midwife  shall 
not  relieve  the  Medical  Officer  from  his  responsibility,  but  are  placed 
at  his  disposal  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  relieve  himself  from 
the  necessity  of  attendance  in  cases  of  Natural  Labour  in  which  no 
difficulty  exists. 

The  following  course  shall  be  adopted  in  all  cases  in  which  Dis- 
pensary relief  is  required  by  Ticket  for  Women  in  Labour. 

The  Ticket  may  be  addressed  either  to  the  Medical  Officer  or  to 
the  Midwife,  at  the  option  of  the  patient. 

The  Ticket,  if  in  the  Form  E 2,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  who  shall  register  it,  and  ascertain  by  visiting  the  'patient  that 
the  case  is  one  of  Natural  Labour. 

If  it  should  appear  on  such  visit  that  the  case  is  likely  to  be 
attended  with  any  difficulty  or  danger,  the  Medical  Officer  shall  take 
charge  of  the  case  himself,  and  may  also  requisition  the  .services  of  the 
Midwife ; but  if  he  is  satisfied  that  the  case  is  one  of  Natural  Laboiu, 
it  will  only  be  necessary  for  him  to  place  the  Midwife  in  attendance, 
directing  her  that  should  any  thing  out  of  the  course  of  nature,  or 
dangerous,  arise,  she  is  immediately  to  call  for  his  assistance. 

The  Ticket,  if  in  the  Form  E 3,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Midwife, 
who  shall  duly  and  punctually  attend  thereon. 

If  in  any  case  attended  upon  a Ticket  (Form  E 2 or  Form  E 3) 
the  Midwife  finds  it  necessary  to  call  for  the  assistance  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  and  should  intimate  the  same  to  him,  he  must  immediately 
take  charge  of  the  case.  Cases  of  abortion  and  miscarriage  are  to  be 
regarded  as  midwifery  cases. 

Article  21. — 'Whenever,  in  the  course  of  his  attendance  upon  Dis- 
pensary patients,  a case  arises  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Officer  necessitates  his  obtaining  the  assistance  of  another  Medical 
practitioner,  the  Medical  Officer  may,  on  his  own  authority,  summon 
the  requisite  extra  professional  assistance,  and  shall  report  fully  the 
circumstances  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  following 
meeting.  If  the  Guardians  are  not  satisfied  that  the  extra  assistance 
was  necessary  they  may,  pending  the  reference  of  tlie  matter  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  decline  to  repay  the  Medical  Officer  the

consultant’s  fee,  if  the  fee  has  been  paid  by  him,  or  deduct  the 
amount  from  the  Medical  Officer’s  salary,  if  the  fee  has  been  paid 
otherwise.  The  matter  shall  be  forthwith  referred  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all 
parties.  Payments  made  by  the  Guardians  for  extra  services  rmder 
this  article  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  auditor  of  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

Article  22. — ^If  the  Medical  Officer  be  temporarily  incapacitated, 
by  illness  or  other  cause,  from  performing  his  duties,  he  shall 
immediately  communicate  with  the  Relieving  Officer  of  the  District, 
and  shall,  if  possible,  recommend  a Medical  practitioner  qualified  as 
provided  in  Article  14  of  this  Order,  to  perform  his  duties  during 
such  temporary  incapacity ; and  the  Relieving  Officer  shall  thereupon 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
Medical  Officer  pending  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  to 
whom  he  shall  report  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  name  of 
the  temporary  substitute  employed;  and  if  the  necessity  still  exists, 
the  Board  of  Guardians  shall  either  continue  such  employment,  or 
make  such  otlier  arrangements  as  they  shall  deem  fit  for  the  discharge 
of  the  Medical  Officer’s  duties  during  his  temporary  incapacity ; and 
for  the  time  during  which  such  temporary  substitute  shall  act  as 
Medical  Officer,  he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  shall  duly  enter  up  the  Books  of  the  Dispensary  for  such  time 
before  any  remuneration  that  may  be  agreed  upon  and  sanctioned  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  paid  to  him.  The  services  of  a 
Medical  practitioner,  who  woidd  reside  in  the  Dispensary  District 
while  acting  as  temporary  Medical  Officer,  should  be  secured  whenever 
practicable. 

Article  23. — The  Board  of  Guardians  shall  pay  to  the  Medical 
practitioner  employed  temporarily  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  as  aforesaid,  such  reasonable  remuneration  for  his 
services  as  the  Local  Government  Board  shall  approve  or  direct. 
The  Guardians  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  adopt  a scale  of  fees  to  be  allowed  for  extra  professional 
assistance  rendered  in  the  day  time  and  at  night,  and  a copy  of  such 
scale  shall  be  furnished  to  each  Medical  Officer  of  the  Union. 

Article  24. — The  Board  of  Guardians  shall  not  make  any  deduction 
from  the  salary  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  respect  of  any  payment 
made  by  them  under  Article  23  of  this  Order,  unless  with  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  approval  had  and  obtained. 

Article  25. — ^In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a Medical 
Officer,  provision  shall,  in  like  manner  as  provided  in  Article  22,  be 
made  by  the  Relieving  Officer  and  the  Guardians  for  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  by  a person  duly  qualified  in 
accordance  with  Article  14,  until  the  appointment  of  a Medical 
Officer  shall  have  been  duly  made,  in  accordance  with  Articles  12  and 
13  of  this  Order. 

Article  26. — Sick  leave  granted  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  a Medical  Officer, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  follo'wing  general  conditions:  — 

(i.)  Continuous  sick  leave  on  full  salaiy  shall  not  be  granted  for 
any  period  longer  than  six  months.  At  the  expiration  of  such  six 
months,  if  the  Officer  is  still  unfit  for  duty,  he  may  be  allowed  salary 
at  not  more  than  half  the  ordinary  rate,  and  that  for  a further 
period  not  exceeding  six  months.  After  twelve  months  continuous 
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sick  leave,  no  Officer  shall  be  paid  any  salary,  but  he  may,  m special 
drcumstances,  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
permitted  to  retain  his  position  without  salary  for  a fuither  period 
Lt  exceeding  six  months,  upon  the  expiration  of  which  time,  if 
u^ble  to  resume  duty,  he  shall  submit  his  resignation  to  the 

cTses  of  repeated,  but  not  continuous,  sick  leave  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  upwards  of  twelve  months  during  any  period  of 
eighteen  months,  shall  be  reported  specially  to  the  Local  ^vemment 
BMi-d,  who  shall  decide  what,  if  any,  payment  should  be  made  in 

respect  of  salary  during  sick  leave.  . 

Prolonged  sick  leave,  allowed  under  the  conditions  specified 
in  Paragraphs  (i.)  and  (ii.)  above,  shall  only  be  granted  in  a case  where 
a reasomble  hope  is  entertained  of  the  Officer  s being  able  to  resume 
the  discha-rge  of  his  duties. 


Board  of  Guardians. 

Article  27.— The  Board  of  Guardians  shall  pay  to  each  paid  0®“^ 
or  temporary  Medical  Officer,  duly  authorized  and  appointed  for  the 
aervico^of  a Dispensary  District,  such  salary  or  remuneration  as  the 
Local  Government  Board  may  from  time  to  time  approve  or  direct 
Tie  sum  due  to  each  Medical  Officer  for  Vaccination  or  Ke-vaccmation 
shall  towable  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  on  he  expiration  of 
twenty-ei^t  days  from  the  receipt  by  them  of  the  report  of

Article  28  -The  salary  of  each  paid  Officer  duly  JPPemted  for  the

Article  36. — (i.)  The  Local  G-overnmerLt  Bo'ard  may  publish,  at  the 
commencement  of  each  year,  Lists  of  authorized  Drugs,  and  also  Lists 
of  Medical  and  Surgical  Appliances  and  Requisites. 

(ii.)  The  Local  G-oveniment  Board  will  prescribe  a price  for  each 
of  the  articles  upon  their  Lists;  tenders  shall  be  at  the  prices 
prescribed,  and  persons  tendering  shall  be  required  to  state  the  per- 
centage of  abatement  which  they  will  be  prepared  to  give  on  the 
gross  cost  of  the  articles  purchased  during  the  year. 

(iii.)  Recoupment  from  the  Local  Taxation  (Ireland)  Account  will 
only  be  allowed  upon  drugs  and  other  articles  contained  in  the  Local 
Grovemment  Board’s  prescribed  Lists. 

(iv.)  Recoupment  will  not  be  sanctioned  until  the  Guardians  ob'tain 
a certificate  from  the  county  or  other  analyst  recognized  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  that  he  has  examined  samples  of  drugs  from  the 
Workhouse  and  the  various  Dispensaries  of  the  Union.  When  there 
has  been  any  departm-e  from  the  required  standard,  special  attention 
must  be  called  to  the  fact  in  the  certificate.

A,— LUNATICS. 

1.  The  duty  of  examining  dangerous  lunatics  is  cast  upon 
Dispensary  Medical  Officers  by  the  Acts  14  & 15  Vic.,  c.  68  (Medical 
Charities  Act);  30  & 31  Vic.,  c.  118;  and  38  k 39  Vic.,  c.  67. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  lOtli  section  of  30  & 31  Vic.,  c.  118, 
the  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  before  whom  any  person  is  brought, 
under  circumstances  denoting  a derangement  of  mind,  may  call  to 
their  a-ssistance — 

(a.)  The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Dispensary  Distadct  in  which  the 
Justices  shall  be  at  the  time  when  the  lunatic  is  brought  before 
them ; or 

(b.)  If  there  be  more  than  one  such  Medical  Officer,  the  nearest 
available  Medical  Officer  of  such  District ; or 

(r.)  If  there  be  no  such  Medical  Officer  available,  then  the  nearest, 
available  Medical  Officer  of  any  neighbouring  Dispensary 
District — 

to  examine  such  pei*son  with  a view'  to  certifying  whether  he  is  a 
dangerous  lunatic  or  dangerous  idiot.

lymph  for  the  performance  of  other  Vaccinations.  (Section  4 
of  42  & 43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 

(c.)  The  penalties  for  the  neglect  or  violation  of  the  above  require- 
ments are  : — a penalty  not  exceeding  20^.  for  preventing  the 
Medical  Officer  from  taking  lymph  from  a cliild ; and  a penalty 
nob  exceeding  20^.  for  neglecting  to  take  a child  to  bo 
vaccinated,  or  to  be  inspected  after  vaccination.  (Section  7 of 
42  & 43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 

(iii.)  Certificates. 

{a.)  A Certificate  of  successful  Vaccination  in  a prescribed  form  is 
to  be  delivered  by  the  Medical  Officer  (or  praotitioner),  who 
shall  have  performed  the  operation,  to  the  fa.bher  or  the  mother 
of  the  child,  or  to  the  person  having  the  care  or  custody  of  the 
child.  A duplicate  of  this  Certificate  is  to  be  transmitted  by 
•the  Medical  Officer  (or  practitioner) : — 

(1.)  bo  the  Registrar  of  Biid-hs  and  Deaths  of  the  District  within 
which  the  birth  was  registered ; 

(2.)  but  if,  after  due  inquiry,  such  District  is  not  known  to  the 
Medical  Officer  (or  practitioner),  or  if  the  birth  of  the  child 
has  not  been  registered,  the  duplicate  is  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  Registrar  of  blie  District  in  which  the  o'peration  was 
performed.  (Section  5 of  42  and  43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 
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[A  penalty  of  20s.  is  imposed  by  section  8 of  42  and  43  Vic.,  c.  70,  Penalty, 
on  the  Medical  Officer  or  practitioner  who  fails  to  perform  this  duty.] 

Note  1.— If  the  Medical  Officer  of  any  Dispensaiy  District  is  also  the  ^ be  enSre? 
Ee^istrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  of  that  District,  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  in  Register 
him  to  sign  one  certificate  to  be  delivered  to  the  father  or  mother  or  other 
person  as  aforesaid,  and  to  register  the  fact  of  such  vaccination  in  the  a^s  and  that 
manner  provided  by  section  7 of  26  and  27  Vic.,  c.  52.  prescribed  by 

2.  Wlion  a Medical  Officer  of  a District  is  also  the  Eegistrar  of  Births  ^eguEons. 

and  Deaths  of  such  Distnet,  it  is  his  duty  when  he  vaccinates  a person 

whose  birth  has  been  registered  in  another  district  to  forward  a certificate 

of  successful  vaccination  to  the  Registrar  of  the  District  in  wdiich  the  birth 
was  reo-istered,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  him  to  enter  the  case  in  tho 
Vaccination  Register,  Form  G,  which  he  is  required  to  keep  by  clause  ix. 
of  Article  15  of  the  Dispensary  Regulations,  instead  of  entering  it  in  the 
Vaccination  Register  which  is  prescribed  by  section  7 of  the  Act  26  & 27 
Vic.,  cap.  52. 

(h.)  If  a Medical  Officer’  or  practitioner  is  of  opinion  that  any  child  oertmeateof 
is  not  in  a fit  and  proper  state  to  be  successfully  vaccinated, 
he  may  deliver  a Certificate  to  that  effect,  in  a form  presenbed, 
to  the  father  or  mother,  or  the  person  having  the  care  or 
custody  of  such  child.  This  certificate  is  to  remain  in  force 
for  two  months,  and  fresh  Certificates  tO'  the  same  effect  may 
be  given  if  necessary.  (Section  4 of  26  and  27  Vic.,  cap.  52.) 

(c.)  If  any  Medical  -Practitioner  is  of  opinion  that  any  child  who  certificate  of 
has  been  vaccinated  by  him  is  insusceptible  of  the  Vaccine  {jjijy 
Disease,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  father  or  mother,  or  pei*son  vaccine  disease, 
having  the  care  of  such  child,  a Certificate  to  that  effect,  in  a 
prescribed  form.  (Section  6 of  26  and  27  Vic.,  cap.  52.) 

Before  a Public  Vaccinator  certifies  any  person  tO'  be  insus- 
ceptible of  Vaccination,  he  should  make  three  attempts  to 
vaccinate,  and  on  three  sepai’ate  occasions. 

(iv.)  Duties  of  Degistrar  of  Births  and  Deaths. 

(a.)  He  is  to  keep  a Register  of  cases  of  .successful  Vaccination  Register  of 
(Section  7 of  26  and  27  Vie.,  c.  62),  the  Certificates  of  which  to 

have  been  transmitted  to  liim  by  any  Medical  Practitioner,  be  kept. 
(Section  5 of  42  and  43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 

The  penalty  for  omitting  to  register  Vaccination  is  20s.  (Section 
10,  26  and  27  Vic.,  c.  52.) 

(/t.)  He  is  to  give  notice  of  the  requirements  of  Vaccination  in  a 

prescribed  form  to  the  father  or  mother  or  person  having  the  others  or  the 
care  of  a child  who  has  not  been  certified  to  him  as  having  o?^vSinaticm, 
been  vaccinated  within  three  months  after  the  birth  thereof. 

(Section  8 of  26  and  27  Vic.,  cap.  52  ; section  3 of  42  and  43  Vic., 
cap.  70.) 

Note. — In  prosecution  of  defaulters  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  prove 
that  the  notice  was  received  by  the  defendant.  (>Section  9 of  42  and  43 
Vic.,  cap.  70.) 

(^'.)  Every  Registrar  for  any  place  who  is  not  the  Dispensary  Transmission 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Distinct,  is  to  transmit,  once  ai  least  in  om^efsmuist 
every  month,,  to  each  Dispensary  Medical  Officer  whose  District  of  berths  and 
is  wholly  or  partially  comprised  in  such  place,  a return  of  all 
births  and  of  all  deaths  of  infants  nnder  12  months  of  age, 
wliich  have,  since  the  date  of  the  last  return,  been  registered 
by  such  Registrar  as  having  ocemTed  in  the  District  of  the 
Dispensary  Medical  Officer  to  whom  the  return  is  sent. 

(Section  11  of  42  and  43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 

Note. — Medical  Officers  who  are  noi  Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths 
will  thus  be  enabled  to  make  out  tho  quarterly  returns  of  Vaccination 
defaulters  (Form  P)  to  tho  Board  of  Guardians. 
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(v.)  Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

{a.)  The  Medical  Officer  is  entitled  to  be  paid  Two  Shillings  for 
every  person  successfully  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  by  him 
within  his  Dispensai*y  District,  provided  he  has  made  the 
required  Report  (Form  H of  the  Dispensary  Regulations)  to 
the  Board  of  Guardians.  (Section  6 of  42  and  43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 

(1).)  Guardians  shall  direct  proceedings  to  be  instituted  for  the 
pui'pose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Vaccination  lets.  The  Medical  Officer  of  any  Dispensary 
District,  who  may  be  required  by  the  Guardians  to  attend 
such  proceedings,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  in  addition  to 
his  actual  expenses,  such  sum,  not  exceeding  one  guinea  f.->r 
each  day's  attendance  required  and  given,  as  the  Com’t  shall 
certify ; these  expenses,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  tho 
prosecution,  which  the  Court  is  of  opinion  should  be  allowed, 
are  to  be  ascertained  and  cei-tified  by  the  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  or  one  of  them,  and  are  then  payable  out  of  the  Poor 
Rates  of  the  Union.  (Section  10  of  42  and  43  Vic.,  c.  70.) 

(c.)  The  practice  of  inoculation  with  small-pox  virus  (or  tho  attempt 
to  inoculate  with  such  viiais),  is  made  punishable  by  six 
months’  imprisonment.  (Section  4 of  31  and  32  Vic.,  c.  87.) 

Instructions  for  Vaccinators. 

4.  (1.)  Except  so  far  as  any  immediate  danger  of  small-pox  may 
require,  vaccinate  only  subjects  who  are  in  good  health.  As  regards 
infants,  ascertain  that  there  is  not  any  febrile  state,  nor  any  irrita- 
tion of  the  bowels,  nor  any  unhealthy  state  of  skin;  especially  no 
chafing  or  eczema  beliind  the  ears,  or  in  the  groin,  or  elsewhere  in 
folds  of  skin.  Do  not,  except  of  necessity,  vaccinate  in  cases  where 
there  has  been  recent  exposure  to  the  infection  of  measles  or 
scarlatina,  nor  whei’e  erysipelas  is  prevailing  in  or  about  the  place  of 
residence. 

(2.)  The  Vaccinator  must  keep  in  good  condition  the  lancets  or 
other  instruments  which  he  uses  for  vaccinating,  and  he  must  not 
use  them  for  any  other  purpose  whatever.  When  he  vaccinates  ho 
must  cleanse  and  sterilize  the  instniments  after  one  operation  before 
proceeding  to  another. 

(3.)  When  once  he  has  imsealed  a tube,  eitner  of  vaccine  or 
glycerinated  calf  lymph,  he  must  never  attempt  to  keep  any  part  of 
its  contents  for  the  purpose  of  Vaccination  on  a future  occasion. 

(4.)  Under  no  circumstances  should  the  mouth  be  applied  directly 
to  the  tube  in  which  the  lymph  is  contained,  for  the  purpose  of 
expelling  the  lymph.  An  artificial  blower  may  properly  be  used  for 
this  puipose.  The  lymph  may  be  blown  out  of  the  capillaiy  tube  on 
to  a clean  lancet  or  ivoi’y  point,  from  which  a sufficient  quantity  may 
be  taken  on  a lancet  or  other  vaccinating  instrument  for  each 
operation. 

(5.)  The  vaccine  on  an  ivory  point  having  been  slightly  moistened 
with  a small  drop  of  sterilized  water,  the  point  should  be  laid  flat  on 
the  surface  of  tho  arm  which  has  been  previously  scratched  by  what- 
ever instrument  is  used  for  vaccinating  with,  and  the  vaccine  should 
be  rubbed  into  the  scratches  firmly  and  slowly,  looking  occasionally  at 
tho  suiface  of  the  point  during  the  operation,  to  see  that  all  the 
vaccine  is  quite  removed  from  it. 

(6.)  The  child  should  be  kept  under  observation  until  the  spots  are 
perfectly  dry,  and  orders  given  that  the  vaccinated  portion  of  the 
arm  must  not  be  washed,  and  should  be  kept  free  from  all  pressure, 
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hurt,  or  in'itation.  Ou  uo  account  should  any  vaccination  shield  or 
protector  be  used  for  this  purpose.  All  ivory  pchnts  or  tubes  when 
once  used  should  be  destroyed. 

(7.)  Vaccination  should,  at  every  stage,  be  carried  out  with  aseptic 
precautions.  These  should  include  1st — ^the  cleansing  of  the  surface 
of  tire  skin  before  Vaccination,  hy  washing  it  well  with  plain  soap  and 
sterilized  water,  and  then  drying  it  with  a sterilized  towel.  A germi- 
cide should  not  be  used.  2nd — carefully  washing  the  vesicles  with 
sterilized  water  before  opening  them  to  obtain  vaccine.  3rd — the 
use  of  sterilized  instniments,  and  4th — -the  protection  of  the 
vaccinated  surface  against  extraneous  infection,  both  on  the  perform- 
ance of  the  operation  and  on  inspection  of  the  results. 

Advice  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken  in  this  respect  until  the 
crusts  have  fallen  off  and  the  arm  has  healed  should  always  be  given 
to  the  person  having  the  custody  of  the  child. 

(8.)  In  all  ordinary  cases  of  primary  Vaccination,  the  vaccinator 
must  aim  at  producing  foiu  separate  good-sized  vesicles  or  groups  of 
vesicles,  not  less  than  xralf  an  inch  from  one  another.  The  total  area 
of  vesication  resulting  from  the  Vaccination  should  not  be  less  than 
half  a square  inch. 

^(9.)  On  the  day  week  following  vaccination  each  vesicle  should  be  at 
least  this  size 

, , . and  the  total  area  of  vesication  slionkl  be  at 

least  this  size. 


(10.)  Never  either  use  or  furnish  lymph  which  has  in  it  any,  even 
the  slightest,  admixture  of  blood.  In  storing  lymph,  bo  careful  to 
keep  separate  the  chai'ges  obtained  from  difi'erent  subjects,  and  to 
affix  to  each  set  of  charges  the  name,  or  the  number  in  your  Register, 
of  the  subjects  from  whom  the  lymph  was  derived.  Keep  such  note 
of  all  supplies  of  lymph  which  you  use  or  furnish  as  will  always  enable 
you,  in  any  case  of  complaint,  to  identify  the  origin  of  the  lymph. 

(11.)  Never  take  lymph  from  cases  of  B, e-vaccination.  Take  lymph 
only  from  subjects  who  ai*e  in  good  health,  and,  as  far  as  you  can 
ascertain,  of  healthy  parentage ; prcfcri'ing  children  whose  families 
are  known  to  you,  and  who  have  elder  brothers  or  sisters  of  imdoubted 
healthiness.  Always  carefully  examine  the  subject  as  to  any  skin 
disease,  and  especially  as  to  any  signs  of  hereditary  syphilis.  Take 
lymph  only  from  well  characterised,  uninjured  vesicles.  Take  it  (as 
may  be  done  in  all  regular  cases  on  the  day  week  after  Vaccination) 
at  the  stage  when  the  vesicles  are  fully  formed  and  jjlump,  but  when 
there  is  no  perceptible  commencement  of  areola.  ' Open  the  vesicles 
with  scrupulous  care  to  avoid  drawing  blood.  Take  no’  lymph  which, 
as  it  issues  from  the  vesicles,  is  not  perfectly  clear  and  transparent, 
or  is  at  all  thin  and  watery.  Do  not,  under  crdinaiy  circumstances, 
take  more  lymph  from  a vesicle  than  will  suffice  for  the  immediate 
Vaccination  of  five  subjects,  or  for  the  charging  of  seven  ivory  points, 
or  for  the  filling  of  three  capillary  tubes ; and  from  larger  or  smaller 
vesicles  take  only  in  like  proportion  to  their  size.  Never  squeeze  or 
drain  any  vesicle.  Be  careful  never  to  transfer  blood  from  the 
subject  you  vaccinate  to  the  subject  from  whom  you  take  lymph. 

(12.)  Scrupnlo'usly  observe  in  your  in.spcctions  every  sign  which 
may  test  the  efficiency  and  purity  of  your  lymph.  Note  any  case 
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•wherein  the  vaccine  vesicle  is  unduly  hastened  or  otherwise  iiTegular 
in  its  development,  or  wherein  any  undue  local  irritation  arises ; and 
It  similar  results  ensue  in  other  cases  vaccinated  with  the  same  lymph, 
desist  at  once  from  employing  it. 

(13.)  Letters  of  application  for  lymph  should  he  addressed  as 
follows : —

Lymph  is  only  distributed  to  Kegistered  Medical  Practitioners,  and 
it  is  particularly  requested  that  the  name  and  address  of  the 
applicant  may  he  perfectly  legible. 

Estimate  and  Requisition  for  Medicines. 

5.  With  regard  to  the  periodical  Estimate  and  Requisition  for 
Medicines,  &c.  (Form  M),  it  appears  to  have  been  in  some  cases 
supposed  that,  on  each  occasion  when  an  Estimate  is  sent  in,  it 
should  contain  an  account  of  all  the  articles  in  the  Dispensary, 
which  would  involve  the  necessity  of  ta-king  stock  of  the  entire 
contents  of  the  Dispensary  on  every  such  occasion.  The  heading  of 
the  Form  of  Estim'ate  (M)  is,  “ Estimate  of  Medicines,  &c,, 
required  ” ; and  tlie  paiticulars  indicated  in  the  Form  need  only  bo 
filled  up  in  reference  to  those  Medicines,  &c.,  of  which  a further 
supply  is  required,  stating  in  the  respective  columns  for  the  purpose 
the  stock  remaining  (which  can  be  estimated  as  nearly  as  may  be), 
respectively,  and  the  furtlier  quantity  required. 

In  drawing  up  a Requisition  for  Medicines,  the  Medical  Officer 
should  only  apply  for  quantities  sufficient  for  use  during  the  following 
three  months.  He  should  keep  in  mind  that  many  Medicines  ai*e  of 
such  a perishable  nature  that  they  deteriorate  in  quality,  and  even 
become  inert  by  long  keejjing. 

The  Estimates  and  Requisitions  for  Medicines  are  to  be  made  out 
in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  transmission  to  the  Guardians,  and  one  to 
be  retained  at  the  Dispensary  for  comparison  with  the  supply  after- 
wards received,  the  Invoice  of  which  the  Local  Government  Board 
have  directed  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  to  forward  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  to  be  retained  and  filed  at  the  Dispensary  in  all  cases. 

With  a view  to  render  Leeches  as  efficacious  as  possible  for  Dispen- 
sary use,  as  well  as  on  the  ground  of  economy,  the  Local  Government 
Board  recommend,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
the  propriety  of  contracting  for  the  supply  of  Leeches  whenever 
practicable,  with  some  Apothecary  or  Druggist  residing  in  the  Union, 
from  whom  they  could  be  procured  without  much  delay,  and  at  such 
times  as  they  may  be  required. 

In  the  event  of  a.  Medical  Officer  requiring  to  be  supplied  with 
any  Medicine  or  Medical  or  Surgical  Appliance  not  comprised  in 
the  Lists  published  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  a distinct 
recqibisition  for  such  Article  should  be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer, 
stating  fully  the  circumstances  which  are  considered  to  render  the 
requisition  necessary,  but  the  cost  of  all  such  articles,  if  procui’ed  by 
the  Guardians,  -will  be  defrayed  entirely  from  the  rates. 

Articles  such  as  water  jugs,  wine  glasses,  basins,  towels,  lamps, 
candles,  lamp  oil,  soap  and  methylated  spirits,  provided  by  the 
Guardians  for  use  in  Dispensaries,  shall  be  obtained  from  the  ordinai-y 
contractors,  and  not  from  the  medicine  contractors.

Fixing  Scam  of  Payment  of  Clekks  and  Collectors  of  Poor  Rate  of 
tie  several  Poor  Law  Unions  in  Ireland  for  services,  in  1898, 
under  Oie  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  Registration 
Ireland  (Transitory)  Rules,  1898. 


To  the  Gdardi.ans  of  the  Poor  of  the  several  Poor  Law  Unions  in 
Ireland  ; to  the  Clerks  and  Collhctors  of  Poor  Rates  of  the 
said  Unions  ; and  to  all  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern  : 

WHEREAS  by  Section  1,  Sub-sections  1 and  2,  of  the  Parliamentary 
Registration  Expenses  (Ireland)  Act,  1890,  it  is  enacted  that 

(1.)  The  clerks  and  collectors  of  poor  rates  of  the  several  poor 
law  unions  in  Ireland  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  ^ and  for 
expenses  incurred  by  them  iu  execution  of  the  duties  required  to  be 
discharged  by  them  respectively  in  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Representation  of  the  People  Acts  as  that  expression 
is  defined  in  section  eight  of  the  Representation  of  the  People  Act, 
1884,  for  which  payment  is  not  provided  by  the  said  Acts. 

(2.)  The  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  may  from  time  to 
time  make  orders,  and,  when  made,  revoke,  alter,  or  amend  the 
same,  and  make  new  orders  instead  of  any  orders  revoked,  fixing 
a scale  according  to  which  the  payment  for  .such  services  and  ex- 
penses shall  be  made. 

And  Whereas  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  deem 
it  expedient  to  fix  a Scale  according  to  which  the  Clerks  and  Collectors 
of  Poor  Rates  of  the  several  Poor  Law  Unions  in  Ireland  shall  after 
the  making  of  this  Order  be  paid  for  their  services,  in  the  year  1898,  in 
carrying  into  execution  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  the 
Registration  Ireland  (Transitory)  Rules,  1898  : 

Now  Therefore,  We  do  hereby  dii’ect  that  the  fecale  accoidiiig  to 
which  the  Clerks  and  Collectors  of  Poor  Rates  of  the  several  Poor  Law 
Unions  in  Ireland  .shall  after  the  making  of  this  Order  be  paid  for  then- 
services  in  the  year  1898,  in  carrying  into  execution  the  Registration 
(Ireland)  Act,  1 898,  and  the  Registration  Ireland  (Transitory)  Rides, 
1898,  sliall  be  as  follows,  viz. 


Scale. 

(1.)  The  Clerk  of  each  Union  shall  bo  paid  at  the  rate  of  Ton 
Shillinc's  for  each  liundred  ratings  in  such  Union,  up  to  ten  thousand 
such  ratings,  and  at  the  rate  of  Five  Shillings  for  eacli  iumdred  such 
ratings  over  ten  thousand  ratiugs. 

(2.)  Each  Collector  of  Poor  Rates  shall  be  paid 

(a  ) If  Requisition  Forms  were  completely  served  a second  time  in  all 

^ the  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  District  of  which  he  is  Collector, 
at  the  rate  of  Tweh  o Shillings  for  each  hundred  ratings  in 
such  District. 

(b ) If  Requisition  Forms  were  completely  served  a second  time  only 
in  some  Electoral  Divisions  in  the  District  of  which  he  is 
Collector,  at  the  rate  of  Twelve  Shillings  for  each  liundred 
ratings  in  the  portion  of  his  District  comprised  in  sucli  Elec- 
toral Divisions, 
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(c.)  If  Kequisition  Forms  were  not  completely  served  a second  time 

that  is  to  say,  if  such  Forms  were  not  served  a second  time  on 
every  person  on  whom  they  sliould  be  so  served — in  any 
Electoral  Division,  the  remuneration,  if  any,  to  be  allowed  to 
the  Collector  in  respect  of  such  service  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Guardians  of  the  Union  of  whicli  he  is  Collector. 

Provided  that : — 

(1.)  The  Clerks  and  Collectors  of  Poor  Kates  of  the  North  and 
South  Dublin  Unions  shall  receive  no  such  payment  in  respect  of 
ratings  comprised  within  the  Municipal  District  of  Dublin. 

(2.)  In  any  case  in  which  the  same  person  is  separately  rated  in 
respect  of  laud  and  of  buildings  included  in  one  and  the  same 
holding,  the  said  separate  ratings  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  one 
rating  only  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  number  of  ratings  in 
a Union  or  Poor  Pate  Collector’s  District  when  ascertaining  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  and  to  the  Collectors,  respectively, 
in  pursuance  of  this  Order.

Scale  OP  Expenses  at  Eiest  Elections  of  County  and  Rural  District 
Councillors  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898. 

Whereas  by  Section  C of  tlie  Soiiedule  to  an  Order  made  under 
Section  104  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  on  the 
twenty-second  day  of  December,  1898,  by  His  Excellency  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  in  Council,  it  is  ordered  that  the  Exj)enses  oi  any  Election 
under  the  Act  shall  not  exceed  the  scale  fixed  by  the  Countv  Council 
with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  in  the  case  of

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  (IRELAND)  ACT,  1898. 

Whereas  by  Section  49  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act, 
1898  it  is  provided  that  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  are 
to  prescribe  rules  in  accordance  with  which  the  Commissioner  of  Valua- 
tion is  to  make  a report  as  to  the  poor  rate  and  county  cess  in  the 
standard  financial  year : 

Now,  Therefore,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do 
hereby  order  and  prescribe  as  follows  ; — 

1.  The  amount  which  shall  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  as  having  been  raised  in  the  whole  of 
Ireland  by  poor  rate  and  county  cess  during  the  standard  financial  year 
shall  be  ascertained  by  the  Commissioner  of  Valuation  from  the  returns 
made  to  him  by  the  Boards  of  Guardians  and  Grand  Juries  of  the  rates 
and  cess  made  or  applotted  during  the  standard  year,  after  making  such 
corrections  therein  as  may  appear  to  him  to  be  required  on  the  exami- 
nation of  the  same  or  by  reason  of  any  further  information  obtained  by 
him  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  any  local  authority,  or  otherwise. 

In  determining  the  amount  to  be  taken  as  having  been  raised  as 
aforesaid  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  the  amount  of  the  said  rates 
certified  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  have  been  declared  irrecover- 
able during  the  standard  year  shall  be  deducted.  The  Commissioner  of 
Valuation  shall  take  into  consideration  any  alteration  in  the  area  of  the 
County  or  other  district  of  the  local  rating  authority  made  since  the 
commencement  of  the  standard  financial  year,  and  any  other  special 
circumstances  affecting  the  amount  baken  to  be  raised  during  the  jmar. 

2.  The  Commissioner  of  Valuation  shall  apportion  the  amount  so 
taken  as  having  been  raised  between  agricultural  land  as  defined  by  the 
Act,  and  all  other  rateable  l)ereditaments  respectively  according  to  the 
valuation  given  in  the  valuation  lists  issued  before  the  Summer  Assizes 
of  1896.

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  us  by  the  Poor  Relief 
(Ireland)  Act,  1838,  and  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  We,  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do  hereby,  from  the  25th  day  of 
March,  1899,  rescind  all  Orders,  and  all  siicli  parts  of  any  Orders, 
now  in  force,  as  relate  to  the  keeping,  examining,  closing,  auditing, 
or  otherwise  dealing  with  the  Accoruits  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor 
of  the  several  Unions  named  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereunto 

annexed :

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And  We  lierob}'  Order  a.nd  direct  as  follows:  — 

Article  1.— Tliis  Order  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  “The  Union 
Accounts  Order,  1899.” 

Article  2. — The  several  regulations  in  this  Order  contained  shall, 
fiom  and  after  the  25th  day  of  March,  1899,  be  observed  in  regard  to 
the  accounts  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several  Unions 
named  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  “ the  Guardians,”  and  of  their  Committees  and  Officers,  and  in 
regard  to  the  audit  of  such  accotmts,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Local 
Government  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  assent  to  any  departure 
from  such  regulations.

Article  4. — The  Clerk  shall  punctually  enter  up  and  accurately

The  Minute  Book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  statistical 
information  laid  before  the  Guardians  relating  to  the  inmates  of  the 
Workhouse,  and  the  state  of  the  Finances  of  the  Union;  Minutes  of 
all  Proceedings  of  the  Guardians  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  given  in  any  Order  of  the  Local  Governnient  Board  for 
the  time  being  in  force  regulating  such  proceedings.  The  Financial 
transactions  shall  be  entered  together  in  the  first  part  of  the  Minutes 
of  each  Meeting  (Forms  1 {a)  and  1 (6)  ).

The  Receipts  reported  to,  and  the  payments  ordered  at  the  Stated

With  a reference  to  the  pages  or  folios  of  the  Financial  Statement 
Books  and  General  Ledger  from  which  the  said  totals  are  posted  or 
transferred. 

And  with  reference  to  evei’y  Loan  obtained  by  the  Guardians,  there 
shall  be  kept  in  tlie  Geneiul  Ledger  separate  Accounts  under  the 
following  heads : — 

1.  Lender’s  Loan  Account. 

2.  Individual  Loan  Account,  the  transactions  in  which  are  to  be 

shown  in  the  Abstract  of  Accounts  (Form  35b)  certified  by 

the  Auditor. 

The  Ledger  Account  for  Clothing  and  Bedding  shall  be  balanced, 
and  the  amount  to  be  charged  in  respect  of  wear  and  tear  shall  be 
ascertained,  not  by  charging  a certain  sum  per  head  per  day  for  each 
inmate,  but  in  the  following  manner.  On  the  Debit  side  of  the 
Account  will  appear  the  Balance  brought  forward  representing  the 
value  of  stock  on  hands  at  the  close  of  the  last  half  year,  and  also  the 
payments  posted  from  the  Financial  Statement  Book  of  Expenditure, 
and  transfers  from  other  Ledger  Accounts  representing  Clothing  and 
Bedding  brought  into  stock  during  the  half  year.  At  the  close  of 
each  half  year  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  tO'  see  that  a careful 
and  accurate  inventory  is  taken,  and  a valuation  made  by  a competent 
person  to  be  appointed  by  the  Guardians  at  such  remuneration  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  shall  sanction.  The  Credit  side  of  the 
Account  shall  be  closed  with  a Balance  equal  to  the  value  of  the 
stock  in  hand  as  so  ascertamed,  and  the  difference  between  that 
Balance  and  the  total  of  the  Debit  side  of  the  Account  shall  be  shown 
in  and  transferred  from  the  Account  bo  the  debit  of  the  Union 
Fund  Account  as  the  sum  chargeable  in  respcob  of  the  we-ar  and  tear 
of  Clothing  and  Bedding  during  that  half  year. 

Where  the  Union  is  divided  between  more  than  one  County  or 
Comity  Borough  the  Clerk  shall  either  separately  or  in  distinct 
columns  in  the  Union  Fund  Accoimt,  keep  an  account  with  the 
Council  of  each  County  or  County  Borough,  showing  the  transaction  > 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  with  each  Council.

(4.)  The  Oedek  Check  Book  (Form  4).  This  book  shall  contain 
all  orders  given  by  the  Guardians  for  provisions,  stores,  repairs,  and 
for  other  articles  or  work,  and  particulars  of  such  orders,  and  forms 
of  the  invoices  to  accompany  commodities  supplied,  or  to  be  dehvered 
when  work  is  done;  such  orders,  when  signed  by  the  Clerk,  together 
with  the  form  of  invoice,  shall  be  detached  from  the  said  book,  and 
issued  to  the  tradesmen  or  other  persons  dealt  with  or  employed,  to 
be  returned  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  described  thereon ; and 
the  particulars,  certified  by  the  Clerk’s  initials,  shall  be  retained  in 
the  said  book.  The  consecutive  numbers  of  such  Orders  shall  be 
printed. 

(5.)  The  Check  Books  op  Admissions  into  (Form  5),  and  Dis- 
CHAEGES  PROM,  the  Workhouse  (Form  6),  shall  contain  the  orders  of 
the  Guardians  for  such  admissions  and  discharges  respectively,  and 
counterparts  of  such  Orders : such  Orders  to  be  detached  from  the 
said  books,  and  to  be  directed  to  the  Master,  and  the  counterparts 
shall  be  retained  in  the  same.  On  admitting  or  discharging  inmates 
on  such  Orders  the  Master  shall  enter  at  foot  of  same  the  da.te  of 
admission  or  discharge,  and  the  meal  before  which  admission  took 
place,  or  the  meal  after  which  discharge  took  place,  as  the  case  may 
b©. 

(6.)  The  Out-dooe  Relief  Oedbr  Book  (Form  7).  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  applications  for  relief  ha.ve 
been  adjudicated  upon  by  the  Guardians,  with  a Minute  of  the  Order 
made  on  such  application  in  each  case,  the  particulars  being  set  forth 
in  the  said  Form. 

(7.)  The  Out-dooe  Relief  Register  (Form  8),  in  which  shall  be 
punctually  entered  from  time  to  time  the  names  and  descriptions  of 
the  several  persons  relieved  out  of  the  Workhouse,  and  other 
particulars,  according  to  the  said  Form.  When  the  names  of  any 
persons  are  entered  in  this  Register,  they  shall  be  forthwith  trans- 
ferred to  an  alphabetical  index. 

(8.)  The  Odt-door  Relief  Admission  and  Discharge  Book  (Form 
9),  in  which  it  shall  be  punctually  entered  from  time  to  time  from  the 
Application  and  Report  Book,  and  the  OuGdoor  Relief  Lists,  and 
from  Returns  to  be  made  by  each  Relieving  Officer,  the  names  and 
other  particulars  of  all  persons  admitted  to  or  discharged  from  Out- 
door Relief,  according  to  the  said  Form. 

Accounts  to  he  kept  hy  the  Master  of  the  Workhouse. 

Article  5. — The  Master  shall  punctually  enter  up  and  accurately 
keep  the  following  Books  of  Account,  namely ; — 

(1.)  The  In-door  Relief  Register  (Form  10).  When  the  names 
of  any  persons  are  entered  in  tliis  Register  they  shall  be  forthwith 
transferred  to  an  aliihabetical  index. 

(2.)  The  Separate  Register,  and  Account  of  Relief  given  by  way 
of  Loan  (Form  11). 

(3.)  Tlie  Indoor  Admission  and  Discharge  Book  (Form  12). 

(4.)  The  Record  of  Births  (Form  13). 

(5.)  The  Record  of  Deaths  (Form  14). 

(6.)  The  In-door  Weekly  Relief  List  (Form  15). 

(7.)  The  Diet  Class  Book  (Form  16). 

(8.)  The  Daily  Diet  Book  for  the  Sick  (Form  17). 

(9.)  Tlie  Provision  Check  Account  (Form  18). 

(10 ) Tlie  Provision  Receipt  and  Consumption  Account  (Form 
19).  ' 
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(11.)  The  Weekly  Abstract  (Form  20)  of  Provisions  and 
Necessaries  received  and  consumed  in  the  Workhouse,  and  the 
Summary  of  the  Abstract  (Form  21).  A copy  of  these  Records  is 
to  be  made  by  the  Master  after  the  close  of  each  half-year,  and 
forwarded  to  the  Auditor  by  the  Clerk  at  the  same  time  as  the  other 
Abstracts  (Forms  34  and  35)  are  being  forwarded. 

(12.)  The  Clothing  Material  and  Conversion  Book  (Form  22). 
An  Abstract  of  Materials  received  and  converted,  following  as  far  as 
applicable,  the  lines  of  Fo'rm  21,  shall  be  made  by  the  Master,  and 
forwarded  to  the  Auditor  by  the  Clerk  at  the  same  time  as  the  other 
Abstracts  (Forms  34  and  35)  are  being  forwarded. 

(13.)  The  Clothing  Receipt  Book  (Form  23)  in  which  shall  be 
inserted  an  account  of  the  made  up  Bedding  or  Clothing,  received 
either  from  tradesmen,  or  from  the  Clothing  Material  Store,  for  the 
use  of  the  Workhouse. 

(14.)  The  Inventory  Book  (Form  24).  The  Master  shall  see  that 
the  initials  of  the  officer  in  charge,  and  the  certificate  of  each  incom- 
ing officer  are  duly  entered  in  this  Book  in  the  proper  place. 

(15.)  The  Labour  Book,  in  which  shall  be  inserted  the  description 
and  quantity  of  work,  if  any,  performed  -by  each  Pauper  daily,  with 
such  particulars  as  may  exhibit  the  state  and  mode  of  employment 
ill  the  Workhouse. 

(16.)  Tlie  Workhouse  Farm  Account  (Form  25);  which  shall  be 
made  up,  and  closed  at  the  end  of  each  half-year,  with  the  value  of 
Stock  on  hand  ascertained  by  Stocktaking  and  Valuation,  as  in  the 
case  of  Clothing  and  Bedding. 

Accounts  to  he  kept  hy  the  Believing  Officers. 

Article  6.-— -Every  Relieving  Officer  shall  enter  up  and  accurately 
keep  the  following  Books  of  Account,  namely:  — 

(1.)  The  Application  and  Report  Book  (Form  26). 

(2.)  The  Order  Check  Book  for  Out-door  Relief  in  Kind  (Form 
27),  which  shall  contain  all  Orders  issued  by  the  Relieving  Officer  for 
Out-door  Relief  in  kind,  whether  provisional  or  otheiwise.  This 
Form  may  be  modified  or  dispensed  with  in  any  Union  where  special 
arrangements  have  been  made,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  for  the  Administration  of  Out-door  Relief  in 
Kind. 

(3.)  The  Out-door  Relief  List  (Form  28).  In  the  checking  of  the 
Weekly  Account  of  each  Relieving  Officer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Clerk  to  see  that  no  credit  is  taken  by  the  Relieving  Officers  for  relief 
given  ill  kind  which  is  not  duly  vouched  by  the  production  of  the 
certificate  and  receipt  of  the  Trader  on  Form  27. 

(4.)  The  Weekly  Receipt  and  Expenditure  Book  (Form  29). 

(5.)  In  addition  to  the  said  Books,  the  Relieving  Officer  shall 
make  out,  at  the  end  of  each  half-year  a list  (Form  30)  of  all  persons 
relieved  in  his  district.  The  Clerk  shall  have  this  list  printed,  and 
shall  cause  copies  of  the  same  to  be  posted  in  such  public  places, 
and  to  be  otherwise  published  throughout  the  Union,  as  the 
Guardians  shall  direct. 

Account  to  he  kept  hy  the  Medical  Officer  and  Head  Nurse  of  the 
Workhouse. 

Article  7. — The  Medical  Officer  and  the  Head  Nurse  of  the 
Workhouse  shall  enter  up  and  accurately  keep  the  several  portions  of 
the  Weekly  Medical  Return  Book  (Form  31),  as  indicated  on  the 
said  Form. 
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Examination  and  Settlement  of  Accounts. 


Article  8.  (1.)  No  payments  shall  be  made  unless  by  an  Order  of 
the  Board  at  a Stated  Finance  Meeting  held  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Except  in  the  case  of  advances  made  to  Union  Officers  for  Out-door 
Belief,  or  to  the  Clerk  for  petty  cash,  the  payments  made  at  each 
Stated  Finance  Meeting  shall  be  in  respect  of  goods  supplied,  work 
done,  or  liabilities  incuiTed  not  later  than  the  close  of  the  preceding 
month.  The  second  meeting  of  the  Guardians  in  each  month  shall 
be  the  Stated  Finance  Meeting.  The  Keceipts  reported  by  the 
Treasurer  to  the  Guardians,  and  the  payments  ordered  by  them,  at 
each  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  shall  be  kept  distinct,  and  shall  be 
entered  and  totalled  on  a separate  Statement.  At  the  Ordinary 
Meeting  next  following  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  the  Statements 
having  been  first  certified  at  foot  by  the  Clerk,  shall  be  submitted  for 
confirmation  by  the  Guardians,  and,  when  examined  and  confirmed, 
shall  be  signed  at  foot  by  the  Chairman  of  the  meeting. 

(2.)  The  Order  issued  in  favour  of  each  Believing  Officer  shall  be 
of  such  amount  as  will  provide  for  his  estimated  expenditure  on  Out- 
door Belief  during  the  ensuing  month,  provided  it  be  not  more  than 
£30.  Where  the  expenditure  is  estimated  tO'  exceed  this  sum,  the 
amount  to  be  advanced  should  be  so  divided  between  two  or  more 
separate  orders,  that  the  amount  of  any  one  order  shall  not  exceed 
the  estimated  expenditure  for  a fortnight ; and,  where  more  than  one 
such  Order  is  issued  at  the  same  Stated  Finance  Meeting  to  the  same 
Believing  Officer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  the 
orders  in  such  manner  that  no-  Believing  Officer  shall,  at  any  one 
time,  have  in  hands  a larger  balance  than  will  provide  for  a fort- 
night’s estimated  expenditure. 

(3.)  No  bill  or  demand  against  the  Union  exceeding  £1  shall  be 
paya-ble  at  any  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  unless  and  until  it  shall  have 
been  allowed,  either  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  or  by  some  Com- 
mittee or  person  specially  authorized  by  them  for  that  purpose,  nor 
unless  it  shall  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  two  clear  days 
at  the  least  before  the  day  of  such  meeting.  All  payments  out  of  the 
Uiiion  Fund  exceeding  £1  shall  be  made  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall, 
unless  made  in  pursuance  of  the  specific  requirement  of  any  Act  of 
Parliament,  or  of  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  or  other 
competent  authority,  be  made  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  Board 
of  Guardians  (Form  32),  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  two  Guardians 
present  at  a Meeting  of  the  Board,  and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk. 

(4.)  Payments  not  exceeding  £1  by  the  Clerk,  in  respect  of  petty 
disbui'sements,  made  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  or  on 
liis  own  authority  in  case  of  urgency,  are  to  be  brought  into  the 
Financial  Statement  Book  of  Expenditui’e,  in  the  following  manner. 
Having  regard  to  the  average  amount  of  such  payments,  the 
Guardians  shall  fix,  as  a nonnal  balance,  a sum  which  will  be  sufficient 
to  meet  all  such  payments  for  one  month.  At  each  Stated  Finance 
Meeting  the  Clerk  shall  produce  a list  of  his  expenditure  since  the 
last  settlement  of  his  account,  classified  on  the  lines  of  the  Financial 
Statement  Book,  with  vouchers,  and,  the  Guardians  having  examined 
the  li^  and  vouchei^  shall,  by  the  issue  of  an  order  for  the  total 
amount  of  such  expenditure,  reinstate  his  balance  at  the  normal 
amount,  and  the  expenditure  shall  be  classified  in  the  Financial  State- 
jnent  Book  in  the  same  way  as  all  other  expenditure. 
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(o ) Aiter  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting  of  the  Guardians,  the 
Clrai  shall  forthwith  deliver,  or  transmit  by  post,  to  every  person  in 
whose  favour  a payment  is  so  ordered  at  the  said  Meeting,  a negoti- 
able paying  order  or  advice  (Form  33).  duly  signed  by  him. 

(6  ) All  bills  and  demands  shall  be  brought  in  within  six  days  at 
the  furthest  after  the  expiration  of  the  half-year  in  which  they  were 
incurred  and  shall  be  forthwith  examined,  and  shall  be  paid  at  the 
next  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  and  be  included  in  the  accounts  of  the 
half-year. 

(7.)  The  Clerk  shall,  before  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  procure 
from  the  Treasurer  a statement  of  the  sums  of  money  and  Paying 
Orders  which  the  Treasurer  shall  ha.ve  received  and  paid  since  his  last 
statement,  and  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  said  Meeting;  and  the 
Chairman' of  the  Board  shall  affix  his  signature  to  the  said  book  or 
statement  of  the  TreasSurer,  when  the  accuracy  thereof  shall  have 
been  ascertained. 

(8.)  The  Clerk  shall  enter  from  the  Treasurer’s  Book  in  the  proper 
column  of  the  Financial  Statement  Book  of  Exjoenditure  (Form  3) 
the  date  on  which  the  amonnt  of  each  Paying  Order  was  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  as  appearing  in  the  Treasurer’s  Book. 

(9.)  Tlie  Board  of  Guardians,  in  the  examination  and  passing  of 
bills,  shall  refer  to  the  countci-parts  in  the  Order  Check  Book  (Form 
4)  of  the  Orders,  sanctioning  the  expenditure,  and  shall  in  all  cases 
require  the  party  to  whom  the  order  was  issued  to  produce  it. 

Clou'urj  AcconnU,  TIalf-yearhi  AUtraeU  and  Audit. 

Article  9.— The  Clerk  shall  make  up  and  balance  the  Accounts  of 
the  Union  at  the  end  of  every  half-year  ending  on  the  Thirtieth  day  of 
September  and  the  Thirty-first  day  of  March,  and  shall  prepare  there- 
from, and  from  the  other  records  of  the  Union,  an  Abstract  (Forms 
34  {a)  and  34  (&),  containing  Statistical  Statements  and  other 
particulars,  indicated  thereon,  and  shall  also  make  up  an  Abstract 
(Forms  35  {a),  35  (/;),  and  35  {c) ).  containing  Financial  Statements 
and  other  particulars  indicated  thereon.  One  copy  of  each  of  the 
said  Abstracts  shall  bo  forwarded  to  the  Auditor  appointed  for  the 
Union,  within  one  month  after  the  close  of  the  half-year.  ^ 

Ai-ticle  10.— The  Auditor  shall  give  to'the  Clerk  ten  clear  days 
notice  (Form  36)  of  the  day  appointed  for  auditing  the  Accounts  of 
the  Union,  and  the  Clerk  shall,  after  receiving  such  notice,  give  six 
dear  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  such  audit  shall  be 
held  ill  the  following  manner:  — 

(ft.)  By  causing  to  be  exhibited  on  the  external  gate  or  dooi  of 
the  Workhouse  a notice  (Form  37),  and  by  continuing  the 
same  so  exhibited  until  the  day  appointed  for  such  audit. 
{h.)  By  an  advertisement  in  the  same  fo-nn  in  some  one  or  more 
of  the  public  newspapers  circulating  in  the  Union. 

The  Clerk  shall  also  give  due  notice  to  the  Treasiuer  of  this  appoint- 
ment, and  shall  send  to  the  several  other  Union  Officers  who  are 
bound  to  account,  a notice  in  the  Form  38. 

Tlie  Clerk  shall,  six  clear  days  before  the  day  appointed  for 
auditing  the  Accounts  of  the  Union,  deposit  the  said  Abstracts  and 
Books  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Union ; and  shall  permit  the  said 
Abstracts  and  Books  to  be  inspected,  examined,  and  copied  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  body  or  person  interested  in  the  Union, ^ at  any  reason- 
able  hour  of  the  day  (not  being  Sunday  or  a bank  holiday),  when  the 
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Board  shall  not  be  sitting,  after  they  shall  be  so  deposited,  and  until 
the  day  previous  to  that  appointed  for  the  auditing  tliereof. 

Article  11. — Before  each  audit  the  Clerk  shall  carefully  prepare  and 
verify  a sufficient  number  of  fair  copies  of  the  Abstracts  of  Accounts 
(Forms  34  and  35),  and  shall  submit  same  to  the  Auditor,  who  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  audit,  shall  attest  them,  and  shall  deal  with 
them  as  provided  in  Article  12  of  this  Order. 

Article  12. — Within  foiu'teen  days  after  the  completion  of  each 
Audit,  the  Auditor  shall  make  a report  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  upon  the  accounos  audited  and  examined  by  him,  and  shall 
transmit  with  such  report  the  attested  copies  of  the  Abstracts 
(Forms  34  and  35)  submitted  to  him  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The 
Local  Government  Board  shall  retain  one  of  the  Abstracts,  and  shall 
furnish  the  Guardians  and  the  Council  of  the  County  or  Counties  in 
which  the  Union  is  situated,  with  a copy  of  the  Auditor’s  Report, 
and  with  one  of  the  attested  Abstracts  received  therewith.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  Auditor’s  Report  and  Abstracts  the  Clerk  shall  foith- 
with  publish  the  same  in  some  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers 
circulating  in  the  Union,  and  shall  also  within  one  month  after  each 
audit,  furnish  to  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  a copy  of 
the  Auditor’s  Report,  and  of  the  said  Abstracts. 

Article  13. — The  Accounts  of  the  Guardians  and  their  Officers  shall 
be  audited  half-yearly.  Provided  always,  that  if  the  Auditor  shall  be 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  hold  an  extraordinary 
audit,  either  of  the  whole  or  of  any  portion  of  the  Accounts,  in 
addition  to  the  ordinaiy  audit,  all  the  provisions  herein  contained 
with  reference  to  the  ordinary  audit  shall,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
aj^plicable,  apply  to  such  extraordinary  audit. 

Article  14. — The  Clerk  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Guardians 
who',  by  law  are  liable  to  account,  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  pla.ee 
appointed  for  the  audit  of  their  Accounts,  and  shall  submit  all  Books 
and  Accounts  which  they  are  respectively  required  to  keep'  by  this  or 
any  other  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  or  by  the  Guardians, 
together  with  all  documents  and  vouchers  containing  or  relating  to 
such  Books  or  Accounts. 

Article  15. — ^In  auditing  the  AccO'Unts,  the  Auditor  shall  see  that 
they  have  been  kept  and  are  presented  in  proper  form,  that  the 
particular  items  of  receipt  and  expenditure  are  stated  in  sufficient 
detail,  and  that  the  payments  are  supported  by  adequate  vouchers 
and  authority.  He  shall  ascertain  whether  all  sums  received,  or 
which  ought  to  have  been  received,  a.re  brought  into  account,  and 
shall  examine  whether  the  expenditure  is  in  all  oases  such  as  might 
lawfully  be  made.  He  shall  alsO'  reduce  such  payments  and  charges 
as  he  shall  deem  to  be  exorbitant;  shall  surcharge  moneys  not  duly 
accounted  for,  or  lost  by  negligence,  upon  the  person  who  ought  to 
account  for  the  sums,  or  whose  negligence  or  improper  conduct  has 
caused  the  loss ; and  shall  disallow  and  strike  out  such  payments  as 
arc  not  authorised  by  law.  If  the  Auditor  find  that  any  money, 
goods,  or  chattels  belonging  to  the  Guardians,  have  been  purloined, 
embezzled,  wasted,  or  misapplied,  or  that  any  deficiency  or  loss  has 
been  incurred  by  the  negligence  or  misconduct  of  any  Officer  or  other 
person  accounting,  he  shall  surcharge  such  Officer  or  person  with 
such  amount  or  value  in  his  account,  and  submit  a statement  of  such 
surcharge  to  the  Guardians  as  soon  as  he  conveniently  can  do  so. 
The  sums  so  surcharged  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  Act  10  Victoria,  chapter  31,  section  28,  and  all  such  sums  sur- 
charged, disallowed,  or  struck  out,  shall  also  be  recoverable  in  the 
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same  manner  as  balances  are  recoverable  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Irish  Poor  Relief  Acts. 

Article  16. — When  the  Auditor  disallows  any  payment  or  sur- 
charges an/  sum  upon  any  person,  he  shall,  if  required  to  do'  so  by  the 
person  aggrieved,  forthwith,  or  as  soon  as  the  arrangements  for  the 
business  of  his  audit  will  permit,  at  the  foot  of  the  Account  state  the 
around  of  his  decision  in  writing ; the  disallowance  or  surcharge  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Guardians  at  their  next  Meeting,  and  a copy  of  the 
certificate  of  the  sui'charge  and  of  the  statement,  if  any,  made  by  the 
Auditor,  shall  be  entered  in  the  Minutes. 

Article  17. — The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  collate  the  several 
Books  and  Accoimts;  and  shall  ascertain  that  tlie  several  entries 
correspond  with  and  balance  each  other,  where  such  balance  may  be 
required ; but  in  case  of  any  error  caused  by  inadvertence  or  accident 
in  any  account,  he  may  make  the  necessary  correction,  or  require  the 
Officer  rendering  it  to  do  so,  and  the  Auditor  shall  then  deal  with 
the  account  so  corrected. 

Article  18. — No  erasures  shall,  imder  any  circumstances,  be  made 
in  any  of  the  records  or  books  of  account  prescribed  by  this  Order ; 
in  case  it  should  be  found  necessary  to  make  an  altera-tiorr  irr  any 
entry,  it  must  be  done  by  striking  out  the  figure  to  be  altered,  and  by 
writing  above  or  beside  it  the  figure  that  is  to  bake  its  place.  The 
folios  or  pages,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  all  such  records  or  books  of 
account  should  be  numbered  consecutively  by  the  printer,  and  no  leaf 
or  leaves  of  any  bound  book  so  nurrrbered  shall  be  removed  from  the 
book. 

Article  19. — The  Auditor  shall  receive  any  objection  made  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  body  or  person,  interested  or  aggrieved,  against  the 
Accounts  undergoing  audit,  or  any  item  or  charge  bhcreiir,  or  any 
voucher's  or  authority  for  the  same ; he  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  require 
such  objection  to  be  put  in  writing,  and  shall  examine  into  the  merits 
thereof. 

Article  20. — ^If  the  Auditor  shall  doubt  the  correctness  of  any 
account,  or  any  item  or  charge  in  any  account,  he  may  by  summons 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  require  any  person  bo'  attend  before  him  at 
any  audit  or  adjournmcirt  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  giving  any 
information  or  evidence  upon  any  matter  conirected  with  the 
Accoiuits,  of  any  Officer  of  the  Guardians  liable  to  account,  and  may 
make  inquiry  into  any  such  matter,  and  may  administer  oaths,  and 
may  examine  all  such  persons  upon  oath,  and  may  require  and  enforce 
the  production,  upon  oath,  of  Books,  Contracts,  ^ Agreements, 
Accounts,  Maps,  Plans,  Surveys,  Valuations,  and  Writings,  or  copies 
thereof,  respectively,  in  any  wise  relating  to  such  matter,  or  where 
the  Auditor  shall  think  fit,  in  lieu  of  requiring  such  oaths  as  aforesaid, 
he  may  require  any  such  person  to  make  and  subscribe  a declaration 
of  the  truth  of  the  matters  respecting  which  he  shall  have  been  or 
shall  be  so  examined. 

Article  21. — The  personal  representatives  of  an  Officer  accountable 
undcL’  this  Order,  who  dies  before  the  audit  of  his  Accounts,  shall 
accoimt,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  in  the 
place  of  such  deceased  Officer,  and  all  regulations  afiecting  the 
Accounts  of  such  Officer  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  otherwise  lawful, 
affect  the  Accounts  of  his  personal  representatives. 

Article  22.— The  Auditor  having  audited  the  several  Accounts  m 
the  Ledger,  shall  append  his  signature  and  date  of  audit  at  foot 
of  the  Balance  Sheet.

GENERAL  RULES 

FOK.  THE  TRANSACTION  BY  URBAN  DISTRICT 
.COUNCILS  OF  THE  BUSINESS  TRANSPERRED  TO 
THEM  BY  SECTION  27  OP  THE  LOCAL  GOVERN- 
MENT (IRELAND)  ACT,  1898. 


In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  Us  by  Section  27  of  the 
Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
“ The  Act  ”),  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do  hereby 
prescribe  the  following  General  Rules  for  the  transaction  by  Urban 
District  Councils  of  the  business  transferred  to  such  Councils  by  the 
said  Section  27  of  the  Act. 

Article  1. — These  Rules  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  “ The  Urban 
District  Councils  General  Rules,  1899.” 

Article  2. — The  expression  “ public  w'ork " shall  have  the  same 
meaning  as  in  the  Act.  The  expression  “ person  ” shall  include  two 
or  more  persons  or  any  firm  or  company. 

Article  3. — These  Rules  shall  apply  to  and  be  observed  by  the 
Coimcil  of  each  Urban  District  constituted  ruicler  the  Act  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  Tire  Council  ”),  which  is  not  at  this  date 
empowered  to  undertake,  or  shall  not,  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
27  (6)  of  the  Act,  have  undertaken,  the  entire  maintenance  of  all 
roads  within  its  Distinct. 

Article  4. — ^When  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  maintenance  of 
any  public  work  within  an  Urban  District  is  partly  leviable  off  the 
county  at  large,  the  Council  having  pO'Wers,  liabilities,  and  duties 
similar  to  those  of  a Rural  District  Council  under  the  Act,  shall  in 
respect  thereto  act  in  acco.rdance  with  the  Local  Government  (Pro- 
cedure of  Councils)  Order,  1899. 

Article  5. — A quarterly  meeting  of  each  Council  shall  be  held  on 
such  dates  as  may  be  appointed,  with  the  approval  of^  the  Local 
Government  Board,  for  the  consideration  of  such  business  as  is 
transferred  from  the  Grand  Jury  by  the  Act,  and  such  business  shall 
not  be  considered  a.t  any  meeting  of  the  Council  other  than  an 
adjournment  of  the  quarterly  meeting,  or  such  other  meeting  as  is 
permitted  under  these  Rules.  When  any  such  business  is  to  be  tran- 
Lcted  at  a meeting  other  than  the  quarterly  meeting,  it  shall  be 
considered  and  disposed  of  immediately  after  the  reading  and  con- 
firmation of  the  Minutes,  and  before  the  consideration  of  any  other 
business  intended  to  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 

Article  6. — A quarterly  meeting  of  Council  may  be  adjourned  to 
any  day,  not  exceeding  fourteen  days  froan  the  date  of  meeting,  for 
the  further  consideration  of  such  business. 

Article  7. — Not  less  than  three  clear  days  before  the  date  of  each 
quarterly  meeting,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  “ the  Clerk ")  shall  transmit  to  each  member  a notice  of  such 
meeting,  in  which  shall  be  stated  an  abstract  of  the  business  to  be 
considered. 

Article  8. The  Council  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  appoint  a com- 

petent person  to  act  as  Town  Suiweyor.  The  person  so  appointed, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  “ the  Surveyor,”  shall  not  act  as  such  unlep 
and  unta  he  shall  have  satisfied  the  Local  Government  Board  of  his 
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eoWpetency  to  properly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  oMce,  a.nd  the 
Local  Government  Board  shall  have  sanctioned  his  appointment, 
iaie  Surveyor  shall  superintend  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
all  public  works  within  the  District.  ITiis  article  shall  apply  to 
every  new  appointment  to  the  office  of  Sm'veyor  of  all  Urban 
Districts  affected  by  these  Rules. 

Article  9. — The  Council  may  provide  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  any  public  work  within  the  District,  either  by  their 
own  workmen,  or  by  entering  into  a Contract  for  the  work. 

Article  10. — The  Surveyor  shall  report  in  writing  tO'  each  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Council,  the  state  of  the  Public  Works  in  his  district, 
and  any  suggestions  as  to  changes  or  improvements  he  may  think 
desirable. 

Article  11. — (1.)  Any  two  Ratepayers  may,  fifteen  days  before  any 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Council,  deliver  to  the  Town  Clerk,  an 
application  for  any  new  work,  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost 
thereof. 

(2.)  The  Clerk  shall,  on  the  notice  calling  the  meeting,  give  special 
intimation  of  the  receipt  of  each  such  application,  and  shall  mention 
the  nature  of  the  work,  the  names  of  the  ratepayers  making  the 
application,  and  the  amount  of  the  estimated  cost. 

(3.)  The  Surveyor  shall  examine  all  such  applications,  and  shall 
state  in  writing,  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  his  opinion  with 
regard  to  each  of  such  applications.  He  shall  also  state  whether,  in 
his  opinion,  the  work  can  be  satisfactorily  carried  out  for  the  amount 
named  in  the  estimate  attached  to  tlie  application,  and  if  not  he 
shall  submit  to  the  Coimcil  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the  probable  cost. 

(4.)  The  ratepayers  making  the  application  must  attend  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  at  which  the  application  is  to  he  considered 
in  support  of  their  application. 

Article  12. — The  Coimcil,  on  the  consideration  of  applications  at  a 
quarterly  meeting,  may  reject  any  application  or,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  14,  adopt  it,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  and  may 
limit  the  expenditure  in  respect  of  or  may  make  such  conditions  or 
modifications  with  regard  to  the  application  as  they  may  think  fit. 

Article  13. — When  the  Council  adopt  any  application  for  the 
execution  of  a public  work,  in  whole  or  in  part,  they  shall  cause  the 
Suiweyor  to  prepare  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  for  the  work. 

Article  14. — When  the  application  is  for  any  new  work,  the 
probable  expense  of  which,  in  the  opinion  o-f  the  Surveyor,  will  exceed 
£50,  the  Council  may  resolve  to  carry  out  the  work,  but  the 
resolution  shall  not  be  acted  upon  unless,  and  until  it  shall  have  been 
confirmed  by  a resolution  adopted  at  a subsequent  meeting  of  the 
Council.  This  subsequent  meeting  may  be  either  the  next  ordinary 
meeting  of  the  Coimcil,  or  a special  meeting,  to  be  held  not  earlier 
than  fourteen  days  after  tlie  quarterly  meeting.  The  notice  calling 
such  subsequent  meeting  shall  give  the  paidiculars  of  the  application 
required  by  Article  11  (2)  as  adopted  by  the  Councjl,  and  state  that 
it  is  to  be  reconsidered  with  a view  to  ratification  or  rejection.  An 
application  under  this  Article,  adopted  at  the  first  meeting,  must 
be  either  ratified  or  rejected  at  the  subsequent  meeting : it  cannot  be 
amended.  Any  desired  amendment  at  this  stage  must  be  treated 
as  a new  application. 
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Article  15.— In  case  the  Council,  at  two  successive  quarterly 
metings,  shall  refuse  to  approve  of  any  application  made,  for  any 
public  work,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  interested  to  present 
a memorial  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  stating  the  nature  of 
such  application,  and  the  disapproval  thereof  by  the  Council.  The 
Local  Government  Board  may  either  make  no  order  thereon,^  or 
may  direct  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the  work  within  a specihed 
time.  Should  the  Council  fail  to  proceed  with  the  work  when  so 
directed,  the  Local  Government  Board  may  enforce  their  Order  by 
a writ  of  mandamus,  as  in  the  case  of  a default  by  an  Urban  Sanitary 
Authority  under  Section  15  (1)  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act, 
1896. 

Article  16. — In  the  first  quarter  of  every  financial  year,  the 
Surveyor  shall  add  to  his  repo'rt  to  the  Council,  an^  estimate  of  the 
amount  which,  will,  in  his  opinion,  be  required  during  the  year  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  public  works  in  the  district  in  good_  condition 
and  repair,  including  the  amount  tO'  be  levied  ofi  the  district  for 
main  roads,  or  in  respect  of  any  road,  the  cost  of  which  is  levied 
partly  ofi  any  other  district. 

Article  17. — (1.)  When  a Council  proposes  to  execute  any  public 
work  by  contract,  they  shall  take  steps  for  obtaining  tenders  for  the 
work,  and  may  adjourn  their  meeting  for  the  purpose  to  a day 
fixed  by  them,  not  being  more  than  fourteen  or  less  than  seven  days 
after  the  day  on  which  the  adjournment  is  made,  or  may  determine 
that  such  ten.ders  shall  be  considered  and  dealt  with  at  the  next 
ordinary  meeting  of  the  Council. 

(2.)  The  Council  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  Article  25  (1),  cause  notice  to  be  published  within  their 
district  of  their  readiness  to  receive  tenders,  and  also  of  the  manner 
in  which  tenders  must  be  made,  and  of  the  day  by  which  they  must 
be  received,  that  day  being  some  day  previous  to  that  fixed  for  the 
meeting  at  which  they  are  to  be  considered. 

(3.)  The  Council  shall  cause  forms  of  tender  to  be  prepared  (m 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  Surveyor),  and 
they  shall  be  kept  at  the  Offices  of  the  Council  for  delivery  to  auy 
person  wishing  to  send  in  a tender,  and  shall  also  cause  the  plans, 
specifications,  and  particulars  prepared  by  the  Surveyor,  with  regard 
to  the  work,  to  be  open  for  inspection,  gratis,  at  all  reasonable  hours, 
at  the  office  of  the  Council. 

Article  18. — (1.)  Every  tender  shall  be  signed  by  the  person 
making  the  tender,  and  enclosed  in  a sealed  envelope,  and  shall  state 
{a)  the  lowest  sum  for  which  the  person  tendering  is  willing  to  con- 
tract for  the  performance  of  the  work,  (&)  the  description  and  address 
of  the  person  tendering,  and  (c)  the  names  and  addresses  of  two 
sureties  for  the  performance  of  the  contract. 

(2.)  The  Council  shad,  at  the  meeting  appointed  for  that  piorpose, 
open  and  consider  the  tenders  received  in  respect  of  the  work  or 
works  advertised  for  by  them. 

(3.)  The  Council  shall  not  accept  any  tender  unless  the  person  ten- 
dering, or  some  acci'edited  representative  of  same  attends,  and : — 

(a.)  Satisfies  the  Council  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  proposed  sureties, 
•and  of  their  willingness  to  give  the  guarantee. 

(&.)  Satisfies  the  Council  that  the  tender  has  not  been  made  for 
any  unfair  or  fraudulent  purpose. 
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(4.)  The  person  tendering,  and  his  sureties,  shall  enter  into  security 
in  accordance  with  this  Order,  for  the  due  perfoimance  of  the  con- 
tract. 

(5.)  The  security  for  the  due  performance  of  the  contract  shall  be 
the  joint  and  several  bond  of  the  person  tendering,  and  his  sureties, 
conditioned  in  a penalty  of  double  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  tender 
as  the  sum  for  which  the  person  tendering  is  willing  to  contract : or 
if  that  sum  exceeds  one  thousand  pounds,  of  the  sum  mentioned  in 
the  tender,  with  an  addition  of  one  thousand  pounds. 

(6.)  Before  accepting  any  tender,  the  Council  shall  obtain  the 
opinion  of  the  Surveyor  in  writing,  as  to  its  sufficiency  for  the  proper 
execution  and  completion  of  the  work. 

(7.)  Subject  to  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  article,  the 
Council  may  accept  the  lowest,  or  any  other  tender,  at  their'  discre- 
tion. If,  however,  the  lowest  tender  be  not  accepted,  the  reason  for 
accepting  a higher  one  is  to  be  recorded  on  the  Minutes,  together 
with  the  names  of  all  the  Members  of  Council  voting  in  favour 
thereof. 

Article  19. — When  an  application  is  mad©  with  regard  to  the 
maintenance  of  any  public  work,  and  the  Council  consider  it 
expedient  to  contract  for  the  same  for  a term  of  years,  they  may,  if 
they  think  fit,  make  a contract  for  a period  not  exceeding  seven 
years,  and  the  form  of  tender  and  bond  shall  be  prepared  in  accord- 
ance there'with. 

Article  20. — When  at  any  meeting  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  and  considering  tenders,  no^  tenders  are  received  or  accepted, 
in  the  case  of  any  sucli  public  work,  the  Council  may  execute  the 
same  by  means  of  their  o'wn  workmen. 

Article  21. — ^A  payment  shall  not  be  made  to  a Contractor  in 
respect  of  any  public  work,  unless  the  Surveyor  certifies ; — 

(a).  If  the  payment  is  to  be  made  before  the  completion  of  tlie 
contract,  that  the  payment  may  be  so  made  under  the 
teims  of  the  contract. 

(6.)  In  any  case  that  the  work  in  respect  of  which  the  payment  is 
to  be  made  has  been  executed  in  accordance  with  the 
contract. 

An  application  on  the  part  of  a Contractor  for  payment,  shall  not 
be  considered  unless  the  certificate  of  the  Surveyor,  recommending 
the  payment,  is  produced  to  the  Council,  which  certificate  the  Sur- 
veyor shall  give,  on  being  asked  to  do  so  by  the  Contractor,  unless  ho 
may  deem  it  desirable  bo  withhold  such  certificate,  in  which  case  he 
shall  state  in  writing,  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  his  reasons 
for  refusing  to  give  the  same. 

Article  22. — (1.)  Contracts  may  provide  for  payments  to  a Con- 
tractor— 

{a.)  Where  the  contract  is  for  a work  of  maintenance,  and  for  a 
term  of  years,  at  any  periods,  not  exceeding  a quarter  of  a 
year,  for  work  executed  during  that  period;  and 

(&.)  In  the  case  of  any  other  contract,  for  the  payment  to  the  Con- 
tractor, at  intervals  of  nob  less  than  a quarter  of  a year,  of 
such  proportion,  not  being  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
sums  expended  by  him  on  the  contract,  or  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  contract. 
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(2.)  WKere  no  special  provision  is  made  by  tbe  contract,  in 
accordance  with  this  article,  a payment  shall  not  be  made  to  the 
Contractor  unin  the  completion  of  the  contract,  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Local  G-overnment  Board. 

Article  23. — The  Surveyor,  in  the  exercise  of  any  powers  or  duties 
given  by  these  rules,  shall  conform,  as  far  as  practicable,  with  any 
directions  that  may  be  given  to  him  by  the  Council  in  carrying  out 
these  duties. 

Article  24. — The  Council  may  make  such  arrangements  as  they 
see  fit  with  respect  to  such  printing  as  is  required  in  connection  with 
the  business  transferred  to  them  by  the  Act. 

Article  25. — (1.)  Where  any  notice  is  to  be  published  under  these 
rules,  that  notice  or  document  shall  be  published  by  fixing  copies  of 
it  on  the  Offices  of  the  Council,  and  on  the  door  of  every  police  station 
in  the  area  within  which  it  is  to  be  pubhshed,  and  also  at  such  other 
places  (if  any)  as  the  Council  may  direct ; and  if  the  Council  think  fit, 
also  by  advertising  it  in  any  newspaper  circulating  within  the  area. 

(2.)  When  any  notice  or  document  is  to  be  published  under  these 
rules,  that  notice  or  document  shall  be  open  for  inspection,  gratis,  at 
all  reasonable  hours  at  the  Offices  of  the  Council. 

Article  26. — The  Council  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  employ  a Member  of  an  Institute  of  Civil  Engi- 
neers, or  other  qualified  or  competent  person  to  prepare  the  contract 
drawings,  specifications,  form  of  tender,  and  other  documents,  and 
superintend  the  construction  of  any  public  work  witliin  the  District 
in  case  the  Council  may  not  consider  it  convenient  or  desirable  to 
require  their  Sur^.^eyor  to  underbake  the  same.  The  person  so 
appointed,  shall  pierform  such  duties  in  relation  thereto,  and  have 
such  powers  as  are  hereinbefore  proscribed  for  Surveyors,  and  shall 
receive  such  remuneration,  whether  by  way  of  fees  or  otherwise,  as 
the  Local  Government  shall  approve,  and  shall  be  deemed  tO'  be  a 
Surveyor  in  relation  to  any  such  work  within  the  meaning  of  the 
preceding  articles.

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GENERAL  ORDER 

FOR  KEEPING  AND  AUDITING  THE  ACCOUNTS  OP 
DISTRICT  COUNCILS,  AND  OF  THEIR  COMMITTEES 
AND  OFFICERS. 

To  the  Councils  of  the  several  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  consti- 
tuted under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898; 


To  the  Committees  and  Officers  of  the  said  Co'Uncils; 

L 

And  to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern  ; 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  Us  by  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898  (hereinaft£r  referred  to  as  “the  Act”),  and 
any  other  Acts,  and  by  any  Orders  made  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in 
Comicil,  enabling  Us  in  that  behalf.  We,  the  Local  Government 
Roar'd  for  Ireland,  do  hereby,  from  the  31st  day  of  March,  1899, 
rescind  all  Orders,  and  ail  such  parts  of  any  Orders,  now  in  force  as 
relate  to  the  keeping,  examining,  closing,  auditing,  or  otherwise 
dealing  with  the  Accounts  of  the  several  Local  Authorities, 
whose  business  has  been  transferred  by  the  Act  to  the  Councils  of 
tile  several  County  Districts  as  constituted  under  the  Act. 

And  We  hereby  Order  and  direct  as  follows ; — 

Article  1. — This  Order  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  “ The  District 
Accounts  Order,  1898.” 

Article  2. — The  several  regulations  in  this  Order  contained  shall, 
on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  April,  1899,  be  observed  in  regard  to  the 
accounts  of  the  Councils  of  the  several  Rural  Districts  as  constituted 
under  the  Act  (and  of  the  several  Urban  Districts,  so  far  as  the  Local 
Government  Board  shall  declare  the  same  to  be  applicable),  and  of 
their  Committees  and  Officers,  and  in  regard  to  the  audit  of  such 
accounts,  except  in  so  far  a^s  the  Local  Government  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  assent  to  any  departure  from  such  regulations. 

Article  3. — In  this  Order  the  expression  “separate  charge”  shall 
mean  and  include  any  excluded  charge  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act,  whether  leviable  as  a separate  item  of  the  poor  rate  off  the 
whole  or  a part  only  of  the  Rm'al  District,  and  any  other  charge 
leviable  wholly  or  partly  off  any  area  or  contributory  place  less  than 
a District. 

Article  4. — The  several  Books  of  Account  and  other  Records  shall 
be  kept  by  the  respective  Officers  of  tlie  District  Councils,  and  of 
their  Committees  respectively,  according  to  the  forms  and  directions 
given  in  this  Order  and  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed. 
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Accounts  to  he  hept  hy  the  Cleric. 

Article  5. — The  Clerk  shall  punctually  enter  up  and  accurately 
keep  the  following  Books  of  Account,  namely  : — 

(1.)  The  Minute  Book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  Minutes  of  all 
Orders  and  communications  received  from  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  of  all  communications  received  from  Local  Authorities, 
or  from  persons,  delating  to  the  business  of  the  Council,  and  of  all 
directions  given  by  the  Council  thereon;  Minutes  of  the  production 
and  examination  of  all  Books  and  Accounts  which  are  required  to  be 
periodically  produced,  examined,  and  signed ; Minutes  of  the  Reports 
of  tlie  Finance  and  other  Committees ; and  of  Reports  of  the  Clerk, 
the  Sanitary  Officers,  Collectors  of  Labourers’  Cottage  Rents,  and 
other  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  of  all  directions  given  by  the 
Council  thereon;  Minutes  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid,  and  all 
accounts  allowed ; as  well  as  all  other  business,  proceedings,  and 
transactions  of  the  Council,  at  any  of  their  Meetings.  The  Financial 
transactions  shall  be  entered  together  in  the  first  part  of  the  Minutes 
of  each  stated  Finance  Meeting  (Form  1).  A copy  of  the  Minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Council  at  each  Meeting  shall  be  transmitted 
by  the  Clerk  to  tire  Local  Government  Board  on  the  day  following 
the  day  of  Meeting. 

(2.)  The  Financial  Statement  Book  of  Receipts  (Form  2),  and  of 
Expenditure  (Form  3),  in  which  shall  be  entered  and  classified  in  the 
proper  columns  the  several  items  of  money  lodged  mth  the  Treasurer 
during  each  month,  and  of  the  Orders  for  payment  made  on  the 
Treasurer  by  the  Council  at  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting  to  be  held 
in  accordance  with  Article  7 (1.)  of  this  Order.  The  Receipts 
reported  to  and  the  Payments  ordered  at  the  Stated  Finance 
Meetings  held  in  the  months  of  October  and  April  in  any  year 
which,  under  Article  7 (1.)  and  (4.)  of  this  Order,  are  required  to 
relate  exclusively  to  the  half  years  ending  on  the  last  day  of 
September,  and  the  last  day  of  March  in  such  year,  shall  be  included 
ill  tlie  Accounts  of  the  said  half  years  respectively. 

(3.)  The  Geneual  Ledger,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  and  posted 
up  after  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  the  totals  under  the  following 
heads  of  Account,  and  such  additional  heads  as  may  be,  or  may  from 
time  to  time  become  necessary  by  virtue  of  any  Order  made  by  the 
Local  Goveniment  Board  or  otherwise:  —

(5.)  The  Register  of  Mortgages  (Form  5),  in  ■wliicii  sliall  be 
forthwith  entered  in  order  of  their  date  the  necessary  particulars 
of  all  existing  Mortgages  charged  upon  the  District  or  any  part 
thereof;  and  on  the  execution  of  any  deed  or  instrument  securing 
the  repayment  of  any  loan,  or  tlie  discharge  of  any  liability  chargeable 
as  aforesaid,  the  Clerk  shall  forthwith  enter  from  that  deed  or 
instrument  in  this  Register  the  several  particulars  required. 

(6.)  The  Labourers  Acts  Ledger  (Form  6),  in  which  an  account 
shall  be  forthwith  opened  for  each  plot  included  in  any  existing  or 
futui'e  Order  made  under  the  Labourers  Acts;  and  the  several  tran- 
sactions relating  to  each  plot  shall  be  recorded  in  the  proper 
Account  or  Table  in  the  Folio  assigned  to  the  account  of  that  plot. 
Where  two  or  more  cottages  are  erected  on  the  same  plot,  a separate 
folio  shall  be  assigned  to  each  such  cottage,  the  particulars  to  be 
entered  in  this  Ledger, — so  far  as  they  are  common  to  all  the 
cottages  on  the  plot, — shall  be  entered  in  the  first  of  the  folios 
opened  for  the  cottages  on  the  plot,  with  a reference  to  the  folio 
in  which  such  entries  are  made  in  each  of  the  folios  assigned  tO'  the 
other  cottages. 

(7.)  The  Labourers  Acts  General  Rental  (Form  7),  and  the 
Half  Yearly  Abstract  of  Rental  which  shall  be  bound  up  with 
the  Rental,  and  shall  be  in  the  same  fonn  as  the  Abstract  (Form 
21  (C).  ). 

(8.)  The  Order  Check  Book  (Form  8). — This  book  shall  contain 
all  orders  given  by  the  Council  for  stores,  repairs,  and  for  other 
articles  or  work,  and  counterparts  of  such  orders,  and  forms  of  the 
invoices  to  accompany  commodities  supplied,  or  to  be  delivered  when 
work  is  done;  such  orders,  when  signed  by  the  clerk,  together  with 
the  form  of  invoice,  shall  be  detached  from  the  said  book,  and 
issued  to  the  tradesmen  or  other  persons  dealt  with  or  employed, 
to  be  returned  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  described  thereon ; 
and  the  counterparts,  certified  by  the  Clerk’s  initials,  shall  be  retained 
in  the  said  Book. 

(9.)  The  District  Register  of  Applications  and  Proposals 
(Form  9).  In  this  Register  shall  be  entered  tlie  required  particulars 
as  regards  each  Application  considered,  and  each  Proposal  formulated 
thereon  by  the  Council  in  connection  with  tire  business  transferred 
by  the  Act  from  Presentment  Sessions  to-  District  Councils.  From 
this  Register  shall  be  abstracted  the  List  of  Applications  (Fonn 
10)  made  by  notice  of  motion  for  new  public  works,  or  involving 
new  contracts  to  be  published  within  the  District  as  required  by 
Article  9 of  the  Local  Government  (Procedure  of  Councils)  Order, 
1899.  The  Clerk  shall  also  prepare,  from  this  Register,  the  Lists 
of  Proposals  (Forms  11,  12,  and  13)  to  be  made  out  and  submitted 
to  the  County  Council  as  required  by  Article  19  of  the  said  Order, 
and  shall  certify  the  same  as  indicated  in  said  Forms. 

(10.)  Before  each  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  District  Council,  and 
within  the  period  prescribed  by  Article  7 (2)  (a)  of  the  Local 
Government  (Procedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899,  the  Clerk  shall 
prepare  two  Schedules  of  Applications  for  Payments  containing  full 
particulars  of  all  sums  remaining  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  preceding 
quarter  on  foot  of  proposals  already  adopted,  involving  expenditure 
chargeable  either  to  the  District,  or  half  to  the  County-at-large  and 
half  to  the  District.  One*  of  the  Schedules  so  prepared,  relating  to 
Public  Works  (Form  14)  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the 
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County  Sun’-eyor,  who  shall  enter  in  the  proper  column  of  the  Said 
Form  his  recommendations,  setting  forth  the  proposals  for  payment, 
and  other  decisions  which  he  considers  should  be  made  in  the  several 
cases  by  the  District  Coiuicil  at  tlieir  quarterly  meeting,  and  shall 
certify  same  at  foot,  and  return  it  fortliwith  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
District  Council.  The  other  Schedule  so  prepared,  relating  to 
matters  other  than  Public  Works,  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted 
by  the  Clerk  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Council,  who  shall 
compare  same  with  the  records  of  the  County  Council,  shall  certify 
same  at  foot,  and  return  it  to  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Council, 
who  shall  submit  it  to  the  District  Council  at  the  said  Quarterly 
Meeting.  The  Schedules  so  returned  shall  be  x’eceived  and  accepted 
as  a Notice  of  Application  within  the  meaning  of  Article  7 (3) 
of  the  Local  Government  (Procedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899,  from 
each  Contra.ctor  or  o-ther  person  named  therein,  and  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  any  person  claiming  payment  to  send  in  any  separate 
Notice  of  Application. 


Accounts  to  he  hejot  hy  the  Collector  of  Labourers’  Cottage  Rents. 

Article  6. — Every  Collector  of  Labourers’  Cottage  Rents  shall 
enter  up  and  accurately  keep  the  following  Books  of  Account, 
namely : — 

(1.)  The  Rent  Collection  Book  (Form  15),  in  which,  before  the 
commencement  of  each  half-year,  the  Clerk  shall  enter  the  necessary 
particulars  taken  from  the  Rental  (Form  7),  and  from  time  to  time 
as  the  collection  proceeds,  the  Collector  shall  enter  the  other 
particulars  required  in  the  Rent  Collection  Book. 

(2.)  The  Rent  Collector’s  Report  Book  (Form  16),  in  which 
shall  be  entered  for  the  information  of  the  Council  at  each  Stated 
Finance  Meeting  the  names  and  particulars  of  all  tenants  owing 
more  than  six  weeks  rent;  all  persons  in  occupation  of  cottages 
who*  are  not  hona  fide  agricultural  labourers,  all  tenants  who  have 
ceased  to  reside  in  their  cottages,  all  cases  of  legal  proceedings  against 
tenants  in  arrear  with  their  rent,  and  all  cottages  requiring  repairs. 

(3.)  The  Rent  Receipt  Book  (Form  17). 


'Examination  and  Settlement  of  Accounts. 

Article  7. — (1.)  No  payments  shall  be  made  unless  by  an  Order 
of  the  Council  made  at  a Stated  Finance  Meeting  held  as  hereinafter 
provided ; the  payments  made  at  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting  shall 
be  in  respect  of  goods  supplied,  work  done,  or  liabilities  incurred 
not  later  than  the  close  of  the  preceding  month.  The  Stated  Finance 
Meeting  of  each  Council  shall  be  sixch  Meeting  as  the  Council  shall, 
by  Standing  Orders  made  by  them  imder  Article  36  (10)  (xiv.)  of 
the  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898, 
appoint ; provided  that  not  more  than  one  Stated  Finance  Meeting 
shall  be  held  in  any  month.  The  Receipts  reported  by  the  Trea- 
surer to  the  Council,  and  the  Payments  ordered  by  them,  at  each 
Stated  Finance  Meeting,  shall  be  kept  distinct,  and  shall  be  entered 
and  totalled  on  a separate  Statement.  At  the  Ordinary  Meeting 
next  following  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  the  Statements,  having 
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been  first  certified  at  foot  by  the  Clerk,  shall  be  submitted  for 
confirmation  by  the  Council,  and,  when  examined  and  confirmed, 
shall  be  signed  at  foot  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Meeting. 

(2.)  No  bill  or  demand  against  the.  Coimcil  exceeding  £1  shall  be 
payable  at  any  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  unless  and  until  it  shall 
have  been  allowed,  either  by  the  Council  or  by  some  Committee  or 
person  specially  authorized  by  them  for  that  purpose,  nor  unless  it 
shall  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  two  clear  days  at  the 
least  before  the  day  of  such  Meeting.  All  payments  out  of  the 
District  Fund  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  18  (1)  of  the  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments) 
Order,  1898,  by  means  of  an  Order,  including  several  payments 
(Form  18),  which  Order  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  two 
Members  present  at  a Meeting  of  the  Council,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Clerk.  Payments  not  exceeding  £1  by  the  Clerk  in  respect  of 
Petty  Disbursements,  made  by  direction  of  the  Council,  or  on  his 
own  authority  in  case  of  urgency,  are  to  be  brought  into  the 
Financial  Statement  Book  of  Expenditure  in  the  following  manner. 
Having  regard  to  the  average  amount  of  such  payments,  the 
Council  shall  fix,  as  a normal  balance,  a sum  which  will  be  sufficient 
to  meet  all  such  payments  for  one  month.  At  each  Stated  Finance 
Meeting  the  Clerk  shall  produce  a list  of  his  expenditure  since  the 
last  settlement  of  his  account,  classified  on  the  lines  of  the  Financial 
Statement  Book,  with  vouchers,  and  the  Council  having  examined 
the  list  and  vouchers  shall,  by  the  issue  of  an  order  for  the  total 
amount  of  such  expenditure,  reinstate  his  balance  at  the  normal 
amount,  and  the  expenditure  shall  be  classified  in  the  Financial 
Statement  Book  in  tlie  same  way  as  all  other  expenditure. 

(3.)  After  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Clerk 
shall  forthwith  deliver  or  transmit  by  post  to  every  person  in 
whose  favour  a payment  is  so  ordered  at  the  said  Meeting  a negotiable 
Paying  Order  or  advice  (Form  19),  duly  signed  by  him. 

(4.)  All  bills  and  demands  shall  be  brought  in  within  six  days  at 
the  furthest  after  the  expiration  of  the  half-year  in  which  they  were 
incurred,  and  shall  be  forthwith  examined,  and,  if  found  correct, 
shall  he  paid  at  the  next  Stated  Financo  Meeting,  and  be  included 
in  the  accounts  of  the  half-year. 

(5.)  The  Clerk  shall,  before  each  Stated  Finance  Meeting,  procure 
from  tlie  Treasurer  a statement  oi  the  sums  of  money  and  Paying 
Orders  which  the  Treasurer  shall  have  received  and  paid  since  his 
last  statement,  and  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  said  Meeting ; and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council  shall  affix  his  signature  to  the  said  book 
or  statement  of  the  Treasurer,  when  the  accuracy  thereof  shall  have 
been  ascertained. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  enter  from  the  Treasurer’s  Book  in  the  proper 
column  of  the  Financial  Statement  Book  of  Expenditure  (Form  3) 
the  date  on  which  the  amount  of  each  Paying  Order  was  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  as  appearing  in  the  Treasiuer’s  Book. 

(7.)  The  Council,  in  the  examination  and  passing  of  bills,  shall 
refer  to  the  counterparts  in  the  Order  Check  Book  (Form  8)  of  the 
Orders  sanctioning  the  expenditure,  and  shall  in  all  cases,  require 
the  party  to  whom  the  order  was  issued  to  produce  it.

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Closing  Accounts,  Half-yearly  Abstracts  and  Audit, 

Article  8. — The  Clerk  shall  make  up  and  balance  the  Accounts  of 
the  Council  at  the  end  of  every  half-year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of 
September,  and  the  31st  day  of  March,  and  shall  prepare  therefrom 
and  from  the  other  Records  of  the  Council,  Abstracts  thereof  (Forms 
20,  (A)  and  (B),  and  21  (A),  (B),  (C),  and  (D),  which  Abstract-s  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  Auditor  appointed  for  the  District,  witliin  one 
month  after  the  close  of  the  half-year. 

Article  9. — The  Auditor  sliall  give  to  the  Clerk  ten  clear  days 
notice  (Form  22)  of  the  day  appointed  for  auditing  the  Accoiuits  of 
the  Coimcil,  and  the  Clerk  shall,  after  receiving  such  notice,  give 
six  clear  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  such  audit  shall 
be  held,  in  the  following  manner:  — 

(^j.)  By  causing  to  be  exhibited  on  the  external  gate  or  door  of  the 
place  of  meeting  of  the  Council  a notice  (Form  23),  and 
continuing  to  keep  the  same  so  exhibited  until  the  day 
appointed  for  such  audit. 

(6.)  By  an  advertisement  in  the  same  form  in  some  one  or  more 
of  the  public  newspapers  circulating  in  the  District. 

The  Clerk  shall  also  give  due  notice  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  appoint- 
ment, and  shall  send  to  the  several  other  Officers  of  the  Council, 
who  are  bound  to  account,  a notice  in  the  Form  24. 

Article  10. — The  Clerk  shall,  six  clear  days  before  the  day 
appointed  for  auditing  the  Accounts  of  the  Council,  deposit  the  said 
Abstracts  and  Books  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Council;  and  shall 
permit  the  said  Abstracts  and  Books  to  be  inspected,  examined,  and 
copied  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  body  or  person  interested,  at  any 
reasonable  hour  of  the  day  (not  being  Sunday  or  a Bank  holiday), 
when  the  Council  shall  not  be  sitting,  after  tliey  shall  be  so  deposited 
and  previous  to  the  day  appointed  for  the  auditing  thereof. 

Ai'ticle  11. — Before  each  Audit  the  Clerk  shall  carefully  prepare  ami 
verify  three  fair  copies  of  the  Abstracts  of  Accounts  (Forms  20  and 
21),  and  shall  submit  same  to  the  Auditor  who,  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  Audit  shall  attest  them,  and  shall  deal  with  them  as  provided  in 
Article  12  of  this  Order. 

Article  12. — ^Within  fourteen  days  after  the  completion  of  each 
Audit,  the  Auditor  shall  make  a report  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  upon  the  Accounts  audited  and  examined  by  him,  and  ffiall 
transmit  with  such  report  the  three  attested  copies  of  the  Abstract 
of  Accounts  (Forms  20  aaid  21)  submitted  to  him  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  The  Local  Government  Board  shall  retain  one  of  the 
Abstracts,  and  sliall  fuimish  the  District  Council  and  the  County 
Council  with  a copy  of  the  Auditor's  Report,  and  with  one  of  tiie 
attested  Abstracts  received  therewith.  Upon  receipt  of  the  Auditor  s 
Report  and  Abstract  of  Accormts  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Council 
shall  forthwith  publish  the  same  in  some  one  or  more  of  the  public 
newspapers  circulating  in  the  District,  and  shall  also,  within  one 
month  after  each  audits  furnish  to  each  member  of  the  District 
Council  a copy  of  the  Auditor's  Report  and  of  the  Abstract  of 
Accoitnte. 
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Article  13. — If  the  Auditor  shall  be  required  by  the  Local  G-ovem- 
meut  Board  to  hold  an  extraordinary  audit,  either  of  the  whole  or 
of  any  portion  of  the  Accounts,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  audit, 
all  the  provisions  herein  contained  with  reference  to  the  ordinary 
audit  shall,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  such  extra- 
ordinary audit. 

Article  14. — The  Clerk  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  who  by 
law  are  liable  to  account  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  audit  of  their  Accounts,  and  shall  submit  all  Books  and 
Accounts  which  they  are  respectively  required  to  keep  by  this  or  any 
other  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  or  by  the  Council, 
together  with  all  documents  and  vouchers  containing  or  relating  to 
such  Books  or  Accounts. 

Article  15. — ^In  auditing  the  Accounts,  the  Auditor  shall  see  that 
they  have  been  kept,  and  are  presented  in  proper  form,  that  the 
particular  items  of  receipt  and  expenditure  are  stated  in  sufficient 
detail,  and  that  the  payments  are  supported  by  adequate  vouchers 
and  authority.  He  shall  ascertain  whether  all  sums  received,  or 
which  ought  to  have  been  received,  are  brought  into  account,  and 
shall  examine  whether  the  expenditure  is  in  all  cases  such  as  might 
lawfully  be  made.  He  shall  also  reduce  such  payments  and 
charges  as  he  shall  deem  to  be  exorbitant;  shall  surcharge  moneys 
not  duly  accounted  for,  or  lost  by  negligence,  upon  the  person  who 
ought  to  account  for  the  same,  or  whose  negligence  or  improper  con- 
duct has  caused  the  loss;  and  shall  disallow  and  strike  out  such 
payments  as  are  not  authorised  by  law.  If  the  Auditor  finds  that 
any  money,  goods,  or  chattels  belonging  to  the  Council,  have  been 
purloined,  embezzled,  wasted,  or  misapplied,  or  that  any  deficiencv 
or  loss  has  been  incurred  by  the  negligence  or  misconduct  of  any 
Officer  or  other  person  accounting,  and  shall  surcharge  such  Officer 
or  person  with  such  amount  or  value  in  his  account,  he  shall  submit 
a statement  of  such  surcharge  to  the  Council  as  soon  as  he  con- 
veniently can  do  so.  The  sums  so  surcharged  shall  be  recoverable 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Act,  10  Victoria,  chapter  ol,  section 
28,  and  all  such  sums  surcharged,  disallowed,  or  struck  out,  shall  also 
be  recoverable  in  the  same  manner  as  Balances  are  recoverable  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Acts. 

Article  16. The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  collate  the  several 

Books  and  Forms  of  Accounts;  and  shall  ascertain  that  the  several 
entries  coiTespond  with  and  balance  each  other,  where  such  balance 
may  be  required;  but  in  case  of  any  error  caused  by  inadvertence 
or  accident  in  any  Account,  he  may  make  the  necessary  correction, 
or  require  the  Officer  rendering  it  to  do  so,  and  the  Auditor  shall  then 
deal  with  the  Account  so  corrected. 

Article  17. — ^No  erasures  shall  under  any  circumstances  be  made 
in  any  of  the  Records  or  books  of  Account  prescribed- by  this  Order;

— The  Auditor  shall  receive  any  objection  made  by 
or  on  behalf  of  any  body  or  person  interested  or  aggrieved,  against 
the  Accounts  undergoing  audit,  or  any  item  or  charge  therein, 
or  any  vouchers  or  authority  for  the  same;  he  may,  if  he  thinks  fit, 
require  such  objection  to  be  pub  in  writing,  and  shall  examine  Into 
the  merits  thereof. 

Article  19. — ^If  the  Auditor  shall  doubt  the  correctness  of  any 
account,  or  any  item  or  charge  in  any  account,  he  may  by  summons 
under  his  hand  and  seal  require  any  person  to  attend  before  him  at 
any  audit  or  adjoummenb  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  giving  any 
information  or  evidence  upon  any  matter  connected  with  the  Accoiuit's 
of  any  Officer  of  the  Council  liable  tO'  account,  and  may  make 
inquiry  into  any  such  matter,  and  may  administer  oaths,  and  may 
examine  all  su'ch  persons  upon  oath,  and  may  require  and  enforce 
the  production  upon  oath  of  Books,  Contracts,  Agreements,  Accounts, 
Maps,  Plans,  Surveys,  Valuations,  and  Writings,  or  copies  thereof, 
respectively,  in  any  wise  relating  to  such  matter,  or  where  the 
Auditor  shall  think  fit,  in  lieu  of  requiring  such  oaths  as  aforesaid, 
he  may  require  any  such  person  to  make  and  subscribe  a declaration 
of  the  truth  of  the  matters  respecting  which  he  shall  have  been  or 
shall  be  so  examined. 

Article  20. — The  personal  representatives  of  an  Officer  accountablo 
under  this  Order  who  dies  before  the  audit  of  his  Accounts,  shall 
account,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  in  the 
place  of  such  deceased  Officer,  and  all  regulations  afiecting  the 
Accounts  of  such  Officer  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  otherwise  lawful, 
affect  the  Accounts  of  his  personal  representatives.

FOR  REGULATING  THE  UISTRICTS,  QUALIFICATIONS, 
SECURITY,  REMUNERATION,  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE 
COLLECTORS  OF  THE  POOR  RATE  APPOINTED 
BY  THE  COUNCIL  OF  EACH  ADMINISTRATIVE 
COUNTY  (NOT  BEING  A COUNTY  BOROUGH),  AS 
CONSTITUTED  UNDER  THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 
(IRELAND)  ACT,  1898. 


To  the  Councils  of  the  several  Administrative  Counties  (other  than 
County  Boroughs),  constituted  under  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898; 

To  the  Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate  from  time  to  time  appointed 
by  the  said  Councils; 

And  to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern. 


In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  Us  by  the  Poor  Relief 
(Ireland)  Act,  1838,  and  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  We,  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do  hereby,  from  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1899,  rescind  aU  Orders,  and  all  such  parts  of  any  Orders, 
now  in  force  as  relate  to  the  districts,  qualifications,  secirrity, 
remuneration,  and  duties  of  the  Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate,  except 
in  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Article  40 
1898^^  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order, 

And  We  hereby  Order  and  direct  as  follows : — 

Article  1. — This  Order  may  be  cited  as  “ The  County  (Poor  Rate 
Collectors)  Order,  1899.” 

Article  2. — This  Order  shall  not  apply  to  a County  Borough. 

Article  3. — Tlie  several  regulations  in  this  Order  contained  shall, 
the  31st  day  of  March,  1899,  be  observed  in  regard  to 
districts,  qualifications,  security,  remuneration,  and  duties  of  all 
Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Councils  of  the  several  Coimties  in  Ireland  (not  being  County 
Boroughs)  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  Poor  Rate  under  the  Local 

overnment  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the 
Act  ). 
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Appointment  and  Dist/ricts. 

Article  4. — The  County  Council  shall,  subject  to-  the  approval  of 
the  Local  G-overnment  Bo'ard,  appoint  from  time  to  time  such  and 
so  many  persons  as  they  may  deem  expedient  to  collect  and  levy 
the  Poor  Rates  made  on  the  several  Rural  Districts,  and  shall 
assign  to  each  such  Collector  such  portion  of  each  Rural  District  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  may  approve.  The  poid-ion  so  assigned 
to  a Collector  is  hereinafter  referred  'to  as  a “ Collection  District.” 
Each  Collection  District  shall  be  situate  wholly  within  one  Rural 
District;  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  County  Council  from  assign- 
ing to  the  same  person  more  than  one  Collection  District. 

Article  5. — The  Collectors  so  appointed  shall  respectively  perform 
the  duties  required  of  them  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
this  or  any  other  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  in 
force  a-t  the  time,  or  by  any  special  Order  which  may  be  made  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  from  time  to  time,  afiecting  any 
particular  County  or  Collection  District  or  Districts,  and  shall  dis- 
charge all  such  other  duties  co'nformable  with  the  natiire  of  their 
respective  offices,  as  the  County  Council  may  lawfully  require  them  to 
perform. 

Anticle  6. — The  County  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board  previously  obtained,  mahe 
any  change  in  the  division  of  the  County  into  Collection  Districts. 
Noibice  of  the  intention  to  propose  such  change  shall  be  given  by  one 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  County  Council. 

Article  7. — Every  Collector  to  be  appointed  under  this  Order  shall 
be  appointed  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  County  Council,  in  the  manner  directed  by  Article  36  (10)  of 
the  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898;  and 
every  such  appointment  shall,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been 
made,  be  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Coimcil. 


Qualifications. 

Article  8. — 1.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  elected  to,  or  to 
hold  the  office  of  Collector  of  the  Poor  Ra.te ; — 

(a)  Who  is  a member  of  any  County  or  District  Council,  or  of  a 
Board  of  Guardians ; or  'the  partner  in  business  of  any  such 
member,  and  the  disqualification  shall  apply  to  any  person 
and  his  partners  in  business  during  six  months  next  after 
such  person  has  ceased  to  be  such  member ; 

(h)  who  is  engaged  in  retail  trade  of  any  kind ; 

(c)  whose  wife,  or  any  member  of  his  family,  with  whom  he  resides, 
is  engaged  in  such  retail  trade ; 
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(d)  wiio  lias,  'witliin  twelve  months  before  his  election,  or  since  his 

election,  received  Union  relief ; or 

(e)  who  has,  within  five  years  before  his  election,  or  since  his 

election,  been  competed, , either  on  indictment  or  summarily, 
of  any  crime,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour  witliout  the  option  of  a fine,  or  to  any  greater 
punishment,  and  has  not  received  a free  pardon,  or  has, 
within  or  during  the  time  aforesaid,  been  adjudged  bankrupt, 
or  made  a composition  or  arrangement  with  his  creditors ; or 

(f)  who  holds  any  other  paid  office  or  place  of  profit  under  or  in  the 

gift  or  disposal  of  the  Council;  or 
(y)  who  is  a woman ; or 
(Ji)  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

2.  This  Article  shall  be  subject  to  such  modifications  in  the  case 
of  existing  officers  who  shall  be  transferred  under  Section  115  of  the 
Act,  as  the  Local  Government  Board  shall  in  each  case  approve. 


Security. 


Article  9. — (1.)  The  County  Council  shall  require  every  person 
appointed,  or  to  be  hereafter  appointed  to  the  office  of  Collector  of 
the  Poor  Rate,  to  give  a Bond  (Form  1.)  to  the  County  Council  with 
two  sufficient  sureties,  not  being  members  of  the  County  or  any 
District  Council,  or  of  any  Board  of  Guardians  in  the  County,  con- 
ditioned in  a penalty  of  such  sum  as  the  County  Council,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  may  appoint,  for  the  due 
and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office ; and  shall,  from 
time  to  t'ime,  call  upon  each  such  Collector  to  supply  a fresh  Surety 
in  place  of  any  such  Surety  who  may  die,  or  become  a Cormty  or 
District  Councillor,  or  a Guardian,  or  become  bankrupt  or  insolvent, 
or  be  released  from  his  obligation  with  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Board;  and  every  such  officer  shall  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Council  of  the  death,  insolvency, 
or  bankruptcy  of  either  of  his  Sureties,  and  shall  forthwith  supply  a 
fresh  Surety  in  the  place  of  any  Surety  previously  supplied  by  him. 

(2.)  The  Form  of  Warrant  of  Attorney  to  confess  judgment  shall 
in  all  cases  be  duly  executed  by  the  Collector  and  his  Sureties,  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  solicitor,  or  solicitors,  authorized  by  the  County 
Council  to  act  on  their  behalf,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper  office 
of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  and  within  the  time  prescribed  in  that 
behalf. 

(3).  The  County  Council  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  accept,  in  lieu  of,  or  in  addition  to  security  of 
the  nature  above  referred  to,  the  guarantee  of  any  company  or  society 
securing,  in  case  that  the  duties  of  the  Collector  have  not  been  duly 
and  faithfully  performed,  payment  to  the  County  Council  of  such 
sum  as  the  County  Council,  with  such  sanction  as  aforesaid,  shall 
direct.  Every  such  guarantee  shall  be  in  the  same  form  as  the  bond 
in  a case  where  sureties  are  accepted,  or  with  such  modifications  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  may  approve,  but  omitting  the  Warrant 
of  Attorney  to  confess  judgment. 
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Continuance  in  Office  and  Suspension  of  Officers:  Supply  of 
Vacancies, 

Article  10. — Every  Collector  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  11  of  this  Order,  continue  to  hold  office  until  he  die,  or  resign, 
or  be  removed  by  the  Local  Go-vemment  Board,  and  every  such  death 
or  resignation  shall  be  reported  to  the  Local  Go-vernment  Board. 

Article  11. — The  County  Council  may,  at  their  discretion,  suspend 
from  the  discharge  of  his  duties  any  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate,  and 
shall  thereupon  demand  from  him  the  surrender  of  his  Warrant, 
which  surrender  the  Collector  is  hereby  directed,  to  make.  The 
Council  shall  forthwith  report  such  suspension,  together  with  the 
cause  thereof,  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  if  the  Local 
Government  Board  shall  remove  such  suspension,  such  Collector  shall 
again  receive  his  Warrant,  and  remain  in  office  and  continue  to 
discharge  his  duties ; but  if  the  Local  Government  Board  shall  decide 
not  to  remove  such  suspension,  the  Coimty  Council  shall,  on  being 
informed  of  such  decision  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dismiss 
such  Collector, 


Remuneration. 

Article  12. — Every  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate  shall  be  remunerated 
for  his  services  according  to  the  following  scale : — 

(1.)  On  all  moneys  collected  and  lodged  within  four  months  a.fter 
he  shall  have  received  his  Warrant,  such  poundage  rate  as 
the  County  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  shall  have  fixed; 

(2.)  On  all  moneys  collected  and  lodged  after  the  expiration  of  the 
above-mentioned  period,  but  within  the  financial  half-year, 
one-half  the  said  poundage  rate; 

Provided  that  no  sums  by  way  of  remuneration  shall  under  any 
circumstances  be  payable  in  respect  of  rates  not  collected  and  lodged 
within  the  financial  half-year  for  the  service  of  which  the  same  was 
levied. 

Provided  also  that  no  payments  in  respect  of  poundage  shall  be 
made  to  any  Collector  until  the  quarterly  meeting  first  held  after  the 
close  of  the  said  half  year,  unless  he  shall  have  previously  completed 
his  collection  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  County  Council. 

Duties. 

Article  13. — The  following  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  Collectors  of 
the  Poor  Rate  : — 

(1.)  To  keep  all  books  required  to'  be  kept  by  the  orders  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  or  other  lawful  authority,  and 
make  all  returns  which  relate  to  the  collection  of  the  Poor 
Rate  within  his  district. 

(2.)  To  collect,  with  due  diligence,  all  moneys  payable  on  account 
of  such  Rate  for  the  District  for  which  he  may  be  so  con- 
stituted or  appointed  Collector,  and  to  take  all  lawful  and 
proper  steps  for  enforcing  the  payment  of  any  Rate  not  duly 
paid. 
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(3.)  To  issue  from  his  Collecting  Book  (Form  2)  the  proper  demand 
not.es  and  receipts  as  numbered  and  up  by  the 

Secretary  to  the  County  Council,  and  to  give  no  other 
receipts  for  any  Rate  whatever. 

(4.)  To  remit  to  or  lodge  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  Council 
all  moneys  collected  by  him  up  to  and  including  the  Satur- 
day preceding  the  day  appointed  for  the  checking  of  his 
accounts  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  take  a receipt 
(Form  3)j  from  the  said  Treasurer  for  every  such  payment. 

(5.)  To  prepare  the  Fortnightly  Abstract  and  Advice  Note  (Form 
4),  and  to  keep  the  Fortnightly  Balance  Sheet  (Form  5), 
and  to  fill  up  the  entries  required  to  be  made  therein,  with 
regard  to  all  sums  collected  and  lodged  by  him,  and  to 
submit  the  same  once  every  fortnight,  with  his  Collecting 
Book  and  Treasurer’s  receipts,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to 
the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  County  Councils  Order, 
1899. 

(6.)  To  attend  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Council,  with  the 
several  books  which  he  is  required  to  keep,  and  to  lay  before 
them  a summary  of  the  state  of  his  collection,  together  with 
the  receipts  of  the  treasurer  for  all  sums  paid  in  during  the 
preceding  quarter. 

(7.)  To  attend  every  meeting  of  the  County  Coiuncil,  or  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  which  he  shall  be  specially  required  to 
attend. 

(8.)  To  collect  and  record  in  the  proper  column  appointed  for  that 
purpose  in  his  Collecting  Book,  and  supply  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Council,  or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  all  such 
information  as  he  may  be  required  to  supply,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Valuation  Acts,  the  Representation  of  the 
People  Acts,  the  Registration  Acts,  and  the  Jiaies  (Ireland) 
Acts,  or  any  of  them;  to  serve  such  notices  in  connection 
therewith  as  he  may  be  required  to  serve;  and  to  attend 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Union,  so 
as  to  render  all  necessary  information  and  assistance  in  the 
compilation  of  the  lists  of  electors  and  jurors ; and  to  attend 
all  Revision  Courts  at  the  times  when  the  respective  lists 
of  persons  for  his  Collection  District  may  be  undergoing 
revision. 

(9.)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  83  (2)  of  the  Act,  every 
Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate  shall  perform  his  duty  in  person, 
and  not  by  deputy. 


Audit  of  Accounts. 

Article  14. — ^Every  Collector  acting  under  this  Order,  shall  duly 
and  punctually  keep  such  Books  as  may  be  prescribed  in  any  Order 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  force  at  the  time,  for  keeping 
and  auditing  the  Accounts,  and  shall  attend  and  lay  such  Books, 
together  with  the  vouchers  and  other  necessary  documents,  before  the 
Auditor,  properly  balanced  and  made  up  to  the  end  of  the  half-year 
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under  Audit,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  Audit  or  foi  any  adjournment 
thereof ; and  he  shall  also  lay  before  the  Auditor  his  Collecting  and 
other  Books  connected  -with  the  Rate  in  course  of  collection  at  the 
time  of  audit,  and  every  such  Officer  shall  furnish  to  the  Auditor  or 
to  the  County  Council  any  abstract,  statement,  or  explanation 
verbally  or  in  writing,  respecting  liis  accounts  and  the  items  contained 
therein,  or  the  vouchers  relating  thereto',  as  he  may  be  required  to 
furnish. 

Article  15. — Every  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate  who  shall  wilfully 
neglect  or  disobey  any  order  of  the  Local  Govermnent  Board,  shall 
be  liable  to  dismissal  from  his  office,  and  to  prosecution  for  the 
penalties  which  he  may  thereby  incur  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
102  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act,  1838,  or  any  other  enactment.

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  us  by  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Act"),  and  by 
any  other  Acts,  and  hy  any  Orders  made  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in 
Council,  enabling  us  in  that  behalf,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland,  do  hereby,  from  the  31st  day  of  March,  1899,  rescind  all 
Orders,  and  all  such  parts  of  any  Orders,  now  in  force  as  relate  to  the 
several  matters  hereinafter  dealt  with. 

And  We  hereby  Order  and  direct  as  follows:  — 

Article  1. — This  Order  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  “The  County 

Councils  Order,  1899."  jt.ii 

Article  2. — The  several  regulations  in  this  Order  contamed  shall, 
from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  April,  1899,  be  observed  in  regard  to  the 
several  matters  hereinafter  dealt  mth,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Local 
Government  Board  may  from  time  to  time  assent  to  any  departiue 
from  such  regulations. 

Article  3, — ^The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  Ooxm- 
cils  of  County  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  in  relation  to  the  poor 
ra.te,  or  otherwise  of  their  duties  mider  the  Act,  and  of  their  Com- 
mittees and  Officers  shall  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
tliis  Order,  and  the  directions  given  in  the  several  forms  herein  pre- 
scribed, so  far  as  the  Local  Government  Board  shall  declare  the  same 
to  bo  applicable.  „ 

Article  4. — In  tliis  Order  the  expression  “ separate  charge  shall 
mean  and  include  any  excluded  charge  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
whether  leviable  as  a separate  item  of  the  poor  rate  off  the  whole  or 
a part  only  of  the  coimty,  or  off  the  whole  or  part  only  of  a nual  dis- 
trict, and  any  other  charge  leviable  wholly  or  partly  off  any  area  or 
contributory 'place  less  than  a rural  district. 
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Accounts. 

Article  5.— The  several  Books  of  Account  and  other  Becords  shall 
be  kept  by  the  respective  Officers  of  the  Councils,  and  of  their  Com- 
mittees respectively,  according  to  the  forms  and  directions  given  in 
this  Order  and  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed.

Article  6. — The  Secretary  shall  punctually  enter  up  and  accurately 
keep  the  following  Books  of  Account,  namely:  —

entered  together  in  the  first  part  of  the  Minutes  of  each  Quarterly 
Meeting  held  under  tlie  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  (Proce- 
dure of  Councils)  Order,  1899  (Form  1). 

(2.)  The  Financial  Statement  Book  of  Keceipts  (Fonn  2),  and  of 
Expenditure  (Form  3),  in  which  shall  be  entered  and  classified  in  the 
proper  columns  the  several  items  of  money  lodged  with  the  Treasurer 
during  each  quai*ter,  and  the  Orders  for  pajunent  made  on  the 
Treasurer  by  the  Council  at  each  Quarterly  Meeting  to  be  held  in 
accordance  with  Article  7 (1.)  of  this  Order.

(7.)  The  Order  Check  Book  (Form  7). — This  book  shall  contain  all 
orders  given  by  the  Council  for  stores,  repairs,  and  for  other  articles 
or  work,  and  counterparts  of  such  orders  and  fonns  of  the  invoices  to 
accompany  commodities  suisplied,  or  to  be  delivered  when  work  is 
done ; such  orders,  when  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  County  Sur- 
veyor, together  with  the  form  of  invoice,  shall  be  detached  from  the 
said  book,  and  issued  to  the  tradesmen  or  other  persons  dealt  with  or 
employed,  to  be  returned  and  disposed  of  in  tire  manner  described 
thereon ; and  the  counterparts  certified  by  the  initials  of  the  Secretary 
or  County  Surveyor,  shall  be  retained  in  the  said  book. 

{S.)  The  County  Register  or  Application.s  and  Proposals 
(Form  8). — ^In  this  Register  shall  be  entered  the  required  particulars 
as  regards  each  Application  considered,  and  each  Proposal  formulated 
thereon  by  the  Proposal  Committee  of  the  County  Council  in  connec- 
tion with  the  business  transferred  by  the  Act  from  County-at-large 
Presentment  Sessions  to  County  Councils.  From  this  Register  shall 
be  a,bstracted  the  List  of  Applications  (Form  9)  made  by  notice  of 
motion  for  new  public  works  or  involving  new  contracts  to  be  pub- 
lished within  the  County  as  required  by  Article  9 of  the  Local  Go- 
vernment (Procedure  of  Councils)  Order,  1899.  The  Secretary  shall 
also  prepare  from  this  Register  the  Lists  of  Proposals  (Forms  10,  11, 
and  12)  to  be  made  out  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council  as  re- 
quired by  Article  19  of  the  same  Order. 

(9.)  At  least  thirty  days  before  each  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the 
County  Council,  the  Secretary  shall  prepare  two  Schedules  of  Applica- 
tions for  Payments,  containing  full  particulars  of  all  sums  remaining 
unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  quarter  on  foot  of  proposals 
already  adopted,  involving  expenditure  chargeable  to  the  County-at- 
large.  One  of  the  Schedules  so  prepared  relating  to  Public  Works 
(Form  13)  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  County  Surveyor,  who 
shall  enter  in  the  proper  column  of  the  said  F orm  his  recommenda- 
tions setting  forth  the  proposals  for  payment  and  other  decisions 
which  he  considers  should  be  made  in  the  several  cases  by  the  Pro- 
posal Committee  at  their  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  shall  certify  same  at 
foot  and  return  it  forthwith  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Council.

When  any  such  payments  are 
so  ordered  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Secretary  shall  forthwith 
transnrit  by  post  to  every  person  in  whose  favour  a payment  is  ordered 
a negotiable  Paying  Order  or  advice  (Form  17),  duly  signed. 

(8.)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  inrmedrately  pre- 
ceding the  Qirarterly  Meetings  of  the  Council  held  subsequent  to  the 
first  meeting  above  referred  to,  the  Finance  Committee  shall  prepare 
a tabirlated  list  of  payments  made  out  of  the  Subsidiary  Account  up 
to  the  close  of  the  previous  Quai-ter,  with  certificates  and  vouchers; 
and  the  Committee  shall  recommend  that  the  same  or  any  greater  or 
less  sum  to  bo  specified  in  such  recommendation  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Cormty  Council  out  of  the  County  Fuird  as  required  by  Article  18  (3) 
of  the  Local  Goverrrmerrt  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898. 

(9.)  The  Comity  Coimcil  shall,  if  and  so  far  as  they  approve  of  the 
recommendation  so  made  by  the  Finance  Committee,  make  an  Order 
in  fa,vour  of  the  Treasirrer  for  the  payment  out  of  the  Cormty  Fund 
as  aforesaid  of  the  total  of  the  payments  enumerated  in  such  list,  arrd 
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the  amount  of  the  said  Order  shall  be  lodged  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  the  Subsidiary  Account  to  meet  payments  under  the  above 
sub-heads  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

(10.)  The  expenditure  made  in  each  Quarter  through  the  Subsidiary 
Account  shall  be  tabulated  and  classified  in  a separate  Book  of 
Account  on  the  fines  of  the  Financial  Statement  Book  (Form  3),  so 
as  to  admit  of  the  totals  under  each  head  being  posted  directly  to  the 
proper  Account  in  the  General  Ledger. 

(11.)  Subject  to  the  provisions  hereinbefore  contained,  all  bills  and 
demands,  other  than  sums  payable  on  foot  of  proposals,  shall  be 
brought  in  within  six  days  at  the  fiuthest  after  the  expiration  of  the 
half-year  in  which  they  were  incun-cd,  and  shall  be  forthwith 
examined  and,  if  found  correct,  shall  be  paid  at  the  next  Quarterly 
Meeting,  and  be  included  in  the  accounts  of  the  half-year. 

(12.)  The  Secretary  shall,  before  each  Quarterly  Meeting,  procure 
from  the  Treasurer  a statement  showing  for  each  account  for  the 
County  the  sums  of  money  and  Paying  Orders  which  the  Treasurer 
shall  have  received  and  paid  since  his  last  statement,  and  shall  lay  tlie 
same  before  the  said  Meeting ; and  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  shall 
affix  his  signature  to  the  said  books  or  statements  of  the  Treasurer, 
when  the  accuracy  thereof  shall  have  been  ascertained. 


(13.)  The  Secretary  shall  enter  from  the  Treasurer’s  Book,  in  the 
proper  column  of  the  Financial  Statement  Book  of  Expenditiue 
(Form  3),  the  date  on  which  the  amount  of  each  Paying  Order  was 
paid  by  the  Treasiuer,  as  appearing  in  the  Treasurer’s  Book. 


(14.)  The  Council,  in  the  examination  and  passing  of  bills,  shall 
refer  to  the  counterparts  in  the  Order  Check  Book  (Form  7)  of  the 
Orders  sanctioning  expenditure,  and  shall  in  all  cases  require  the 
party  to  whom  the  order  was  issued  to  produce  it. 

-ikfter  each  Quarterly  Meeting  the  Secretary  shall  transmit  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  of  each  District  in  the  Coimty  a Return  con- 
taining particulars  of  all  payments  made  on  foot  of  proposals  for  pay- 
ments made  by  the  District  Council  and  considered  and  in  whole  or  in 
part  adopted  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 


Audit. 

Closing  Accounts  and  Half-Yearly  Abstracts. 

nf  Secretary  shall  make  up  and  balance  the  Accounts 

I tne  Council  at  the  end  of  every  half-year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of 
ptember,  and  the  31st  day  of  March,  and  shall  prepare  therefrom 
fFn  records  of  the  Council,  an  Abstract  thereof 

f’ 

to  the  Auditor  appointed  for  the  District,  within 
month  after  the  close  of  the  half-year. 
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Article  9. — The  Auditor  shall  give  to  the  Secretary  ten  clear  days 
notice  (Form  19)  of  the  day  appointed  for  auditing  the  Accoimts  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Secx'etary  shall,  after  receiving  such  notice,  give 
six  clear  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  such  audit  shall 
be  held,  in  the  following  manner : — 

(a.)  By  causing  to  be  exhibited  on  the  external  gate  or  door  of 
the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Council  a notice  (Form  20), 
and  continuing  the  same  so  exhibited  imtil  the  day 
appointed  for  such  audit. 

(b.)  By  an  advertisement  in  the  same  form  in  some  one  or 
more  of  the  public  newspapers  circulating  in  the  County. 

The  Secretary  shall  also  give  due  notice  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  send  to  the  several  other  Officers  of  the  Council 
who  are  bound  to  accoimt,  a notice  in  the  Form  21. 

Article  10. — The  Secretary  shall,  six  clear  days  before  the  day  ap- 
pointed for  auditing  the  Accounts  of  the  Council,  deposit  the  said 
Abstract  and  Books  in  the  Board  Boom  of  tlie  Council;  and  shall 
permit  the  said  Abstract  and  Books  to  be  inspected,  examined,  and 
copied  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  body  or  person  interested,  at  any  reason- 
able hour  of  the  day  (not  being  Sunday  or  a bank  holiday),  when  tlie 
Council  shall  not  he  sitting,  after  they  shall  be  so  deposited  and  pre- 
vious to  tlie  day  appointed  for  the  auditing  thereof. 

Article  11.— Before  each  Audit  the  Secretary  shall  carefully  pre- 
pare and  verify  two  fair  copies  of  the  Abstract  of  Accounts  (Form  18), 
and  shall  submit  same  to  the  Auditor,  who  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
Audit  shall  attest  them,  and  shall  deal  with  them  as  provided  in 
Article  12  of  this  Order. 

-Article  12.— Within  fourteen  days  after  the  completion  of  each 
Audit  the  Auditor  shall  make  a report  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  upon  the  Accounts  audited  and  examined  by  him,  and  shall 
transmit  with  such  report  -the  two  attested  copies  of  the  Abstract  of 
Accounts  (Form  18)  submitted  to  him  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The 
Local  Government  Board  shall  retain  one  of  the  Abstracts,  and  shall 
furnish  tlie  other  to  the  County  Council,  with  a copy  of  the  Auditor's 
Report.  Upon  receipt' of  the  Auditor's  Report  and  Abstract  of  Ac- 
ccmits,  the  Secretary  shall  forthwith  publish  the  Report  and  the 
General  Summaiy  (Form  18,  Table  (f),  to  which  he  shall  append  a 
copy  of  the  Auditor  s certificate  as  at  foot  of  the  Abstract,  in  some 
one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  circulating  in  the  County,  and 
shall  also  within  one  month  after  each  audit  furnish  to  each  member 
of  the  County  Council,  and  to  the  Clerk  of  each  Union  and  of  each 
Urban  and  Rural  District  Council  in  the  County,  a copy  of  tlie 
Auditor’s  Report  and  of  the  Abstract  of  Accounts. 

Article  13.— If  the  Auditor  shall  be  required  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Bomd  to  hold  an  extraordinary  audit,  either  of  the  whole  or  of 
any  portion  of  the  Accounts,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  audit,  all 
the  provisions  herein  contained  with  reference  to  the  ordinary  audit 
they  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  such  extraordiuarj 
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Article  14. — The  Secretary  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  who 
by  law  are  liable  to  account  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  audit  of  their  Accounts,  and  shall  submit  all  Books  and  Accounts 
which  they  are  respectively  required  to  keep  by  this  or  any  other  Order 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  or  by  the  Council,  together  with  all 
documents  and  vouchers  relating  to  such  Books  or  Accounts. 

Article  15. — Tn  Auditing  the  Accounts,  the  Auditor  shall  see  that 
tliey  have  been  kept  and  are  presented  in  proper  form,  that  the 
particular  items  of  receipt  and  expenditure  are  stated  in  sufficient 
cietail,  and  that  the  payments  are  supjiorted  by  adequate  vouchers  and 
authority.  He  shall  ascertain  whether  all  sums  received,  or  whicli 
ought  to  have  been  received,  are  brought  into  account,  and  shall  examine 
whether  the  expenditure  is  in  all  cases  such  as  might  lawfully  be  made. 
He  shall  also  reduce  such  payments  and  charges  as  he  shall  deem  to  be 
exorbitant,  shall  surcharge  moneys  not  duly  accounted  for,  or  lost  bv 
negligence,  upon  the  person  who  ought  to  account  for  the  same,  oV 
whose  negligence  or  improper  conduct  has  caused  the  loss,  and  shall 
disallow  and  strike  out  such  payments  as  are  not  authorised  by  law.  If 
the  Auditor  finds  that  any  money,  goods,  or  chattels  belonging  to  the 
Council  have  been  purloined,  embezzled,  wasted,  or  misapplied,  or  that 
any  deficiency  or  loss  has  been  incurred  by  the  negligence  or  misconduct 
of  any  Officer  or  other  person  accounting,  and  shall  surcharge  such 
Officer  or  person  with  such  amount  or  value  in  his  account,  he  shall 
submit  a statement  of  such  surcharge  to  the  Council  as  soon  as  he 
conveniently  can  do  so.  The  suras  so  surcharged,  disallowed,  or  struck 
out,  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  same  manner  as  Balances  are  recoverable 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Acts. 

Article  16. — The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  collate  the  several 
Books  and  Forms  of  Accounts  ; and  shall  ascertain  that  the  several 
entries  correspond  with  and  balance  each  other,  wliere  such  balance 
may  be  required  ; but  in  case  of  any  error  caused  by  inadvertence  or 
accident  in  any  account,  he  may  make  the  necessary  correction  or 
require  the  Officer  rendering  it  to  do  so,  and  the  Auditor  shall  then  deal 
with  the  account  so  corrected. 

Article  17.  — Ho  erasures  shall  under  any  circumstances  be  made  in 
any  of  the  records  or  books  of  account  prescribed  by  this  Oi-der  * in 
case  it  should  be  found  necessary  to  make-  an  alteration  in  any  entrv 
it  must  be  done  bj-  striking  out  the  figure  to  be  altered  and  by 
writing  above  or  beside  it  the  figure  that  is  to  take  its  place.  The 
folios  or  pages,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  all  such  records  or  books  of 
account  should  be  numbered  consecutively  by  the  printer,  and  no  leaf 
or  leaves  of  any  bound  book  so  numbered  shall  be  removed  from  the 
book, 

Article  18. — The  Auditor  shall  receive  any  objection  made  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  body  or  person  interested  or  aggrieved,  against  tlie 
Accounts  undergoing  audit,  or  any  item  or  charge  therein,  or  any 
vouchers  or  authority  for  the  same ; he  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  require 
such  objection  to  be  put  in  writing,  and  shall  examine  into  the  merits 
thereof. 

Article  19. — If  the  Auditor  shall  doubt  the  correctness  of  any  account 
or  any  item  or  charge  in  any  account,  he  may  by  summons  under  his 
hand  and  seal  require  any  person  to  attend  before  him  at  any  audit  or 
adjournment  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  giving  any  information  or 
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evidence  upon  any  matter  connected  with  the  Accounts  of  any  Officer 
of  the  Council  liable  to  account,  and  may  make  inquiry  into  any  such 
matter,  and  may  administer  oaths,  and  may  examine  all  such  persons 
upon  oath,  and  may  require  and  enforce  the  production  upon  oath  of 
Books,  Contracts,  Agreements,  Accounts,  Maps,  Plans,  Surveys, 
Valuations,  and  Writings,  or  copies  thereof,  respectively,  in  any  wise 
relating  to  such  matter,  or  where  the  Auditor  shall  think  fit,  in  lieu  of 
requiring  such  oaths  as  aforesaid,  he  may  require  any  such  person  to 
make  and  subscribe  a declaration  of  the  truth  of  the  matters  respecting 
which  he  shall  have  been  or  shall  be  so  examined. 

Article  20. — The  personal  representatives  of  an  Officer  accountable 
under  this  Order,  who  dies  before  the  audit  of  his  Accounts,  shall 
account,  in  conformity  with  the  j^rovisioiis  herein  contained,  in  the 
place  of  such  deceased  Officer,  and  all  regulations  affecting  the  Accounts 
of  such  Officer  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  otherwise  lawful,  affect  the 
Accounts  of  his  personal  representatives. 

Article  21. — The  Auditor  having  audited  the  several  Accounts  in  the 
Ledger  shall  aj^pend  his  signature  and  date  of  audit  at  foot  of  the 
Balance  Sheet. 


Annual  Budget, 

Article  22. — (1.)  At  such  Meeting  as  the  County  Council  shall 
determine,  but  not  later  tban  the  31st  day  of  March  in  each  financial 
year,  the  Council  of  every  Rural  District  shall  ]jrepare  an  estimate  of 
their  liabilities  and  expenditure  to  be  provided  for  during  the  next 
ensuing  financial  year  by  the  County  Council,  and  a demand  for  the 
amount  of  same,  and  shall  forward  a copy  of  this  estimate  and  demand 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  to  the  Council  of  the  County. 

(2.)  If  any  Rural  District  Council  shall,  at  such  Quarterly  Meeting, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  prepare  such  estimate  and  demand,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Clerk  of  such  Council  to  prepare  and  furnish  the  same 
within  one  week  after  the  said  Quarterly  Meeting. 

(3.)  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  apply  to  Boards  of  Guardians 
and  their  Clerks  with  the  necessary  modifications. 

(4.)  The  communication  by  Rural  District  Councils  and  Boards  of 
Guardians  to  County  Councils,  and  the  estimates  to  be  made  of  their 
expenditure  in  each  local  financial  year,  and  their  demands  in  respect 
of  tlie  same,  shall  be  according  to  Forms  22  (a),  (b),  (c),  and  23  (a),  (6),  (c)* 

(5.)  At  their  first  Quarterly  Meeting  to  be  held  in  each  financial 
year  every  County  Council  shall  cause  to  be  submitted  to  them  an  esti- 
mate of  the  liabilities  and  requirements  during  the  next  financial  year 
of  the  County  Council,  and  of  all  spending  authorities,  other  than 
Urban  District  Councils,  so  far  as  relates  to  areas  within  the  County. 
If,  before  such  meeting,  they  shall  not  have  received  an  estimate  and 
demand  from  every  such  spending  authority,  they  shall  include  in  their 
estimate  such  sum,  by  way  of  provision  for  the  liabilities  and  require- 
ments of  any  such  authority,  as  they  may  deem  sufficient. 
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(6.)  The  apportionments  and  calculations  required  to  be  made,  undei 
Section  51  of  the  Act,  of  the  amounts  payable  by  Urban  District 
Councils  in  each  County,  in  respect  of  the  net  sums  to  be  levied  off 
agricultural  land,  and  off  other  hereditaments,  respectively,  and  of  the 
rates  in  the  pound  which,  under  tlie  said  Section,  are  to  be  specified  in 
the  demand  note,  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the 
directions  given  in  Form  24  (a),  (6),  (c). 

(7.)  The  apportionments  and  calculations  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  rates  in  respect  of  Separate  Charges  shall  be  made  in  the 
manner  and  according  to  the  d sections  given  in  Form  25. 

(8.)  The  communication  by  County  Councils  to  Urban  District 
Councils  of  the  amounts  required  bo  be  raised  in  each  financial  year  in 
the  Urban  Districts,  and  the  demand  in  respect  of  the  same  shall  be 
according  to  Form  26  {a),  (b). 

(9.)  Every  County  or  Urban  District  Council  u])on  whom  a demand 
is  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  comply  with  the  said  demand  at  the  times 
and  in  the  manner  specified  therein  ; provided  that  the  County  Council 
in  the  second  six  months  of  any  financial  year,  shall  not  be  required  to 
raise  any  sum  above  the  amount  specified  in  the  original  estimate  at  the 
beginning  of  the  financial  year,  unless  they  consider,  or  on  appeal  from 
the  Council  or  Board  sending  the  same,  the  Local  G-overnment  Board 
shall  decide,  that  such  increase  was  under  the  circumstances  unavoid- 
able. 

(10.)  The  sums  payable  by  a County  Council  to  a Rural  District 
Council  or  a Board  of  Guardians  shall  be  paid  by  means  of  an  Order  of 
the  County  Council  (Form  27),  made  at  a Quarterly  Meeting,  directing 
their  Treasurer  to  transfer  the  said  sums  to  the  credit  of  the  District  or 
Union  Fund,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  branch  of  any  Bank  which  acts 
as  Treasurer  to  the  said  District  Council  or  Board  of  Guardians.  After 
each  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  County  Council,  the  Secretary  shall 
forthwith  transmit  by  post  to  the  Treasurer  of  each  District  Council, 
and  of  each  Board  of  Guardians  to  whose  credit  money  is  so  transferred, 
a notification  or  advice  (Form  28). 


Making  of  Rates. 

_ Article  23. — (1.)  The  County  Council  having,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, estimated  the  amounts  to  be  raised  off  each  Rural  District  or  any 
part  thereof,  during  each  six  months,  in  respect  of  General  Charges  and 
of  each  Separate  Charge  respectively,  shall  cause  the  several  amounts  so 
estimated  to  be  assessed  by  an  equal  poundage  rate  upon  the  property 
liable  thereto  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  shall 
cause  a notice  of  their  intention  to  make  such  rate  to  be  published 
(Form  29).  Immediately  on  receipt,  from  the  Commissioner  of  Valua- 
tion, of  the  revised  list  of  the  tenements  in  each  Rural  District,  the 
Secretary  of  the  County  Council  shall  prepare,  in  duplicate,  books, 
including  all  particulars  required  for  the  Rate  Book  (Form  30),  which 
are  to  be  copied  from  the  said  list.  The  tenements  in  the  Rate  Book 
are  to  be  arranged  according  to  Collection  Districts,  and  are  to  be 
^mbered  consecutively  by  a separate  series  of  numbers  for  each  Rural

(2.)  Tn  making  any  assessments  of  the  poor  rate  in  respect  of  General 
Charges,  any  fraction  of  less  than  a halfpenny  shall  be  discarded,  and 
fractions  evpial  to,  or  greater  than  a halfpenny  shall  he  reckoned  as  a 
penny. 

(3.)  Every  assessment  in  a Rural  District  shall  be  separately  made 
and  assessed  for  each  Rural  District,  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the 
County  Council,  shall  be  publicy  notified  (Form  31),  and  be  open  for 
inspection  to  any  ratepayer ; and  any  ratepayer  within  three  weeks 
after  the  notification  may,  if  he  feels  aggrieved  by  such  assessment, 
appeal  to  Sessions  in  accordance  with  Section  29  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (Ireland)  Act,  1871,  and  that  section  shall  apply  as  if  the  poor 
rate  were  the  rate,  and  the  County  Council  the  governing  body  therein 
mentioned,  and  in  this  Section  “ ratepayer  ” shall  include  any  person 
receiving  rent  from  which  any  rate  is  deducted. 

(4.)  The  certified  duplicate  copy  of  the  Rate  Book  for  each  Rural 
District  to  be  furnished  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  under  Section  96  (1) 
of  the  Act,  shall  be  furnished  to  him  not  later  than  three  days  after  the 
day  on  which  the  rate  is  made. 

(5.)  The  names  of  the  Rural  Districts  in  each  County,  having  been 
first  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  thei'c  shall  be  assigned  to  each  a 
distinguishing  letter  by  which  it  shall  be  distinguished  in  all  books  and 
documents  relating  to  the  Poor  Rate  Collection  in  the  Rural  District. 


Duties  of  Secretary  in  reference  to  Collection  of  the  Poor  Pate. 

Article  24. — (1.)  There  shall  be  provided  by  the  County  Council  for 
each  Rural  District  a Rate  Ledger  (Form  32),  in  which  shall  be  posted 
to  credit  of  each  holding  on  the  discharge  side  the  several  amounts 
received  in  respect  of  rates  collected  from  that  holding. 

(2.)  Immediately  on  the  making  of  a Rate  by  the  County  Council, 
the  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  issue  to  each  Collector  of  the  Poor-Rate 
with  the  Collecting  Book,  a Warrant  (Form  33)  for  the  collection  of  the 
Poor  Rate  within  his  Collection  District.  The  Collecting  Book,  Receipt 
and  Demand  Note  shall  be  in  the  Form  prescribed  in  the  County  (Poor- 
Rate  Collectors)  Order,  1899.  Before  issuing  this  Book,  the  Secretary 
shall  take  care  that  the  particulars  given  therein,  so  far  as  they  purport 
to  be  extracted  from  the  Rate  Book,  shall  be  correctly  taken  therefrom, 
and  he  shall,  at  the  same  time,  have  all  forms  of  Receipt  and  Demand 
Note  fully  and  accurately  filled  up  before  placing  the  Book  in  the  hands 
of  the  Collector. 

(3.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  once  at  least  in  each  fort- 
night, at  the  hour  and  on  the  day  which  he  may  appoint  for  the  pur- 
pose, to  examine  the  Poor  Rate  Collector’s  Book,  Receipt  and  Demand 
Note,  which  shall  then  be  produced  to  him  by  each  Collector  of  the  Poor- 
Rate,  and  likewise  the  Treasurer’s  recei2)t  for  all  lodgments  made  by 
such  Collector  since  the  last  fortnightly  examination  of  his  accounts. 
In  examining  the  said  accounts  the  Secretary  shall  see  that  the  entries 
in  the  Fortnightly  Abstract  and  Advice  Note,  and  in  his  Fortnightly 
Balance  Sheet  include  all  sums  in  respect  of  which  the  corresponding 
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receipts  have  been  detached  from  the  Collecting  Book  since  the  last  ex- 
amination of  his  accounts.  He  shall  enter  his  initials  in  the  prescribed 
space  in  the  Collecting  Book,  shall  fill  up  the  particulars  required  to  be 
filled  by  him  in  the  Collector’s  Fortnightly  Advice  Note,  shall  detach  the 
same  therefrom,  and  shall  carry  the  particulars  into  the  Rate  Ledvor 
(Form  32),  into  the  Fortnightly  Abstract  of  Poor  Rate  Collectors’ 
Lodgments  (Form  34),  into  the  District  Summary  of  the  Fortnightly 
Abstract  (Form  35),  and  into  the  Half-yearly  Summary  of  Poor  Rate 
Oolleotors’  Lodgments  (Form  36),  and  into  any  other  books  of  account 
into  v'hich  they  are  to  be  carried. 

(4.)  If  the  County  Council  deem  it  expedient,  they  may  authorise  the 
Secretary  to  appoint  as  his  Deputy,  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  oi 
examining  and  checking  the  books  of  the  Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate 
in  any  Rural  District,  the  Clerk  of  any  Union  which  is  in  whole  or  in 
part  situate  in  the  County,  and  in  case  any  such  Clerk  shall  refuse  to 
act  as  such  Deputy  the  County  Council  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  appoint  a compietent  person  to  discharge  this 
duty.  Every  such  Deputy,  other  than  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  in  which 
the  Rural  District  shall  be  situate,  shall  examine  and  check  the  said 
apeounts  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  said  Union,  and  for  that  purpose 
shall  have  access  to  the  copy  of  the  Rate  Book  supplied  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Union  by  the  County  Council  under  Section  96  of  the  Act. 

(5.)  Every  Deputy  appointed  for  the  examination  and  checking  of  the 
Collector’s  Books  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  County  Council,  as 
remuneration  for  the  discharge  of  such  duties,  a sum  equivalent  to  five 
shillings  for  every  hundred  ratings  included  in  the  Collection  District 
or  Districts  assigned  to  him,  such  payment  to  be  made  at  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  next  following  the  close  of  each  half  year.

Travelling  Expenses  of  Returning  Officers,  and  Cost  of  Con- 
veyance of  Ballot  Boxes  at  First  Elections  of  County  and 
Rural  District  Councillors  under  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898. 


MHIEREAS,  by  Section  6 of  the  Schedule  to  an  Order  entitled  the 
Local  Go-vemment  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898  made 
under  Section  104  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act  1898  on 
the  Twenty-second  day  of  December,  1898,  by  His  Excellency ’the 
Leid  Lieutenant  in  Council’  it  is  ordered  that  the  expenses  of  any 
Election  under  the  Act  shall  not  exceed  the  scale  fixed  by  the  County 
Council,  with  ti^  approval  of  the  Local  Govemmenti  Board  and  in 
the  case  of  tte  First  Election  under  the  Act,  the  Local  Government 
Board  may  fr^e  a scale  for  the  County,  and  the  scale  so  framed  shall 
apply  to  the  First  Election,  and  shaU  have  effect  as  if  it  had  been 
made  by;  the  Coimty  Council  with  the  said  approval : 
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And  Whereas  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  did, 
by  a General  Order  hearing  date  the  Third  day  of  March,  1899,  in

Officers  and  Clerks,  and  for  the  conveyance  by  road  of  ballot-boxes, 
papers,  &c.,  from  the  Offices  of  the  Returning  Officers  to  the  polling 
places,  and  did  order  that  the  said  sums  should  not  exceed  a cost  of 
Sd.  per  mile,  and  did  also  direct  that  the  sums  to  be  allowed  to  the 
said  Returning  Officers  in  respect  of  expenses  incurred  for  the  convey- 
ance by  road  of  the  ballot-boxes  from  the  polling  stations  to  the  places 
where  tlie  votes  were  to  be  counted,  and  back  again  to  the  said  Offices 
of  the  said  Returning  Officei-s,  should  not  exceed  a cost  of  Is.  per 
mile ; 

And  Whereas  it  was  in  certain  cases  found  impossible  to  obtain 
the  use  of  vehicles  for  the  said  travelling  and  conveyance  in  respect

GENEEAL  ORDER 

Declarations  of  County  Councils  with  respect  to  Main  Roads. 

WHEREAS,  by  Sub-section  (3),  o£  Section  8 of  the  Local  Goverament 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  provided  that  tlie  Council  o±  each  County 
may,  upon  the  report  of  the  County  Surveyor,  make  a general  declara- 
tion declaring  Avhat  roads  in  the  County  shall  be  main  roads  : 

And  Wherebs  it  is  provided  by  Sub-section  (4)  of  the  said  Section 
8 of  the  said  Act  that  the  County  Council  may  declare  a proposed  new 
road  to  be  a main  road  : 

And  Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Sub-section  (5)  of  the  said  Section 
8 of  the  said  Act,  that  a declaration,  whether  a general  declaration  or 
a declaration  respecting  a new  road,  shall  at  first  be  a provisional 
declaration,  and  shall  be  communicated  by  the  County  Council  to  each 
District  Council  in  the  County  in  the  prescribed  manner  : 

And  Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Sub-section  (6)  of  the  said  Section 
8 of  the  said  Act,  that  after  the  prescribed  time,  and  after  considering 
any  representations  which  may  meantime  have  been  submitted  either 
by  any  District  Council  or  by  any  person  or  persons  claiming  to  be 
interested,  the  County  Council  shall  take  the  said  provisional  declara- 
tion into  consideration,  and  may  adopt  the  same  either  in  its  original 
form  or  alter  modifying  it  either  by  way  of  exclusion  or  inclusion  of 
roads  : 

And  Whereas,  by  Sub-section  (8)  of  the  said  Section  8 of  the  said 
Act,  it  is  provided  that  the  County  Council  shall  forthwith  com- 
municate a declaration  as  finally  adopted  to  every  District  Council  in 
the  County  , and  that  any  such  District  Council,  if  aggrieved  by  the 
declaration  oi’  by  the  omission  therefi’om  of  any  road,  may,  within  the 
prescribed  time,  appeal  to  the  Local  Government  Board  : — 

And  Whereas,  by  Sub-section  (1)  of  Section  109  of  the  said  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  provided  that  the  expression 
“ prescribed  ” in  the  said  Act  shall  mean  prescribed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board ; and  that  the  expression  “ Local  Government 
Board  ” shall  mean  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland. 

Now  Therefore  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
acting  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to  Us  under  the  said  Sub- 
sections of  the  said  Section  8 of  the  said  I.ocal  Governmont  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  do  order  and  direct  as  follows  : — 

1.  When  the  Council  of  any  County,  at  their  first  meeting  or  at  any 
subsequent  quarterly  meeting,  make,  upon  the  report  of  the  County 
Surveyor,  a provisional  general  declaration  concerning  Main  Roads,  or 
a provisional  declaration  concerning  any  proposed  new  road  that  the 
same  shall  be  a Main  Road,  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall,  witljin 
seven  days  of  the  day  on  which  such  provisional  declaration  is  made, 
send  a copy  of  such  declaration  to  the  Clerk  of  every  District  Council 
in  the  County,  to  be  laid  before  his  District  Council,  and  shall  also 
within  the  said  period  of  seven  days  publish  the  said  declaration  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Article  34  of  the  Local  Government  (Procedure  of 
Councils)  Order,  1899. 
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2.  The  County  Council,  at  their  quarterly  meeting  held  next  after 
the  iimlring  of  any  provisional  declaration  as  aforesaid,  shall  consider 
all  representations  which  may  have  been  received  from  any  District 
Council  in  the  County  or  from  any  person  or  persons  claiming  to  be 
interested,  and  may  modify  tlie  said  provisonal  declaration,  if  they  think 
fit,  by  the  exclusion  or  inclusion  of  any  road ; and  they  shall  then 
publish  the  declaration  as  finally  adopted,  whethei'  modified  or  not,  in 
the  manner  provided  as  aforesaid. 

3.  A copy  of  the  declaration  as  finally  adopted  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  County  Council  within  seven  days  of  the  day  of  the 
clay  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  same  shall  have  been  so  adopted  to 
the  Clerk  of  every  District  Council  in  the  County;  and  the  Clerk  of 
every  such  District  Council  shall,  within  seven  days  from  the  day  on 
which  the  said  copy  of  the  said  declaration  was  received  by  him  convene 
a special  meeting  of  the  District  Council,  by  fourteen  clays’  notice,  to 
consider  the  said  declaration  ; and  at  the  said  meeting  so  convened  and 
not  otherwise,  the  District  Council  may  decide  by  the  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  members  present  to  appeal  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  ; and  such  appeal  shall  be  under  the  hand  of  the  presiding 
Chairman,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  said  majority.

GENERAL  ORDER. 

Adjustment  between  Counties  of  Cities  or  Towns  becoming  by  virtue 
of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  parts  of  counties 
at  large  and  the  rest  of  the  County  at  large  of  which  each 
becomes  a part. 

WHEREAS,  by  Sub-section  (1)  of  Section  70  of  the  Local  Govern 
m nt  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  enacted  that  where  any  county  of  a 
city  or  town  becomes  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act  part  of  a county  at 
large,  ^ then,  on  the  application  within  the  prescdbed  time  of  the 
Council  for  any  district,  urban  or  rural,  which  comprises  all  or  any 
part  of  the  area  of  such  county  of  a city  or  town,  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  shall  make  an  adjustment  as  between  that  area  and  the 
rest  of  the  said  county  at  large  respecting  the  contribution  by  the  said 
ama  to  the  county  at  large  charges  (whether  for  salaries  of  the  county 
omcers  or  main  road  or  other  purposes),  and  as  respects  the  declara- 
^on.  of  any  roads  within  the  said  area  to  be  main  roads;  and  any 
Order  made  upon  such  application  in  respect  of  tlie  main  roads  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  it  were  a declaration  by  the  County  Council 
under  the  said  Act  in  respect  of  such  roads :

1.  Any  application  to  tlie  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland  by  the  Council  for  any  district,  urban  or  rural,  wliidi 
comprises  all  or  any  part  of  tlie  area  of  a county  of  a city  or 
town  wliich  becomes  by  virtue  of  the  said  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  part  of  a county  at  large  for  the  maldng  of 
an  adjustment  as  between  such  area  and  the  rest  of  the  said 
county  at  largo,  respecting  the  contribution  by  such  area  to  the 
county  at  large  charges  (whether  for  tlie  salaries  of  the  county 
officers  or  mam  road  or  other  purposes),  and  as  respects  the  de- 
claration of  any  roads  within  such  area  to  be  main  roads,  shall  be 
made  within  six  calendar  mouths  of  the  date  of  the  present 
Order. 

2.  Any  appeal  against  any  Order  for  adjustment  made  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Appeal  Com- 
mission mentioned  in  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act, 
1898,  within  two  calendar  months  of  tlie  date  of  the  maldng  of 
such  Order.

CoMruLSOEY  ACQUISITION  of  LAND  by  a County  Council  for  the  pm’- 
pose  of  -widening  an  old  road  or  making  a new  one.

Publish  such  advertisement  and  serve  such  notice  on  the  owner 
or  reputed  o-wner,  lessee  or  reputed  lessee,  and  occupier  of  the 
land  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
within  the  prescribed  time  petition  the  Judge  of  Assize  for  an 
Order  authorising  the  Council  to  put  into  force  with  reference  to 
such  land  the  powers  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Acts  -with  respect  to 
the  purchase  and  taking  of  land  otherwise  than  by  agreement : 
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And  Whereas,  by  Sub-section  (1)  of  Section  109  of  the  said  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  enacted  that,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  the  expression  “ prescribed,”  when  used  in  the  Act, 
means  prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  that  the  ex- 
pression “Local  Government  Board”  means  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  Ireland : 

Now  Therefore,  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given  Us  by  the  said  Sub-section 
(3)  of  the  said  Section  10  of  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,,  do  hereby  order  and  direct  as  follows:  — 

1.  Where  a County  Council  desire  for  the  purpose  of  widening  an 
old  road,  or  making  a new  road,  to  acquire  otherwise  than  by  agi-ee- 
ment  any  land  other  than  demesne  land  or  pleasure  ground  or  than 
land  situate  in  a borough  or  town,  and  think  fit  to  proceed  by  way 
of  petition  to  the  Judge  of  Assize  in  tlie  manner  permitted  by  the 
said  Sub-section  (3)  of  the  said  Section  10  of  the  said  Local  Govern- 
ment (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  they  shall: 

(tt)  Publish  once  at  least  in  each  of  three  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  month  of  January  next  preceding  any  Spring  Assizes  to  be 
held  for  their  county,  if  the  petition  is  to  be  presented  at  such 
Assizes,  or  in  the  month  of  May  next  preceding  any  Summer 
Assizes  so  to  be  held,  if  the  petition  is  to  be  presented  at  such 
Assizes,  in  some  newspaper  or  newspapers  circulating  in  their 
county,  an  advertisement  describing  shortly  the  purposes  in  re- 
spect of  which  the  land  is  proposed  to  be  taken,  naming  a place

MISOELLANEOTJS. 

To  the  Councils  of  the  several  Administrative  Counties,  the  CouNcus 
of  the  several  Rural  Districts,  and  the  Boards  of  Guardians 
of  the  several  Unions  in  Ireland  ; and  to  all  whom  it  may  concern ; 

Whereas  under  “the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  each  poor 
law  union,  with  the  exception  of  such  portion  of  its  area  as  might  he 
included  in  an  urban  sanitary  district,  as  defined  by  the  said  Act,  was 
constituted  a rural  sanitary  district,  and^  the  guardians  of  the  unions 
were,  as  such,  declared  to  be  the  rural  sanitary  authority  . 

And  Whereas  it  was  further  provided  by  the  said  Act  that  We, 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  should  have  power  to  deter- 
mine on  what  area  of  charge  any  special  expenses  thereunder  should  he 
chargeable  i 

And  Whereas,  by  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898, 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Act  of  1898),  it  is  enacted  that  for  every 
rural  sanitary  district  there  shall  be  a rural  district  council  whose  dis- 
trict shall  be  called  a rural  district ; that  the  districts  previously  called 
urban  sanitary  districts  shall  be  called  urban  districts  ; that  where  a 
union  is  situate  wholly  in  one  county  such  union,  and  where  a union 
is  situate  in  more  than  one  county,  the  part  of  such  union  included  in 
each  such  county,  shall,  except  any  portion  thereof  included  in  an  urban 
district,  be  constituted  a rural  district  ; and  that  the  business  of  the 
rural  sanitary  authority  in  each  rural  district  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  district  council  of  that  district  i 

Whereas,  by  various  Orders  under  our  Seal,  We  did  from  time 
CO  ^iime  determine  the  area  of  charge  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
original  area)  upon  which  the  following  expenses  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  rural  sanitary  expenses)  should  in  each  case  be  chargeable : 

(a.)  Special  expenses  (including  those  under  Section  8 of  the  Post 
Oface  Act,  1891),  and  burial  ground  expenses,  incurred  by 
rural  sanitary  authorities  under  the  Public  Health  (Ireland) 
Acts,  1878  to  1896  ; and 

(b.)  Expenses  incurred  by  rural  sanitary  authorities  under  the 
Technical  Instruction  Act,  1889  : 


And  Whereas,  by  reason  of  the  operation  o^  the  Act  of  1898,  We 
deem  it  expedient  to  otherwise  determine  in  regard  to  the  chargeability 
of  rural  sanitary  expenses  : 

Now,  Therefore,  anything  in  any  of  our  said  Orders  under 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  We,  the  Local  Gover.nment  Board^  or 
Ireland,  do  hereby  order  and  determine  that  the  following 
shall  take  affect,  as  on,  from,  and  after  the  First  day  of  April,  1 j 
with  regard  to  the  area  of  charge  for  rural  sanitary  expenses  in  respec 
of  whicli  any  ratepayer  or  ratepayers  remained  liable  on  that  date 


Article  I. — Rural  District  Areas. 

Subject  to  the  exceptions  set  forth  in  Article  II.  of  this 
area  of  charge  shall  be  the  rural  district,  or  rural  districts,  in  whic 
orit'inal  area  is  comprised. 
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Article  II. — Exceptions. 

(1.)  Where  the  original  area  consisted  of,  or  included,  a town,  or 
towns  (other  than  an  urban  district,  or  districts,)  under  municipal 
government,  the  original  area  shall  continue  to  be  the  area  of  charge. 

(2.)  In  the  case  of  the  unions,  the  names  of  which  are  set  forth  in 
the  Schedule  to  this  Order,  the  area  of  charge  shall  be  the  dispensary 
district  or  dispensary  districts,  as  at  present  constituted,  in  which  the 
original  area  is  comprised — except  any  portion  of  such  dispensary 
district,  or  districts,  included  in  an  urban  district. 

Provided  Always,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  Order  shall  in  any 
way  impair,  diminish,  or  affect  the  security  provided  for  the  repayment 
of  any  loan  hitherto  granted,  and  held  by  any  mortgagee,  or  mortgagees, 
of  the  rates  of  any  original  area.

GENERAL  ORDER 

FOR  REGULATINe  THE  DISTRICTS,  QUALIFICATIONS, 
SECURITY,  REMUNERATION,  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE 
COLLECTORS  OF  THE  POOR  RATE  APPOINTED 
BY  THE  COUNCILS  OF  THE  SEVERAL  COUNTY 
BOROUGHS  AND  OTHER  URBAN  DISTRICTS,  AS 
CONSTITUTED  UNDER  THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 
(IRELAND)  ACT,  1898,  AND  THE  CHECKING  AND 
AUDITING  OF  THE  ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  SAID 
COLLECTORS. 

To  the  Councils  of  the  several  County  Boroughs  and  Urban 
Districts,  constituted  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898; 

To  the  Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate  from  time  to  time  appointed 
by  the  said  Councils ; 

And  to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  Us  by  the  Poor  Relief 
(Ireland)  Act,  1838,  and  the  Acts  amending  the  same.  We,  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do  hereby,  from  the  31st  day  of 
March  1899,  rescind  all  Orders  and  al  such  parts  of  any  Orders  in 
force  on  the  said  31st  day  of  March,  as  related  to  the  districts, 
qualifications,  security,  remimeration,  and  duties  of  the  Collectors  of 
the  Poor  Rate,  and  the  checking  and  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  the 
said  Collectors,  except  in  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  Article  40  (1)  of  the  Local  Government  (Application 
of  Enactments)  Order,  1898. 

And  We  hereby  order  and  direct  as  follows : — 

Article  1,— Tills  Order  may  be  cited  as  “The  Urban  (Poor  Rat* 
Collectors)  Order,  1899.” 

Article  2, — The  expression  “ Council  ” in  this  Order  shall  mean 
and  include  in  the  case  of  a County  Borough  the  Council  of  such 
Borough,  and  in  the  case  of  an  Urban  District  the  Council  of  such 
District.  The  expression  “ Town  Clerk  ” shall  mean  and  include  the 
Town  Clerk  or  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  the  Council  of  the  County 
Borough  or  Urban  District,  as  the  case  may  require. 

Article  3. — The  several  regulations  in  this  Order  contained  shall, 
from  and  after  the  31st  day  of  March,  1899,  be  observed  in  regard 
to  the  districts,  qualifications,  security,  remuneration,  and  duties  of 
all  Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Councils  of  the  several  County  Boroughs  and  Urban  Distric^  m 
Ireland  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  Poor  Rate  under  the  Loml 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Act "),  and  in  regard  to  the  checking  and  auditing  of  the  accounts 
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of  the  said  Collectors,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Local  Government 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  assent  to  any  departure  from  such 
regulations. 


Appointment  cmd  Districts. 

Article  4. — Each  Council  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  appoint  from  time  to  time  such  and  so  many 
persons  as  they  may  deem  expedient  to  collect  and  levy  the  Boor 
Bate  made  within  their  District,  and  shall  assign  to  each  such 
Collector  such  portion  of  the  County  Borough  or  Urban  District  as 
the  Local  Government  Board  may  approve.  The  portion  so  assigned 
to  a Collector  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  a “ Collection  District.” 

Article  5. — The  Collectors'  so  appointed  shall  respectively  perform 
the  duties  required  of  them  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  this  or  any  other  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  force  at  the  time,  or  by  any  special  Orde"  which  may 
be  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  from  time  to  time, 
affecting  any  particular  Collection  District  or  Districts,  and  shall 
discharge  all  such  other  duties  conformable  with  the  nature  of  their 
respective  offices,  as  the  Council  may  lawfully  require  them  to 
perform. 

Article  6. — The  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  previously  obtained,  make  any 
change  in  the  Collection  Districts.  Notice  of  the  intention  to 
propose  such  change  shall  be  given  by  on©  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Standing 
Orders  of  the  Council. 

Ai'ticle  7. — ^Every  Collector  to  be  appointed  under  this  Order  shall 
be  appointed  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Council,  in  the  manner  directed  by  Article  36  (10)  of  the  Local 
Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898;  and  every 
such  appointment  shall,  a-s  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been  made, 
be  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board  by  the  Town  Clerk. 


Qualifications. 

Article  8. — 1.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  elected  to,  or  to 
hold  the  office  of  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate : — 

{a)  Who  is  a member  of  the  Council  or  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
of  any  Union  in  which  the  County  Borough  or  Urban 
District  may  be  wholly  or  partially  situate ; or  the  partner 
in  business  of  any  such  member,  and  the  disqualification 
shall  apply  to  any  person  and  his  partners  in  business 
during  six  months  next  after  such  person  has  ceased  to  be 
such  member; 

(6)  who  is  engag^ed  in  retail  trade  of  any  kind ; 

(c)  whose  wife,  or  any  member  of  his  family,  with  whom  he 
resides,  is  engaged  in  such  retail  trade ; 

{d)  who  has,  within  twelve  months  before  his  election,  or  since  his 
election,  received  union  relief ; or

U)  who  has,  within  five  years  before  his  election,  or  since  his 
election,  been  convicted,  either  on  indictment  or  summarily, 
of  any  crime,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour  without  the  option  of  a fine,  or  to  any  greater 
punishment,  and  has  not  received  a free  pardon,  or  has, 
within  or  during  the  time  aforesaid,  been  adjudged  bank- 
rupt, or  made  a composition  or  arrangement  with  his 
creditors;  or 

(/■)  who  holds  any  other  paid  office  or  place  of  profit  under  or  in  the 
gift  or  disposal  of  the  Council,  or  Board  of  Guardians;  or 
{g)  who  is  a woman ; or 
(Ji)  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

2.  This  Article  shall  be  subject  to  such  modifications  in  the  case  of 
existing  officers  who  shall  be  transferred  under  Section  115  of  the 
Act,  as  the  Local  Government  Board  shall  in  each  case  approve. 


Security. 

Article  9. — (1.)  The  Council  shall  require  every  person  appointed, 
or  to  be  hereafter  appointed  to  the  office  of  Collector  of  the  Poor 
Rate,  to  give  a Bond  (Form  1)  to  the  Council  with  two  sufficient 
sureties,  not  being  members  of  the  Council,  or  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians  of  any  Union  in  which  the  County  Borough  or  the  Urban 
District  may  be  wholly  or  partially  situate,  conditioned  in  a penalty 
of  such  sum  as  the  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment  Board,  may  appoint,  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  office;  and  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  call  upon 
each  such  Collector  to  supply  a fresh  Surety  in  place  of  any  such 
Surety  who  may  die,  or  become  a member  of  the  Council,  or  a 
Guardian  of  any  such  Union  as  aforesaid,  or  become  bankrupt  or 
insolvent,  or  be  released  from  his  obligation  with  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Government  Board ; and  every  such  officer  shall  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  death,  insolvency,  or  bankruptcy  of 
either  of  his  Sureties,  and  shall  forthwith  supply  a fresh  Surety  in 
the  place  of  such  Surety. 

(2.)  Tire  Form  of  Warrant  of  Attorney  to  confess  judgment  shall 
in,  all  cases  he  duly  executed  by  the  Collector  and  his  Sureties,  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Solicitor,  or  Solicitors,  authorised  by  the  Council 
to  act  on  their  behalf,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper  office  of  the 
High  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  and  within  the  time  prescribed  in 
that  behalf. 

(3.)  The  Council  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  accept,  in  lieu  of,  or  in  addition  to,  security  of  the  nature 
above  referred  to,  the  guarantee  of  any  Company  or  Society  securing, 
in  case  that  the  duties  of  the  Collector  have  nob  been  duly  and 
faithfully  performed,  payment  to  the  Council  of  such  sum  as  the 
Council,  with  such  sanction  as  aforesaid,  shall  direct.  Every  such 
guarantee  shall  bind  the  Guarantors  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Council  in  any  of  the  events  mentioned  in  the  said  Form  of 
Bond,  subject  to  such  modifications  as  the  Local  Government  Board 
may  approve. 
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Continuance  in  O'fjice  and  Suspension  of  Officers:  Supply  of 
Vacancies. 

Article  10. — Every  Collector  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  1 1 of  this  Order,  continue  to  hold  office  until  he  die,  or  resign, 
or  be  removed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  every  such  death 
or  resignation  shall  be  forthwith  reported  to  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

Article  11. — The  Council  may,  at  their  discretion,  suspend  from 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  any  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate,  and 
shall  thereupon  demand  from  him  the  surrender  of  his  Warrant, 
which  surrender  the  Collector  is  hereby  directed  to  make.  The 
Council  shall  forthwith  report  such  suspension,  together  with  the 
cause  thereof,  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  if  the  Local 
Government  Board  shall  remove  such  suspension,  such  Collector 
shall  again  receive  his  WaiTant,  and  remain  in  office,  and  continue 
to  discharge  his  duties;  but,  if  the  Local  Government  Board  shall 
decide  not  to  remove  such  suspension,  the  Council  shall,  on  being 
informed  of  such  decision  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dismiss 
such  Collector. 

Remuneration. 

Article  12. — Evei'y  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate  shall  be  remunerated 
for  his  services  according  to  such  scale  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

Provided  that  no  sums  by  way  of  remuneration  shall  under  any 
circumstances  be  payable  in  respect  of  rates  not  collected  and  lodged 
within  the  financial  half-year  for  the  service  of  which  the  same  was 
levied. 

Duties  of  Poor  Rate  Collectors. 

Article  13. — The  following  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  Collectors  of 
the  Poor  Rate  : — 

1.  — To  keep  all  books  required  to  be  kept  by  the  orders  of  the 

Local  Government  Board,  or  other  lawful  authority,  and 
make  all  returns  which  relate  to  the  collection  of  the  Poor 
Rate  within  his  District. 

2. — To  collect,  with  due  diligence,  all  moneys  payable  on  account 

of  such  Rate  for  the  District  for  which  he  may  be  so 
constituted^  or  appointed  Collector,  and  to  take  all  lawful 
and  proper  steps  for  enforcing  the  payment  of  any  Rate  not 
duly  paid. 

3.  — To  issue  a demand  note  to  the  person  rated  for  each  holding 

in  such  form  as  the  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  shall  prescribe,  and  also  on  receiving 
payment  of  any  rate  a receipt  (Form  3),  as  numbered  and 
furnished  to  him  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  to  give  no  other 
receipts  for  any  Rate  whatever. 
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4 —To  lodge  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Coimcil  all  moneys  collected 
by  him  up  to  and  including  the  Saturday  preceding  the  day 
appointed  for  the  checking  of  his  accounts  as  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  to  take  a receipt  (Form  4),  from  the  said 
Treasimer  for  every  such  lodgment.  Provided  that  such 
lodgments  shall  be  made  so  often  as  the  Collector  shall  have 
collected  Fifty  Pounds,  or  daily  if  the  Council  shall  so  direct. 

5.  — To  prepare  the  Weekly  Abstract  and  Advice  Note  (Form  6); 

to  keep  the  Weekly  Balance  Sheet  (Form  6) ; to  fill  up  the 
entries  required  to  be  made  therein,  with  regard  to  all  sums 
collected  and  lodged  by  him,  and  to  submit  the  same  once 
every  week,  with  his  Collecting  Book  and  Treasurer  s 
Receipts,  to  the  Town  Clerk  or  other  proper  officer  to  be 
checked  and  examined  by  him  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
prescribed. 

6,  — To  attend  such  Meetings  of  the  Council  as  the  Council  may 

require  him  to  attend ; to  produce  the  several  books  which 
he  is  required  to  keep;  and  to  lay  before  them  a summary 
of  the  state  of  his  collection,  l^ether  with  the  receipts  of 
the  Treasurer  for  all  sums  paid  in  since  the  last  meeting 
at  which  his  books  and  receipts  were  submitted  by  him  to 
the  Council. 

7, —To  collect  and  record  in  the  proper  column  appointed  for  that 

piu’pose  in  his  Collecting  Book  (Form  2),  and  to  supply  to 
the  Town  Clerk  or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union,  all  such 
information  as  he  may  be  required  to  supply,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Valuation  Acts,  the  Representation  of  the 
People  Acts,  the  Registration  Acts,  and  the  Juries  (Ireland) 
Acts,  or  any  of  them;  to  serve  such  notices  in  connection 
therewith  as  he  may  be  required  to  serve;  to  attend  the 
Town  Clerk  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Union,  so  as  to  render  all 
necessary  information  and  assistance  in  the  compilation^  of 
the  Lists  of  Electors  and  Jurors ; and  to  attend  all  Revision 
Courts  at  the  times  when  the  respective  lists  o-f  persons 
for  his  Collection  District  may  be  undergoing  revision. 

8.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  83  (2)  of  the  Act,  every 

Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate  shall  perform  his  duty  in  person 
and  not  by  deputy. 


Duties  of  Town  Glerh. 

Article  14. — (1.)  There  shall  be  provided  by  the  Council  a Rate 
Ledger  (Form  7),  in  which  shall  be  posted  to  credit  of  each  holding 
on  the  discharge  side  the  several  amounts  received  in  respect  of  rates 
collected  from  that  holding. 

(2.)  Immediately  on  the  making  of  a Rate  by  the  Council,  the 
Town  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  issue  to  each  Collector  of  the  Poor 
Rate  with  the  Collecting  Book,  a Warrant  (Form  8)  for  the  collection 
of  the  poor  rate  within  his  Collection  District.  Before  issuing  tlie 
Collecting  Book,  the  Town  Clerk  shall  take  care  that  the  particffiars 
given  therein,  so  far  as  they  purport  to  be  extracted  from  the  Rate 
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Book,  skall  be  correctly  taken  tberefrom,  and  be  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  have  all  particnlars  fully  and  accurately  filled  up  before  placing 
the  book  in  the  hands  of  the  Collector. 

(3.)  The  Town  Clerk  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a sufficient  supply 
of  Eate  Receipts  (Form  3),  and  shall  have  them  bound  into  books 
containing  one  hundred  in  each.  Each  Receipt,  and  its  counterpart, 
shall  bear  a corresponding  number,  which  shall  be  consecutive  and  in 
print.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  retain  these  books  in  his  own  custody, 
and  issue  them  to  the  Collectors  singly,  taking  care  to  obtain  from 
the  Collector  the  book  from  which  the  Receipts  have  been  issued 
before  supplying  him  with  a fresh  book. 

(4.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk,  once  at  least  in  each 
week,  at  the  hour  and  on  the  day  which  he  may  appoint  for  the 
purpose,  to  examine  the  Poor  Rate  Collector’s  Book  and  the  Receipt 
Book,  which  shall  then  be  produced  to  him  by  each  Collector  of  the 
Poor  Rate,  and  likewise  the  Treasurer’s  receipts  for  all  lodgments 
made  by  such  Collector  since  the  last  weekly  examination  of  his 
accounts.  In  examining  the  said  accounts,  the  Town  Clerk  shall 
see  that  the  entries  in  the  Weekly  Abstract  and  Advice  Note,  and  in 
the  Weekly  Balance  Sheet,  correspond  with  and  include  all  sums  in 
respect  of  which  receipts  have  been  detached  from  the  Receipt  Book 
since  the  last  examination  of  the  Collector’s  accounts.  He  shall 
enter  his  initials  in  the  prescribed  space  in  the  Collecting  Book, 
shall  fill  up  the  particulars  required  to  be  filled  by  him  in  the 
Collector’s  Weekly  Advice  Note,  shall  detach  the  same  therefrom, 
and  shall  carry  the  particulars  into  the  Rate  Ledger  (Form  7),  and 
into  such  Abstracts  or  Books  of  Accoimt  as  tlie  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  direct,  or  as  the  Local  G-ovemment  Board  may  prescribe. 

(5.)  If  the  Council  deem  it  expedient  they  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  appoint  a competent  person  to  act 
as  Deputy  to  the  Town  Clerk  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
examining  and  checking  the  books  of  the  Collectors  of  the  Poor  Rate. 


Audit  of  Accounts. 

Article  15. — ^Every  Collector  acting  under  this  Order,  shall  duly 
and  punctually  keep  such  books  as  may  be  prescribed  in  any  Order 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  force  at  the  time,  for  keeping  and 
auditing  the  Accounts,  and  shall  attend  and  lay  such  Books,  together 
with  the  vouchers  and  other  necessary  documents,  before  the  Auditor, 
properly  balanced  and  made  up  to  the  end  of  the  period  under  Audit, 
at  the  time  fixed  for  the  Audit  or  for  any  adjournment  thereof;  and 
he  shall  also  lay  before  the 'Auditor  his  Collecting  Book  and  other 
Books  connected  with  the  Rate  in  course  of  collection  at  the  time  of 
Audit,  and  every  such  Officer  shall  furnish  to  the  Auditor  or  to  the 
Council  any  abstract,  statement,  or  explanation,  verbally  or  in 
writing,  respecting  bis  accounts,  and  the  items  contained  therein, 
or  the  vouchers  relating  thereto,  as  he  may  be  required  to  furnish. 

Article  16. — ^Every  Collector  of  the  Poor  Rate  who  shall  wilfully 
neglect  or  disobey  any  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  shall 
be  liable  to  dismissal  from  his  office,  and  to  prosecution  for  the 
penalties  which  he  may  thereby  incur  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
102  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act,  1838,  or  any  other  enactment. 
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General. 

Article  17. — The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Order  , shall  apply,  to 
every  Collector  in  a County  Borough  or  an  Urban  District,  who 
collects  the  Poor  Rate  whether  separately  or  as  a part  of  or  in 
addition  to  or  along  with  any  Borough  Rate,  Town  A^te,  or  other 
Rate  or  Rates.

Whereas,  by  Sub-section  2 of  Section  27  of  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  enacted  as  follows  : — 

“A  County  Council  shall  not,  without  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  approve  of  any  expenditure  on  roads  pro- 
posed by  the  Council  of  any  Rural  District  which  will  cause  the 
expenditure  on  the  roads  of  the  District  to  exceed  by  one-fourth 
the  amount  certified  by  that  Board  to  have  been  the  average 
expenditure  thereon  during  the  three  years  next  before  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  and  the  Board  may,  as  respects  each  Council, 
consent  either  for  a particular  road  or  a particular  year,  or 
generally,  and  in  the  latter  case  may  fix  a new  limit  under  this 
Section.” 

And  Whereas,  by  a Certificate,  bearing  date  the  29th  day  of  April, 
1899,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  did  certify  under 
the  said  Sub-section,  and  having  invited  the  views  of  the  County 
Councils  and  their  officers  in  regard  to  apportionments  in  the  said 
Certificate,  We  see  fit  to  cancel  the  said  Certificate,  and  substitute  this 
Certificate. 

Now,  Therefore,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do 
hereby  cancel  and  revoke  the  said  Certificate  of  the  29th  of  April,  1899, 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Sub- section,  do  hereby 
certify  the  amounts  entered  in  Column  3 of  the  Statement  appended 
hereto  to  have  been  the  average  expenditure  on  roads  in  the  several 
Rural  Districts  in  Ireland  during  the  three  years  next  before  the 
passing  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898.

The  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland. 

Whereas,  by  Section  15,  Sub  sections  (1),  (2),  and  (3).  of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Act,  it 
is  enacted  as  follows  : — 

“ 15. — (1.)  A County  Council  shall  annually  contribute  towards 
any  County  Infirmary  or  Fever  Hospital  which  is  situate  in  their 
County,  or  to  which,  though  situate  elsewhere,  they  are  by  statute 
empowered  to  contribute,  and  to  any  ofiicer  thereof,  a sum  not 
less  than  was  so  contributed  out  of  the  County  Cess  in  the  standard 
fi.nancial  year,  or  any  less  minimum  which  the  Local  Government 
Board  sanction. 

“ (2.)  Every  such  County  Infi.rmary  shall  be  managed,  and  the 
admission  of  patients  thereto  controlled,  by  a joint  committee 
appointed  triennially,  consisting  of  such  number  of  members  of  the 
Corporation  of ^ the  ‘ Governor  or  Governesses  of  the  Infirmary,’ 
appointed  by  the  Corporation,  and  of  such  number  of  members 
of  the  County  Council  or  other  persons  appointed  by  the  Council, 
as  the  Local  Government  Board  from  time  to  time  fix  in  the  case 
of  each  infirmary,  having  regard  as  well  to  the  proportion  of  the 
contribution  out  of  the  County  Cess  or  the  Poor  Rate  towards 
the  building  and  maintenance  of  the  Infirmary  as  to  all  the  other 
circumstances  of  the  case ; and  all  powers  vested  in  the  Corpora- 
tion in  relation  to  the  Infirmary  shall  be  exercised  only  by  the  said 
committee ; and  every  member  of  the  Committee  shall  have  the 
same  power  of  recommendation  as  a Governor. 

“ (3.)  Where  the  Councils  of  two  or  more  Counties  contribute 
to  the  same  County  infirmary,  each  of  those  Councils  shall  be 
represented  on  the  said  Committee.” 

And  Whereas,  by  Section  21  of  the  Act,  it  is,  amongst  other  things, 
enacted  that  each  of  the  Boroughs  mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule 
to  the  Act,  amongst  which  are  included  the  Cities  of  Dublin  and  Belfast, 
shall  be  an  administrative  County  of  itself,  and  be  called  a County 
Borough,  and  that  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  each  County 
Borough,  acting  by  the  Council,  shall,  subject  as  to  the  Act  rneutioned, 
have  the  powers  and  duties  of  a County  Council  under  the  Act ; and  the 
Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  the 
Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  City  of  Belfast  are  here- 
inafter referred  to,  respectively,  as  the  Dublin  Corporation  and  the 
Belfast  Corporation. 

And  Whereas  by  Section  109  (l)of  the  Act,  the  expression  “Local 
Government  Board  ” is  defined  to  mean  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland. 

And  Whereas  the  Dublin  Corporation  contribute  towards  the  Dublin 
County  Infirmary ; and  the  Belfast  Corporation  contribute  towards  the 
Antrim  and  Down  County  Infirmaries.

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COUNTY  SINKING  FUND  REGULATIONS. 


WHEREAS  it  is  provided  by  Article  22  (7)  of  the  Local  Govern- 
jfENT  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  that,  where  a 
county  council  pay  off  a loan  of  money  borrowed  under  the  said 
Article  by  means  of  a sinking  fund,  such  sinking  fund  shall  be  set 
apart,  invested,  and  applied  in  accordance  with  regulations  made  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  : 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  Article  22  (11)  of  the  said  Order 
that  a joint  committee  of  the  councils  of  counties  comprised  in  a 
lunatic  asylum  district  may,  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  exercise  jointly  for  the  purpose 
of  a lunatic  asylum  the  powers  of  those  councils  relating  to 
borrowing : 

And  v.'HEREAS  it  is  fm’tlier  provided  by  Article  22  (12)  of  the 
said  Order  that  such  Article  shall  not  apply  to  county  boroughs 
when  acting  otherwise  than  in  their  capacity  as  a county  council : 

Now,  THEREFORE,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do 
hereby  order,  determine,  and  prescribe  as  follows : — 

Article  I. — Where  a county  council  decide  or  are  required  to  pay 
off  any  loan  or  part  of  a loan  of  money  borrowed  under  Article  22 
of  the  said  Order  by  means  of  a sinking  fund,  the  council  shall  create 
a sinking  fund  as  hereinafter  mentioned ; that  is  to  say, 

(1.)  Such  equal  yearly,  or,  if  so  determined  at  the  time  of  the 
creation  of  the  sinking  fund,  half-yearly  sums  shall  be  paid  into  the 
sinking  fund  in  each  year  as,  being  accumulated  at  compound 
interest  at  the  prescribed  rate,  will,  at  tlie  expiration  of  some  period 
not  longer  than  the  period  ffxed  for  the  discharge  of  the  loan  (or  in 
case  there  shall  be  no  such  period  fixed,  such  period  as  shall  be 
prescribed),  be  sufficient,  after  payment  of  all  expenses,  to  discharge 
such  loan  or  part  of  a loan  : 

(2.)  The  first  of  such  payments  shall  be  made  within  one  year  from 
the  date  of  the  loan  : 

(3.)  All  sums  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  shall  be,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  invested  by  the  council  in  any  statutory  security;  and  any 
such  investments  may  from  time  to  time  be  vaned  or  transposed,  and 
all  dividends  and  other  annual  sums  received  in  respect  of  such 
investments,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  they  are  received,  be  paid 
into  the  sinking  fund  and  invested  by  the  council  in  like  manner ; 

(4.)  The  council  may  from  time  to  time  apply  the  sinking  fund, 
or  any  part  thereof,  in  or  towafas  the  discharge  of  the  loan  or  part  of 
a loan  for  which  it  was  created,  and  until  such  loan  or  part  is  wholly 
discharged,  shall  not  apply  the  same  for  any  other  purpose : 

(5.)  Any  surplus  of  the  sinking  fund  remaining  after^the  discharge 
of  the  loan  or  part  of  a loan  for  the  discharge  of  which  it  was  creatr-d 
shall  be  paid  into  some  other  sinking  fund  under  the  control  of  tno 
council,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  fund,  shall  he  applied  to  any  purpose 
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to  which  such  loan  is  applicahle,  or  otherwise,  as  the  council  may 
with  the  assent  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  think  expedient:  * 

(6.)  Where  any  part  of  the  sinking  fund  is  applied  in  paying  off 
any  part  of  the  loan  before  the  prescribed  period,  the  interest  wliicli 
would  otherwise  be  payable  on  such  securities  or  on  such  part  of  the 
loan,  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund,  and  invested  in  manner 
provided  by  these  regulations : 

(7.)  If  the  annual  income  of  the  sinking  fund  is  not  less  than  the 
annual  interest  payable  on  so  much  of  the  loan,  or  part  of  the 
loan  in  respect  of  which  it  was  created,  as  remains  undischarged, 
the  equal  annual  sums  required  to  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  may 
cease  to  be  so  paid. 

Article  II. — (1.)  Once  in  every  year,  at  a time  appointed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  the  secretary  to  the  county  council  shall, 
until  the  loan  or  part  of  a loan  is  discharged,  transmit  to  the  Board 
a return  in  such  form,  verified  in  suchmanner,  and  made  up  to 
such  date  in  each  year  as  may  be  prescribed,  showing  the  amount 
which  has  been  invested  or  applied  for  the  purpose  of  such  sinking 
fund  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  making  of  such  return,  and 
the  description  of  the  securities  upon  which  any  investment  has  been 
made,  and  the  piurposes  to  which  any  portion  of  the  sinking  fund 
has  been  applied  during  the  same  period,  and  the  total  amount  (if 
any)  remaining  invested  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(2.)  Unless  and  until  the  Board  in  any  case  by  Order  otherwise 
direct,  the  said  abstract  shall — 

(a.)  Be  made  up  to  the  31st  day  of  March  in  each  year: 

(&.)  Be  forwarded  to  the  said  Board  within  forty-two  days  after 
that  day : 

(c.)  Be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  the  schedule  to  these  regulations; 
and 

(d.)  Be  verified  by  a statutory  declaration  of  the  secretary  to  the 
county  council,  or  of  such  other  officer  of  the  council  as  the 
Board,  on  the  application  of  the  council,  may  approve.

(3.)  In  case  of  wilful  default  therein  by  the  secretary  to  or  other 
officer  of  the  county  council,  the  said  secretary  or  other  officer  shall 
on  each  occasion  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds, 
and  every  fine  under  tins  Article  shall  be  recoverable  summaiily  on 
the  prosecution  of  the  Board,  and  not  otherwise. 

(4.)  If  by  any  such  return,  or  otherwise,  it  appears  to  the  Board 
that  the  county  council  have  failed  to  comply  witii  any  requisition  of 
these  regulations,  or  of  any  order  of  the  Board  thereunder,  in  relation 
to  any  payment,  application,  or  investment,  or  otherwise  in  relation 
to  the  sinking  fund,  the  Board  may  by  order  require  the  council  to 
make  good  the  default  within  a time  therein  limited ; and  if  tlie 
default  be  in  respect  of  any  sum  payable  into  the  sinking  fund,  oi 
the  misapplication  of  any  part  of  such  fund,  the  Board  may  by  order 
direct  that  the  sum  in  such  order  mentioned,  not  exceeding  donWe 
the  amount  in  respect  of  which  default  has  been  made,  shall  be  paw 
into  the  sinking  fund,  and  be  invested  and  applied  as  part  of  tha 
fund. 


Article  III. — Any  determination  or  directions  of  the  Board  ^ 
these  regulations  may  be  signified  by  order  under  their  seal, 
order  of  the  Board  may  contain  such  provisions  as  the  Board  tlno 
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necessary  or  proper  for  giving  effect  thereto,  and  may  he  from  time  to 
time  cancelled  or  varied  by  the  Board,  as  the  circumstances  of  tlie 
case  may  require.  Such  order  shall  not  be  made  without  first  hearing 
the  county  council,  if  desirous  of  being  heard,  which  hearing  may  be 
in  the  form  of  a public  inquiry,  with  or  without  a published  report, 
(tr  in  such  other  form  as  the  Board,  having  regard  to  the  circum- 
stances, think  just  and  expedient,  and  sections  210,  212,  and  213  of 
the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  shall  apply  to  hearings, 
inquiries,  and  other  proceedings  to  which  this  article  relates : Pro- 
vided that  the  cost  of  inquiries  as  to  which  the  Board  may  make  orders 
under  the  said  section  210  may  include  such  reasonable  sum,  not 
exceeding  three  guineas  a day,  as  the  Board  may  determine,  for  the 
services  of  any  Inspector  holding  an  inquiry. 

Article  IV. — The  expression  “ County  Coimcil  ” means  the  council 
of,,  an  administrative  county  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  and  shall  include  a joint  committee  of  the  councils  of 
counties  comprised  in  a lunatic  asylum  district  when,  in  accordance 
with  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  exer- 
cising jointly  for  the  purpose  of  a lunatic  asylum  the  powers  of  those 
councils  relating  to  borrowing,  but  shall  not  include  the  council  of  a 
county  borough  when  acting  otherwise  than  in  their  capacity  as  a 
county  council. 

The  expression  “ Interest  ” includes  instalments  of  an  annuity, 
and  half-yearly  or  other  payments  of  or  in  respect  of  a rent- 
charge,  rent,  or  other  security. 

The  expression  “ Local  Government  Board  ” means  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Ireland. 

The  expression  “ Prescribed means  prescribed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  Ireland. 

The  expression  “ Statutory  Declaration  ” means  a declaraticn 
made  by  virtue  of  the  Statutory  Declarations  Act,  1835. 

The  expression  “ Statutory  Security  ” means  any  security  in 
which  trustees  are  for  the  time  being,  by  or  under  any  Act  of 
Parliament  passed  or  to  be  passed,  authorised  to  invest  trust  : 
money,  and  any  other  mortgage,  bond,  debenture,  stock,  annuity,  4 
rentcharge,  rent  or  other  security  authorised  by  or  under  any  ° 
Act  of  Parliament  passed  or  to  be  passed,  or  imder  the  regula- 
tions from  time  to  time  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
(England)  and  confirmed  by  Her  Majesty  by  Order  in  Council, 
or  of  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  and  confirmed 
by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council,  in  pursuance  of  section 
52  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendments  Act,  1890, 
of  any  local  authority  as  defined  by  section  34  of  the 
Local  Loans  Act,  1875,  or  of  any  ui’ban  sanitary  authority 
Ui.der  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  and  any  stock  of 
any  county  council  in  England  or  Ireland,  except  in  all  cases 
securities  payable  to  bearei*,  and  except  that  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  any  security  of  anv  county  council  acting  under 
these  regulations  be  deemed  a statutory  security  for  the  purpose 
of  exercising  its  own  powers  thereunder. 

Article  Y. — These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  “The  County 
bmking  Pund  Regulations,  1899.”

REGULATIONS  AS  TO  ISSUE  OF  COUNTY  STOCK. 


WHEREAS  by  Aii:iicle  22  (9)  of  the  Local  Government  (Applica- 
tion of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  it  is  provided  that  where  a County 
Council  are  authorised  to  borrow  any  money  on  loan,  they  may  raise 
such  money  by  stock  issued  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Act”): 

And  Whereas  by  Article  23  of  the  said  Order  it  is  further  provided 
that: — 

County  stock  may  be  created,  issued,  transferred,  dealt  with, 
and  redeemed  in  such  manner  and  in  accordance  with  such 
regulations  as  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe ; 

Without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  above  power,  such 
regulations  may  provide  for  the  discharge  of  any  loan  raised  by 
such  stock,  and  in  the  case  of  consolidation  of  debt  for  extending 
or  varying  the  times  within  which  loans  may  be  discharged, 
and  may  provide  for  the  consent  of  limited  owners,  and  for  the 
apphcation  of  the  Acts  relating  to  stamps  duties  and  to  cheques, 
and  for  the  disposal  of  unclaimed  dividends,  and  may  apply  for 
the  piuposes  of  this  article,  with  or  without  modifications,  any 
enactments  relating  to  stock  issued  by  the  corporation  of  any 
municipal  borough  in  England  or  Ireland ; 

Such  regulations  shall  be  laid  before  each  House  of  Parliament 
for  not  less  than  thirty  days  during  which  the  House  sits,  and 
if  either  House  during  such  thirty  days  resolves  that  such  regular 
tions  ought  not  to  be  proceeded  with,  the  same  shall  be  of  no 
effect,  without  prejudice,  nevertheless,  to  the  maldng  of  further 
regulations ; 

If  no  such  resolution  is  passed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  in  Council  to  confirm  such  regulations,  and  the  same 
when  so  confirmed  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  duly  made  and 
to  be  within  the  powers  of  the  Act,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  force 
as  if  they  were  enacted  in  the  Act :

GENERAL  ORDER. 


PROCEEDINGS  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  ABOLITION 
OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  COLLECTOR-GENERAL  OF 
RATES  IN  DUBLIN,  AND  PAYMENT  OF  COLLECTOR- 
GENERAL'S  ANNUITY,  SUPERANNUATION  ALLOW- 
ANCES, AND  COMPENSATION. 

WHEREAS  it  is  enacted  by  Section  66  of  the  Local  Government  6^  Viet, 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  One°^'^^* 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  or  such  other  day  not 
more  than  six  months  earlier  or  later,  as  may  be  appointed  under 
Part  Eight  of  that  Act  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  tlie  following 
sub-sections  of  the  said  section  shall  apply  with  respect  to  the 
Dublin  Collector-General  of  Rates  and  to  the  poor  rate,  police  rate, 
bridge  tax,  and  bridge  rate,  viz.,  sub-sections:  — 

(1.)  The  poor  rate  shall  be  levied  in  the  city  of  Dublin  in  like 
manner  as  in  the  rest  of  Ireland,  and  all  enactments  with  respect  to 
making,  levying,  collecting,  and  recovering  the  poor  rate  shall  apply 
accordingly ;

by  the  City  and  County  of  Dublin  respectively; 

(16.)  The  Council  of  the  City  of  Dublin  and  the  Coimcil  of  the 
County  of  Dublin  respectively,  shall  pay  the  proportion  of  the 
Collector-General’s  annuity  to  be  borne  by  the  city  or  county,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  that  proportion  shall  be  raised  as  an  addition  to  the 
several  amounts  to  be  raised  by  the  Council  of  the  said  city  or  county 
under  this  section : 

(16.)  Every  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Local  Government  Board  in 
pursuance  of  this  section  shall  be  certified  by  the  Board,  and  be 
paid  to  that  Board  by  the  Council  of  the  City  or  County  of  Dublin,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  be  a debt  to  tne  Chown  from  that  Council, 
and  shall  be  applied  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  paying  the 
aliowunces  or  compensation  for  the  time  being  payable  thereout,  and 
so  far  as  not  required  for  that  pmpose  shall  be  repaid  to  the  Council 
paying  the  same; 

And  Whereas  it  is  enacted  by  paragraph  (c)  of  Sub-section  (1),  of  ei&62Vict 
Section  108  of  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  cii.  37. 
the  Local  Government  Board  may  make  rules  generally  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  said  Act,  so  far  as  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  is 
not  authorised  to  make  provision  for  that  purpose ; 

And  Whereas  it  is  enacted  by  Sub-section  (1)  of  Section  109  of  the 
said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  that  in  the  said  Act, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression  “ prescribed  ” 
means  prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  that  the 
expression  “ Local  Government  Board  ” means  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  Ireland : 

And  Whereas  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
have  not  appointed  under  the  said  Part  Eight  of  the  sa-id  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  any  day  otlier  than  the  said  First 
day  of  October,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  for 
the  application  of  any  of  the  above-cited  sub-sections  of  the  said 
Section  66  of  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  with 
respect  to  the  Dublin  Collector-General  of  Bates  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Colleotor-General) : 

And  Whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  proper  carrying  into  effect  of 
the  said  sub-sections  of  the  said  Section  66  of  the  said  Act  that  the 
directions  and  regulations  in  this  Order  contained  should  be  given  and 
made  in  respect  of  certain  matters  and  things  requisite  to  be  done  in 
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conEection  wifch  the  abolition  of  the  offices  of  the  Collector-General 
and  of  his  officers,  and  in  connection  with  the  further  provisions  of 
the  said  sub-sections : 

And  Whereas  the  said  Lord-Lieutenant  in  Council  is  not 
authorised  by  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  to 
make  provision  for  the  said  matters  and  tilings : 

Now  Therefore,  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland,  do  hereby  order  and  direct  as  follows : — 

1.  (1.)  The  said  Commissioner  of  Police  under  the  Dublin 
Metropolis  Police  Acts  shall  estimate  the  amount  of  money  which  he 
finds  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  police  force  and  for  the 
several  purposes  of  the  said  Acts  during  each  local  financial  year,  at 
such  time  as  will  enable  him  to  apportion,  as  directed  by  Sub-section 
4 of  the  said  Section  66  of  the  aboveKjited  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  the  amounts  of  such  money  payable  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Sub-section  (4)  by  the  said  Council  of  the  City 
of  Dublin  and  the  said  Council  of  the  County  of  Dublin  respectively, 
and  to  forward  a demand  for  the  amount  so  apportioned  to  each  of 
the  said  Councils  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  March  in  each 
year. 

(2.)  The  said  Dublin  Port  and  Do«ks  Board  shall  estimate  the 
amount  of  money  which  they  require  to  be  raised  in  each  local 
financial  year  for  the  purpose  of  the  bridge  tax  (if  any)  and  bridge 
rate  respectively  at  such  time  as  will  enable  them  to  apportion,  as 
directed  by  Sub-section  '4  of  the  said  Section  66  of  the  above-cited 
Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  18y8,  the  amounts  of  such  money 
payable  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Sub-section  (4)  bv  tlie  said 
Council  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  the  said  Council  of  the  County  of 
Dublin  respectively,  and  to  forward  a demand  for  the  amount  to 
apportioned  to  each  of  the  said  Councils  not  later  than  the  tenth 
day  of  March  in  each  year. 

(3.)  Provided  that  for  the  service  of  the  period  beginning  on  the 
first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
Ninety-nine,  and  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  in  the  year 
Nineteen  Hundred,  estimates  shall  be  made,  and  the  amounts  appor- 
tioned by  the  said  Commissioner  and  the  said  Board,  as  if  the  said 
period  were  the  second  half  of  the  local  financial  year,  and  the 
demand  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  of  the  said  Councils  not  later 
than  the  tenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Ninety-nine. 

2.  (1.)  The  amounts  estimated  and  apportioned  by  the  said  Com- 
missioner and  the  said  Board  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said 
Commissioner  and  the  said  Board  by  the  said  Council  of  the  City  of 
Dublin,  and  the  said  Council  of  the  County  of  Dublin,  in  equal  half- 
yearly  instalments,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year,  less  five  per  cent.,  and  also  less  the 
sum  paid  to  the  Local  Government  Board  as  hereinafter  directed 
on  account  of  the  Collector-Generars  annuity. 

(2.)  Provided  that  the  amounts  estimated  and  apportioned  as 
aforesaid  for  the  service  of  the  period  beginning  on  the  first  day  of 
October,  in  the  year  One  .Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine, 
and  ending  on  the  thii-ty-fii*st  day  of  Maych,  in  Ihe  year  Nincteeij 
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Hundred,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Commissioner  and  the  said  Board 
by  the  said  Councils  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the 
year  One  Tliousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine. 

3.  (1.)  Every  sum  payable  to  the  Local  Government  Board  in  61  & 62  vicb., 
respect  of  any  compensation  granted  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Section 

66  of  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  or  in  respect  of  53*6i  Vict.' 
any  superannuation  allowances,  abolition  superannuation  allowances, 
or  abolition  compensation  under  Section  71  of  the  Dublin  Corporation 
Act,  1890,  as  certified  and  apportioned  by  the  said  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  in  accordance  with  Sub-section  (4),  and  with  Sub- 
sections (11)  to  (14),  and  with  Sub-section  (16)  of  the  said  Section 
66  of  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Coimcil  liable  to  pay  the  same,  in  equal  half-yearly  instalments 
not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November 
in  each  year.

Hundred,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Council  liable  to  pay  the  same,  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  November,  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Ninety-nine. 

4.  No  sum  due  on  account  of  a rate  assessed  upon  any  premises

March,  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
fh  'V™.®i7‘nine,  to  deduct  from  the  amount  collected  by  him  before 
office,  in  respect  of  the  expenses  specified  in  the 
Section  27  of  the  said  Dublin  Collection  of  Rates  Act,  1849,  and 

resped  of  any  superannuation  allowances  under  the  said  Local

paid  out  of  the  moneys  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Account,  as 
if  the  period  between  the  thirtieth  day  of  September, in  the  year  One 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  and  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March,  in  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred,  were  the  second  half  of  a local 
financial  year. 

7.  (1.)  The  said  Henry  Robert  Perry,  Esquire,  shall  and  is  hereby 
empowered  to  occupy  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  in  the 
said  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-nine,  the  said 
premises,  situate  and  being  No.  43,  Fleet-street,  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Dublin,  in  like  manner  as  the  Colleotbr-General  might 
have  occupied  the  same  as  and  for  his  offices  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  the  duties  specified  in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  the 
present  Order,  until  he  shall  have  completed  the  performances  of  the 
said  duties,  and  no  longer. 

(2.)  The  said  Henry  Robert  Perry,  Esquire,  shall  have  the  use  and 
custody  of  all  such  Rate-books,  Ledgers,  Cash-books,  and  other  books 
of  account,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the 
duties  specified  as  aforesaid,  until  he  shall  have  completed  the  per- 
formance of  the  said  duties : and  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  completed 
such  performance  he  shall  transmit  the  said  Rate-books,  Ledgers, 
Cash-books,  and  other  books  of  account,  to  such  persons  as  the  Local 
G-ovemment  Board  may  declare  to  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

8.  If  the  said  Henry  Robert  Perry,  Esquire,  becomes,  by  reason  of 
illness,  or  for  any  other  sufficient  cause,  unable  to  perform  or  complete 
the  performance  of  the  duties  directed  in  this  Order  to  be  performed 
by  him,  the  said  Local  Government  Bo'ard  shall  appoint  some  other 
competent  person  to  perform  or  to  complete  the  perfoimance  of  the 
said  duties : and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  have  the  same  powers 
in  respect  of  any  matters  mentioned  in  this  Order,  as  the  said  Henry 
Robert  Perry,  Esquire,  would  have  had : and  all  directions  contained 
in  this  Order  refenfing  to  the  said  Henry  Robert  Perry,  Esquire,  shall 
be  construed  as  referring  to  the  person  so  appointed,  in  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  things  left  undone  by  the  said  Heniy  Robert  Perry, 
Esquire,  by  reason  of  such  inability  as  aforesaid..

To  THE  Councils  op  the  Several  Administrative  Counties  and 
TUB  Councils  of  the  several  Rural  Districts  in  Ireland,  and 

TO  ALL  OTHERS  WHOM  IT  MAY  CONCERN  : 

WHEREAS,  under  the  Public  Health  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  each  poor 
law  union,  with  the  exception  of  such  portion  of  its  area  as  might  bo 
included  in  an  urban  sanitary  district,  as  defined  by  the  said  Act,  was 
constituted  a rural  sanitary  district,  and  the  guardians  of  the  union  were, 
as  such,  declared  to  be  the  rural  sanitary  authority  : 

And  Whereas  it  was  further  provided  by  the  said  Act,  that  We,  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  should  have  power  to  determine 
on  what  area  of  charge  any  special  expenses  thereunder  should  be 
chargeable : 

And  Whereas,  by  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is 
enacted  that  for  every  rural  sanitary  district  there  shall  be  a rural 
district  council  whose  district  shall  be  called  a rural  district ; that  the 
districts  previously  called  urban  sanitary  districts  shall  be  called  urban 
districts  ; that  where  a union  is  situate  wholly  in  one  county  such  union, 
and  where  a union  is  situated  in  more  than  one  county,  the  part  of  such 
union  included  in  each  such  county,  shall,  except  any  portion  thereof 
included  in  an  urban  district,  be  constituted  a rural  district ; and  that 
the  business  of  the  rural  sanitary  authority  in  each  rural  district  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  district  council  of  that  district : 

And  Whereas,  by  certain  Orders  under  our  Seal,  We  did  from,  time 
to  time  declare  areas  of  charge  for  special  expenses  incurred,  or  which 
miglit  be  incurred,  by  the  Boards  of  Guardians  of  the  unions  named  in 
the  1st  Column  of  the  Schedule  hereto,  acting  as  Rural  Sanitary 
Authorities,  for  the  respective  purposes  named  in  the  3rd  Column  of 
the  said  Schedule  in  respect  of  the  places  named  in  the  2nd  Column 
thereof : 

And  Whereas,  by  a General  Order  under  our  Seal,  bearing  date  the 
Fifteenth  day  of  May,  1899,  We  did  alter  the  areas  of  charge  for  the 
said  special  expenses  in  resj^ect  of  the  said  places  as  on,  from,  and  after 
the  First  day  of  April,  1899  ; and  We  now  see  fit  to  otherwise  Order  in 
that  behalf  : 

Now,  Therefore,  We,  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland,  do 
hereby  order  and  direct  that,  anything  in  our  said  General  Order  of  the 
Fifteenth  day  of  May,  1899,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  all  rates 
made  after  the  Thirtieth  day  of  September,  1899,  to  defray  special 
expenses  in  respect  of  the  places  named  in  the  2nd  Column  of  the  said 
Schedule,  for  the  respective  purposes  set  forth  in  the  3rd  Column  thereof, 
shall  be  made,  assessed,  and  levied  on  the  respective  areas  of  cliarge 
declared  for  such  expenses  by  Orders  under  our  Seal  made  before  the 
First  day  of  April,  1899.

Regulations  as  to  Inquiries  and  Notices  under  Article  26  of  the 
Schedule  to  tlie  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments) 
Order,  1898. 

WHEREAS,  by  Sub-sections  (1),  (2),  and  (3)  of  Article  26  of  the 
Schedule  to  the  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order, 
1898,  it  is  ordered  as  follows  : — 

26. — (1.)  "Whenever  a County  Council  is  satisfied  that  a prima  facie 
case  is  made  out  as  respects  any  urban  county  district  not  a 
borough,  for  a proposal  for  all  or  any  of  the  following  things, 
that  is  to  say — 

(a.)  The  alteration  or  definition  of  the  boundary  thereof  j 
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(h.)  The  division  of  an  urban  county  district  into  wards  ; 
and 

(c.)  The  alteration  of  the  number  of  wards,  or  of  the  boun- 
daries of  any  ward,  or  of  the  number  of  members  of 
any  urban  district  council,  or  of  the  apportionment  of 
such  members  among  the  wards, 
the  County  Council  may  cause  such  inquiry  to  be  made  in  the 
locality,  and  such  notice  to  be  given,  both  in  the  locality,  and 
to  the  Local  Government  Board,  or  other  Government 
department  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  such  other  inquiry  and 
notices  (if  any)  as  they  think  fit,  and  if’satisfied  that  such 
proposal  is  desirable,  may  make  an  order  for  the  same  accor- 
dingly. 

(2.)  Notice  of  the  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  he  given,  and 
copies  thereof  shall  be  supplied  in  the  prescribed  manner,  and 
otherwise,  as  the  County  Council  think  lit. 

(3.)  The  Order  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  if  within  three  months  after  such  notice  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Order  as  the  Local  Government  Board  determine  to  be 
the  first  notice,  the  Council  of  any  district  affected  by  the 
Order,  or  any  number  of  Local  Government  Electors  regis- 
tered in  that  district  or  in  any  ward  of  that  district,  not 
bang  less  than  one-sixth  of  the  total  number  of  such  electoi’S 
in  that  district  or  ward,  petition  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  disallow  the  Order,  the  Local  Government  Board  shall 
cause  to  be  made  a local  inquiry,  and  determine  whether  the 
Order  is  to  be  confirmed  or  not : 

And  Whereas,  by  Sub-section  (1)  of  Section  109  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  enacted  that  in  that  Act,  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression  “prescribed”  means  pre- 
scribed by  the  Local  Government  Board ; and  that  the  expression 
“ Local  Government  Board  ” means  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland  : 

And  Whereas  it  is  ordered  by  paragraph  (a)  of  Sub-section  (1) 
of  Article  I.  of  the  Schedule  to  the  above-cited  Local  Government 
(Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  that  in  the  said  Schedule  the 
expression  “the  Act”  shall  mean  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898  ; and  by  Paragraph  (6)  of  the  said  Sub-section  that  other 
expressions  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Act : 

Now,  Therefore,  We,  the  said  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland, 
in  pursuance  of  the  powers  given  to  Us  in  that  behalf,  do  hereby,  and 
until  We  shall  otherwise  direct,  prescribe,  and  determine  as  follows, 
with  respect_^to  the  inquiries  to  be  made  and  the  notices  to  be  given  for 
the  purposes  of  the  said  Article  2G  of  the  said  Schedule  to  the  said 
Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  the  manner 
of  giving  such  notices  and  the  several  other  matters  to  be  prescribed 
and  determined  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Article  ; that  is  to  say  : — 

L — (.L)  Prior  to  any  Order  being  made  by  a County  Council  in 
regard  to  a proposal  for  all  or  any  of  the  things  specified  in 
Sub-section  (1)  of  the  said  Article  26  of  the  said  Schedule  to 
the  said  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order, 
1898,  a local  inquiry,  at  which  all  persons  interested  may 
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attend  and  be  beard,  shall  be  held  in  regard  to  the  proposal, 
as  the  Council  may  direct  either  by  a committee  of  the  County 
Council  or  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  County  Council 
to  hold  such  inquiry. 

(2.)  The  said  inquiry  shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  the  Urban 
District  to  which  the  proposal  relates,  as  may,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  or  person  by  whom  the  inquiry  is  to  beheld, 
be  most  convenient  for  the  purpose. 

(3.)  Before  the  day  on  which  the  inquiry  is  to  be  held,  public  notice 
of  the  purport  of  the  proposal,  and  of  the  day,  time,  and  place 
fixed  for  the  inquiry  in  regard  to  it,  shall  be  given  by  the 
County  Council  by  advertisement  in  two  successive  weeks  iu 
some  local  newspaper  circulating  in  the  locality  to  which  the 
proposal  relates. 

2.  — At  least  fourteen  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  inquiry  is  to 
be  held,  a printed  notice  of  the  purport  of  the  proposal,  and  of  the  day, 
time,  and  place  of  inquiry  shall  also  be  published  in  the  manner  herein- 
after described,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  several  Government  Departments 
and  local  authorities  hereinafter  specified  ; that  is  to  say  : — 

(a.)  A copy  of  the  said  notice  shall  be  posted  as  a bill  or  placard  in 
such  places  in  the  Urban  District,  and  if  any  other  County 
District  is  affected  by  the  proposal  also  in  that  district,  as 
are  usually  made  use  of  for  posting  public  notices. 

(6.)  A copy  of  the  notice  shall,  if  the  proposal  relates  to  the  altera- 
tion or  other  dealing  with  any  District  Electoral  Division,  be 
sent  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Union  in  which  such  District 
Electoral  Division  is  comprised. 

(c.)  A copy  of  the  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  County  Council  to  the 
Local  Government  Board ; and  in  any  case  where  the  proposal 
relates  to  the  alteration  or  definition  of  the  boundary  of  an 
Urban  District  a copy  of  the  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Works  in  Ireland,  the  Commissioner 
of  Valuation  and  Boundary  Surveyor  in  Dublin,  and  the 
Registrar-General  for  Ireland. 

3.  — Public  notice  of  the  provisions  of  any  Order  made  under  Sub- 
section (1)  of  Article  26  of  the  said  Schedule  to  the  Local  Government 
( A.pplication  of  Enactments)  Order,  1898,  shall  be  given  by  advertisment 
in  two  successive  weeks  in  some  local  newspaper  circulating  iu  any 
district  affected  by  the  Order ; and  the  first  of  such  advertisements  shall 
be  published  within  fourteen  days  after  the  making  of  the  Order. 

The  said  advertisement  shall  contain  either  a copy  of  the  Order  or  a 
statement  of  the  effect  of  the  Order ; and  shall  also  contain  a statement 
of  the  time  and  place  or  places  during  and  at  which  copies  of  tlie  Order 
may  be  inspected  by  any  owner  or  ratepayer  in  any  area  afiectecl  by  the 
Order  during  a period  of  one  month  from  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  advertisement,  and  the  Order  shall  be  open  for  such  ia- 
spection  during  such  period. 

4r. — A copy  of  any  Order  made  as  aforesaid  by  a County  Council  shall, 
at  any  time,  while  copies  of  the  Order  are  open  for  inspection  as  afore- 
said, and  at  any  time  before  the  confirmation  of  the  Order  by  the  Local

Government  Board,  be  supplied  bj  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  to  any 
owner  or  ratepayer  in  any  area  affected  by  the  Order  upon  payment  by 
such  owner  or  ratepayer  of  a sum  not  exceeding  threepence  for  each 
hundred  words  of  manuscript,  if  the  copy  of  the  Order  be  in  writing, 
or  upon  payment  of  a sum  not  exceeding  threepence  for  a printed  copy 
of  the  Order. 

5.  — On  or  before  the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  the  advertise- 
ment, in  pursuance  of  Article  3 hereof  of  the  provisions  of  any  Order 
made  as  aforesaid,  three  copies  of  the  Order  shall  be  forwarded  to  the

causing  lists  to  be  made  when  necessary  for  different  parts  of  a poor  law 
electoral  division  as  if  such  part  were  a separate  electoral  division,  and 
that  such  rules  may  apply  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  County  Electors 
Act,  1888,  or  Part  Four  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894,  or  any 
enactments  applied  or  referred  to  therein  with  the  moditications 
necessary  for  adapting  them  to  Ireland  : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  following  rules  should  be  made 
with  reference  to  the  preparation  of  the  lists  for  the  register  during  the 
current  year  :

Whereas  by  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is,  amongst 
other  things,  enacted  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  may  before 
the  end  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight  make 
rules  for  carrying  into  effect  the  said  Act,  and  in  particular  for  adapting 
to  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  the  enactments  relating  to  the  registra- 
tion of  Parliamentary  electors  in  Ireland,  and  the  precepts  and  forms 
contained  in  or  used  under  those  enactments,  and  for  causing  the  lists 
and  register  to  be  so  made  up  as  to  be  available  for  any  parliamentary

Whereas  by  the  Parliamentary  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1885,  it 
is  amongst  other  things  enacted  that  the  forms  contained  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  said  Act  or  forms  to  the  like  effect  might  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Parliamentary  Registration  Acts,  and  the  said  Act, 
in  substitution  for  the  corresponding  forms  used  for  the  same  purposes 
before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  provided  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
by  Order  in  Council  might  amend  or  alter  the  said  forms ; and  any 
precept,  notice,  list,  document,  or  thing,  relating  to  the  registration  of 
parliamentary  voters,  made  or  done  in  the  form  in  the  said  Schedule 
contained,  or  prescribed  by  such  Order  in  Council,  or  as  near  thereto 
as  circumstances  might  require,  should  be  deemed  to  be  sufficient  in 
law. 

And  whereas  Form  No.  30  in  the  Schedule  to  said  Act  prescribes  tie 
rates  of  payment  to  be  demanded  and  paid  for  any  coj)y  of  a register  or 
part  of  any  register  where  payment  is  required  and  authorized  by  the 
Registration  Acts. 

And  whereas  by  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is  amongst 
other  things  enacted  that  the  list  of  Parliamentary  Electors  in  Ireland, 
should  be  made  up  for  the  Poor  Law  Electoral  Divisions  instead  of  for 
Parliamentary  Polling  Districts,  and  that  there  should  be  added  to  each 
such  list  a Local  Government  Supplement  which  should  be  prepared  and 
revised  together  with  the  said  List,  and  every  person  should  be  entitled 
to  be  entered  in  the  Local  Government  Supplement  to  any  list,  who 
would,  but  for  being  a peer  or  a woman,  or  being  registered  as  a parlia- 
mentary elector  elsewhere  be  entitled  to  be  entered  on  the  list. 

And  it  was  by  said  Act  further  enacted  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
in  Council  might  before  the  end  of  the  year  1898  make  rules  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  said  Act,  and  in  particular  for  adapting  to  the  provisions 
of  that  Act  the  enactments  relating  to  the  registration  of  parliamentary 
electors  in  Ireland,  and  the  precepts  and  forms  contained  in  or  used 
under  those  enactments,  and  for  causing  the  Lists  and  Registers  tobeso 
made  up  as  to  be  available  for  any  parliamentary  election,  or  for  any 
election  under  any  Act  passed  in  the  then  present  Session  of  Parliament, 
of  a member  of  any  local  authority,  and  for  causing  lists  to  be  made 
when  necessary  for  different  parts  of  a poor  law  electoral  division  as  if 
such  part  were  a separate  electoral  division,  and  that  such  rules  might 
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apply  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  County  Electors  Act,  1 888,  or  Part 
Four  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894,  or  any  enactments  applied  or 
referred  to  therein  with  the  modifications  necessary  for  adaptin'^  them 
to  Ireland.  ^ 

And  whereas  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  29th  day  of  July,  1898, 
Rules  (called  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Transitory  Rules,  1898  No.  2)' 
it  was  amongst  other  things  provided  tliat  subject  to  any  special  provi- 
sions in  the  said  Rules  the  enactments  relating  to  the  registration  of 
parliamentary  electors  in  Ireland  (including  those  relating  to  the  revision 
of  the  lists,  appeals,  and  the  preparation  and  making  up  of  the  register), 
should  apply  with  reference  to  the  Local  Government  Supplement  as 
they  applied  with  reference  to  the  list  to  which  the  Supplement  was 
added. 

And  it  was  further  provided  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  might  charge 
for  any  copies  of  the  revised  list  or  register  or  portion  of  tlfe  register 
supplied  under  said  Rules,  according  to  the  scale  in  form  No.  30  of  the 
Parliamentary  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1885. 

And  whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  XTs  that  the  rates  of  payment 
prescribed  by  Form  No.  30  in  said  Schedule  to  the  Registration  (Ire- 
land.) Act,  1885,  are  excessive,  having  regard  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  it  is  now  deemed  expedient  to 
substitute  for  said  Form  C,  the  rates  of  payment  set  forth  in  the 
Schedule  hereto,  and  to  amend  the  said  Order’of  the  29th  day  of  July 
1898,  accordingly. 

Now,  We,  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and  General  Governor  of  Ire- 
land, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Privy  Council  of  Ireland, 
in  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  Us  by  the  provisions  aforesaid, 
and  of  all  other  powers  Us  thereunto  enabling,  do  hereby  order  and  direct 
that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  may  charge  for  any  copies  of  the  revised 
Lists  or  Register  or  portion  of  the  Register  supplied  under  the  said 
Rules  of  the  29th  day  of  July,  1898,  according  to  the  scale  set  forth  in 
the  Schedule  hereto,  instead  of  the  scale  in  Form  No.  30  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary Registration  (Ireland;  Act,  1885,  and  We  do  hereby  order  and 
direct  that  the  said  Rules  be  amended  in  that  res25cct  accordingly. 
Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  or 
taken  in  anywise  to  annul,  affect,  or  alter  the  said  Rules,  or  any  of 
them  further  or  otherwise  than  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  this 
oiir  Order,  it  being  our  intention  that  the  said  Rules  shall  in  all  other 
respects  have  the  same  effect  as  chey  ])Ossessed  previous  to  the  making  of 
this  our  Order.

The  direction  contained  in  section  fifty-five  of  the  Repre- 
sentation of  the  People  (Ireland)  Act,  1850,  to  the  revising  bar- 
rister to  provide  that  'the  name  of  the  same  person  shall  not 
appear  twice,  shall  be  constnred  as  refen’ing  distributively  to 
the  lists  and  register  of  parliamentary  and  local  govermrrent 
electors  respectively,  and  in  its  application  to  the  list  and  register 
of  local  government  electors  as  referring  to  the  lists  and  register 
of  each  registration  imit. 

((/.)  The  name  of  the  registration  unit  to  which  any  statement 
made  under  section  fifty-eight  of  the  Representation  of  the 
People  (Ireland)  Act,  1850,  relates,  shall  be  endorsed  upon  it, 
and  in  the  case  of  an  appeal  which  relates  only  to  the  right  to 
bo  registered  as  a local  government  elector  the  name  of  the 
county,  or  city,  town,  or  borough  need  not  be  endorsed. 

(/t.)  In  section  sixty-three  of  the  Representation  of  the  People 
(Ireland)  Act,  1850,  the  word  polling  district  shall  be  construed 
with  its  proper  meaning  as  a parliamentary  polling  district,  and 
not  as  a registration  unit,  and  that  section  shall  be  construed 
subject  to  the  special  provisions  of  these  rules  as  to  th«»  printing, 
numbering,  and  making  up  of  the  register.

the  precepts  and  forms  set  out  in  the  schedule  to  these  Rules  shall 
be  substituted  for  those  contained  in  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Parlia-  vict  c 17 
mentaiy  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1885,  or  any  order  in  council 
amending  or  altering  them. 

Provided  that  where  the  requisition  requiring  the  names  of  inhabit- 
ant occupiers  is  in  the  present  year  served  either  in  the  form  in  use 
before  the  commencement  of  these  rules,  or  in  a form  which  is  on  the 
opinion  of  the  Local  Government  Board  sufficient  for  the  purpose, 
the  requisition  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  in  accordance 
with  the  law.

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  and  rules  relating  to  the 
registration  of  voters  in  Ireland,  your  attention  is  required  to  the 
following  instructions : — 


Registration  Units. 

The  registration  units  to  which  this  precept  refers  are — 

and  those  registration  units  are  in  this  precept  referred  to  as  your 
registration  units. 

2^he  existing  Register, 

1.  A copy  of  the  existing  register  for  each  of  your  registration  imit^ 
(Form  10)  is  sent  to  you' with  this  precept,  and  on  or  before  the  eighth 
day  of  July  in  the  present  yeai'  you  are  required  to  make  out  and 
transmit  to  me,  the  clerk  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  , at 

my  office  at  , in  the  said  county,  each  of  those  copies,  pr&- 

2iared  and  dealt  with  in  manner  following ; that  is  to  say, 

* Note — The  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1 898,  by  s.  8.8  (7)  transfers  the  diitie> 
of  the  clerk  of  the  union  under  the  Registration  Acts  to  the  secretary  of  the  county 
council  as  regards  rural  districLs  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  urban  district  council  as  regards 
urban  districts,  but  by  s.  121  enables  an  existing  clerk  of  the  union  to  continue  to 
perform  tlie  duties  of  the  clerk  of  the  union  under  the  Registr.ition  Acts  unless  ie 
agrees  to  the  contrary  ■with  the  county  council  or  urban  district  council,  as  the  caseniav 
be. 

The  precept  will  therefore  be  sent  to  different  j^ersons  according  as  the  work  is  to  bs 
done  by  an  existing  clerk  of  the  union  or  by  the  secretary  of  a counta'  council  or  clerk 
of  an  urban  district  council. 

Where  the  registration  work  is  to  be  done  by  the  exi.sting  clerk  of  the  union,  llie

(i.)  the  clerk  of  the  peace  must  alter  the  form  of  precept  by  substituting  “ tlieclerk" 
for  “ the  secretary  of  the  count}'  council,’’  “ the  union  ” fur  “ administrative  county,’ 
and  “ the  copy  of  the  poor-rate  book  in  your  custody  in  pursuance  of  section 
ninety-six  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,”  for  “ the  rate  books;" 
and 

(ii.)  the  clerk  of^the  peace  must  also,  as  regards  any  registration  units  ■within  the 
union  comprised  in  a parliamentary  borough,  give  the  clerk  of  the  union  instruc- 
tions as  regards^  the  lists  under  s.  .82  of  the  Representation  of  tlie  People 
(Ireland)  Act,  1850,  as  directed  by  the  footnote  in  the  precept. 

Where  the  registration  work  is  not  done  by  the  existing  clerk  of  a union,  the  precept 
relating  to  registration  units  situated  in  a parliamentary  couiily  and  in  a rural  district 
will_  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  county  council,  and  the  precept  relating  to  regis- 
tration units  situated  in  a parliamentary  county  and  in  an  urban  district  will  be  sent 
to  the  clerk  of  the  urban  district  council,  and  in  ordinary  cases  it  will  be  sufficient  to 
send  to  the  secretary  of  the  county  council  a single  precept  comprising  all  the  registration 
units  to  be  dealt  with  by  him,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  urban  district  council  a sing!® 
precept  comprising  all  the  registration  units  to  be  dealt  with  by  him. 
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2.  On  or  before  the  eighth  day  of  July  aforesaid,  after  due  inquiry, 
which  you  are  required  to  make,  with  the  assistance  of  the  collectors 
of  poor  rates  (which  those  collectors  are  required  to  give  you),  you 
shall,  upon  the  copy  of  the  register  for  each  of  }'Our  registration  units, 
enter  objections  to  the  names  of  persons  now  on  such  copy  of  register 
who  are  not  entitled  to  be  on  the  register  next  to  be  made,  in  manner 
following;  that  is  to  say, 

(i.)  You  shall  add,  with  a stamp  or  in  writing,  in  the  margin, 
the  word  “ objected  ” or  “ dead  ” (as  the  case  requires)  before  the 
name  of  any  person  whose  qualification  as  stated  on  such  copy  of 
register  is  that  of  a £10  occupier  in  the  following  cases, 
namely : — 

(a.)  If  such  person  shall  not  have  been  rated  in  the  then  la-st  rate 
made  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  as  tlie  occupier  of  tlie  same 
lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  in  such  copy  of  the 
register  mentioned  of  a net  annual  value  of  ten  pounds  or 
upwards ; 

(6.)  If  such  person  shall  not  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in 
this  present  year  have  paid  all  poor  rates  (if  any)  whicli 
shall  have  become  payable  by  him  in  respect  of  such  lands, 
tenements,  or  hereditaments  previously  to  the  first  day  of 
January  last; 

(c.)  If  you  shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  such  person  not 
to  be'  or  to  have  ceased  to  be  occupier  as  aforesaid,  or  not  to 
have  been  such  occupier  during  the  whole  period  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  July  in  the  last  preceding  year  to  the 
time  of  yom’  preparing  the  copy  of  register ; 

{d.)  If  you  shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  siich  person  for 
any  other  cause  not  to  be  entitled  to  have  his  name  on  the 
register  of  electors  then  next  to  be  made  for  the  registrar 
tion  unit,  or  to  be  dead,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(ii.)  You  shall  also  add,  with  a stamp  or  in  writing,  in  the 
margin  the  ^vord  “ objected  ” or  " dead  ” (as  the  case  may  be) 
before  the  name  of  any  person  whose  qualification  as  stated  on 
such  copy  of  tlie  register  or  supplement  is  that  of  a householder ; 
(o.)  If  all  poor  rates  (if  any)  due  in  respect  of  the  qualifying 
premises  up  to  the  first  day  of  January  last  shall  not  have 
been  paid  either  by  the  oivner  or  by  the  occupier  of  such 
dwelling-house  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  the 
present  year ; 

{h.)  In  case  you  should  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  such 
person  not  to  be  or  to  have  ceased  to  be  an  inhabitant 
occupier  of  a dwelling-house,  or  not  to  have  been  such 
inhabitant  occupier  during  the  whole  period  from  tlie 
twentieth  day  of  July  in  the  last  preceding  year  to  the 
time  of  your  preparing  the  copy  of  register; 

(r.)  If  you  shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  such, person  for 
any  other  cause  not  to  be  entitled  to  have  his  or  her  name 
on  the  register  of  electors  then  next  to  be  made  for  the 
registration  unit  or  to  be  dead,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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The  Supplemental  List  of  £10  Occupiers. 

3.  You  are  also  to  make  out  for  each  of  your  registratiou  units,  and 
transmit  to  me,  together  with  the  copy  of  register,  on  or  before  the 
eighth  day  of  July,  the  supplemental  list  of  £10  occupiers,  that  is  to 
say,  a supplemental  list  [Form  11]  of  every  male  person  of  full  age, 
not  appearing  already  on  that  copy  of  register,  who  shall  be  rated  in 
the  last  rate  made  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  as  the  occupier  of  any 
lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  situate  within  that  registration 
unit,  of  a net  annual  value  of  ten  pounds  or  upwards. 

You  will  enter  in  the  local  government  supplement  to  the  supple- 
mental list  of  £10  occupiers  the  name  of  any  peer  or  woman  whose 
name,  if  not  that  of  a peer  or  woman,  you  would  have  entered  in  the 
body  of  that  supplemental  list,  and  also  the  name  of  any  manied 
woman  qualified  to  be  a local  government  elector  by  virtue  of  Article 
Four  of  the  Local  Government  (Application  of  Enactments)  Order, 
1898,  and  whose  name  you  would  have  so  entered  but  for  the  dis- 
qualification removed  as  respects  the  right  to  be  registered  a local 
goveiTiment  elector  by  that  Article. 

You  will  deal  with  the  local  government  supplement  as  with  the 
body  of  the  supplemental  list  and  the  names  therein  contained. 

You  are  to  exclude  from  the  supplemental  list  every  such  occupier 
who  shall  not,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  this  year,  have 
paid  all  poor  rates  (if  any)  which  shall  have  become  payable  by  him 
in  respect  of  such  premises  previously  to  the  first  day  of  January 
last ; and  you  are  required,  after  due  inquiry,  which  you  are  required 
lo  make  with  the  assistance  of  the  collectors  of  poor  rates,  to  enter 
objections,  by  adding  in  the  margin  the  word  “ objected  ” or  “ dead,” 
as  the  case  may  be,  before  the  names  of  persons  in  that  list,  who  are 
not  entitled  to  be  on  the  register  next  to  be  made,  in  the  like  manner 
in  all  respects,  and  in  the  like  cases,  as  is  hereinbefore  directed  and 
required  with  regard  to  the  copy  of  register  for  tlie  said  registratiou 
unit.

If  two  or  more  persons,  jointly,  are  such  occupiers  as  above 
mentioned,  and  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  land  or  tenement  is  such 
as  to  give  ten  pounds  or  more  for  each  occupier,  two  of  such  occupiers 
are  entitled  to  be  registei'ed  as  voters,  but  no'  more  are  so  entitled 
unless  they  derived  the  property  by  descent,  succession,  marriage, 
marriage  settlement,  or  devise,  or  unless  they  are  bona  fide  engaged  as 
partners  carrying  on  trade  or  business  thereon,  in  any  of  which  cases 
all  may  be  registered,  if  the  clear  yearly  value  is  sufficient  to  give  ten 
pounds  for  each  occupier. 

If  a person  has  occupied  different  lands  or  tenements  in  the  county 
of  the  requisite  value  in  immediate  succession  during  the  said  twelve 
months,  he  is  entitled  in  respect  of  the  occupation  thereof  to  be  regis- 
tered as  a voter  in  the  registration  unit  in  which  the  last  occupied 
land  or  tenement  is  situate,  provided  that  he  has  paid  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  all  poor  rate  in  respect  of  all  such  premises  so 
occupied  in  succession  wffiich  has  become  payable  by  him  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  January  preceding. 
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4.  You  are  also  to  make  out  and  transmit  to  me,  on  or  before  the 
eighth  day  of  July,  the  supplemental  list  of  householders,  that  is  to 
say,  a supplemental  list  [Form  12]  for  each  of  your  registration  units 
of  every  male  person  of  full  age,  not  appearing  aheady  on  the  register, 
who  is,  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  this  year,  and  has'dvu'ing  the  whole 
uf  the  period  commencing  on  the  twentieth  day  of  July  previous  to 
such  first  of  July,  been  an  inhabitant  occupier  as  owner  or  tenant  of 
any  dwelling-house  within  the  registration  imit. 

You  will  enter  in  the  local  government  supplement  to  this  supple- 
mental list  the  name  of  any  peer  or  woman  whose  name,  if  not  that 
of  a peer  or  woman,  you  would  have  entered  in  the  body  of  the  supple- 
jncntal  list,  and  also  the  name  of  any  married  woman  qualified  to  be

RBaiSTRATION  (IRELAND)  AMENDMENT  RULES,  1899. 


By  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privv  Council  in  Ireland 

gadoga:^. 

Whereas,  by  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is,  amongst 
other  things,  enacted  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  may  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  1898,  make  rules  for  carrying  into  effect  the  said 
Act,  and  in  particular  for  adapting  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act  the 
enactments  relating  to  the  registration  of  parliamentary  electors  in  Ire- 
land, and  the  precepts  and  forms  contained  in  or  used  under  those  enact- 
ments, and  for  causing  the  lists  and  register  to  be  so  made  up  as  to  be 
available  for  any  parliamentary  election,  or  for  any  election  under  any 
Act  passed  in  the  then  present  Session  of  Parliament,  of  a member  of  a 
local  authority,  and  for  causing  lists  to  be  made,  when  necessary,  for 
different  parts  of  a poor  law  electoral  division,  as  if  such  part  were  a 
separate  electoral  division,  and  that  such  rules  may  apply  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  County  Electors  Act,  1888,  or  Part  iV.  of  die  Local 
Government  Act,  1894,  or  any  enactments  applied  or  referred  to  therein, 
with  the  modifications  necessary  for  adapting  them  in  Ireland  : 

And  Whereas,  by  section  ninety-eight  of  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898,  it  is,  amongst  other  things,  enacted  that  rules 
under  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  may  be  made  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898, 
with  respect  to  • Local  Government  Electors,  and  in  particular  for 
adapting  the  Registration  Acts  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Local 
Government  Act  and  Orders  in  Council  made  thereunder.  And  that 
so  much  of  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Act,  1398,  as  requires  the  rules 
to  be  made  before  the  end  of  the  year,  1898,  shall  be  repealed  : 

And  Whereas  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Eules,  1899,  were  made  by 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Council  under  the  said  Registration  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  and  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  : And 
whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  certain  amendments  in  those  Rules  : 
Now  We,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  Genei’al  and  General  Governor  of 
Ireland,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Her  Majesty’s  Privy 
Council  in  Ireland,  in  pursuance  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  Hegis- 
tx’ation  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  the  said  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  and  of  all  other  powers  Us  thereunto  enabling  do  hereby 
order  and  declare  that  from  and  after  the  making  of  this  Order  the 
following  rules  shall  take  effect : — 

Short  Title. 

(i.)  These  rules  may  be  cited  as  “ The  Registration  (Ireland)  Amend- 
ment Rules,  1899.” 


Supplemental  Provision  as  to  Otit-voters^  List. 

(2.)  Rule  Six  of  the  Registration  (Ireland)  Rules,  1899,  shall  be  read 
as  if  the  following  paragraphs  were  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  Rule 

“ The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  insert  at  the  head  of  the  out- 
‘ voters’  list  the  words  ‘ for  parliamentary  purposes  only  ’ or  words

in  the  rate  book  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  add  to  his  precept  a 
note  to  the  effect  of  this  provision.

■Whereas  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Act  (Ireland),  1877 
section  61,  it  is,  amongst  other  things,  enacted  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
may,  at  any  time  after  the  passing  and  before  the  commencement  of 
the  said  Act,  by  Order  in  Council  made  upon  such  recommendation  as 
is  therein  mentioned,  make  rules,  to  be  styled  Rules  of  Court,  for 
carrying  the  said  Act  into  effect,  and  in  particular  for  all  or  any  of  the 
matters  in  the  said  section  mentioned,  and  from  and  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  said  Act,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  may,  at  any  time, 
with  the  concurrence  of  a majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
present  at  a meeting  for  that  purpose  held  (of  which  majority  the  Lord 
Chancellor  should  be  one),  by  Order  in  Council,  alter  and  annul  any 
Rules  of  Court  for  the  time  being  in  force,  and  have  and  exercise  the 
same  power  of  making  Rules  of  Court  as  was  thereby  vested  in  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  on  the  recommendation  thereinbefore  specified  before 
the  commencement  of  the  said  Act : 

And  whereas  the  said  Act  commenced  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1878 ; ^ 

And  whereas  certain  Rules  of  Court  have  from  time  to  time  been 
made  since  the  commencement  and  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  certain  other  Rules  of  Court  should 
be  made  as  specified  and  set  out  in  the  schedule  hereto : 

And  whereas  by  the  12th  section  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature 
(Ireland)  (ISTo.  2)  Act,  1897,  it  is,  amongst  other  things,  enacted  that 
the  persons  upon  whose  recommendation  the  Lord  Lieutenant  may 
make,  alter,  or  annul  rules,  under  section  61  of  the  principal  Act,  shall 
include  the  President  of  the  Incorporated  Law  Society  of  Ireland,  and 
two  persons  (one  of  whom  shall  be  a practising  barrister)  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  : 

And  whereas  by  the  Rules  Publication  Act,  1893,  section  2,  it  is 
provided  that,  where  a rule-making  authority  certifies  that  on  account 
of  urgency  or  any  special  reason  any  rule  should  come  into  immediate 
operation,  it  should  be  lawful  for  such  authority  to  make  any  such  rules 
to  come  into  operation  forthwith  as  provisional  rules,  but  such  pro- 
visional rules  should  only  continue  in  force  until  rules  should  have  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provision.^  of  the  said  Rules 
Publication  Act : 

And  whereas  a majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  in  Ireland,  and  the  other  persons,  pursuant  to  section  12  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  (Ireland)  (No.  2)  Act,  1897,  upon 
whose  recommendation  the  Lord  Lieutenant  may  make,  alter,  or  annul 
Rules  of  Court  under  the  said  principal  Act,  present  at  a meeting  for 
that  purpose  held  (of  which  majority  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland 
was  one),  have  passed  the  resolution  set  out  in  the  schedule  hereto  : 
Now,  We,  the  Lord  Lieutenant-General  and  General  Governor  of 
Ireland,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Her  Jlajesty’s  Privy 
Council  in  Ireland,  in  pursuance  and  by  virtue  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Judicature  Act  (Ireland),  1877,  and  of  the  Rules  Publication  Act, 
1893,  and  of  all  other  powers  Us  thereunto  enabling,  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  a majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of

in  that  behalf  of  the  said  Rules  Publication  Act.

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Draft  Kules  for  Local  Government  Election  Petitions. 

1.  The  presentation  of  a Local  Government  Election  Petition  shall 
be  made  by  leaving  it  at  the  office  of  the  Master  for  the  time  being 
nominated  as  prescribed  officer  under  the  Parliamentary  Elections 
Act,  1868,  and  such  Master  or  his  clerk  shall  (if  required)  give  a receipt 
therefor. 

With  the  Petition  shall  also  be  left  a copy  thereof  for  the  Master  to 
send  to  the  Returning  Officer,  pursuant  to  section  88,  sub-section  (3), 
of  the  45  & 46  Viet.,  c.  50. 

2.  A Local  Government  Election  Petition  shall  contain  the  following 
statements : — 

(a.)  It  shall  state  the  right  of  the  Petitioner  or  Petitioners  to 
petition  within  section  88,  sub-section  (1),  of  the  45  & 46 
Viet.,  c.  50. 

(b.)  It  shall  state  the  holding  and  the  result  of  the  election,  and 
shall  briefly  state  the  facts  and  grounds  relied  on  to  sustain 
the  prayer. 

3.  The  Petition  shall  be  divided  into  paragraphs,  each  of  which,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  shall  be  confined  to  a distinct  portion  of  the  subject, 
and  every  paragraph  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  no  costs 
shall  be  allowed  of  drawing  or  copying  any  Petition  not  substantially 
in  compliance  with  this  rule,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  High 
Court  or  a Judge  thereof. 

4.  The  Petition  shall  conclude  with  a prayer,  as  for  instance,  that 
some  specified  person  should  be  declared  duly  returned  or  elected,  or 
that  the  election  should  be  declared  void,  or  that  a return  may  be 
enforced  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  shall  be  signed  by  all  the 
Petitioners. 

5.  The  following  form,  or  one  to  the  like  effect,  shall  be  sufficient

6.  Evidence  need  not  be  stated  in  the  Petition,  but  the  High  Court, 
or  a Judge  thereof,  may  order  such  particulars  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  surprise  or  unnecessary  expense,  and  to  ensure  a fair  and 
effectual  trial  in  the  same  way  as  in  ordinary  proceedings  in  the  said 
High  Court,  and  upon  such  terms  as  to  costs  and  otherwise  as  may  be 
ordered. 

When  a Petitioner  claims  the  office  for  an  unsuccessful  candidate, 
alleging  that  he  had  a majority  of  lawful  votes,  the  party  complaining 
of  or  defending  the  election  shall,  six  days  before  the  day  appointed  for 
trial,  deliver  to  the  Master,  and  also  at  the  address,  if  any,  given  by  the 
Petitioners  and  Respondent,  as  the  case  may  be,  a list  of  the  votes 
intended  to  be  objected  to,  and  the  heads  of  objection  to  each  such  vote, 
and  the  Master  shall  allow  inspection  and  office  copies  of  such  lists  to 
all  parties  concerned,  and  no  evidence  shall  be  given  against  the  validity 
of  any  vote,  nor  upon  any  head  of  objection  not  specified  in  the  list, 
except  by,  leave  of  the  High  Court  or  a Judge  thereof,  upon  such 
terms  as  to  amendment  of  the  list,  postponement  of  the  inquiry,  and 
payment  of  costs  as  may  be  ordered. 

b.  When  the  Respondent  in  a Local  Government  Election  Petition 
under  the  Act  complaining  of  an  undue  election,  and  claiming  the  office 
for  some  person,  intends  to  give  evidence  to  prove  that  the  election  of 
such  person  was  undue,  pursuant  to  the  93rd  section,  sub-section  10,  of 
45  and  46  Viet.,  c.  50,  such  Respondent  shall,  six  days  before  the  day 
appointed  for  trial,  deliver  to  the  Master,  and  also  at  the  address,  if  any, 
given  by  the  Petitioner,  a list  of  the  objections  to  the  election  upon 
■which  he  intends  to  rely,  and  the  Master  shall  allow  inspection  and 
office  copies  of  such  list  to  all  j^arties  concerned;  and  no  evidence  shall 
be  given  by  a Respondent  of  any  objection  to  the  election  not  specified 
in  the  list,  except  by  leave  of  the  High  Court  or  a Judge  thereof,  upon 
such  terms  as  to  amendment  of  the  list,  postponement  of  the  inquiry,  and 
payment  of  costs  as  may  be  ordered. 

9.  With  the  Petition,  the  Petitioner  or  Petitioners  shall  leave  at  the 
office  of  the  Master  a wiuting,  signed  by  him  or  them  or  on  his  or  their 
behalf,  giving  the  name  of  some  person  entitled  to  practise  as  a solicitor 
in  the  High  Court  whom  he  or  they  authorise  to  act  as  his  or  their  agent, 
or  stating  that  he  or  they  act  for  liimself  or  themselves,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  in  either  case  giving  an  address  within  the  municipal  boundary 
of  the  city  of  Dublin  at  which  notices  addressed  to  him  or  them  may  be 
left ; and  if  no  such  writing  be  left  or  address  given,  then  notice  of 
objection  to  the  recognizances,  and  all  other  notices  and  proceedings, 
may  be  given  by  posting  up  the  same  at  the  Master's  offico. 

10.  Any  person  elected  to  any  Local  Government  oHico  may,  at  any 
time  after  he  is  elected,  send  to  or  leave  at  the  office  of  the  Master  n 
Writing,  signed  by  him  or  on  his  behalf,  appointing  a person  entitled  to 
practise  as  a solicitor  in  the  High  Court  to  act  as  his  agent  in  case  there 
should  be  a Petition  against  him,  or  stating  that  lio  iiitoiids  to  not  for 
bimself,  and  in  either  case  giving  an  address  within  the  municipal

boundary  of  the  city  of  Dublin  at  -which  notices  may  be  left;  and  in 
default  of  such  writing  being  left  in  a week  after  service  of  the 
Petition,  notices  and  proceedings  may  be  given  and  served  respectively 
by  posting  up  the  same  at  the  Master’s  office. 

11.  The  Master  shall  keep  a book  or  books  at  his  office,  in  which  he 
shall  enter  all  addresses  and  the  names  of  agents  given  under  either  of 
the  preceding  rules,  which  book  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
person  during  office  hours. 

12.  The  Master  shall,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  Petition,  forth- 
with send  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  the  Returning  Officer,  pursuant  to 
section  88,  sub-section  (3),  of  the  45  and  46  Yict.,  c.  50,  and  shall 
therewith  send  the  name  of  the  Petitioner’s  agent  (if  any),  and  the 
address,  if  any,  given  as  prescribed,  and  also  the  name  of  the 
Respondent’s  agent,  and  the  address,  if  any,  given  as  prescribed,  and 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  forthwith  publish  those  particulars  along 
with  the  Petition. 

The  cost  of  publication  of  this  and  any  other  matter  required  to  be 
published  by  the  Returning  Officer  shall  be  paid  by  the  Petitioner  or 
person  moving  in  the  matter,  and  shall  form  part  of  the  general  costs 
of  the  Petition. 

13.  The  time  for  giving  notice  of  the  presentation  of  a Petition  and 
of  the  nature  of  the  proposed  security  shall  be  five  days,  exclusive  of 
the  day  of  presentation. 

1 4.  Where  the  Respondent  has  named  an  agent  or  given  an  address, 
the  service  of  a Local  Govemment  Election  Petition  may  be  by 
delivery  of  it  to  the  agent,  or  by  posting  it  in  a registered  letter  to  the 
address  given  at  such  time  that,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  post,  it 
\vould  be  delivered  within  the  prescribed  time. 

In  other  cases  the  service  must  be  personal  on  the  Respondent, 
unless  a Judge  of  the  High  Court,  on  an  application  made  to  him  not 
laterfchan  five  days  after  the  Petition  is  pi*esented,  on  affidavit  showing 
what  has  been  done,  shall  be  satisfied  that  all  reasonable  ofibrt  has  been 
made  to  effect  personal  service  and  cause  the  matter  to  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Respondent,  in  which  case  the  Judge  may  oixler  that 
what  has  been  done  shall  be  considered  sufficient  service,  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  he  may  think  reasonable.  An  agent  employed  for 
the  Petitioner  or  Piespondent  shall  forthwith  leave  written  notice  at 
the  office  of  the  Master  of  his  appointment  to  act  as  such  agent,  and 
services  of  notices  and  proceedings  upon  such  agent  shall  be  sufficient 
for  all  purposes. 

15.  In  case  of  evasion  of  service,  the  posting  up  a notice  in  the  office 
cf  the  Master  of  the  Petition  having  been  presented,  stating  the 
Petitioner,  the  prayer,  and  the  nature  of  the  proposed  security,  shall 
be  deemed  equivalent  to  personal  service  if  so  ordered  by  a Judge. 

16.  The  deposit  of  money  by  Avay  of  security  for  payment  of  costs, 
charges,  and  expenses  payable  by  the  Petitioner,  sliall  be  made  by 
payment  into  the  Bank  of  Ireland  to  an  account  to  be  opened  there  by 
the  description  of  ”The  Local  Government  Ireland  Act,  1898  (Election 
Petition),  Security  Fund,”  which  shall  be  vested  in  and  drawn  upon 
from  time  to  time  by  tlie  said  Blaster  for  the  time  being,  for  tlie 
purpos^  for  which  security  is  required  by  the  said  Act  and  the  Acts 
thei*ewith  incorporated,  and  a bank  i*eceipt  or  certificate  for  the  same 
shall  be  forthwith  left  at  the  Blaster’s  office. 

If.  The  Blaster  shall  file  such  rcceipt  or  certificate,  and  keep  a book, 
^en  to  inspection  of  all  paities  concerned,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
from  time  to  time  the  amount  and  the  Petition  to  which  it  is 
applicable. 
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18.  All  claims  afe  law  or  in  equity  to  money  so  deposited  or  to  be 
deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  High 
Court  or  a Judge  thereof. 

19.  Money  so  deposited  shall,  if  and  when  the  same  is  no  longer 
needed  for  securing  payment  of  such  costs,  charges,  and  expenses,  be 
returned  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  by  order  of 
the  High  Court  or  Judge  thereof. 

20.  Such  order  may  be  made  after  such  notice  of  intenoion  to  apply, 
and  proof  that  all  just  claims  have  been  satisfied  or  otherwise 
sufficiently  provided  for  as  the  Court  or  Judge  may  require. 

21.  The  order  may  dii’ect  payment  either  to  the  party  in  whose  name 
the  same  is  deposited,  or  to  any  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same, 

22.  Upon  the  order  being  made,  the  amount  may  be  drawn  for  by 
the  Master. 

23.  The  draft  of  the  Master  for  the  time  being  shall  in  all  cases  be 
a sufficient  warrant  to  the  Bank  of  Ireland  for  all  payments  made 
thereunder. 

24.  The  recognizance  as  security  for  costs  may  be  acknowledged 
before  a Judge  of  the  High  Court  at  Chambers,  or  the  Master  in  town, 
or  a Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  country. 

There  may  be  one  recognizance  acknowledged  by  all  the  sureties,,  or 
separate  recognizances  by  one  or  more,  as  may  be  convenient. 

25.  The  recognizance  shall  contain  the  name  and  usual  place  of 
abode  of  each  surety,  with  such  sufficient  description  as  shall  enable 
him  to  be  found  or  ascertained,  and  may  be  as  follows  : — 

Be  it  remembered  that  on  the  day  of  , in  the  year 

of  our  Lord  18  , before  me  [name  and  descripiiofi\,  came  A.B.,  of 

[name  and  description  as  above  prtscrihed\^  and  acknowledged  himself 
[or  severally  acknowledged  themselves]  to  owe  to  our  Sovereign  Lady 
the  Queen  the  sum  of  £,  [or  the  following  siim.s]  (that  is  to  say), 

the  said  C.D.,  the  sum  of  , the  said  E.F.,  the  sum  of  ^ , 

the  said  G.H.  the  sum  of  £ , and  the  said  J.K.  the  sum  of 

^ , to  be  levied  on  his  [or  their  respective]  goods  and  chattels, 

lands,  and  tenements,  to  the  use  of  our  said  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen, 
her  heirs  and  successors. 

The  condition  of  this  recognizance  is  that  if  [here  insert  the  names  of 
all  the  Petitioners^  and  if  more  than  one,  add,  or  any  of  them]  shall  well 
and  truly  pay  all  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  in  res]>ect  of  the  Election 
Petition  signed  by  him  [or  them]  [here  insert  the  name  of  the  county,  or 
as  the  case  may  he\  which  shall  become  payable  by  the  Petitioner  [or 
Petitioners,  or  any  of  them],  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland')

and  after  the  commencement  of  the  said  Act,  the  Lord  Lieutenant

Rules  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898  (Sec- 
tion 5),  respecting  Appeals  to  the  Judge  of  Assize  in 
CASES  OF  Criminal  Injury. 

Short  Title. 

These  orders  may  be  cited  as  “ The  County  Court  Appeals  (Ireland) 
Rules,  1899.” 

Interpretation. 

In  the  construction  of  these  rules,  words  importing  the  singular 
number  shall  include  the  plural,  and  words  importing  the  plural  number 
shall  include  the  singular  number,  and  words  importing  the  masculine 
gender  shall  include  females ; and  the  following  expressions  shall  have 
or  include  the  respective  meanings  hereinafter  assigned  to  them,  that  is 
to  say : — 

“Decree”  shall  iuclude  decree,  dismiss,  direction,  refusal  of  an  appli- 
cation, or  any  order  whatsoever,  either  in  the  Ccunty  Conrt  or  on 
appeal. 
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“Secretary  ” shall  include  town  clerk. 

“Clear  days”  shall  mean  that  where  any  number  of  clear  days  is 
prescribed  the  same  shall  be  reckoned  exclusive  both  of  the  first  and  last 
clay. 

“Clerk  of  the  Peace”  shall  mean  and  include  Clerk  of  the  Crown 
and  Peace,  Clerk  of  the  Peace  or  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace  or  person 
for  the  time  being  lawfully  acting  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

“Judge  of  Assize”  shall  include  a Judge  of  the  Higli  Cutrt  sitting 
to  hear  appeals  from  the  Recorder  of  Dublin. 

“County  Court  Judge”  shall  include  Recorder. 

“ Person”  shall  include  body  politic  or  corporate. 

“ Party”  shall  include  any  person  or  Council  entitled  to  appear  and 
be  heard  in  relation  to  any  application  under  Section  5 of  the  Local 
Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898. 


Procedure. 

1.  Every  appeal  under  Section  5 of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland) 
Act,  1898,  shall  be  brought  in  the  following  manner  : — 

(a.)  Every  person  or  Council  appealing  (hereinafter  called  the 
Appellant)  shall  lodge  a notice  of  appeal  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  within  six  clear  days  from  the  pronouncing  of  the  decree  in 
Court,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  made  to  the  Judge  of  Assize  at  the 
next  Assizes  to  be  held  after  the  said  period.  Such  notice  shall 
state  whether  the  Appellant  complains  of  the  whole  or  of  some 
and  what  part  of  the  decree,  and  may  be  in  the  Form  No.  1 in 
the  First  Schedule  attached  to  these  Rules.  Every  such  notice  of 
appeal  shall  be  signed  by  the  Appellant  or  his  solicitor,  but  may 
be  signed  on  behalf  of  a Council  by  the  secretai’y  of  such  Council 
or  their  solicitor. 

{b.)  The  Appellant  shall,  within  the  same  period  of  six  clear 
days,  serve  upon  every  Co^incil  or  person  who  appeared,  either  by 
a solicitor  or  in  person,  at  the  hearing  before  the  County  Court 
Judge  on  the  occasion  of  making  the  decree  appealed  from  a notice 
in  writing  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Appellant  or  his  solicitor, 
setting  forth  that  the  Appellant  has  lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  Peace 
a notice  of  appeal  from  the  whole  or  some  specified  part  of  the 
said  decree.  Such  notice  may  be  in  the  Form  No.  2 in  the  Fii-st 
Schedule  attached  to  these  Rules. 

2.  The  Judge  of  Assize  may  direct  notice  of  the  appeal  to  be  served 
on  any  person  or  Council  who  did  not  appear  at  the  hearing  in  the 
County  Court,  and  in  the  meantime  may  postpone  or  adjourn  the  hearing 
of  the  appeal  upon  such  terms  as  may  seem  just,  and  such  decree  may 
be  given  or  made  thereafter  as  might  have  been  given  or  made  if  the 
person  or  Council  served  with  such  notice  had  appeared  at  the  hearing 
in  the  County  Court. 

3.  Whenever  the  party  to  be  served  with  a notice  of  appeal  or  other 
notice  or  document  pursuant  to  these  Rules  has  appeared  by  a solicitor 
at  the  hearing  before  the  County  Court  Judge  on  the  occasion  of  making 
the  decree  appealed  from,  all  notices  and  documents  shall  be  served  on 
the  solicitor  by  whom  such  party  so  appeared,  and  such  service  shall  be 
effected  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  residence  or  office  of  such  solicitor, 
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4.  T]'e  mode  of  effecting  service  of  any  notice  of  appeal  or  other 
notice  or  document  on  a party  who  shall  not  have  appeared  by  a 
solicitor  as  aforesaid  shall  be,  if  a Council  is  to  bo  served,  by  delivering 
the  same  to  the  secretary  of  snch  Council  or  by  posting  the  same  in  a 
registered  letter  addressed  to  such  secretary  at  his  residence  or  office, 
and  if  a person  is  to  be  served  by  serving  the  same  personally  on  such 
party  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  residence  of  such  party  with  a 
.clerk,  servant,  wife,  or  child,  or  other  person  therein  over  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  or  by  posting  the  same  in  a registered  letter  addressed  to 
such  party  at  his  last  known  residence. 

5.  In  case  the  mode  of  service  aforesaid  shall  not  be  reasonably 
possible,  the  Judge  on  appeal  shall  have  power  to  deem  any  othor  service 
sufficient. 

6.  P)*oof  of  service  of  the  notice  of  appeal  shall  be  given  by  affidavit. 
On  such  proof  having  been  given  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  enter  the 
same  for  hearing  before  the  Judge  of  Assize,  and  such  entry  shall  be 
prima  facie  proof  of  due  service  thereof  before  sucli  Jinlge  of  Assize. 

7.  Any  person  or  Council  who  shall  appear  to  the  Judge  of  Assize  to 
have  an  interest  and  shall  not  have  appeared  either  in  person  or  by  a 
solicitor  at  the  hearing  before  tlie  County  Court  Judge  on  the  occasion 
of  the  making  of  the  decree  which  is  the  subject  of  the  appeal,  may 
appear  on  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  but  subject  to  such  terms  as  to 
costs  or  otherwise  as  the  Judge  of  Assize  shall  direct. 

8.  It  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  be  necessary  for  a respondent 
to  lodge  and  serve  a notice  by  way  of  cross  appeal,  but  if  a respondent 
intends,  upon  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  to  contend  that  the  decree 
of  the  County  Court  shall  be  varied,  he  shall,  within  four  clear  days 
from  service  upon  him  of  notice  of  a^^peal,  give  notice  in  writing  of 
such  intention  to  any  person  or  Council  who  appeared  at  the  hearing, 
and  who  may  be  affected  by  such  contention.  The  omission  to  give 
such  notice  shall  not  diminish  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  5 of  the 
Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  upon  the  Judge  of  Assize,  but 
may  in  the  discretion  of  such  Judge  be  ground  for  adjournment  of  the 
appeal,  or  for  a special  order  as  to  costs. 

9.  If  two  or  more  persons  or  Councils  shall  lodge  notices  of  appeal 
against  the  same  decree  of  the  County  Court  Judge,  such  notices  of 
appeal  shall  be  entered  and  heard  together,  unless  the  Judge  of  Assize 
shall  otherwise  direct.  Provided,  however,  that  the  Judge  of  Assize 
may  declare  any  one  or  more  of  the  persons  or  Councils  appealing  to  be 
separately  entitled  or  liable  to  the  costs  of  such  appeal  or  any  part 
thereof. 

10.  The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  attend  on  the  hearing  of  every 
such  appeal,  and  shall  keep  a record  of  the  names  of  all  the  witnesses 
examined,  and  all  documents  given  in  evidence  and  shall  mark  the 
same,  and  shall  also,  if  the  Judge  of  Assize  shall  require  him  so  to  do, 
take  and  preserve  a full  note  of  all  viva  voce  evidence  given  upon  tbe 
hearing  of  such  appeal,  and  shall  in  every  case  enter  in  his  book  a full 
copy  of  the  order  made  on  such  appeal,  as  signed  by  the  Judge. 

11.  A notice  of  appeal  .shall  be  a stay  of  execution  pending  the 
determination  of  the  appeal. 

12.  Non-compliance  with  any  of  these  Rules  shall  not  render  any 
proceedings  void,  unless  the  Court  or  Judge  of  Assize  so  direct,  but  the 
time  may  be  extended  and  the  proceedings  may  be  set  aside,  either 
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wholly  or  in  part,  or  be  amended  or  otherwise  dealt  with  in  such 
manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Court  or  Judge  of  Assize  may  think 
just. 

13.  Tf  the  Judge  of  Assize,  on  the  hearing  of  any  appeal  brought 
under  Section  5 of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  give 
special  leave  to  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  the  appeal  shall  be 
brought  on  a case  stated  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  the  Court  of 
Appeal  may  make  such  order  in  respect  of  the  matter  of  the  appeal  and 
as  to  costs  as  to  the  .said  Court  shall  seem  just,  and  the  decision  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

14.  The  County  Court  Appeals  (Ireland)  Rules,  1889,  Order  IV., 
shall,  except  so  far  as  they  require  security  to  be  given,  apply  to  all 
appeals  under  the  Rule  last  hereinbefore  contained  so  far  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  will  permit. 

15.  The  special  leave  to  appeal  mentioned  in  Rule  13  to  the  Court 
of  Appeal  shall  operate  as  a stay  of  execution  pending  the  determination 
of  the  appeal. 

16.  Every  order  of  the  Judge  of  Assize  or  Court  of  Appeal  on  appeal 
shall  state  whether  it  is  made  with  or  without  costs.  And  the  sum,  if 
any,  payable  for  costs,  including  witnesses’  expenses,  shall  be  inserted 
in  the  order. 

17.  The  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the  Clerk  of  tlie  Peace  or  the  Registrar 
of  the  Judge  of  Assize,  unless  the  Judge  of  Assize  shall  otherwise  direct, 
and  such  taxation  shall  be  according  to  the  following  principle : — 

In  any  case  in  whicli  costs  are  awarded,  the  costs  shall  be  taxed  with 
due  regard  to  the  scale  of  costs  for  the  time  being  in  force  for 
ordinary  ap])eals  from  the  County  Courts,  with  power  to  the  Judge 
of  Assize,  when  the  amount  allowed  or  claimed,  as  the  case  may 
be,  exceeds  £50,  to  allow  such  larger  amount  of  costs  as  shall 
appear  to  him  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  where  from  the  difficulty 
or  importance  of  the  case,  or  the  work  actually  performed,  the 
allowances  under  the  above-mentioned  scale  appear  to  him  to  be 
inadequate. 

18.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  interfere  with  any  power  or 
discretion  of  a Judge  or  Court  to  refuse  costs  or  limit  the  amount 
thereof,  or  dii*ect  by  or  to  what  person  or  Council  the  same  shall  bo 
paid,  or  make  such  order  with  reference  to  tho  payment  thereof  as  ho 
shall  think  fit. 

19.  In  all  cases  of  appeals  to  a Judge  of  Assize  in  which  the  a.ppollant 
shall,  six  clear  days  before  the  day  for  hearing  of  the  appeal,  give  notice 
iu  writing  to  every  person  and  Council  who  appeared  at  tho  hearing 
before  the  County  Court  Judge  that  lie  does  not  intend  to  prosecute 
the  appeal,  and  shall,  two  clear  days  at  least  before  the  day  aforesaid, 
give  like  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  transmitted  by  post  or 
otherwise,  there  shall  be  payable  by  the  person  or  Council  withdrawing 
the  appeal  to  each  respondent,  unless  the  Judge  of  Assize  otherwise 
direct,  those  costs  only  which  are  set  forbli  in  the  Second  Scliedule 
hereunto  annexed. 

20.  In  the  case  of  appeals  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  by  leave  of  tho 
Judge  of  As-size  where  default  is  made  in  setting  down  tho  case  for 
hearing,  the  fees  payable  by  the  person  or  Council  making  default  shall 
be  those  set  forth  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereunto  annexed.

1.  The  presentation  of  a Local  Government  Election  Petition  shall 
be  made  by  leaving  it  at  the  office  of  the  Master  for  the  time  being 
nominated  as  prescribed  officer,  under  the  Parliamentary  Elections  Act, 
1868,  and  such  Master  or  his  clerk  shall  (if  required)  give  a receipt 
therefor : 

With  the  Petition  shall  also  be  left  a copy  thereof  for  the  Master  to 
send  to  the  Returning  Officer,  pursuant  to  section  88,  Sub-section  (3), 
of  the  45  & 46  Viet.,  c.  50. 

2.  A Local  Government  Election  Petition  shall  contain  the  follow- 
ing statements ; 

(a.)  It  shall  state  the  right  of  the  Petitioner  or  Petitioners  to 
petition  within  Section  88,  Sub-section  (1),  of  the  45  46 

Viet.,  c.  50. 

(b.)  It  shall  state  the  holding  and  result  of  the  election,  and  shall 
briefly  state  the  facts  and  grounds  relied  on  to  sustain  the 
Prayer. 

3.  The  Petition  shall  be  divided  into  paragraphs,  each  of  which,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  shall  be  confined  to  a distinct  portion  of  the  subject,

15.  In  case  of  evasion  of  service  the  posting  ujd  a notice  in  the  office 
of  the  Master  of  the  Petition  having  been  presented,  stating  the 
Petitioner,  the  Prayer,  and  the  nature  of  the  proposed  security,  shall  be 
deemed  equivalent  to  personal  service  if  so  ordered  by  a Judge. 

16.  The  deposit  of  money  by  way  of  security  for  payment  of  costs, 
charges,  and  expenses  payable  by  the  Petitioner,  shall  be  made  by 
payment  into  the  Bank  of  Ireland  to  an  account  to  be  opened  there  by 
tlie  description  of  “The  Local  Govemm ent  Ireland  Act,  1898  (Election 
Petition),  Security  Fund,”  which  shall  be  vested  in  and  drawn  upon  from

64.  If  the  Respondent  dies,  any  person  entitled  to  be  a Petitioner  in 
respect  of  the  election  to  which  the  Petition  relates,  may  give  notice  of 
the  fact  in  the  place  where  the  election  was  held,  by  causing  such  notice 
to  be  published  in  at  least  one  newspap:)er  circulating  therein,  if  any, 
and  by  leaving  a copy  of  such  notice  signed  by  him  or  on  his  behalf 
with  the  Returning  Officer  and  a like  copy  with  the  Master. 

65.  The  manner  of  the  Respondent’s  giving  notice  that  he  does  not 
intend  to  oppose  the  Petition  shall  be  by  leaving  notice  thereof  in 
writing,  at  the  office  of  the  Master,  signed  by  the  Pespondent. 

66.  Upon  such  notice  being  left  at  the  Master’s  office,  the  Master 
shall  foi-thwith  send  a copy  thereof  by  the  post  to  the  Petitioner  or  his 
agent,  and  to  the  .Returning  Officer,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
published  in  the  place  where  the  election  was  held.

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  (IRELAND)  ACT,  1898. 

61  and  62  Viet.,  c.  37,  Section  10,  Sub-section  3. 

Rules  of  Court. 

1.  Every  petition  to  be  presented  to  the  Judge  of  Assize  under  the 

provisions  of  sub-section  3 of  section  10  of  the  Local  Government 
(Ireland)  Act,  1898  (61  and  62  Viet.,  c.  37),  shall  be  intituled  in  the 
matter  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  and  in  the 
matter  of  the  road  proposed  to  be  widened  or  made,  describing  the 
same  by  name.  _ 

2.  Every  such  petition  shall  state  the  locality  and  extent  of  the 
lands  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  the  pmpose  for  which  they  are  re- 
quired. It  shall  also  give  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  proposed 
work,  and  shall  set  forth  all  such  facts  as  will  enable  the  Judge  of 
Assize  to  determine  whether  the  proposed  work  is  of  public  utihty 
and  of  such  importance  to  tlie  public  as  to  justify  the  compulsory 
acquisition  of  the  said  lands.  Every  such  petition  shall  set  forth  in 
a schedule  the  names  of  the  owners  or  reputed  owners,  lessees,  or 
reputed  lessees,  and  occupiers  of  the  said  lands  respectively,  so  far 
as  the  same  can  be  reasonably  ascertained,  with  estimates  of  the  gross 
annual  value  and  value  in  fee  of  these  lands.  The  schedule  shall  state 
opposite  the  name  of  each  such  owner,  lessee,  or  occupier  the  extent 
and  value  of  the  lands  to  which  he  is  entitled  or  of  which  he  is  in 
occupation.  Every  such  petition  shall  also  refer  to  and  identify  a 
sheet  or  sheets  of  the  six-inch  map  of  the  Ordnance  Survey,  which 
shall  be  lodged  therewith,  and  on  which  the  lands  proposed  to  be 
taken  stall  te  delineated.  Every  such  petition,  shall  state  that  the 
petitioners  have  published  all  such  advertisements  and  served  all  such 
notices  on  the  owners  or  reputed  owners,  lessees  or  reputed  levees,  or 
occupiers  of  the  said  lands  as  are  prescrib^  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board.  Every  such  petition  may  he  in  the  form  in  the  First 

Schedule  hereto. 
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3.  Every  such  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  or  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  County  Council  presenting  the  same,  and  shall 
specify  some  office  or  house  within  the  coimty  whereat  notices 
and  papers  relating  to  the  prayer  of  the  petition  may  be  delivered  to 
or  for  the  said  County. Council. 

4.  Every  such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Judge  of  Assize 
and  shall  be  presented  by  lodging  the  same  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Crown.  There  shall  be  lodged  along  with  the  petition  one  copy  of 
each  newspaper  containing  the  prescribed  advertisements  and  an  affi- 
davit proving  the  publication  of  the  prescribed  advertisements  and 
the  service  of  the  prescribed  notices.  .In  case  of  compliance  by  the 
petitioners  with  this  mle  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  shall  give  to  the 
person  lodging  the  petition  a certificate  under  his  hand  of  such  com- 
pliance, and  such  certificate  shall  be  produced  by  the  petitioners  to 
the  Judge  of  Assize. 

5.  Upon  the  lodgment  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  any  such

Every  such  notice  shall  also 
specify  every  ground  of  opposition  intended  to  be  relied  upon,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  party  on  whose  behalf  it  is  lodged  or  by  the 
solicitor  for  such  party. 

10.  A duplicate  notice  in  writing  of  the  said  application  shall  be 
delivered  for  the  County  Council  at  the  place  mentioned  in  their  peti- 
tion for  the  delivery  of  notices. 

11.  When  the  Judge  of  Assize  under  the  provisions  of  sub-section  3 
of  section  10  of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  states  a 
case  for  the  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  such  case  shall  be  pre- 
pared in  such  manner,  and  subject  to  such  conditions,  and  within  such 
time,  as  the  Judge  shall  direct,  and  when  settled  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Judge.

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STATUTORY  COUNTY  COURT  RULES  UNDER  SECTION  5 
OF  THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  (IRELAND)  ACT,  1898. 

Dated  tlie  22nd  day  of  March,  1899. 

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  40  and  41  Vic.,  o.  56,  intituled  “The  Ooiintr 
Officers  and  Courts  (Ireland)  Act,  1877,”  section  79,  it  is  enacted  that 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  with  the  conciirreuce  of  the  County  Court  Judo-es 
and  Chairmen  of  Quarter  Sessions  in  Ireland,  or  any  five  of  them  to^be 
selected  or  nominated  as  in  the  said  Act  is  provided,  may  make  Rules 
and  Orders  for  regulating  the  proceedings  in  and  practice  of  the  Civil 
Bill  Courts  in  Ireland,  and  for  prescribing  the  forms  of  proceedinos 
and  for  the  several  other  purposes  in  the  said  Act  mentioned  and 
otherwise  for  carrying  the  said  Act  into  execution;  and  may ’from 
tune  to  time  amend  such  Rules,  Orders,  and  Forms,  and  that  every 
such  Rule,  Order,  and  Form,  certified  under  the  hands  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor  and  any  five  of  such  Judges  and  Chairmen,  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  such  day  as  shall  be  therein  named. 

And  whereas,  at  a meeting  of  the  said  Judges  duly  convened  for  the 
purjiose,  the  following  five  of  them,  that  is  to  say His  Honor  Judge 
Sir  Francis  W.  Brady,  Bart.,  q.c.  ; His  Honor  .Judge  Sir  John  Chute 
Neligan,  q.c.,  Recorder  of  Cork;  His  Honor  Judge  Anderson,  q.c. 
Recorder  of  Galway;  His  Honor  Judge  Shaw,  Q.O.,  and  His  Honor 
Judge  Overend.Q.c.,  Recorder  of  Londonderry,  were  selected  to  frame 
Rules  Orders,  and  Forms  as  aforesaid. 

And  whereas,  by  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  Section 
5,  Sub-section  7,  it  is  enacted  that  Rules  of  Court  may  regulate  the 
practice  and  procedure  under  that  section,  including  costs,  and  the 
service  of  all  preliminary  notices  and  the  time  within  which  proceedings 
are  to  be  had  or  taken.  “ 

And  whereas.  Draft  Rules  and  Forms  were  prepared  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Rules  Publication  Act,  1893,  and  notice  was  given 
in  the  Dublin  Gazette  of  the  30th  December,  1898,  of  the  preparation  of 
the  same,  and  that  on  the  expiration  of  forty  days  after  the  publication 
of  such  notice  the  Rule-making  Authority  would  take  the  same  into 
consideration  before  finally  settling  them,  and  would  make  and  certify 
the  Rules  and  Forms  either  as  originally  drawn  or  as  amended  by  the 
Rule-making  Authority,  to  be  used  and  to  be  in  force  as  Statutory 
Rules  and  Forms.

COUNTY  COURTS,  IRELAND. 

Statdtoey  Rules  of  Peoobduee  as  to  Compensation  for  Criminal 
Injuries  under  the  Loc.tL  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898. 

Sule  1. — All  applications  for  compensation  for  criminal  injuries 
under  Section  5 of  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898,  shall  be 
heard  at  the  ordinary  sittings  of  the  County  Court  for  each  Dii  ision 
of  the  County,  or  of  the  Recorder’s  Court  for  a County  Borough. 

Rule  2.  —The  application  shall  be  made  in  the  Division  of  the 
County  where  the  injury  was  committed,-  except  in  cases  coming  within 
Section  140  of  6 and  7 Wni.  4th,  c.  116,  where  the  injury  has  been 
committed  on  the  verge  or  within  the  distance  of  one  mile  of  the 
boundary  of  any  two  or  more  counties.  In  such  last-mentioned 
cases  the  application  may  be  made  in  either  or  any  one  of  such 
neighbouring  counties,  but  shall  be  brought  either  in  the  Division  where 
the  injury  was  committed,  or  in  the  Division  of  the  neighbouring 
County  which  is  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  injury  was  committed. 
The  Judge  may  adjourn  the  case  from  one  Division  to  another,  or 
from  one  Sessions  to  another.  Provided  that  where  the  injury  has 
been  committed  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  Belfast,  Cork,  or  Londonderry, 
the  application  shall  be  made  in  the  Recorder’s  Court  of  such  city. 

3. — In  cases  where  the  criminal  injury  has  caused  the  death  of 
a person  the  application  shall  be  made  by  his  legal  personal  represen- 
tative, provided,  however,  that  the  Preliminary  Notice  hereinafter 
required,  may  be  served  by  or  on  behalf  of  some  one  or  more  of  his 
next  of  kin. 

Rule  4. — In  cases  to  which  Section  137  of  6 and  7 Wm.  4th,  c.  116, 
applies,  or  has  been  extended,  the  examination  on  oath  and  recognizance 
required  by  the  said  section  to  be  given  and  made  within  three  days 
from  the  commission  of  the  injury,  shall  be  in  the  Form  Ro.  1 m the 
schedule  hereto  or  to  the  like  effect. 
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Ride  5.  Within  seven  days  from  the  commission  of  a criminal 
injury,  the  applicant  or  some  one  acting  on  his  behalf,  shall  in  all  cases 
cause  a Preliminary  Notice  of  his  intention  to  apply  to  the  Court  for 
compensation  to  be  served  on  the  Secretary  and  Clerk  respectively  of 
the  Councils  for  the  County  and  District  where  the  injury  was  com- 
mitted, and  upon  the  Head  or  other  Constable  in  charge  of  the  Police 
Barracks  nearest  to  the  place  where  such  injury  was  committed 
Provided,  however,  that  where  the  injury  has  been  committed  in 
the  City  of  Dublin  or  in  the  City  of  Belfast,  the  service  of  such 
Preliminary  Notice  shall  be  upon  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Police  for  such  city.  Such  Preliminary  Notice  shall  give  full 
particulars  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  such  injury  'was 
cornmitted,  the  nature  of  the  injuries,  and  whether  to  person  or  property 
or  both,  with  details  of  the  property  injured  or  destroyed,  and  the 
amount  of  damage  sustained.  Such  Preliminary  Notice  may  be  in 
the  Forms  Nos.  2,  3,  or  4 hereto  annexed  or  to  the  like  elTect. 

Ride  6.  In  cases  within  Rule  4 a copy  of  the  examination  on  oath 
and  recognizance,  if  any,  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  Petty  Sessions  in 
whose  custody  the  originals  remain,  and  in  all  oases  a copy  of  the 
Pieliminary  Notice,  with  an  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  the  services 
thereof,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  or 
county  borough  in  which  it  is  intended  to  make  the  application,  alone 
with  the  Notice  of  Application  in  the  next  succeeding  Rule  mentioned! 
feiich  certified  copies  of  the  examination  on  oath  and  recognizance 
aforesaid  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  same  were  duly  made 
and  entered  into. 

ffwfe  7.— -Every  application  to  the  Court  for  compensation  for 
criminal  injuries  shall  be  by  Notice,  which  shall  be  in  some  one  of  the 
iorms  No.  6,  6,  7,  or  8 in  the  Schedule  hereto,  or  to  the  like  effect, 
buch  Notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  Secretary  and  Clerk  respectively 
of  the  Councils  for  the  County  and  District  within  which  the  injury 
was  committed.  In  ease  it  is  sought  to  apportion  the  compensation 
between  or  amongst  two  or  more  counties  the  Notice  shall  be  addressed 
to  and  served  on  the  Secretary  and  Clerk  respectively  of  the  Councils 
ot  every  County  and  District  sought  to  be  affected.  Such  Notice  shall 
be  served  fifteen  clear  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  Sessions  at 
winch  it  IS  intended  to  have  such  application  heard,  and  a copy 
thereof,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  service  thereof,  shall  be  lodged 
vith  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  at  least  ten  clear  days  before  sucli 
bessions.  *' 

Ixiile  8.  Tijc  several  Notices  lierei-ubefore  mentioned  may  be  served 
by  registered  letter  or  in  any  of  the  modes  in  Avliicb  an  ordinary  or 
itquity  Civil  JBill  may  bo  served.

Rule  9.--The  application  shall  he  made  not  later  than  the  second

Rule  10.---The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  keep  a book  to  be  called  the 
Oiiminal  Injuries  Book,  in  wliicli  he  shall  enter  each  application  for 
compensation  for  criminal  injury  in  tlio  order  in  which  it  shall  be 
received  by  him,  and  shall  set  out  therein  full  particulars  of  each 
application,  and  also  enter  therein  the  ruling  of  the  Judge  in  each  case, 
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XI. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  three  clear 

days  before  the  commencement  of  the  Sessions  for  each  Division  of  the 
county,  or  for  a County  Borough,  to  publish  in  one  or  more  of  the 
papers " circulating  within  the  Division,  a list  of  all  Notices  of 
Application  for  compensation  for  criminal  injuries  received  by  him 
and  to  be  tried  at  the  Sessions  next  ensuing.  Such  list  shall  contain 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  applicants,  the  nature  of  the  injury  com- 
plained of,  the  place  where  the  injury  is  said  to  have  occurred,  and 
the  amount  of  compensation  claimed. 

12. Every  Decree  for  compensation  or  Refusal  to  give  com- 

pensation .shall  state  whether  it  is  made  with  or  without  costs,  and  in 
case  it  is  made  with  costs,  the  exact  sum  payable  for  costs  (including 
witnesses’  expenses)  shall  be  inserted  therein.  The  Refusal  may  be  in 
the  Form  No.  9,  and  the  Decree  may  be  in  one. of  the  Forms 
Nos.  10,  11,  or  12  in  the  Schedule  hereto,  or  to  the  like  effect. 

Rule  13. — The  costs,  including  witnesses’  expenses,  as  between  party 
and  party,  shall  be  taxed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  or  Registrar 
according  to  the  scale  set  out  in  the  Schedule  hereto.
